In BoarRpD OF ALDERMEN, March 14, 1870. 


Ordered, That the following Rules and Regulations for the 
government, disposition, and management of the Boston 
Police be, and the same are hereby, adopted, until otherwise 
ordered : — 

1. The chief of police shall be the chief executive 
officer of the police department, and shall be responsible 
for its discipline and efficiency. He shall report all in- 
stances of wilful disobedience or neglect of duty to the 
mayor. 

2. He shall keep abook, alphabetically arranged, in which 
shall be entered the name, age, birthplace, date of service, 
district, and occasions of censure or punishment, of every 
member of the department, as also of extra duty. 


3. All the accounts and expenses of the department shall 
be audited and entered in proper books, to be kept in his 
office for the inspection of the mayor and board of aldermen ; 
and it shall be his duty to see that the utmost economy is 
practised throughout the service. 

4. He shall visit each station house once a week, or 
oftener, and inspect the drill of the men, the books of the 
station, and see that the houses are properly conducted, and 
kept in good order. 

5. He shall.once a month instruct the captains in all 
branches of their duty, and see that they give similar in- 
structions to their men. 

6. He shall, as often as opportunity permits, cause as 
large a number of the members of the department as can 
be spared from their other duties to be drilled together in 
military movements and evolutions, so that they may act 
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efficiently and in concert when called upon to suppress riots 
and disorders. 


7. He shall keep a book in which complaints may be 
made by citizens against members of the department, and 
another in which violations of the laws and ordinances, 
robberies, burglaries, articles lost, and other similar mat- 
ters, when brought to his knowledge, may be entered; and 
he shall cause prompt attention to be paid to such com- 
plaints or information. 


8. He shall keep a list of all special officers, with their 
name, age, residence, birthplace, and the name of their 
employers, and the extent of their powers; as also of any 
omission to make report of their doings, as provided in 
Rule 118. 


9. He may suspend from duty, and stop the pay of, any 
member of the department for a time not longer than one 
week, for cause; and may grant furloughs to any one 
member for the same period, making report thereof to the 
mayor and the committee on police. 


10. He shall see that complaints and prosecutions for 
violations of the laws and ordinances are instituted in all 
proper cases, and use his best efforts to bring offenders to 
punishment. He shall make report every morning of his 
doings for the preceding twenty-four hours to the mayor. 


11. He shall cause the station-houses to be provided 
with copies of the ‘‘ General Statutes,” the ‘‘ Ordinances of 
the City,” the ‘‘ Municipal Register,” ‘‘Boston Directory,” 
some system of drill, an ‘‘ English Dictionary,” and the 
‘‘ Bible”; and each member of the department with a copy 
of the ‘‘ Rules and Regulations.” 


12. He shall cause a meteorological diary to be kept in 
his office, with the state of the weather at eight o’clock in 
the morning, at noon, and at sunset. 


13. Whenever a disregard of any law, ordinance, or 
order prevails to an extent prejudicial to the well-being of 
the city, he shall cause the said law, ordinance, or order to 
be published in the newspapers of the city, or in handbills 
or circulars, calling thereto the attention of the public. 
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14. He shall record in a book reports from the several_ 
stations of all defects in the highways, violations of the 
building laws, and causes of nuisance; and take measures 
forthwith to have the same corrected; and keep a record of 
all accidents whereby the city may become chargeable, with 
the circumstances, names of witnesses, and a particular 
description of the locality. 


15. He shall keep a record of all intelligence offices, 
junk-shops, and dealers in second-hand articles, pawn- 
brokers, theatres, and other places of amusement, licensed 
by law, and see that they observe the laws, ordinances, and 
rules for their government; and of all suspected gambling- 
houses, drinking-saloons, and houses of ill-repute, as also 
of all convicted persons who may become dangerous to the 
community. 


16. The chief, and in his absence the deputy chief, may 
at any time detail such, and so many, officers of either rank, 
from one or more of the police stations in the city, for spe- 
cial duty at the central office, or elsewhere, as may be re- 
quired. The officers so detailed shall be under the imme- 
diate command of the chief or the deputy, and shall hold 
themselves in readiness to answer any calls made upon 
them by those officers, in connection with the business of 
the department. 


17. The chief, and in his absence the deputy, may, in 
their discretion, send any officers of the department out of the 
city or the State, in pursuit of any fugitive from justice, or 
to recover stolen property; but no bills for expenses, or for 
extra service, shall be contracted against the city without 
the approval of the committee on police. 


18. When any person is taken into custody by the officers 
detailed at the central office, he shall, if practicable, be 
conveyed to that office, and a full description of his per- 
son, and the time and cause of his arrest, his name, and that 
of the arresting officer, with the amount and description of 
property taken from his person, shall be recorded on the 
book kept for that purpose. The property taken from any 
person shall be put together, carefully marked, and left with 
the clerk of police. 
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19. The dress or uniform of the officers detailed at the 
central office or elsewhere, for special duty, shall be regu- 
lated by the chief or the deputy. 


20. The chief of police or the deputy shall detail an officer 
to examine all applications for permission to use any portion 
of the streets or sidewalks for building purposes. The 
officer so detailed shall report upon each case in writing, 
and thereupon the chief or the deputy may grant permits 
for the occupation of portions of the streets or sidewalks, 
subject to such restrictions as the case requires, and the 
officer detailed as before mentioned shall see that the restric- 
tions in each case are complied with, and that the regula- 
tions of the Board of Aldermen in regard to such permits 
are strictly enforced. 


21. The central office at City Hall shall be kept open 
from nine o’clock, A. M., until six o’clock, P.M. From six 
o’clock, Pp. M., to nine o’clock, A. M., the central office shall 
be established at the second police station in Court Square. 


DEPUTY CHIEF. 


22. The deputy chief shall be under the immediate direc- 
tion of the chief, assist him in his duties, and officiate for 
him in his absence. 


23. It shall be his especial duty to supervise the city 
prison, be responsible for its good order and cleanliness, 
and cause all the rules and orders for its government to be 
rigidly enforced. 


QUALIFICATIONS OF MEMBERS. 


24. It is the design of the appointing power to select 
men for office with a view to their fitness for the position 
and usefulness in the service of the department. No officer 
can expect to hold his office unless his conduct be such as 
to secure the good-will of the respectable portion of the 
community, and to command respect from the unfortunate 
and vicious. 

25. The following qualifications shall be necessary for 
any one to be eligible as a member of the department : — 

First. To be a citizen of the United States. 
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Second. To have been a resident of Boston, and paid 
taxes there, for the two years next preceding his appoint- 
ment. 

Third. To be not under twenty-one nor over forty years 
of age when first appointed. 

Fourth. To be of sound health and vigor, of unquestion- 
able energy and courage, of temperate and industrious 
habits, of peaceable and courteous manners, decorous and 
cleanly in his person and dress, respectful to superiors, 
prompt and decided in action, and disposed to be zealous in 
the service. 

Fifth. All applications for appointment shall be made in 
the handwriting of the applicant. 


26. It shall be the duty of the city physician, or of such 
other regular physician as may be duly appointed by the 
board of aldermen for that purpose, to examine and report 
on the physical condition of candidates (when not already 
on the force) for police officers, and to perform such other 
professional duty as may enable such physician to certify 
to the chief of police as to the cause of sickness or dis- 
ability of members of the department, of their physical 
fitness to perform police duty, and also to the length of time 
they shall have been disqualified for service by such sickness 
or disability; and, before a nomination is made of a police 
officer to the board of aldermen for confirmation, a 
certificate of the city physician, or of such other regular 
physician, that the candidate is physically qualified, shall 
be furnished to the mayor. 


27. Nominations shall be referred to the committee on 
police, who shall report as soon as practicable to the board 
of aldermen for confirmation or rejection. 


38. Before entering upon the discharge of their duties, 
the members appointed on the police department shall take 
and subscribe to the following oath before the city clerk : — 


iis , do solemnly swear that I will faithfully 
and impartially discharge and perform all the duties incum- 
bent upon me as a police officer of the city of Boston, so 
long as I shall be such officer. So help me God. 
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GENERAL RULES. 


29. Each member of the police force shall devote his 
whole time and attention to the business of the department, 
and he is expressly prohibited from following any other 
calling, or being employed in any other business. Although 
certain hours are allotted to the respective members for the 
performance of duty on ordinary occasions, yet at all times 
they must be prepared to act immediately, on notice that 
their services are required. 


80. Punctual attendance, prompt obedience to orders, 
and conformity to the rules of the department, shall be 
rigidly observed. 


31. Each member, in his conduct and deportment, must 
be quiet, civil, and orderly; in the performance of his duty, 
he must be attentive and zealous, control his temper, and 
exercise the utmost patience and discretion. He must at 
all times refrain from harsh, violent, coarse, and profane 
language; and, when circumstances require, act with energy 
and decision. 


32. No member of the department shall, in the station 
house or elsewhere, while on duty, drink any kind of intoxi- 
cating liquor; or, except in the immediate performance of 
his duty, enter any place in which intoxicating drinks are 
sold or furnished. No intoxicating drink shall be intro- 
duced upon any pretext into the station houses, except 
when advised by aphysician. Smoking shall not be allowed 
in the station house, except in apartments designated by 
the captain, with the approbation of the chief. 


33. No member shall, directly or indirectly, accept from any 
person, either liable to be arrested or to complaint, or in cus- 
tody, or after he has been discharged, or from any of his 
Sriends, any gratuity, reward or gift whatsoever ; nor from any 
person money or other compensation for services rendered or 
damages sustained while on duty; nor shall any officer receive 
any compensation for services rendered, or reimbursements for 
expenses incurred, by him in connection with his official ser- 
vices, without the approval of the committee on police; nor 
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until he shall have furnished to the committee a report in 
writing of the nature and extent of the services so rendered, 
and a detailed account of the expenses so incurred. 


34. No member shall, directly or indirectly, be concerned 
in making any compromise or arrangement between thieves 
or other criminals and persons who have suffered by their 
acts, with a view to permitting the criminals to escape the 
penalties provided by law; and any officer who has any part 
in such compromises or arrangements, or has any knowledge 
thereof, and fails to give information to his superior officer, 
or the district attorney, or a justice of one of the courts, 
shall be subject to immediate dismissal by the mayor. 


35. Any member of the department, for intoxication, 
wilful disobedience of orders, indecent, profane or harsh 
language, disrespect to a superior, unnecessary violence to 
any prisoner or citizen, neglect in paying his just debts for 
rent or necessaries, or any breach of the ‘ Rules and Regu- 
lations,” or any conduct unbecoming an officer, shall be 
subject to reprimand, suspension, deductions from his pay, 
or to discharge, according to the nature or aggravation of 
his offence. 

36. All complaints made against any member of the de- 
partment by any other member thereof than a superior 
officer, or by any other person not of the force, shall be re- 
duced to writing, with specifications, and shall be signed by 
the party making the complaint before the same shall be in- 
vestigated ; and any officer whose character has been com- 
promised may have an inquiry as to the truth of any charges 
made against him. The investigation of all complaints 
and charges shall be before the committee on police, and 
the evidence shall be taken down by a clerk; the mayor 
shall be notified of such investigations. When the commit- 
tee find the officer guilty of any irregularity, not suificient 
to warrant his removal from the force, they shall state what 
deduction should be made therefor from his compensation, 
and such deduction shall accordingly be made. When in 
their opinion the evidence is suflicient to warrant his re- 
moval, they shall report the evidence, with their recom- 
mendation thereon, to the mayor.

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37. Whenever any member of the department resigns or 
is discharged, or in any way vacates his office, he shall sur- 
render to the captain of the station to which he belongs his 
badge, number, book of regulations, memorandum books, 
club, police buttons, belt, and other equipments. 


38. Coolness and firmness will be expected in all cases of 
every officer, and in times of extreme peril the police must 
be careful to act together, and to protect each other in the 
restoration of peace: whoever shrinks from danger or re- 
sponsibility at such a moment shall be discharged as un- 
worthy of a place in the service. . 


39. No member of the department will be permitted to 
apply for a warrant for an assault upon himself, or make a 
complaint for damages, or adjust the same without consent 
of the chief. . 


40. No member of the department shall belong to any 
fire or military company, nor shall he serve on a coroner’s 
jury, nor perform any similar service. No association shall 
be formed within the department of members thereof, with- 
out the assent of the mayor and aldermen. 


41. No member of the department is allowed to commu- 
nicate any information respecting orders or regulations, or 
any other business of the department whatever, except by 
special permission of a superior officer. 


42. No one will be appointed on the police for his reli- 
gious or political opinions, and officers will avoid all re- 
ligious or political discussions in the station houses: they 
shall not interfere, or make use of the influence of their 
office, in elections; but may quietly exercise the right of 
suffrage, as other citizens. 


48. The watch shall be set at the hour next after sunset. 


CLERK OF POLICE. 


44, The clerk of police shall devote his whole time to 
the business of the department. He shall keep fully and 
accurately all books, records, papers or reports appertain- 
ing to the central office, under the direction of the chief of 
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police or his deputy, and perform all such other clerical ser- 
vice as they shall order. 


45. A list of all articles, and a statement of the amount 
of all moneys taken, found or recovered shall be furnished 
to the clerk by the officers of the several stations every day 
at nine o’clock, A. M., twelve o’clock, M., and five o’clock, 
Pp. M.; and the clerk shall keep a careful record of the same, 
and furnish information to persons making inquiries for 
property lost or stolen. He shall, under the direction of the 
chief, advertise articles which have been found and are not 
called for within a reasonable time. 


CAPTAINS OF POLICE. 


46. Eachcaptain of police shall be at his station house at 
all times during the day, unless absent on official duty. He 
shall have the general charge of his station house, and be 
held responsible for the cleanliness, good order, and proper 
condition of the same. 


47. He shall see that his station house is kept open at all 
times, and in his absence shall detail a lieutenant or ser- 
geant, to be constantly in charge thereof, to receive prison- 
ers, attend to calls, answer the applications of citizens, or to 
attend to other business properly belonging to the depart- 
ment. 


48. He shall have the general charge of his district, visit- 
ing every part of it as often as once each week, noting the 
condition of the streets, sidewalks, street-lights, obstruc- 
tions, nuisances, and non-compliances with the city ordi- 
nances, and all other matters requiring the attention of the 
police in his district. He shall report to the chief all cases 
of contagious disease, and any negligence which may ex- 
pose the city to danger from fire, and all matters which re- 
quire the attention of the superintendent of streets or in 
ternal health. 


49. He shall have immediate control of the officers and 
patrolmen detailed for duty at his station, and shall care- 
fully note their conduct, condition, faithfulness and effi- 
ciency. He shall call the roll at 6 o’clock, Pp. M., each

day, and then communicate all necessary information and 
orders; and at such other times as the chief shall order, 
noting and reporting every absence. He shall daily inspect 
his men, and reform any negligence in attire, want of 
cleanliness or of neatness, or other improper personal habit ; 
and report to the chief every case of sickness, misconduct, 
insubordination, neglect, or unfitness for duty; and estab- 
lish such rules for the government of the station house as 
the chief shall approve. He shall as often as once a week, 
at roll-call, put the men through the simple military forma- 
tions-in-line and evolutions; and once each week instruct 
them as to their conduct at fires or riots, in making arrests 
or complaints, as to defects in the highway, nuisances 
and accidents, in procuring information, or other matters 
pertaining to their duty. He shall see that each has his 
copy of the ‘Rules and Regulations,” and duly observes 
them. He shall divide, with the approval of the chief, his 
district into beats for day, and also for night, so arranged 
that the whole territory shall be covered at all times by 
officers on duty, except at roll-call, and, as circumstances 
require, placing each officer, as far as practicable, where he 
will be most useful and eflicient. 


50. Incase of an alarm of fire, the two officers on street 
duty nearest the fire shall repair at once to the fire, and act 
as fire-police,—the officers on beats adjoining to cover 
those left vacant. The captain will detail from the reserve 
at the station, with a sergeant, to repair to the fire, suffi- 
cient men to keep the streets clear, and protect property 
that the officers on street duty may return as soon as prac- 
ticable to their beats. 


51. Incase of fire or other emergency, the captain or 
superior officer of the district present will have direction 
not only of his own men, but also of patrolmen of other 
stations within call, if no superior officer is present of any 
other station to which said patrolmen belong. 


52. Heshall receive into his custody, and safely keep, all 
persons arrested in his district for any criminal offence ; and, 
unless otherwise lawfully disposed of, shall, before the open- 
ing of the next session of the municipal court, cause all such 
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prisoners to be conveyed to the city prison, there to await 
the action of the court, or the order of the chief of police; 
and it shall be his duty, or that of one of the lieutenants or 
sergeants, to be present at the municipal court each morning 
when required, after making his morning report, to attend 
to cases from his station. 


58. He shall cause all persons brought into his station 
house, before they are committed to the cells, to be first 
brought into the dock, where the officer in charge shall then 
enter in the blotter his own name, the name of the arrest- 
ing officer, also the name, nation, age, height, complexion, 
weight, residence, and offence of the prisoner, and the 
number of his cell: the prisoner shall be properly searched, 
and whatever is taken for safe keeping be properly entered 
on the book. He shall post daily from the blotter to a 
register, alphabetically arranged, the name and description 
of criminals so arrested, with their sentence in court, of 
which he shall inform himself. 


54. He shall also enter on his blotter, and post into a 
register, the name and description of all persons furnished 
with lodgings at the station house. 


55. He shall receive and keep all property coming into 
the possession of officers of the station by virtue of their 
office, and furnish a list of said property, as provided in 
Section 44, to the clerk of police. He shall mark and keep 
together the property taken from each person, and keep a 
record of the same; and property holden for evidence shall 
be delivered by order of court: and all other property holden 
shall, as soon as possible, be delivered to the lawful owner, 
a receipt being taken therefor and filed with the clerk; and 
all property remaining at the close of each month shall be 
delivered to the clerk. 


56. He shall keep a daily record of burglaries, robberies, 
larcenies, amount of property lost or stolen, assaults, dis- 
turbances, lost children, fires, dangerous places, and acci- 
dents, with the cause and proofs, and of all other matters 
appertaining to the business of the department in his dis- 
trict, for reference. 
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57. He shall keep a daily account of the regular and ex- 
tra duties done by his men; and on the eighteenth of each 
month submit to the clerk a full and accurate account 
against the name of each member of his station, the number 
of days on duty, number of days absent without pay or 
from sickness, amount due for extra work, and total amount 
due for the month preceding, with the requisite certified 
bills, certificates and vouchers for the same; aiso all other 
bills necessarily incurred at the station for the current 
month, approved by him. 


58. He shall daily transcribe from his blotter and journal 
to his morning report a true copy of all matters of impor- 
tance there recorded for the twenty-four hours ending at 8 
o’clock, A. M., and present said report to the chief at 9 
o’clock, A. M., of the same day. He shall, on the last day of 
each month, transmit to the chief a full and correct synopsis 
of all the police work done in his district for the current 
month; and on the last day of each year he shall submit to 
the chief a full synopsis of all the police work done in his 
district for the current year. 


59. He shall keep a record of all pawn-brokers, second- 
hand dealers, junk shops, intelligence offices, licensed places 
of amusement, within his district; and cause the laws and 
ordinances concerning them to be observed. He shall keep 
a record of all suspected drinking saloons, gambling houses 
and houses of ill-fame; and of all places where idlers, tip- 
plers, gamblers, sellers of lottery tickets, thieves and other 
disorderly and suspicious persons congregate. 


60. In case of any riot or sudden emergency requiring 
the services of the police, on notice being given, the captain 
of the district in which such riot may occur shall forthwith 
proceed to the scene of disturbance with the whole police 
force he can muster, and be vigilant in suppressing the dis- 
order. Should the captain have any doubt of his ability to 
preserve the peace, or to restore order, he will immediately 
send notice to the chief of police or his deputy. 


61. He shall cause the members of his command to be 
thoroughly instructed in ‘‘'The School of the Soldier and 
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Company,” excepting those parts which relate exclusively to 
the manual of arms. 


62. No persons shall be permitted to remain at the sta- 
tion house without permission of the officer in charge, except 
members of the department detailed for service, members of 
the city council, and persons having official business there. 
The use of spirituous liquors or wines, gambling, boisterous 
or indecent language or conduct, or profanity, are strictly 
prohibited at the station house; and it is the duty of the 
captain to report any disobedience of the rules, or other ir- 
regularity that comes to his knowledge, to the chief. 


63. He shall observe the strictest economy in the use of 
fuel and gas at the station house, consistent with a due re- 
gard to the comfort of the men; and see that the furniture 
and other property belonging to the city are neither de- 
stroyed nor injured. 


LIEUTENANTS. 


64. The lieutenants shall be detailed two to each dis- 
trict; and, in the absence of the captain, shall have charge 
of the station, and exercise all his powers and duties, and 
be held to the like responsibility. 


65. They shall rank first and second, as named in their 
appointment. They shall alternate their duties, spending 
day and night such hours at the station house, and such 
hours in the examination of the district, and perform such 
other duties as shall from time to time be ordered by their 
captain or by the chief. 


66. While on duty, or in the absence of a superior officer, 
their orders shall be respected and obeyed, and they shall 
report to the captain every instance of violation of duty or 
disobedience of orders. 


SERGEANTS. 


67. Sergeants of police shall be detailed for duty at the 
stations, or elsewhere, by the chief, and in his absence by the 
deputy. 

68. They shall rank first and second; and, under the 
orders of the chief, the deputy, or the captain of the station

to which they are detailed, shall perform such duties, and 
at such hours of day and night, as shall be directed by those 
officers. 


69. They shall have the general charge of the men on 
their beats, and shall instruct and assist them in their 
duties. When on duty and not otherwise detailed, they 
shall constantly and faithfully patrol their respective dis- 
tricts, visiting each beat as often as twice in each term of 
Service, ascertaining the presence of each man at his proper 
place, and aiding in the enforcement of every duty. 


70. They shall carefully note, and impartially report to 
the captain or lieutenant, every officer found on duty, by 
name and number, and the case of every officer absent from 
his beat, or other neglect of discipline or duty; and their 
failure so to report shall be sufficient cause for suspension 
or discharge from service. 


PATROLMEN. 


71. The districts shall be divided into beats under the 
direction of the chief, and the rounds of regular service 
shall be from time to time specified; but when occasion re- 
quires, officers. are liable to be called into service for any 
portion of the day, if necessary. The ordinary sphere of 
their duty is the city of Boston and the harbor with its 
islands. But, as officers clothed with the criminal powers of 
constables, they may be required to go into any other part 
of the State to arrest criminals, or for other duties. No 
compensation will be allowed beyond their pay for extra 
service, except upon such bills as are approved by the 
mayor and the committee on police; and all fees as wit- 
nesses in court shall be deducted from their pay, except as 
provided in the seventh section of the ordinance; and they 
must report to the captain all fees so received, who shall 
report the same to the chief, to be deducted from the next 
month’s payment. 

72. The patrolman shall hold himself in readiness at all 


times to answer the calls and to obey the orders of his su- 
perior officers. He shall treat his superiors with respect, 
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and in his demeanor to his associates on the force, he shall 
be courteous and considerate, guarding himself against envy, 
jealousy, or other unfriendly feeling; and refraining from 
all communications to their discredit, except to his superior 
officers, whom it is his duty to inform of every neglect or 
‘disobedience of orders on their part that may come to his 
knowledge. He shall conform to the rules and regulations 
of the department; observe the laws and ordinances; and 
render his services to the city with zeal, courage, discretion, 
and fidelity. Any violation of the rules of the department 
will be punished by reprimand, suspension, deduction from 
pay, or discharge. 


73. He shall be present at the daily roll-calls, and attend 
at the station house at the times appointed; and, if absent, 
except by permission, or for sufficient reason, deductions 
shall be made from his pay. 


74. Immediately after roll-calls, the patrolmen going out 
on duty shall each repair to his beat, and continually patrol 
every part thereof as often as once each hour, if practicable; 
and he shall confine his patrol within the limits of his beat, 
except in case of fire, arrest of a prisoner, or other neces- 
_ sary absence on duty, until the time assigned for the expira- 

tion of his tour of duty, and he is regularly relieved. 


75. Policemen must not walk together, or talk with each 
other or with any other person, on their beats, while on duty, 
unless it be to communicate information pertaining to the de- 
partment, or in the line of their duty; and such communica- 
tion must be as brief as possible. 


76. As far as he can, without intrusion upon the privacy 
of individuals, he must note all removals from or into the 
limits of his beat, and acquire such a knowledge of the in- 
habitants as will enable him to recognize them. 


77. He shall furnish such information, and render such 
aid, to all persons, when requested, as is consistent with his 
duty; and he shall keep his number in sight, and give his 
name and number to all persons who demand them. 


78. He must direct strangers and others, when requested, 
the nearest and safest way to their places of destination,

and, when necessary, cause them to be accompanied thither 
by one of the police; but shall not leave his beat for that 
purpose, but pass such persons from his beat to the next. 
If he hear the cry of ‘‘ watch,” or other call for assistance, 
he shall proceed to render aid with all despatch, taking 
every practicable precaution for the protection of his beat, 
when he leaves it for this or any other purpose. 

79. He shall cause all children who have strayed, or 
infants who have been abandoned, to be taken to the resi- 
dence of their parents, if known and within the bounds of 
his beat, and, if not, to the station house. Children or 
families without home shall be directed or sent to the 
Charity Building, Chardon street. He shall take note of all 
cases of contagious disease or sudden death, where there is 
reasonable ground to suspect criminality ; and render imme- 
diate aid in cases of accident or illness in the streets, ascer- 
taining all important particulars connected therewith, and 
making record thereof. 


80. When he discovers a pickpocket in a crowd at rail- 
road stations, theatres, or any other thronged place, he 
shall give suitable warning. 

81. He must strictly watch the conduct of all persons of 
known bad character, in such manner that it will be evident 
to them that they are watched, fixing in his mind such 
impressions as will enable him to recognize persons whom 
he frequently meets in the streets at night; and, to the 
utmost of his power, prevent the commission of assaults, 
breaches of the peace, and all other crimes about to be com- 
mitted. 

82. He must note all junk-shops and shops of second- 
hand dealers and pawn-brokers, all places of amusement, 
and all licensed persons and places within his beat, and also 
all suspected gambling houses, public saloons for drinking, 
dancing or prize fighting, mock-auction rooms, venders of 
lottery tickets, houses of ill-fame, and all other suspicious 
persons and places therein; keep a list thereof in his book 
for reference, and report the same to his captain. 

83. While on duty, he shall note all street and sidewalk 
obstructions; all defects therein from which accidents may 
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occur, removing them when practicable; all places for which 
temporary permits are granted for building, or where open- 
ings or excavations are being made, and not suffer them to 
be continued without examining the permits authorizing the 
same, and shall cause suitable accommodations to be pro- 
vided for the public travel; all coal-holes left exposed or 
insecure; all street lamps not lighted at proper times, or too 
early extinguished, where not clean, or not giving sufficient 
light; all wooden buildings erected or being erected contrary 
to law, or any building defectively built or become unsafe, 
or where any noisome, dangerous or unwholesome trade 
is carried on; and all nuisances, and other matters relating 
to the safety and convenience of the public or to the inter- 
est of the city, which may exist or occur on his beat: and 
shall make report thereof without delay, in writing, to his 
captain. 


84. He shall examine in the night-time all doors, gates, 
and windows of dwellings and stores, to see that they are 
properly secured, and, if not, give notice to the inmates, if 
any; and, where not, make the same fast, and notify the 
owner in the morning. He must watch vacant houses, to 
prevent depredations; be vigilant to prevent fire, or waste 
of Cochituate water; call the attention of abutters to the 
state of their sidewalks, where by snow, ice or other cause 
they are rendered dangerous, or when obstructed by fuel, 
boxes, or other encumbrance, or with goods, or signs ex- 
tending more than a foot over the same; take note of all 
ashes, garbage, dead animals, or other nuisance thrown into 
the street, or when the street is used for washing carriages 
or horses, or improperly obstructed thereby; or, where the 
laws and ordinances, orders, rules, and regulations for the 
government of such cases, upon notice given, are not forth- 
with obeyed, the officer shall do what be can himselfto make 
the way safe and convenient, ascertain the names of the 
parties offending, and report the same for complaint and 
prosecution. 


85. Whenever any person remains upon any one part of 
the sidewalk longer than is allowed by law, it shall be the 
duty of the officer to request him courteously to move on 
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and, if any such person unreasonably persists in remaining 
so as to incommode other passengers, the officer shall en- 
deavor to ascertain the name of such person, and report the 
same for prosecution. 


86. When any person begs in the street, or goes from 
door to door soliciting alms, it shall be the duty of the officer 
to inquire the name and abode of such person, and note the 
same for record; and to direct such person, if in distress, to 
the overseers of the poor, or to any charitable association 
affording relief in similar cases. 


87. He shall note all cases of fast driving, brutality to 
animals; horses or vehicles left unattended more than five 
minutes, or standing more than twenty, or going upon the 
sidewalk, or taking the wrong side in passing or meeting; 
all cases where the drivers of licensed vehicles are uncivil, 
or demand illegal fares; or where rail-cars or omnibuses 
stop opposite intersection of streets or on crossings, or do 
not conform to any other lawful provision made for their 
regulation. 


88. When any way becomes blocked, he shall use his 
best efforts to aid the drivers in disentangling the same; 
and, when the stream of travel is continuous, open the way 
for foot-travellers wishing to cross, attending women, chil- 
dren, and aged persons, who would be otherwise exposed 
to danger. 


89. When a disturbance occurs, he shall instantly repair 
to the spot, and use his best efforts to restore quiet. If any 
person has committed a felonious assault, or any other felo- 
nious crime, or by loud outcries, or otherwise persists in dis- 
turbing the peace, any one so offending shall be taken into 
custody, and conveyed to the station house to await the or- 
der of the captain. If he is opposed in the performance of 
his duty, he shall spring his rattle, and the policemen who 
hear it shall answer the same by forthwith proceeding to 
his assistance. 


90. When holding a warrant against a party, he shall 
arrest him, and safely keep him in custody, and carry him 
before the next session of the municipal, or other court to 
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which the warrant is returnable, making the proper returns 
thereon over his own signature as a police officer. He may 
also arrest, without a warrant, any person reasonably sus- 
pected of having committed a felony, or seen committing a 
breach of the peace, or being unduly armed with a dangerous 
weapon, and also night-walkers; but, in every case of arrest 
without a warrant, complaint must be made at the next 
session of the municipal court. He may also examine any 
person whom he shall see walking abroad in the night after 
ten o’clock, whom he shall have reason to suspect of any 
unlawful design; and may demand of him his business 
abroad at such a time, and whither he is going. 


91. When any party charges another with crime, and 
insists that the party so charged shall be taken into custody, 
he shall require the accuser, if unknown to him, or their is 
any other sufficient reason for it, to go with the accused to 
the police station. 


92. When it becomes necessary to take a party into 
custody, he shall do so in as easy and quiet a manner as 
possible, using only sufficient force to secure the prisoner; 
and in no instance shall he strike the prisoner, except in self-’ 
defence. When in custody, he shall see that the prisoner is 
properly dealt with and cared for, until disposed of from his 
custody according to law, and any unnecessary deprivations 
or abuse to prisoners while in custody will be met with 
reproof and punishment. 


93. The property coming into his possession in his offi- 
cial capacity he shall carefully preserve, mark, and place in 
the hands of his captain without delay, and whatever is 
taken from each person while in his custody shall be kept 
together, and separate from other property. 


94. As by virtue of his appointment he can act officially 
in criminal matters only, he will not render assistance in 
any civil case whatever, except to prevent a breach of the 
peace, or to suppress a disturbance actually commenced; 
nor serve any warrant of search, without permission of the 
mayor, chief, deputy chief or his captain. 

95. Policemen wounded or otherwise disabled while in 
the performance of their official duty, and those rendered ill 
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in consequence of unusual or extraordinary hardship or ex- 
posure beyond the regular line of their duty, shall receive 
pay for their period of service necessarily lost in recovering, 
when duly certified by the city physician, or other physician 
appointed by their respective captains for them, upon ap- 
proval of the committee on police. In cases of ordinary 
sickness, pay may be allowed for such length of time as the 
committee on police may determine. 


96. On discovering a fire, the officer shall first ascertain 
if it can be extinguished without alarm; if not, he shall 
at once repair to the nearest signal-box, and give the alarm. 
In the night-time, upon an alarm of fire, officers shall pass 
quickly over their beats, springing their rattles, crying fire, 
and giving the number of the district, and the number and 
location of the box. He shall note the time, and his posi- 
tion, when he gives an alarm or hears one, and any circum- 
stances connected therewith which seem to be suspicious. 


97. At an alarm of fire, the officers who are detailed for 
fire police at the station shall quickly repair to the fire, to 
render such assistance as practicable in securing and pro- 
tecting lives and property, under the direction of the 
engineers of the fire department. The oflicer first arriving 
shall have precedence and control of the other officers who 
may be present, until a superior officer arrives. 


98. It shall be the duty of the police officer to keep a 
private record of his work, with day and date, and he shall 
enter therein all matters of any importance in all work in 
which he is engaged in his official capacity, whether at 
court, on his beat or elsewhere, and also any other matter 
of importance that comes to his knowledge connected with 
the police of the city: and when his book is full, it shall be 
carefully preserved for future use or reference, and he shall 
commence another. 


99. He shall, each day, at such time as shall be ap- 
pointed, make report to the captain of all that he has done, 
or which has come to his knowledge during the previous 
twenty-four hours, or since his last report, exhibiting his 
book to the captain if requested. 
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100. Any officer who neglects to wear his badge and 
uniform, when on duty or in court, without permission 
from the chief or his captain, will be suspended from the 
department. 


HARBOR POLICE. 


10]. The water police district will be divided into two 
beats, to be called the north and south districts. 


102. The north district will comprise all the docks, 
wharves and shipping north of Union Wharf to Charles- 
town Bridge, including East Boston. 


103. The south district will comprise all the docks, 
wharves and shipping south of Union Wharf, India Wharf 
to the water, to South Boston Bridge, including South 
Boston. 


104. If it become necessary, in the performance of their 
duty, to go farther north or south than the districts above 
described, they shall do so. 


105. The south district police shall visit the powder 
boats every hour, and see that all is safe; also the oyster- 
beds once in each watch, and as much oftener as practica- 
ble, to see that they are not disturbed. 


106. They shall pay particular attention to all cases of 
drowning coming under their observation, using every 
means in their power, regardless of time or cost, to resus- 
citate persons taken from the water. 


107. They shall board all foreign vessels on their arrival, 
supplying them with a copy of the ‘‘ Harbor Regulations,” 
keeping away all boats; and allowing no person toboard said 
vessels without permission, until such vessel has been made 
fast to the wharf. They will also, after ten o’clock in the 
evening, challenge all strange boats, satisfying themselves 
that there is nothing wrong. 


108. Should the cry of ‘‘ watch ” be made on the wharf, 
or a disturbance of the peace, the boatmen shall take notice 
thereof, and render such aid as the circumstances may 
require. 
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109. The following signals shall govern either watch 
when they may be wanted: For the watch on the north 
district, one shot will be fired from a pistol at the end of 
Union Wharf. For the watch of the south district, two 
shots will be fired in quick succession from the same place, 
when the boat so signalized shall come directly to Union 
Wharf. In addition to the above, the north watch will be 
at the end of Union Wharf at the following hours: seven, 
nine, eleven, one, three, five, and seven; and the south 
watch at eight, ten, twelve, two, four, and six. 


110. The relieving time is established at five minutes be- 
fore one and five minutes before eight in the morning, and 
five minutes before six in the evening, when the watch to be 
relieved will be at their relieving post. It will be expected 
of the eight o’clock morning watch and the six o’clock 
evening watch to have their boat washed and left clean, and 
everything in order, for the next watch; the fire-arms kept 
clean and in order, and loaded and in their proper vlace. 


111. The time for the morning watch will be at three 
and half-past three o’clock, the north watch coming in at 
three to be on duty at half-past three o’clock, during which 
time the south watch will have charge of both districts. 
The south watch will come in at half-past three to be on 
duty at four o’clock, during which time the north watch will 
take charge of both districts. 


112. The officers belonging to the sail boat shall, unless 
otherwise ordered, be required to be on board the boat 
during their hours of duty; and the officer detailed, whose 
night watch is on board the boat, shall be there at nine 
o’clock in the evening. 


118. The officers shall instruct their men to familiarize 
themselves with all vessels belonging to Boston, as well as 
with vessels from other places frequenting the port. 


114. They shall, under the direction of the chief of 
police, co-operate with the officers of the custom house, the 
marshal of the district, and the harbor master, in enforcing 
the laws of the Commonwealth and United States. 
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115. All officers shall be present at roll-call; day officers 
to be punctual at five minutes before eight in the morning; 
night officers, at five minutes before six in the evening. 


116. The harbor police boat, known as the schooner 
Quarantine, shall, during the night, and at all other times 
when (on account of the weather) she cannot go upon her 
regular duty in the harbor, be moored in the stream oppo- 
site Union Wharf, and it shall be known as the headquarters 
of the water police. 

During the day the police flag shall be kept flying at the 
masthead, and during the night a blue light shall be dis- 
played in place of the flag. The regular detail for the 
Quarantine shall be divided into two watches, one of which 
shall be on board alternately every second night for the pur- 
pose of receiving orders and complaints. The patrol boats 
shall report there every two hours during the night, and 
shall obey and answer all signals given from the said 
schooner or the end of Union Wharf, as per Section 123 of 
the ‘* Rules and Regulations,” until otherwise ordered. 

The officer in charge of the schooner Quarantine shall 
have, through the senior officer of the eighth district, sole 
control of the water force. He shall report for orders and 
roll-call at the station-house at 8 o’clock, A. M., and at 6 
o’clock, Pp. M., daily. 


SPECIAL POLICH. 


117. Persons who hold warrants as special police offi- 
cers, without pay, must wear the badge required by the 
chief of police. 

118. Such officers must conform to the rules and 
regulations of the police department, so far as relates to 
their habits, conduct, mode of performing police duty, and 
in every particular in which they may be applied. 


119. Every special police officer shall make a return 
every week to the captain of the district within which his 
duties lay of all the official acts which he has performed 
in the week preceding. 


120. Special police officers who abuse their trusts, who 
violate the rules of the department, or who are unfit for 
duty, will be deprived of their warrants. 
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POLICE PROPERTY. 


121. Thecommittee on police shall have a general super- 
intendence of all property belonging to the city, used by the 
police department; and shall have power to authorize the 
sale or exchange thereof, when in their judgment expedient ; 
and, within the limits of the appropriation made for the 
same, to authorize the purchase of what is needed therefor.

GENTLEMEN, — In accordance with custom, I have the honor 
respectfully to present the following 


REPORT 


of the doings of this office for the twelvemonth ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1869: — 


One thousand seventy-nine visits have been made to persons 
confined in the jail. Iam happy in being able to add that 
during the past year there has been no prevalent disease among 
the inmates, and but one death has occurred from delirium 
tremens. 

The City Prison and the Temporary Home in Chardon 
street have been visited whenever their respective inmates have 
needed my services. 

In the latter institution two births and six deaths have taken 
place. 

Under the direction of the chief of the police, examinations 
have been made of fifty-six appointed men, and certificates fur- 
nished them of their physical ability to serve on the force. 

By the records of the City Registrar’s office, the number of 
deaths from small-pox during the year has been five. This is not 
a large number when taken by itself, but it is large enough to 
suggest the inquiry whether, in a community where the means 
of protection by vaccination are provided gratuitously by the 
city, even such a number ought to appear. 
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By a canvass made in October, 1868, the number of persons 
unvaccinated within the then limits of the city was as follows: —

This number is largely in excess of the results obtained in 
the same way in former years, and ought not to be found ina 
community where the means of vaccination gratuitously fur- 
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nished by the city enable all to avail themselves of it. The 
laws and ordinances existing, and in full force at the present 
time, are ample to prevent this undesirable state of affairs, but 
they are never enforced. The law is as follows: — | 


VACCINATION. 


Sect. 27. Parents and guardians shall cause their children 
and wards to be vaccinated before they attain the age of two 
years, and revaccinated whenever the selectmen or mayor and 
aldermen shall after five years from the last vaccination require 
it. For every year’s neglect the party offending shall forfeit 
the sum of five dollars. 

Sect. 28. The selectmen and mayor and aldermen shall re- 
quire and enforce the vaccination of all the inhabitants, and, 
whenever in their opinion the public health requires it, the re- 
vaccination of all the inhabitants who do not prove to their 
satisfaction that they have been successfully vaccinated or re- 
vaccinated within five years. All persons over twenty-one years 
of age, not under guardianship, who neglect to comply with any 
such requirement, shall forfeit the sum of five dollars. 

Srot. 29. Towns shall furnish the means of vaccination to 
such of their inhabitants as are unable to pay for the same. 

Sect. 44. When a disease dangerous to the public heaith 
breaks out in any town, the board shall immediately provide 
such hospital or place of reception for the sick and infected as 
is judged best for their accommodation and the safety of the 
inhabitants; which shall be subject to the regulations of the 
board; and the board may cause any sick and infected person 
to be removed thereto, unless the condition of such person will 
not admit of his removal without danger to his health, in which 
case the house or place where he remains shall be considered as 
a hospital, and all persons residing in or in any way concerned 
within the same shall be subject to the regulations of the board 
as before provided. | 
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Srot. 47. When a householder knows that a person within 
his family is taken sick of smallpox or any other disease 
dangerous to the public health, he shall immediately give notice 
thereof to the selectmen or board of health of the town in 
which he dwells. If he refuses or neglects to give such notice, 
he shall forfeit a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 48. When a physician knows that any person whom 
he is called to visit is infected with small-pox or any other dis- 
ease dangerous to the public health, he shall immediately give 
notice thereof to the selectmen or board of health of the town; 
and if he refuses or neglects to give such notice, he shall forfeit 
for each offence a sum not less than fifty nor more than one 
hundred dollars. 

Were the provisions of the sections quoted above carried out, 
small-pox would become a matter of history rather than an 
existing fact; but the general indifference of the community at 
large to the presence of the disease, and the fact, that however 
‘much A, B, or C may desire that their neighbors should be cir- 
cumspect and careful in regard to precautions against it, they 
themselves resent any infringement of their right to the largest 
liberty, when they become amenable to those same restrictions, 
makes it practically impossible to enforce them. 

The city provides for a gratuitous vaccination of its citizens, 
without respect to age or condition, and a large number annu- 
ally avail themselves of this charity. But the extension of the 
territorial area of the city, by the recent annexation of Roxbury 
and Dorchester, renders it more difficult than ever for all to come 
to this office for that purpose. The ferry, with its delays, also 
renders it less available for those who live at East Boston. I 
would respectfully suggest to the board the consideration of 
this point: to see if it may not be wise to establish brarch 
offices for vaccination, in such localities as will accommodate 
those who are unable to bring their children to this office. 

It is a noticeable fact that during the period, — twenty-six 
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(26) years, —from 1811 to 1836 inclusive, previous to the 
repeal of the law requiring the immediate removal of cases of 
small-pox from the city to a place of security, there were but 
thirty-eight (38) deaths from this disease, and for many years in 
succession not a single death. Since its repeal, in the thirty- 
two (32) years which have elapsed, — from 1837 to 1868, inclu- 
sive, — nineteen hundred and thirty-six (1936) persons have died 
from the same cause. This will appear more plainly by the 
following table : —

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Can any argument be required stronger than the facts cited 
above in justification of the wisdom and necessity of provisions 
similar to that of the old law in their effort to isolate persons 
suffering from this loathsome disease, and thus prevent their 
endangering the lives and health of the community. But if 
this cannot be attained, a thorough enforcement of the pro- 
visions of existing statutes, already quoted, relating to vacci- 
nation, will accomplish very nearly the same end. As the years 
roll on, and the experience of the profession accumulates, this 
great truth becomes more and more evident, that vaccination 
carefully and thoroughly performed is a sufficient and safe 
protection against small-pox. We enforce cleanliness, and by 
stringent ordinances, promptly executed, strive to purify our 
streets and by-ways so as to diminish the sources of disease; 
but to all intents and purposes suffer laws equally important 
and vital to our health as a community to remain a dead letter 
on the statute books. I would again most respectfully call the 
attention of the Board of Health to this subject, with the hope 
that some measures may be devised to remedy the evil, and _ re- 
duce the large number of unvaccinated persons in our midst.

The Joint Special Committee appointed to prepare a bill 
establishing the salaries of the several city officers, for the 
year beginning April 1, 1870, beg leave to report in part at 
this time, by recommending the passage of the accompanying 
orders. 

The only changes proposed in the salaries at present estab- 
lished are as follows :— 

To the Assistant Clerk of Committees an increase of Three 
Hundred Dollars ; to the Assistant Messenger an increase of 
' Three Hundred Dollars; to the Clerk of the City Solicitor 
an increase of Five Hundred Dollars; for clerk-hire in the 
Treasurer’s office an increase of Four Thousand Dollars stor 
clerk-hire in the Auditor’s office an increase of Six Hundred 
Dollars ; for clerk-hire in the City Clerk’s office an increase 
of One Thousand Dollars; for clerk-hire in the Assessor’s 
office an increase of Six Thousand Dollars. 

The Committee have not included in the accompanying 
orders the salaries of the members of the Fire Department, 
for the reason that the committee on that department are 
making an examination which may result in some changes in 
its organization, and any action at this time in regard to the 
pay of members would be premature.

To his Honor the Mayor, and Aldermen of the City of Boston : — 
GENTLEMEN, — The undersigned respectfully submits the fol- 
lowing report from March 31, 1869, to March 31, 1870, inclu- 
sive : — | 
The milk trade of Boston is divided into two branches, for 
which separate sets of books are kept at the office of the In- 
spector. 

Wholesale dealers are those who distribute to families, stores, 
etc., from carriages, and those persons who keep more than one 
cow, in the city proper, Boston Highlands, South and Hast 
Boston. 

Retail dealers are those who sell in small quantities from 
market places, stores, shops, and cellars. 

The dealers in the Sixteenth Ward (Dorchester) have not 
been registered, and are not included in this report.

One of the primary duties of this office is to visit all places 
where complaints have been made, or information given in re- 
gard to the quality of the milk, to hear the complaints, to in- 
vestigate, thoroughly, all matters having a bearing on the subject 
thereof, and to take such action as shall correct the evil in that 
particular case, and at the same time produce a wholesome in- 
fluence, and insure general honesty of dealing in the milk trade, . 
and a high standard in the quality of the milk sold throughout 
the city. In carrying out this object, stores and shops in all 
parts of this city where milk is kept for sale, have been visited, 
and the milk examined; records of which are kept in the office

of the inspector. In many places, the milk is found to be good 
and pure; in others, quite the reverse; sometimes grossly adul- 
terated, and very inferior in quality. In all such cases, visits 
are continued until the required improvement is established in 
the quality of the milk. 

It is gratifying to recur to the reiterated testimony of private 
families, keepers of stores, and parties from the neighboring 
cities and towns, and even from outside the limits of our own 
State, to the aid and assistance rendered by this office in cases 
of adulterated milk during the past year. Many of the com- 
plaints above referred to came from persons who assisted in sup- 
plying milk to the Boston consumers, and it was considered 
much easier to check the evil of adulteration in the country than 
in the city, after the milk had been distributed. In this connec- 
tion I would observe that a larger number of cases have been 
analyzed than there have been complaints in court. 

In some of these cases the amount of adulteration would not 
justify a complaint ; in others, the analyses were paid for by par- 
ties more directly interested, and not within the limits of your 
inspector. 

The following preliminary information will be found useful in 
this connection before proceeding further : — 

The contracts for the supply of milk are generally made twice 
a year, viz: on the first of April and the first of October. 

The milk cans used for the conveyance and sale of milk by 
the dealers, are of two classes. The large cans, which hold nine 
quarts and a, pint, are in general use by the milk trade’of Worces- 
ter County, and by many of those who collect their milk in the 
towns in the vicinity of Boston. The smaller cans, which hold 
eight quarts and one half pint, are mostly in use on the Fitch- 
burg, Lowell, and Eastern railroads, and no milkman is con- 
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sidered equipped for business unless he is the owner of two 
or three full sets of cans, either eights or nines, as above de- 
scribed, sufficient to contain the necessary milk for his daily | 
route, one set being in use, while the others are on their way 
to the country for a fresh supply. 

Many of the milkmen engaged in the family trade have smali 
cans, which hold from a pint to four or even six quarts, which 


they fill from the larger cans to suit their customers. 
The price of milk, this summer, has been about the same as 


in the year previous, viz: at the farmer’s door, from thirty-three 
to forty-two cents per can, and at the depots in or near the city, 
after collecting and transporting it, from forty to forty-eight 
cents. This is sold to stores and shops at from fifty-four to 
sixty-two cents per can, and retailed in smaller quantities to 
families at eight cents per quart. 

In consequence of increasing professional duties, Dr. James 
CO. White, chemist, felt obliged to discontinue the analyses of 
milk for this office after having served the city more than six 
years, and analyzed nearly one hundred and sixty samples of 
- milk; and your inspector acknowledges with pleasure his valu- 
able professional services, and the invariable promptness with 
which they have been rendered. 

Aprit, 1869. The weather this month was cool and pleasant, 
with but little rain. The supply of milk was fully equal to the 
demand. 

This month has been mostly devoted to inspecting the milk in 
the Boston Highlands. 

The facilities for keeping cows are better there than in any 
other part of the city, and in this way many of the inhabitants 
supply themselves and their neighbors; many, however, obtain 
their milk from the same carriages that furnish families and 
stores in the south part of the city proper. | 
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There has been but little complaint, in this part of the city, 
in regard to the quality of the milk during the past year. 

May was cool and dry, with the exception of a few days in 
the latter part of the month, when frequent rains and warmer 
weather caused the season to advance much more rapidly than 
in the corresponding month of last year. The usual channels 
for an ample supply of milk appeared open, so that dealers, 
with few exceptions, had enough and to spare, and not a little 
was sold to parties in this city at a reduced price for making 
butter. : 

By inspection in stores and shops at the north part of the 
city, the milk proved unusually free from adulteration. 

Upon urgent request, James F. Babcock, an experienced 
chemist of this city, consented to receive samples of milk from 
this office for analysis, and attend to the duties previously per- 
formed by Dr. White. 

JUNE opened cool and pleasant, with an ample supply of milk 
to meet all demands. The middle of the month was unusually 
cold for the season. The milk dealers were required to make 
extra exertions to supply the increased demand, in consequence 
of the many thousands of visitors assembled to attend the Peace 
Jubilee. The latter part of the month was wet, and the weather 
continued cool. 

It has often been said by those interested, that the month of 
June is the most favorable for the manufacture of butter. This 
fact was apparent in my examinations of the milk in the stores 
and shops at the north and western part of the city, where, in 
nearly every place, it was found very deficient in cream, and 
consequently poor and thin, though not much extended by the 
addition of water, 
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JULY commenced wet, the weather cool and comfortable. The 
supply of milk from the country was sufficient for all demands. 
Towards the middle and latter part of the month, however, the 
supply gradually decreased, while the warm, dry weather greatly 
increased the demand. The milk agents were compelled to ex- 
tend their routes to a greater distance in the country, and pro- 
cure a portion of their supply in places hitherto unvisited. 

Many times during this month the milk depots were visited 
for the inspection of the milk on its arrival from the country, 
and before its removal from the cars by the milkmen. It was 
found that, in a number of cans from different dairies, the milk 
was largely extended by water. Samples of this were analyzed 
by the chemist, and his certificate confirming the adulteration 
given to the milk agent, who, thus equipped, in many cases com- 
pelled the guilty parties to make a corresponding deduction - in 
the amount of his bill. 

Avucust. The first part of this month was cool, with an 
occasional rain storm. 

The customary absence from the city of many families 
lessened the demand for milk, so that the supply and demand 
continued favorable through the middle and towards the latter 
part of the month, when a few days wrought a great change in 
our milk trade, the supply from the country becoming less every 
day in consequence of the drought, the pastures affording but 
little nourishment to cattle. 

This scarcity of milk greatly affected our trade, as a large 
portion of our supply is from that section of the country which 
suffered the most by the hot, dry weather. Those dealers, 
however, who obtained their supply within a few miles of this 
city were not pressed for milk as were those dependent on 
more distant parts of the country; hence they had a surplus to 
dispose of to their brother milkmen, at a handsome profit. 
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SEPTEMBER. The first few days of this month were chang- 
able until the eighth, a day which will not soon be forgotten. 
At about four o’clock, P. M., commenced a violent storm of rain 
and wind from the southeast, which soon changed to the south 
and southwest, and continued very violent until seven o’clock, 
demolishing many large buildings, uprooting large trees, de- 
stroying chimneys, etc. 

The middle and latter part of the month were fine, with 
pleasant, cool weather, with few exceptions. 

The supply of milk during the month was very limited. 
Many of the milkmen could leave only a small quantity for 
their customers, every other day. Some were obliged to 
abandon them altogether. 

During this period, the only available remedy for the 
deficiency was found in the use of the condensed milk, with the 
right proportion of water restored; and for a time, there was 
increased demand for the condensed milk, which, for the time 
being, seemed to serve the purpose. 

OctoBEeR. On the first of this month, the winter contracts 
commenced at the following prices, being about the same as 
last year, viz: from forty to fifty cents per can at the farmer’s 
door; at the cars in this city, from fifty to sixty cents; de- 
livered to stores and shops, from sixty-two to seventy cents; 
and retailed to families at nine cents per quart. 

By the middle of the month, the supply was equal to the de- 
mand, the advance in the price assisted in increasing the quantity. 
The weather was cool and pleasant throughout the month, with 
the exception of Monday the fourth, and Saturday the sixteenth. 

The general inspection of milk this month was in the stores 
and shops at the south part of the city proper, and at South 
Boston. In the latter, the milk has always been found less 
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adulterated, and of a quality superior to that in any of the 
other wards. 

NovEMBER, with the exception of a few days in the middle 
and about the close of the month, was moderate and pleasant; 
the pastures and fields afforded food and nourishment for cows 
nearly equal to the amount in the summer months. 

The annual Thanksgiving served to increase the demand. 
The dealers, however, had taken the precaution to secure an 
abundant supply. 

The general inspection of milk in stores and shops, this 
month, was at South and East Boston. 

DecemBer. ‘The first part of this month, excepting Monday 
the sixth, was cool and pleasant; the middle was mild, with an 
occasional cool day; the latter part was unusually warm, fine 
weather. 

The supply of milk fully equalled the demand, and but few 
complaints were made in regard to the quality. The time had 
not quite arrived for the milk to be retained until it became 
old, either by the producer or the milkmen, as is often the case . 
during the winter months. 

In January, February, and March, there is little demand for 
an extra quantity of milk, and the remarkably open and warm 
winter has been favorable to a larger supply than usual. 

There have been but few complaints of adulteration during 
the winter; but many, that it was old and often skimmed when 
received. This is accounted for by many of our citizens pur- 
chasing cream, which evidently must have been taken from milk 
sold to others, who would feel better satisfied to do their own 
skimming. ‘The sale of cream is all very well; but the skimmed 
milk should be sold as skimmed milk at a proportionably re- 
duced price. | 
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Any other course is dishonest and criminal. | 

Consumers often complain of the high price of milk, without 
considering the great advance in the value of cows, the cost of 
food and labor, the collecting of milk at various points, and its 
transportation long distances. The producers, on the other 
hand, feel that they are poorly paid,—the middlemen, who 
collect, transport, and deliver to consumers, usually making the 
largest profit. 

The same difficulty applies with equal force to all articles 
obtained from a distance. 

It is believed by many honest and intelligent persons in this 
community that milk is. manufactured to a considerable extent, 
and supplied to our citizens for family use. It is difficult to 
understand what is really meant by the term, manufactured 
milk. If they mean that a portion of our milk is extended by 
the addition of water, and sometimes a little burnt sugar or 
China Soy to restore the color, and a little common salt to bring 
up the specifie gravity to the normal standard, all which can 
be easily detected, they are right. As to any other manu- 
factured or adulterated milk, sold or used in this community, 
we have the testimony of our ablest chemists, who have analyzed 
between two and three hundred samples of milk for the City 
of Boston, and their testimony is unanimous and conclusive to 
the fact that no other foreign deleterious substances are, or can 
be successfully, or even profitably, used for this purpose. 

Our State has enacted laws covering the whole ground; laws 
amply competent to ensure to every family absolute purity, and 
a high standard quality of milk. In accordance with these 
laws, and to carry out their benign and healthful provisions, 
the city has placed within reach of every householder, free 
of expense, the amplest means of testing, daily, the quality 
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of the milk delivered, and of exposing and punishing the 
offender. Still, many families are so indifferent to this, one 
of the primary conditions of health and life, that the shrewd 
and artful dealer soon learns where good milk is required, and 
where the adulterated and spurious article will pass without 
complaint. Some are negligent as to the quality of their milk; 
Some, knowing its quality to be poor, dislike to complain; 
while others, after calling the inspector, and finding it impure, 
are unwilling to testify in court. 

Now all these difficulties can be prevented by the purchasers 
taking care to look after the quality of their milk, and dis- 
charging the milkman, whose milk is poor, for one more honest. 

If this were done, it would operate as a check on the dealer 
so effectively as to prevent the evil and secure the desired 
object. But the fact is, milk-and-water people will have milk 
and water for pure milk. 

The following valuable information in regard to milk and its 
adulteration has been received from James I’. Babcock, Hsq., 
Professor of Chemistry in the Massachusetts College of Phar- 
macy: He says: — 

“Tn accordance with your request, [ send you a tabular state- 
ment of the results of the analyses of milk which I have made 
from samples furnished by you, commencing April 22d, 1869.

The percentage of sugar, salt, caseine, butter, etc., were 
ascertained, and the results noted on the certificates given you, 
but have not been included in the statement above. The 
method of analysis which I have pursued is as follows: — 

1. Reaction oF THE MiLK. Good milk is sligntly alkaline; 
sometimes carbonate of soda is added to milk to prevent it 
from becoming sour; in such cases, the milk has strong alkaline 
reaction, and effervesces slightly on the addition of acids. 

2. Cream. A quantity of- milk is -poured into a tube 
graduated to one hundred parts. On standing for twenty-four 
hours, the cream rises to the surface, and its amount ascer- 
tained from the number of divisions which it occupies. The 
amount of cream, of course, varies considerably in different 
samples, depending, as is well known, upon the care of the 
animal, the feed, the season, and many other circumstances. In 
hot countries, and dry seasons, the quantity of milk yielded is 
less, though its quality is said to be better. It is also stated that 
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‘ 


cold favors the production of sugar and cheese, while hot 
weather augments the amount of butter. The average amount 
of cream is nine and one-half per cent, by volume. 

3. Sprciric Gravity. The specific gravity of pure milk 
averages 1.030, although the percentage of cream, being itself 
variable, and lighter than water, necessarily affects the specific 
gravity to some extent, producing variations between 1.026 and 
1.035. 

4. AMOUNT OF SOLID CONSTITUENTS AND INORGANIC SALTS. 
A quantity of milk is dried at 212° Fahrenheit. The weight 
of the residue shows the amount of all the solid constituents. 
The residue, when ignited, loses its organic constituents, butter, 
caseine, milk, sugar, etc., leaving the inorganic or mineral salts 
behind. Carbonate of soda, used to keep the milk from souring, 
is found in this residue. | 

5. Burrer. A certain quantity of milk is soaked up in sand 
and dried at 212° Fahrenheit. The residue is treated with 
ether. The ether, on its evaporation, leaves the butter. The 
total amount of solid constituents, less the butter and inorganic 
salts, gives the amount of caseine and sugar. 

When milk is adulterated, the adulterating material is almost 
invariably water. Books on this subject enumerate various 
articles which are sometimes added to milk, as chalk, sheep’s 
brains, starch, flour, etc. That these substances have been 
occasionally though rarely used there is no doubt, though I have 
never been able to detect any of these substances. Chalk would 
readily be detected by its insolubility; starch by iodine; cere. 
bral matter by the microscope, etc. It is extremely doubtful 
if any one, in this vicinity, at least, has ever made use of any 
of those unscientific and readily detected adulterations, which 
it has been so often asserted have been found in milk. Salt is 
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sometimes added to increase the specific gravity, which has been 
reduced by the addition of water. Burnt sugar is used to alter 
the blue tinge which watered milk possesses, and carbonate 
of soda to prevent souring, as has been stated; but beyond 
these, water is the only practical adulterant of milk. ‘This 
adulterant, it is true, is not directly injurious, but it is no light 
matter to rob an important article of daily food like milk of a 
large portion of its nutritious constituents. As has been 
remarked, “ milk, adulterated with water, is milk no longer; 
and, although the agent is of itself harmless, its use in 
this way is no less a grave offence both against the health and 
pockets of the community.” 

Water is detected by a comparison of the amount of the 
solid ingredients in the sample of milk examined and the 
amount in cow’s milk of average quality. Pure cow’s milk may 
be considered as having never less than 12.5 per cent of solid 
matter. If pure milk then contains 124 parts solids, a sample 
of milk having less will contain only the percentage of pure 
milk expressed by the proportion the amount of solids in sample 
bears to 124; the rest is added water. Thus, a pure milk 
containing water 87.5, solids, 12.5, if adulterated so that it 
contains only equal parts, pure milk and water, would give an 
analysis, water 93.75, solids, 6.25. The percentage of water in 
milk may also be determined from the amount of sugar contained 
in sample. 

In closing, our acknowledgments are due to the courts, 
officers and others, for their codperation in the objects and 
purposes of this office.

The Committee on Ordinances, to whom was referred the 
order that all fees received by public officers as witnesses be 
paid over to the Clerk of Police, and placed by him to the 
credit of a fund for the relief of aged and invalid policemen, 
who have performed honorable service, having carefully consid- 
, ered the subject, beg leave to submit the following 


REPORT. 


It is provided by the present ordinance on police, that the 
members of the department shall account to the city treasurer 
for all fees received as witnesses on complaints or prosecutions, 
and in cases in which the city is a party; but when summoned 
and in attendance as witnesses for the government in the County 
of Suffolk, before the grand jury, or in the Superior Court for 
the transaction of criminal business, they may, when off duty, 
receive for their own use, and without accounting to the city 
treasurer therefor, one attendance fee a day, and no more. 

The sum paid into the City Treasury, under this ordinance, 
for the financial year 1867-68, amounted to $6,254.44; in 
1868-69, to $5,615.90. | 

In most of the large cities some provision is made for the 
relief of police officers who have become disabled by reason of 
sickness or old age. In this country, where the government 
has no settled policy in regard to the civil service, the relief is 
afforded generally from funds established by the payment of a 
certain percentage of the salaries of those who may become 
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entitled to its benefits, or by the collection of certain fines and 
fees. In European cities the organization of the police service 
partakes more of the character of the military service, the 
members being placed on the retired list after a certain num- 
ber of years of honorable service. The pay allowed to mem- 
bers of the force is not sufficient for those who have families to 
make provision for a long sickness, contracted, perhaps, in the 
discharge of their duty, or for extreme old age; and this uncer- 
tainty in regard to the future is calculated to make them less 
energetic and cheerful in the performance of duty. Indeed, it 
would seem almost impossible to maintain a well-disciplined and 
thoroughly efficient organization without some such provision. 

The matter has been discussed many times before, and has 
always been regarded favorably ; but, from various causes, it has 
never before been put into proper shape for the action of the 
government. 

In a few years the income from the fund composed of these 
witness fees will amount to a sum sufficient to meet the most 
pressing demands of those in necessitous circumstances; and 
undoubtedly when the fund is once established there will be 
additions to it from various other sources. 

The committee have prepared the accompanying ordinance, 
which has received the approval of the City Solicitor, and they 
would respectfully recommend its passage.

AN ORDINANCE 


IN ADDITION TO AN ORDINANCE ON POLICE. 


Beit ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City 
of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : — 


Section 1. All moneys received by police officers for fees 
as witnesses, and paid by them into the City Treasury, shall be 
kept as a separate fund, and be invested and managed by the 
Mayor, Treasurer, and Auditor of the City, for the time being, 
who shall be trustees thereof. The income of the said fund shall 
be applied to the relief of persons who have received an honor- 
able discharge from the police force by reason of sickness, age, 
or other inability, and who are, in consequence thereof; in neces- 
sitous circumstances; and also to the relief of the widows and 
orphans in necessitous circumstances, of police officers who have 
died while in the service of the city. Said trustees may make 
such rules and regulations for the appropriation and disburse- 
ment of the interest of said fund as they may deem expedient ; 
subject, however, to such orders or ordinances as the City Coun- 
cil may from time to time adopt. 


Scer. 2. This ordinance shall take effect on the first day of 
May, 1870.

THE Committee on Evening Schools beg leave to report. 

The term provided for in the regulations as amended by 
the Board at the last meeting closed on Wednesday, April 6th. 
The Committee regard this winter’s term as exceedingly satis- 
factory, and as taking the enterprise from the list of mere 
experiments. Still there is much to be accomplished,-.as will be 
seen by the accompanying abstract. Theattendance, being volun- 
tary,is irregular,and much confusion results; some classes at 
times being uncomfortably full, and then almostempty. Again, 
the large attendance of very young persons, against whom the 
doors can hardly be shut, but who were not intended as the 
special objects of instruction, has driven away adults, for 
whom the schools were originally opened. ‘The Committee hope 
by another year to devise some means of accommodating adult 
pupils separately, and thus benefit both classes of scholars. 

The Evening High School, located in Harrison avenue, has 
not been troubled to an equal extent with the other schools by 
irregularity of attendance, and the results are correspondingly 
gratifying. Some pupils have attended every night, and have 
put themselves to great inconvenience to maintain this regular- 
ity. The school might perhaps have been continued, but it . 
seemed best to close it before warm weather and out-door 
attractions should diminish its average. 

The rooms kindly allowed us for this school have proved too 
small, and, if the school is to become permanent, it must have 
rooms large enough to seat comfortably one hundred or two 
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hundred pupils at the least. ‘The Committee hope before open- 
ing it again to obtain some building in a central part of the 
city, for their permanent accommodation. The Committee de- 
sire to express their appreciation of the services of the princi- 
pals (Messrs. Woolson and Anderson) and assistants of this 
school, most of whom are employed during the day, but who have 
devoted themselves to this special instruction with an enthusiasm 
which has had the most satisfactory effect upon the school. The 
Committee append a report from the assistant teachers in the 
school, which will clearly indicate the course of study pursued, 
with the manner of instruction. They also add a statement of 
the number of teachers employed in all the evening schools, the 


entire number of pupils upon the rolls, and the average attend- 
ance at each school for the term.

B. Travis reports what has been done in his division 
of the Evening High School the past winter :— 


ALGEBRA.

Mr. Wm. Nichols says : — 


In the division of the High Evening School which has been 
under my care during the past winter the following studies have 
been pursued; viz, English Grammar, Arithmetic, Commercial 
Arithmetic, Algebra, Geometry, Natural Philosophy, French, 
Book-keeping and Drawing. 

The elements of English Grammar were reviewed, and 
common arithmetic — especially in the matter of common 
and decimal fractions — was carefully and thoroughly studied. 


REPORT ON EVENING SCHOOLS. di 


With this asa basis the studies of French and algebra were 
taken up, — the whole division has studied French four evenings 
a week, half an hour each evening,— the progress made has 
been more than satisfactory ; a majority of the class having a re- 
spectable pronunciation, a fair knowledge of the regular verbs 
and some skill in translation; much care has been bestowed on 
this study and the results are very evident. Four or five of the 
first lessons in Otto’s French Grammar have been very thoroughly 
gone over, and also the lessons on the verbs. Most of the class 
are able to tell at first sight the mood, tense, person and number of 
a verb, its conjugation, and its use in the sentence. The class is 
now translating “ Contes Biographiques.” 

Algebra has been studied by about half the division four even 
ings a week, half an hour each evening, for two months; the 
progress made has been very satisfactory, considering the limited 
time which could be devoted to the subject. 

Geometry has been pursued by half the division two evenings 
a week, half an hour anevening. The amount of ground passed 
over is at first sight small, being only eighteen (18) prop- 
ositions in first Book of Loomis’ Geometry; the returns, how- 
ever, are perhaps greater than in any other study: for clearness 
of thought, accuracy of expression, and firmness of grasp, on the 
amount passed over, the class in Geometry would compare very 
favorably with any of the classes in the English High School. 
Natural Philosophy has been taken by the class studying Ge- 
ometry on the alternate evenings: when the breadth of the sub- 
ject and the limited time it was possible to devote to the same 
are considered, the most exacting cannot but be pleased with 
the progress made. 

Book-keeping has been taught by Mr. Anderson: one month 
two evenings a week, half an hour an evening; one month four 
evenings a week, half an hour an evening. ‘The class has a fair 
knowledge of journalizing and are much pleased with and inter- 
ested in the subject. 
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Drawing has been taught one hour each week, by Mr. Barry, 
the interest in the subject constantly increasing. 

On account of the necessity of teaching in this room so great 
a variety of subjects the time which could be devoted to each has 
necessarily been limited: when this is considered, I am very 
much more than satisfied with the results: from first to last the 
interest of the pupils in the branches pursued has been on the 
increase ; how much the scholars appreciate the school is shown 
by the efforts necessary for some of them to attend; —two 
men in my class not getting through their work till after seven, 
and then sometimes coming to school without supper. 


Mr. R. P. Owen reports : — 


The studies which have been pursued by the department of 
the High Evening School which has been under my care during 
the past winter are Arithmetic, English Grammar, Book-keep- 
ing, English Literature, the French Language and Drawing. 

In arithmetic, the class have had a very thorough drill in vul- 
gar and decimal fractions, and are now engaged on interest and 
commercial arithmetic generally, and are making very good 
progress. Arithmetic has been taught every evening of the 
week except Friday. 

A great deal of attention has been paid to English grammar, 
in compliance with the almost universal desire of the class. 
About three-quarters of an hour every evening has been de- 
voted to that branch of study, and the greater part of Kerl’s 
Common School Grammar has been gone over ina very thorough 
manner. The class has shown a great degree of interest in the 
subject, and the result has been very satisfactory. 

' Book-keeping was commenced in my room ata later period 
in the term than in the other rocms, but has been taught during 
the last month by Mr. Anderson. 

In French the first five or six chapters of Otto’s French Gram- 
mar have been gone over very carefully. 
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Drawing has been taught during the first hour of every Fri- 
day evening by Mr. Barry, and the interest of the class in this 
study has been constantly increasing. 

The study of English literature has consisted of the reading 
by the class of historical articles, with explanations by the 
teacher. 

In addition to the above mentioned studies, occasional lec- 
tures have been given by all the teachers upon subjects which 
have been considered interesting and profitable. 
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To the MAYoR AND ALDERMEN, Health Commissioners of the City 
of Boston. 


The undersigned have recently received the honor of ap- 
pointment as Consulting Physicians of the City of Boston. 

Being desirous to understand at the outset the exact nature 
of our duties, application was made to the City Solicitor. 

From that officer we learn that we are required to watch over 
the public health, and give timely warning of danger from any 

form of preventable disease, and that, failing to do this, we 
~ should not comply with the intention of the ordinance requiring 
our services. 

This grave responsibility we accept, and in accordance with its 
obligations beg leave respectfully to make the following state- 
ments. ) 

The death-rate of Boston has been for some years past so 
high as to excite the attention of the medical profession. 

With natural advantages for drainage and ventilation equalled 
by very few cities in the world, and with an abundant supply of 
pure water, there is still an average annual mortality of between 
twenty-four and twenty-five to the thousand of population. 

During the past ten years the chance of living has been not 
quite as good in our City of Boston, almost surrounded by the 
sea, with a population of 200,000, as in London, on the Thames, 
with a population of 3,000,000. 

The greater vital depression caused by want and misery in 
that most vast of modern cities seems to have been more than 
counteracted by the careful protection of public health. 
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Comparing the mortality of Boston with that of other parts 
of the State, the indications are also very unfavorable. 

Half of the people of Massachusetts live in districts where 
the annual mortality does not exceed seventeen or eighteen to 
the thousand. 

In 1868, the last year of which the records are published, 
four hundred and eighty-seven deaths from cholera infantum oc- 
curred in Suffolk county, while in an equal population outside 
of city limits the number was less than one hundred. The mor- 
tality from all bowel diseases of children is in similar propor- 
tion in Boston and in the country. 

; There are causes for this excessive mortality, and it is our 
duty to try to discover what they are, and if possible to point 
the way for their removal. 

Among the first requirements for public health in a crowded 
city are sewerage and pavement, — such sewers as will cause 
all the foul liquids to flow away by force of gravity, and such 
pavement as will prevent all soakage into the soil. 

To obtain these in perfection is a work of time, of great cost, 
and of the highest engineering skill; we cannot hope to have 
them changed except by slow degrees, and by such processes as 
hate for many years been going on in Boston with public 
approval. 

But there are other means of protecting public health easily 
reached, and whose benefits might be at once enjoyed by the 
citizens, to which we would invite your attention, as we deem 
them to be of great importance. 

Our streets are not clean. It is perhaps unfortunate for 
sanitary progress in Boston that comparison in this respect with 
New York is so readily made. We return from that city con- 
gratulating ourselves on the superior cleanliness of Boston 
streets, which no one can question, but sometimes forgetting 
that the standard of comparison is a very low one.

The Metropolitan Board of Health of the city of New York 
have already accomplished a sanitary work from which other 
great cities may learn many useful lessons. 

They have reformed the tenement-houses, suppressed dan- 
gerous epidemics, cleaned and disinfected the vaults, and re- 
moved or regulated all offensive trades; but the streets have 
been always entirely beyond their control, and the Board of 
Health are not in the least degree responsible for their condi- 
tion. Street-cleaning in New York is a corporation job. 

There can be no doubt that, in so far as the streets are con- 
cerned, New York is the most filthy great city in the civilized 
world. Our standard of comparison should be the streets of 
the great cities of Europe, which are as much cleaner than the 
streets of Boston, as ours are cleaner than those of New York. 

The dirt of the streets of Boston is made up, in great part, of 
the excrement of horses. This is allowed to accumulate, being 
alternately dried by the sun and air, and soaked by the rains 
and watering-carts, until it forms a foul and dangerous compost, 
tending directly, through the air with which it is in contact, to 
the production of disease. The interests of public health 
require that it be removed with much greater frequency than is 
now practised. We are of opinion that, during the summer 
and early autumn, every street in the city should be cleaned 
once in twenty-four hours, and the great thoroughfares by night. 

There are, in all parts of Boston, filthy back-yards, alleys, and 
passage-ways, broken down and overflowing vaults, and in the 
older portions, disused wells and cisterns, which are receptacles 
for dirt. All these nuisances should be reformed. 

Offensive trades, like fat-melting and bone-boiling, are carried 
on in open vats in the midst of a crowded population. They 
should be compelled to use methods, tried and improved in New 
York, by which the sickening vapors may be entirely consumed. 
‘he authority to control these trades is given by statute. 
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House-offal, or swill, is allowed to become putrid before 
removal from the houses of the citizens. The offal is a source 
of profit, being kept by special ordinance free from mixture with 
ashes, which would tend to prevent its becoming offensive; but 
this enforced division of refuse material makes it the more obli- 
gatory upon the city authorities to take the dangerous portion 
away before it undergoes decomposition. 

In our opinion public health requires that house-offal should 
be removed, in summer and early autumn, every day from every 
house. 

Our tenement-houses are in a condition discreditable to a 
civilized community. Itis only necessary to visit Friend street 
court, or the “ Crystal Palace,” in Lincoln street, for any citizen 
to see under what desperate circumstances the occupants of 
these, and hundreds of other similar houses are compelled to 
live. Their rents are enormous, and their condition calls for 
the relief which the legislature of 1868 intended to afford them 
through the Tenement-House Law. 

This law has been a dead letter, but the interests of public 
health require that it be enforced without delay. 

It is now no one’s duty to inspect the fresh provisions offered 
for sale in Boston, while the law provides for the destruction of 
all which are unsound, and of all meat of any calf killed when 
less than four weeks old. We believe that public health 
requires the enforcement of these laws, and we would respect- 
fully suggest that a systematic inspection of meats, fish, vegeta- 
bles and fruits be made by city authority in a manner similar to 
the inspection of milk, which has proved to be so useful. 

We think that all the reforms to which we have referred are 
practicable. 

They concern every citizen, whether he may chance to live 
in a good home, with apparently wholesome surroundings, or in 
the most wretched tenement-house; for no one can escape the 
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general influence of the sanitary condition of the city in which 
he dwells. 

These reforms would require an outlay of money, but we be- 
lieve they would prove to be good investments, and that a true 
economy demands them. 

The money value of human life to a community is real. A 
destructive epidemic is expensive. Moreover, a clean and un 
questionably healthy city, such as Boston might be made, would 
have attractions for permanent residents and transient visitors 
which could not fail to favorably affect its commercial interests. 

It might also well be an object of pride with every citizen to 
furnish in Boston an example of public cleanliness and public 
health which other American cities would imitate.

THE Committee on Streets, of the Common Council, to whom 
was referred the request for an additional appropriation for the 
extension of Broadway from Federal street to Albany street, 
with instructions to ascertain the probable cost of removing the 
whole structure, and also the probable expense of completing 
the same, so as to conform to the present grade of Federal and 
Albany streets, having considered the subject, beg leave to sub- 
mit the following 


REPORT. 


The resolve and orders for the extension of Broadway were 
passed May 3, 1869. 

The Board of Aldermen adjudged the expense for land dam- 
ages at $226,586.17. The estimates of the City Engineer, for 
bridges and approaches, amounted to $296,276; and the con- 
tingent expenses were put down at $27,137.83,— to give the 
round sum of $550,000, for which a loan was made. The con- 
templated change of grade at the starting point on Federal 
street only involved a raising of some eighteen inches or two feet. 
At the westerly end of the extension — the junction with Albany 
street —no change of grade was proposed. 

On the 4th of May, 1869, an order was passed by the Board 
of Aldermen, authorizing the Superintendent of Streets, under 
the direction of the Committee on Paving, to build, by contract 
or otherwise, the necessary bridges and other structures for the 
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extension of Broadway from Federal street to Albany street, 
according to the plan adopted by the City Council, the expense 
to be charged to the appropriation for the extension of Broad- 
way. 

Plans, prepared and submitted by the Moseley Iron Building Co. 
were examined and approved by the City Engineer, and adopted 
by the Committee. Proposals were advertised for, and the con- 
tract was awarded to the Moseley Company. It appears that 
the Committee on Paving were not familiar with the Act of the 
Legislature under which the structure over Fort Point Chan- 
nel was authorized to be built; and after they had adopted the 
plans it was found necessary by the Harbor Commissioners: to 
suggest some modifications to make them conform to the. pecu- 
liar provisions of the Act of 1866, chap. 188; namely, that the 
bridge should be “in accordance with the mode of construction 
described and recommended in the seventh report of the United 
States Commissioners on Boston Harbor.” These modifica- 
tions of the plans involved an additional expense of about 
$37,000; and the contract, as finally awarded to the Moseley 
Company, amounted to $331,708.76. The contract for the 
stone abutments and retaining walls was awarded to Messrs. 
Clapp and Ballou. Some time during the month of August, 1869, 
and before work under the contracts had been fairly entered 
upon, the Board of Aldermen decided upon a change of grade on 
Albany street and Federal street, by which the former was 
raised about four and a half feet, and the latter about five feet. 
Although this change involved an additional expense, now esti- 
mated. at $210,000, for which no provision whatever had been 
~ made, the Board of Aldermen proceeded with the work upon 
the new grade without asking for any additional appropriation, 
or furnishing any information to the other branch of the goy- 
ernment. 

The estimated additional amount now required for completing 
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the work is $450,000; making the total cost $1,000,000, di-

We have received (and transmit herewith) a carefully pre- 
pared statement from the Treasurer of the Moseley Iron Build- 
ing Company, by which it appears that the additional appropri- 
ation asked for under the item of “bridges and approaches” is 
not due to the adoption of their plan. Their proposal, based 
upon the original specifications, was $80,500 below that of 
the next lowest bidder; and even after the changes proposed by 
the Harbor Commissioners their contract was $43,291.24 below 
_any other proposal. The payments made on the contract up to 
the fifteenth of February amounted to $230,721, leaving the 
amount still due $101,000. 

The revised estimates for bridges, abutments etc., prepared 
by the City Engineer, are as follows :—

The Board of miernan eee not oe established the grade of 
streets running into Albany street near its junction with Broad- 
way; and the estimates are based ona grade proposed by the 
Superintendent of Streets, the City Surveyor, and the City Hn- 
gineer, giving an ascent to the bridge of three feet in one hundred. 

It should be understood that these estimates do not cover the 
cost of re-grading and re-paving the streets at either end of the 
bridge. The paving department has already provided for that 
portion of the work in Federal street and vicinity; and the 
expense on the Boston side, estimated at $7,500, will probably 
be charged to the paving appropriation. 

The excess of $95,000 over the original estimates for land 
damages, includes $30,000 for estates purchased. The remain- 
der of the sum ($65,000) is considered sufficient by the Com- 
mittee on Streets, of the Board of Aldermen, to cover the unset- 
tled claims for damages. 

Your Committee are not prepared to indorse any of the 
foregoing estimates for the completion of the work. They have 
obtained, from the best sources available to them, all the infor- 
mation calculated to aid the Council in forming an intelligent 
Opinion upon this important subject, and this information they 
have endeavored to present as fully and clearly as possible. 

In regard to the probable cost of removing the structure, the 
Committee are unable to furnish anything more than a very 
general statement. 
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In reply to an inquiry addressed to the Moseley Company, 
the Treasurer states that eighty per cent of all the material has 
been provided under their contract, and the remainder has 
long since been contracted for. They are already entitled to 
$20,000, for work performed since the fifteenth of February, 
and in view of the injury to their reputation, and business posi- 
tion, by the abandonment of the work, they are not disposed to 
make any reduction of the amount named in the contract, if it 
should be cancelled at this time. 

Messrs. Clapp and Ballou state that they will remove all the 
stones and filling put in by them, for the sum of $18,590, 
They do not wish to buy any part of the material, as they have 
no present use for it. 

The amount paid for land taken, and damages to buildings 
and business, would be a total loss to the city by the discontinu- 
ance of the street, as the land would revert to the persons from 
whom it was taken. The damages from change of grade on 
the South Boston side, amounting to at least $60,000, would 
also be a total loss by the removal of the structure. Undoubt- 
edly the material furnished by the bridge-builders would be 
sufficiently valuable to pay for removal, but what amount would 
be paid for it beyond that, the Committee cannot ascertain 
without advertising for proposals. Probably it would cost 
between $600,000 and $700,000 to cancel the contracts and 
remove the structures in the present condition of the work. 

Upon the question of the expediency of continuing this work, 
the Committee are unable to agree; and without making any 
recommendation upon the orders referred to them, they respect- 
fully submit the foregoing statement of the essential facts in the 
case, and ask to be discharged from the further consideration of 
the subject.

In the matter of the order for additional appropriation to 
complete the Extension of Broadway, as the principal Con- 
tractors for the work we beg leave to present the follovring 
statements, to correct any misapprehensions respecting our 
contract. 

It appears, by City Document No. 28, that the cost of the 
“ Bridge and Structures” will exceed the original estimates by 
the sum of $145,000. 

Whatever part of this excess of cost over estimates arises in 
that portion of the work which is outside our own contract, it 
does not become us to discuss. , 

We can deal only with our own part of the work; viz, the 
bridges from the east side of Foundry street, to the west side of 
Lehigh street ; the stone abutments and solid filling not being 
included in our contract. 

At our request, the City Engineer has kindly allowed us to 
examine the original estimates made by him for the details of 
these various structures; on which was based his estimate of 
their gross cost at $300,000. 

Our own estimates and his, were, of course, wholly indepen- 
dent of each other; they contemplated bridges materially dif- 
ferent in style and plan; neither party has ever heretofore 
seen the other’s calculations; and we transfer to this page the 
exact figures from the original estimates on file. ‘They dis- 
close the following remarkable coincidence ot results : —

It thus appears that all the increase of cost in these Bridges 
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above what was contemplated at the outset is resolved into two 
' items, viz: — 

First, the adoption by the Paving Committee of iron in lieu 
of wood, and, 

Second. The additions and alterations required by the Har- 
bor Commissioners, subsequent to the acceptance of the plans; 
and which neither the contractors, the City Engineer, nor the 
Paving Committee could in any manner control. 

We cite the above in order to show that the City ii us no 
unreasonable price for the bridges. But, 


2d. This appears still more clearly from the fact, on the 
records of the Paving Committee, that our proposal upon the 
original specifications, was more than $80,000 below that of the 
next lowest bidder ($375,000—294,50=$80,500). Even 
with the additions of the Harbor Commissioners above recited, 
our contract price is more than $43,000 less than that of the 
same competitor without these additions ($3'75,000—331,708.76 
= $43,291.24). 


3d. By the terms of our contract the City agreed to pay 
semi-monthly, the value of material supplied, and labor expended, 
upon the certificate of its own Superintendent. Under this pro- 
vision we have received up to February 15, 1870, out of the 
whole appropriation, $230,721. 

None of this had been paid us until a bill of sale of all the 
materials had been executed by us, conveying to the city, at each 
instalment, the articles paid for; so that all the iron, lumber, 
and other materials procured, whether at the site of the bridges 
or at our works, are the absolute property of the city: 

4th. We have received no payment for the last two months 
for labor or materials. The amount still due on our contract, as 
appears above, is about $101,000. 

More than eighty per cent of all the materials has been pros 
vided; and the remainder, long since contracted for, and which 
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cannot be countermanded, is constantly arriving. The semi 
monthly certificates, since payments were suspended February 
15, already entitle us to about $20,000, and our outlays are rap- 
idly augmenting. These liabilities we have incurred, relying 
upon the good faith of the city in fulfilling its written con- 
tract. It will be noticed that the entire amount payable to 
us when the work shall be finished, is Jess than one third of the 
total expenditure; and we submit to your judgment, that. objec- 
tions to other items, if any, of the proposed expenditure, should 
not delay the payment to us of our just dues. 

Sth. Any possible objection to the character of the work, we 
respectfully suggest, is to be addressed, not to us, but to the 
engineers who have fixed the specifications. No better engi- 
neering talent can be found in the country than that of the em- 
inent gentlemen who gave the present plans their official 
approval. 

The entire work has proceeded under the supervision of the 
careful and competent superintendent on the part of the city; 
and we, on our part, mindful that our reputation as builders is 
at stake on the success of this great public work, have spared 
no efforts for the faithful and conscientious performance of our 
contract. 

Insinuations of unfair dealing have been met by an ample and 
exhaustive investigation, which we welcomed, and have resulted 
in our complete vindication; and we now confidently appeal to 
you, and, through you, to the Council which you represent, to do 
justice to us and our fellow contractors, and do credit to the 
city, by supplying the means for meeting our rightful dues, and 
for completing what Gen. Foster pronounces to be “the finest 
bridge in America.”

The undersigned, in compliance with your request for infor- 
mation as to the position in which we should be placed, if the 
work were now stopped, as regards the terms of our contract 
with the city, would state that, 7 

Ist. The city has paid us, as heretofore shown, $230,721. 
This is now their property, not ours. 

2d. Of the remaining sum, payable when bridge shall be 
finished, $20,000 is already due us, for expenditures certified 
by the City Superintendent to date; and is to be added to the 
foregoing, making, say, $250,000. 

3d. The remaining amount, of a little over $80,000, is rep- 
resented by materials rapidly coming in, and for which we are 
liable; and which we have no use for in other directions; by 
the labor now to be expended in completing the structure; by 
the equipment of about $20,000 which we provided for carrying 
on the work, and a great portion of which has little value when 
the present work shall be done; and by the very narrow mar- 
gin, if any shall be left, of compensation in the shape of profits 
for our own outlay and risk. 

In view of the fact that our chief object in seeking the con- 
tract, was the reputation and business position which its success 
would secure for us, — all of which we lose if the work should 
now cease, — we cannot indicate any reduction at least in the 
original amount of our contract; nor do we think that, under all 
the circumstances of the case, any disinterested person would 
advise it.

To tHe Crry CouNcIL: 


The undersigned herewith presents the Twenty-first Annual 
Report of the Births, Marriages, and Deaths in the City of 
Boston, for the year 1869, with the usual illustrative tables and 
remarks. 

The number of births recorded during the year was 7,405; 
an increase of three hundred and three compared with the pre- 
ceding year. This number embraces three hundred and ninety- 
five children who were not born in the city, but whose parents 
resided here at the time the canvass was made. It is not 
improbable that an equal number of children who were born 
here had been removed elsewhere between the time of birth 
and the period when the record was made; so that the 
number recorded may be, for all practical purposes, pre- 
sumed to be correct. 

The number of males was 3,780; females, 3,625 ; — an excess 
of the former over the latter of one hundred and fifty-five. In 
1868, the males exceeded the females by seventy-eight only. 

The increase of births in the original twelve wards over 
those in the same localities in 1868, was two hundred and 
thirty-two; while the births during the the latter year, com- 
pared with those of 1867, show an increase of only sixty-three. 
The increase in the southern wards (southern district) in 1868, 
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compared with 1867, was two hundred and two; while in 1869 
it was only seventy-one. 

If the population of Boston be estimated at 240,000, the 
births will be in the ratio of one to 32.41 of the population, — 
an increase of more than one per cent, compared with the ‘pre- 
ceding year. If the still-births be added to those born alive, 
the ratio will be one birth to 30.45. 

The births in each quarter are seen in the following table: —

There was a decrease of births in each of wards 1, 8, 6, 8, 
10 and 15, the greatest decrease (ninety) being in ward 5, 
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which embraces the Fort Hill district.. In consequence of the 
improvements going on in this locality, the population is 
rapidly moving to other parts of the city, principally to the 
South Boston wards. The greatest increase of births (one 
hundred and ten) in any one locality wasin ward 12. No less 
than 55.23 per cent of the births occurred in five wards, viz: 1, 2, 
7,12 and 15. The births in the same localities during the preced- 
ing year made 54.35 per cent of the whole number of that year. 
The number of deaths in those wards during the year 1869 was 
2,526, making 45.74 per cent of the whole mortality.

It will be seen by the above table, that the number of instances 
in which both parents were native born was 1,846 (including 
half of those recorded as “ unknown’), making a little less than 
25 per cent of the whole number. In the preceding year, the 
same class made 26 per cent.

The number of foreign-born fathers was 5,004 (68.12 per 
cent), and of foreign-born mothers, 4,952, — 66.87 per cent.

It will be seen that there were four hundred and seventy- 
Seven still-births, — two hundred and seventy-seven males, one 
nundred and ninety-one females, and nine, sex unknown, — five 
less than were recorded in 1868. The males exceed the 
females by eighty-six. In the preceding year, the excess of 
males was one hundred and four. In one hundred and eighty- 
three instances, both parents were born in Ireland, and in fifty- 
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two, one parent was of the same nativity. In one hundred and 
fifteen cases both parents were native born, and in twenty-nine 
one parent only was born here. In thirty-two instances both 
parents were born in Germany, and in sixty-six the parentage 
was unknown. 


MARRIAGES. 


The number of marriages was 3,378, an increase of two hun- 
dred and forty compared with the returns of the preceding 
year.

The number of native-born grooms was 1,626, making 48.13 
per cent. of the whole number. In 1868 the percentage of the 
same class was 49.52. The American born brides number 
1,692, — over 50 per cent of all the brides, showing the same 
proportion exhibited in the preceding year. 

The number of marriages in which both parties were native 
born was 1,331 only, or 39.40 per cent of the whole number. 

The number of Irish-born grooms was 1,037, — 30.70 per cent 
of all the grooms, and 59.15 per cent of those that were foreign 
born. The number of Irish grooms who married brides of

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cent of all the grooms. These marriages make 47.68 per cent 
of the marriages in which one or both parties were foreign 
born.

The increase of marriages was greatest among those of Irish 
and German nativity. The whole number is of such a mixed 
character as to defy all classification.

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The number of grooms under 21 years of age was 67, 
making nearly 2 per cent of the whole number. Of these, 
ten married brides under 18 years of age; nineteen married 
those between 20 and 25; one married a bride between 
25 and 30; while thirteen others married brides between 30 
and 40. There were seventy-one grooms between 25 and 30 
who married brides between 30 and 40; two grooms of the 
same age united themselves to brides between 40 and 50; and 
still another became the husband of one who was between 50 
and 60! There were nine grooms between 30 and 40 who 
married brides between 40 and 50. 

There were five grooms between 50 and 60 who married 
brides between 20 and 25; eight others of the same age 
married those who were between 25 and 30; and thirty-three 
united themselves to brides between 30 and 40. There were 
three grooms between 60 and 70, whose brides were between 
25 and 30; and four others whose wives had not reached their 
40th year. Lastly, there were two grooms who had passed their 
70th years, whose brides were between 40 and 50. 

There were fifteen grooms over 60 years of age, and four over 
70. There were four brides, whose ages were between 60 
and 70. 

Of the grooms 2,230 (over 60 per cent) married between the 
ages of 21 and 30. Of the brides, 2,330 (69 per cent) married 
between 20 and 30. 

The number of instances in which both parties married were 
colored was thirty-eight, an increase of five over the number 
recorded in 1868. There were fifteen marriages of colored 
grooms with white brides, the same number that were reported 
in the preceding year. 

In four hundred and fifty-three instances, the brides were 
older than their husbands.

The first marriages of grooms make 85.00 per cent of the 
whole number; while the first marriages of the brides make 
nearly 88 per cent. 

Of the grooms, two hundred and thirteen who had never been 
married were united to widows; two others married brides who 
had been twice widowed; while another inexperienced swain 
became the husband of a bride who had been widowed no less 
than three times! There were two grooms who had been made 
disconsolate three times, who married spinsters; while another 
who had, unfortunately, been called upon to mourn the depar- 
ture of no less than five wives, chose a spinster as his sixth 
venture. 

One hundred and eighty-one of the grooms were residents of 
other States at the time of marriage, and three hundred and 
seventy-nine resided in other towns of this State. Of the 
brides, one hundred and forty-three resided in other States; 
and two hundred and twenty-one were residents of other parts 
of this Commonwealth. 

The following table contains a few of the principal occupa- 
tions of the grooms, numbering 2,055, and making 60.83 per 
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cent of all the grooms. Of the number of grooms whose occu- 
pations are given, laborers, clerks, merchants, traders, carpen- 
ters and mariners make 66.47 per cent. Physicians are repre- 
sented by twenty-one grooms; and clergymen by fifteen.

DEATHS. 


The number of deaths reported during the year was 5,523,— 
2,773 males, and 2,750 females, — an increase of only four over 
the number recorded in the preceding year. This mortality is 
in the ratio of one death to 43.46 of the estimated population 
of 240,000, or twenty-three in a thousand of those living. The 
following is a comparative statement of the death rate in the city 
of Boston, with that of the cities of Charleston, New Orleans, 
St. Louis,and San Francisco. There is less certainty in regard 
to the population of New Orleans and San Francisco than to the 
other places; but, probably, the estimate is not very far from 
the right one. The deaths in San Francisco are reported for 
the year ending June 30, 1869:

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It will be seen that Boston, compared with the other cities 
named in the above table, presents a not unfavorable condition. 
Although the death-rate is twenty-three in a thousand, greater, 
confessedly, than it should be; yet, when the severity and 
variableness of its seaboard climate, together with the preva- 
lence of phthisis and pneumonia, are considered, in connection 
with its condensed population, much may be said in its favor, 
and of praise of the active sanitary. measures in operation in 
every department of its government.

The number of native-born decedents was 3,828 (including 
half of those recorded as “unknown”’), which make 69.71 per 
cent of all who died. Those born in Ireland make 21.57 per 
cent (20.51 per cent in the preceding year), and 70.26 per 
cent of all who were foreign born, a slight decrease from the 
preceding year. 

It will be noticed that, among the native-born decedents, 
the males exceeded the females by eighty-eight; while among 
those who were foreign-born, the females exceeded the males by 
sixty-four.

The number of decedents of American parentage (including 
half of those reported as “unknown”) was 1,793,— an in- 
crease of ninety-three, compared with the preceding year, mak- 
ing 32.46 per cent of the entire parentage. It is thus seen 
that the decedents of foreign parentage make no less than 
67.54 per cent of all who died. Compared with the preceding 
year, there was a decrease of ninety of persons of Irish 
parentage. 

The following comparative statement of the parentage of the _ 
children born, and of those who died, in the years 1868 and 
1869, embracing in each case half of those recorded as “un_ 
known,” tabulated according to the nativity of the fathers, will 
be interesting. The agreement between the record of 1869 and 
the preceding year is very striking :—

It will be seen by the above table, that if 68 per cent of the 
births were of children of foreign parentage, the deaths of those 
of the:same nativity make 69 per cent of the whole mortality. 


_In like manner it is seen, that while the births of children of 


native parentage make only 31.88 per cent of the whole num- 
ber born, the deaths of the same class make only 30.81 per cent 
of the entire mortality. It will also be noticed, that in regard 
to the first-named class the deaths were one per cent in excess 
of the births. The result is reversed in regard to the second 
class, — the births being one per cent in excess of the deaths.

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An examination of the above table will show that the num- 
ber of children who died under one year was 1,371 (ninety- 
five of whom died on the day of their birth), making 24.82 per 
cent of all who died. In the preceding year, the percentage of 
this class was 25.40. Of the number who died on the day of 
their birth, sixty-eight were children of foreign parentage. There 
were eight hundred and three who died between one day and six 
months, four hundred and ninety-nine of whom were children of 
foreign-born parents. The number who died between six 
and twelve months was four hundred and seventy-three, of whom 
three hundred and thirty-six were children of foreign-born 
parents. The number who died between one and five was nine 
hundred and forty (17 per cent of all who died), six hundred 
and ninety-four of whom were children of foreign parentage. 
A comparative statement of the deaths of all under fifteen years 
of age in the cities of Boston, Charleston, New Orleans, St.

The reports of the deaths in Charleston and St. Louis give 
the number of deaths between the ages of five and ten, and ten 
and twenty, and in that of the latter city the number of deaths 
under one year is omitted. It will be seen by the above table, 
that the difference between the number of children between one 
and five who died in Boston, and those who died during the 
Same period in the other cities, is very greatly in favor of Bos- 
ton. On the other hand, of those who died under one year, the 
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difference is very greatly in favor of San Francisco and New 
Orleans, against Charleston and Boston. 

Of the three hundred and nine decedents between five and 
fifteen, two hundred and eighteen were children of foreign 
parentage; making 70.55 per cent of the whole number. 

There were five hundred and eighty-four decedents between 
twenty and thirty, of whom two hundred and seventy-nine were for- 
eign-born — one hundred and eighty-five being natives of Ireland. 

Between thirty and forty, there were five hundred and twenty- 
three decedents, three hundred and twenty of whom were foreign- 
born, two hundred and forty-one being natives of Ireland. 

Of the four hundred and eighty-nine decedents between 
forty and fifty, three hundred and twenty-five were foreign-born, 
while two hundred and forty-five were born in Ireland. 

Between fifty and sixty, there were three hundred and fifty- 
one decedents, two hundred and twenty being foreign-born. 
Of these last, one hundred and sixty-nine were born in Ireland. 

Of the three hundred and fifty-four who died between sixty 
and seventy, one hundred and ninety were foreign-born, — one 
-hundred and forty-seven were natives of Ireland. 

There were two hundred and_ seventy-four, decedents 


between seventy and eighty. Of these, one hundred and thirty- . 


one were foreign-born — Ireland furnishing one hundred and 
nine of this number. 

The number of decedents above eighty years of age was 
- one hundred and sixty-eight. Of this number, seventy-eight 
were foreign-born — sixty being natives of Ireland. 

It will be thus seen, that of the whole number who died 
during the several divisional periods of life specified in Table 
' [X., the foreign-born decedents exceeded the native-born in 
each period, except in the two above eighty. 


Of the 2,780 decedents under twenty years of age, the 


males exceeded the females by one hundred and thirty-two. Of

Compared with the preceding year, the decedents under five 
years of age are nearly three per cent less in the above table. 
In regard to those above fifty years, the mortality is nearly 
two per cent above that of the preceding year. 

The number of colored decedents was one hundred and 
forty-six, — seventy-seven males, and sixty-nine females, — an 
increase of fifty-six, compared with the number recorded in 
1868. The deaths among this class are in the ratio of forty- 
nine deaths to each one thousand persons ef the colored popu- 
lation living, estimated to be 3,000. The deaths among the 
whites are in the ratio of 22.70 deaths to each one thousand 
persons of the white population, estimated at 237,000. 

There were eight hundred and seven of the decedents who 
were married at the time of death; and one hundred and sev- 
enteen were widowers. Of the females, six hundred and 
seventy-six were married, and four hundred and thirty-eight 
were widows. The married and widowed of both sexes made 
36.87 per cent of all who died. 

The interments in the city cemeteries number one hundred 
and thirty-eight; at South Boston, one hundred and twenty-nine ; 
at Hast Boston, ninety-eight. The number of disinterments and 
removals from the city for burial was one hundred and sixty- 
eight. The number of bodies brought from other places for in. 
terment here was fifty-seven, — making the total number of 
bodies interred in the various city cemeteries to be one hundred 
and eleven. 
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Accidents. —The number of deaths from accidental causes 
during the year 1869 (including eighteen from burns and scalds, 
and thirty-two drowned), was two hundred and twenty, — an 
increase of twenty-eight over the number reported during the 
preceding year, or 3.98 per cent of all the deaths. 

Apoplexy. — There were seventy-six deaths from this cause, 
—thirty-nine males, and thirty-seven females, —a decrease of 
four from the number reported in 1868. 

Bowels, Diseases of. — The number of deaths from diseases of 
the bowels (embracing three hundred and sixty-five from 
cholera infantum, one hundred and twenty-four from diarrhea, 
seventy-two from dysentery, and twenty from cholera morbus)s 
was six hundred and thirty-two,—three hundred and eleven 
males, and three hundred and twenty-one females, — one hun- 
-dred and sixty-one less than were recorded in the preceding 
year from the same causes. These deaths make 11.44 per cent 
of the whole mortality. 

Brain, Diseases of. — There were two hundred and ninety- 
one deaths from causes thus specificd,—one hundred and 
seventy-one males, and one hundred and twenty females, — or 
5.27 per cent of the whole mortality. In 1868, the deaths from 
the same causes numbered two hundred and sixty-eight, or 
4.85 per cent of the mortality of that year. 

Bronchitis is the reported cause of one hundred and forty-six 
deaths, — sixty-seven males, and seventy-nine females, — or 
2.64 per cent of the whole number. There were one hundred 
and fifty deaths reported from this cause in 1868. 

Cancer. — There were one hundred and seven deaths from 
cancer, — 29 males, and seventy-eight females. They were re- 
ported as, stomach, seventeen; uterus, 15; bowels, eight; 
breast, seven; liver, six; thigh, three; jaw, three; tongue, throat 
and face,two each; head and neck, one each. In thirty-seven 
cases, the local manifestations of the disease were not given. 

Consumption. — The number of deaths from consumption was 
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nine hundred and sixteen, — four hundred and seventeen males, 
and four hundred and ninety-nine females,—an increase of 
forty-eight, compared with the record of 1868, or 16.59 per 
cent of the whole mortality; or, 17.27 per cent of the deaths 
from disease alone. The report shows, that the deaths from 
consumption were in the ratio of one death to 5.79 of all others 
from disease.

There were three hundred and fifty-four deaths in wards 
1, 2, 5, and 7, or nearly 44 per cent of all the mortality from 
consumption in the several wards.

The first three classes in the above table make 43.64 per 
cent of the whole number. In the preceding year, the same 
occupations made 46.20 per cent. 

Convulsions. —There were one hundred and seventeen deaths 
thus reported, — sixty-three, males and fifty-four females — or 
2.12 per cent of the whole mortality. The number of deaths 


thus designated during the preceding year was one hundred and 
forty-two. 
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Croup. — The number of deaths from croup was ninety-nine, 
— fifty-four males and forty-five females, — twenty- eo less 
than were recorded in 1868. 

Diphiheria. — There were sixty-one deaths from this cause, — 
twenty-six males and thirty-five females, —six less than the 
number reported in the preceding year. 

Fever, Typhoid.— The number of deaths from this cause, was 
one hundred and thirty-eight, — seventy-three males and sixty- 
five females, — an increase of eighteen compared with the pre- 
ceding year. 

Heart, Disease of. — There were one hundred and fifty-nine 
deaths reported from heart disease, ——seventy-one males and 
eighty-eight females, —a decrease of thirteen from the number 
recorded in 1868. 

Hydrocephalus is the reported cause of one hundred and 
seventeen deaths, — twelve less than the number reported in the 
preceding year. There were sixty-five males and fifty-two 
females. 

Marasmus.— There were one hundred and fifty-five deaths 
with this designation, — eighty-eight males and sixty-seven 
females, —an increase of forty four, compared with the record 
of 1868. This term, like those of “convulsions,” “ infantile,” 
etc., is oftentimes, no doubt, used more as a term of convenience 
than for any other purpose by physicians. So far as any prac- 
tical knowledge is concerned, many of these cases might be desig- 
nated as “unknown.” 

Pneumonia. — The number of deaths from this cause was 
four hundred and two, — two hundred and seventeen males and 
one hundred and eighty-five females, or 7.26 per cent of the 
whole mortality. In the preceding year, there were three hun- 
dred and fifty-eight deaths from this cause, or 6.48 per cent of 
the whole number of deaths in that year. 

Scarlatina. — There were three hundred and thirty deaths

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from scarlatina, one hundred and sixty-one males, and one 
hundred and sixty-nine females, — an increase of sixty-six, com- 
pared with the record of 1868. The mortality from this cause 
makes 5.97 of all the deaths. 

Unknown Diseases. —The number of deaths thus designated 
was ninety-three, — nineteen less than were recorded in 1868. 
If those deaths whose causes are reported as “convulsions,” 
“ debility,” “infantile,” “marasmus,” and “ unknown,” be classed 
together, as those that deserve little or no consideration, by indi- 
cating in most cases no definite cause of death, they will make 
no less than 9.13 per cent of the whole mortality.

No less than 35.60 per cent of the mortality in the wards 
occurred in the Ist, 2d, and 7th. Only 27.48 per cent of 
all the deaths occurred in wards 4, 6, 8, 9, 10,11, 13 and 14, 
or 34.62 per cent of the deaths in the wards only. There was 
an increase of more than 2 per cent of the deaths in the hospi- 
tals, compared with the preceding year.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


An examination of the foregoing tables will show very clearly 
that the sanitary condition of Boston, if not all that is desirable, 
or even possible, compares favorably with that of other locali- 
ties far better situated in regard to climate. The death-rate, it 
will be seen, is given at twenty-three deaths to one thousand 
persons living. This has been the rate for the last twenty years, 
and it is by no means certain that it can be justly regarded as 
an excessive one.* It is questionable whether it will be, save 
in exceptional cases, reduced below twenty-two in a thousand. 
Reference to towns favorably situated in regard to soil and cli- 

* A statement was recently published averring that the death-rate during the two decen- 
nial periods between 1850 and 1870, were 26.3 and 24.6, respectively, in a thousand. This 
has led to a more careful examination of the facts, showing, perhaps, that the latter state- 
ment, as well as the one above, giving it as 23, are equally wrong. As 1850, 1855, 1860, and 
1865 were census years, the population at each of those points is fixed. To ascertain the 


population of any one of the intervening years, in either quinquennial period, the increase 
during that period has been simply averaged, For the four years following 1865 the

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mate, where the death-rate is considerably below that of Boston, 
by no means proves that the sanitary condition of the latter 
is not comparatively as good as that of the former. A 
comparison of the death-rate of Boston with those of St. Louis, 
San Francisco, Charleston and New Orleans, will be found on 
a preceding page. Perhaps Charleston and New Orleans 
should be excluded, for obvious reasons, from the comparison ; 
but in regard to St. Louis and San Francisco, they possess, at 
least, the advantages of climate. The death-rate of St. Louis 
falls considerably below that of Boston, while that of San Fran- 
cisco is the same. ‘The estimates of the population in each 
place, except New Orleans, are taken from the Health reports 
of those cities, and probably approximate sufficiently near the 


correct number to afford a fair standard of comparison.

increase of the preceding five years has been assumed to be the increase of these years also. 
If, however, this method of reaching the result indicated should be considered ‘* mere con- 
jecture, in which no two persons would be likely to reach the same conclusions,” and that 
the census population of 1865 should be used in computation until the appearance of that of 
1870, for the reason that it would be “ the only safe course to pursue,” it might not be amiss 
to ask: Whatif there were no census between 1860, or even 1850, and 1870? The objec- 
tion would be as reasonable in the one case as in the other. 

The deaths and population of Roxbury for the years 1868-69 are not included in the table.

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It may be properly asked, whether the machinery now in use 
for the sanitary government of the city is adequate for future 
necessities? Indeed, doubts have been frequently expressed of 
its efficiency, and desires manifested that it should be superseded 
by something else. A sufficient answer to all this is, that in no 
city in the Union, of equal size and like situation and character, 
do the streets and lanes present a more cleanly condition; nor 
is there one where everything deleterious to the public health 
is more promptly removed. The sewerage is ample, and care- 
fully looked after by able and intelligent officers. Besides all 
this, past experience has shown that abundant means are availa- 
ble to meet the exigencies of anticipated epidemics, equal, to say 
the least, of any of a more elaborate character which may be 
employed in any othercity. Hence it follows, that all that seems 
to be required, is the continued faithful employment of the agen- 
cies heretofore found to be effectual in emergencies, to preserve 
whatever of benefit has been already obtained, and at the 
same time to bring within easy control the noxious elements 
that the growth of population will produce. 

In view of what is said above, the apprehensions concerning 
the public health, which every year finds utterance, seem to be 
really groundless. Whether Boston be judged by what it does 
through its sanitary police, or is compared with other places of 
like size and character, the facts warrant the assertion, it is be- 
lieved, that no city, all things considered, presents a more favora- 
ble aspect in regard to the public health. These periodical mur- 
murs are not, perhaps, to be deplored: they serve to direct 
public attention to matters of vital import, which, in a rapidly 
growing city like Boston, might not otherwise receive the con- 
sideration that their importance requires. This vigilance not 
only tends to keep the agencies on which the public health is so 
greatly dependent in constant activity; but, what is of equal 
consequence, it serves to accelerate their motion, that they may 
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meet the ever increasing demands made upon them. Hence, it 
is not unreasonable to believe, that the means which are found 
to be effective to-day, will be equally so when Boston shall at- 
tain to three times its present size. 

When disparaging remarks are uttered regarding the sanitary 
condition of Boston, reference is usually made to the Board of 
Health of the city of New York, and to the manner in which 
that Board is said to fulfil its mission; and the desire is ex- 
pressed that there should be a similar institution here. The 
gentlemen who compose that Board are among the most eminent 
of the profession in that city, and are no doubt zealously engaged 
in furthering the objects for which the Board was established ; 
but, notwithstanding their great professional skill, with all the 
elaborate agencies originated expressly for the work to be ac- 
complished, stimulated by the large pecuniary means at their 
disposal, it is far from evident that the means used by them has 
caused the death-rate to fall as low as twenty-eight in a thou- 
sand. Much has been done by the Board during the five or six 
years of its existence for the health of the city, by removing be- 
yond the city limits offensive trades, by prohibiting the sale 
of unwholesome articles of diet, etc., etc.; but little, so far, has 
been seen in its general operations to indicate its superiority in 
any respect to the means employed for the same objects in Bos- 
ton, with less cumbrous machinery, and at less proportionate 
cost. 


TENEMENT Hovuses.— If disease and death increase with the 
density of population, it becomes a question of great mo- 
ment to ascertain how the natural effects attendant upon large 
ageregations of human beings may be neutralized, or circum- 
scribed within certain limits. The evils resulting from an over- 
crowded population may be very readily understood by an ex- 
amination of these buildings. Up to the present time, the ill 
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effects incident to dwellings of this character have not appeared 
to be serious. Though comparatively largely occupied, and 
generally badly constructed and ventilated, no strong fears have 
been manifested for the results. But with the growth of pop- 
ulation, however, these tenements will be multiplied, and so 
constructed as to embrace the largest number of inmates within 
the smallest possible limits, until they shall become in every 
characteristic like those pest-houses of New York, where the 
miserable inmates have nothing but fetid air to breathe, and 
from which even the very light of day is almost excluded. The 
only preventive to this condition of things is for the authorities 
to exercise the power to supervise the construction of these 
dwellings, and to limit the number of their inmates. 


PHYSICIANS’ CERTIFICATES. — Something was said in the last 
report of the manner in which some physicians fill their cer- 
tificates. The annoyance caused by the way in which this duty 
is frequently performed induces another allusion to the subject, 
in the hope that the difficulty may be removed. It seems rea- 
sonable to suppose that physicians, above all others, would more 
readily appreciate the subject, and that they would endeavor 
to make the record of a death as full and as accurate as possi- 
ble. But it is not so. There are those who not only appear to 
feel no interest in the subject, but they seem desirous of placing 
obstacles in the way of those who are striving to secure a per- 
fect record. At the same time, these men will complain the 
loudest of inaccuracies in the specification of the causes of 
death, forgetful or regardless of the fact that they were, per- 
haps, the sole cause of the errors. If by importunity, made 
necessary by inexcusable neglect, or indisposition, to perform the 
duty, these delinquents are worried into giving the required cer- 
tificate, the act is not infrequently accompanied by disagreeable 
remarks, bordering on positive insults. Others, who, if they do 
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not indulge in offensive comments, contrive to make their certifi- 
cates violate good taste, to say the least. The following speci- 
mens are copied from some of the certificates sent in, it is sup- 
posed, to be registered according tolaw. Of course, no man who 
is fit for the office of Registrar would so stultify himself as to 
place them on record. How either of them can be regarded as 
stating the cause of death is a matter for wonder; and how any of 
them can be considered as proofs of professional skill, or even 
as specimens of wit, it would be difficult to tell. One physician 
writes on his certificate as the cause of death, “ Very uncertain 
whether fried ham, scarlet fever or Bologna sausage.” Another 
fills out one certificate, “ Died suddenly,” and a second, “ Want 
of breath.” Another, “ Diseased from birth.” Another, “Specific.” 
Still another says, “Janders yellow.” Perhaps it should be 
stated that the last-named certificate did not emanate from a 
regular practitioner. Similar returns might be quoted indefi- 
nitely; but sufficient have been given to show the obstacles in 
the way of making a correct record. And yet some of the men 
who make these returns are the first to declaim against the 
whole system of registration, and characterize any attempt to 
secure a certificate of the real cause of death an impertinence, 
and the whole subject a “humbug.” They do not appear to be 
aware that the only knowledge they can have of the prevalence 
of any disease, or the condition of the public health, beyond 
their own individual practice, they must obtain from the records 
kept in accordance with the law, or from professional communi- 
cations made to them by others. The value of these records 
and communications will depend on the accuracy of the infor- 
mation brought forward in each case. If accuracy can be 
secured in the one instance, so as to render the interchange of 
professional ideas profitable, it certainly ought to be secured, 
to the same extent, for the purpose of registration. If the 
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discussion of the causes of death is considered to be important, 
where the information imparted is necessarily confined, compara- 
tively, to a few, it is not easy to see why the same information, 
designed to be given to the whole community, professional and 
non-professional, should be denominated a “ humbug.”

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REGISTRATION LAW OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


CHAPTER 21. 


Sxorion 1* The clerk of each city and town shall receive or 
obtain, and‘record and index, the following facts concerning the 
births, marriages, and deaths, therein, separately numbering and 
recording the same in the order in which he receives them, desig- 
nating in separate columns ; 

In the record of births, the date of the birth, the place of birth, 
the name of the child, (if it have any,) the sex and color of the 
child, the names and the places of birth of the parents, the occu- 
pation of the father, the residence of the parents, and the date of 
the record ; 

In the record of marriages, the date of the marriage, the place 
of marriage, the name, residence, and official station of the person 
by whom married, the names and the places of birth of the parties, 
the residence of each, the age and color of each, the condition of 
each, (whether single or widowed,) the occupation, the names of 
the parents, and the date of the record ; . 

In the record of deaths, the date of the death, the name of 
the deceased, the sex, the color, the condition, (whether single, 
widowed or married,) the age, the residence, the occupation, the 
place of death, the place of birth, the names and places of birth 
of the parents, the disease or cause of death, the place of burial, 
and the date of the record. 

Sxcr. 2. Parents shall give notice to the clerk of their city or 
town of the births and deaths of their children ; every householder 
shall give like notice of every birth and death happening in his 
house; the eldest person next of kin shall give such notice of the 
death of his kindred; the keeper of a workhouse, house of correc- 
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tion, prison, hospital, or almshouse, except the state almshouses at 
Tewksbury, Bridgewater, and Monson, and the master or other 
commanding officer of any ship shall give like notice of every birth 
and death happening among the person's under his charge. Who- 
ever neglects to give such notice for the space of six months. after 
a birth or death, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding five dollars. 

Sror. 3. Any physician having attended a person during his 
last illness, shall, when requested within fifteen days after the de- 
cease of such person, forthwith furnish for registration a certificate 
of the duration of the last sickness, the disease of Which the per- 
son @ied, and the date of his decease, as nearly as hé can state 
the same. If any physician refuses or neglects to make such cer- 
tificate, he shall forfeit and pay the sum of ten dollars to the use 
of the town in which he resides. 

Sect. 4. Every sexton, undertaker, or other person having 
charge of a burial-ground, or the superintendent of burials having 
charge of the obsequies or funeral rites preliminary to the inter- 
ment of a human body, shall forthwith obtain and return to the 
clerk of the city or town in which the deceased resided or the death 
occurred, the facts required by this chapter to be recorded by said 
officer concerning the deceased, and the person making such return 
shall receive from his city or town the fee of ten cents therefor. 

The clerk, upon recording such facts, shall forthwith give to the 
person making such return, a certificate that such return has been 
made, which certificate such person shall deliver to the person 
having charge of the interment, if other than himself, before the 
burial when practicable, otherwise within seven days thereafter. 
When a burial takes place and no certificate is delivered as afore- 
said, the sexton, undertaker, or other person having charge of the 
interment, shall forthwith give notice thereof to the clerk under 
penalty of twenty dollars. 

Sxcr. 5. The clerk of each city and town shall annually on or 
before the ffirst day of February, transmit to the secretary of the 
commonwealth, certified copies of the records of the births, mar- 
riages, and deaths, which have occurred therein during the year 
ending on the last day of the preceding December. 

6 : 
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Sect. 6. The record of the town clerk relative to any birth, 
marriage, or death, shall be prima facie evidence, in legal proceed- 
ings, of the facts recorded. The certificate signed by the town 
clerk for the time being shall be admissible as evidence of any such 
record.

Sect. 12. The secretary of this commonwealth shall prosecute, 
by an action of tort, in the name of the commonwealth, for the 
recovery of any penalty or forfeiture imposed by this [chapter ] 
[act]. | 

Sect. 13. Any city or town may make rules and regulatiohs to 
enforce the provisions of this chapter, or to secure a more perfect 
registration of births, marriages, and deaths therein. 
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THE MARRIAGE LAW. 


- Cuap. 106. 


[Secs. 1-6 relate to certain prohibited marriages. | 


Section 7. Persons intending to be joined in marriage, shall, 
before their marriage, cause notice thereof to be entered in the 
office of the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which they 
respectively dwell, if within the State. If there is no such clerk 
or registrar in the place of their residence, the entry shall be made 
in an adjoining city or town. 

Sect. 8. The clerk or registrar shall deliver to the parties a 
certificate under his hand, specifying the time when notice of the 
intention of marriage was entered with him, together with all facts 
in relation to the marriage required by law to be ascertained and 
recorded, except those respecting the person by whom the marriage 
is to be solemnized. Such certificate shall be delivered to the 
minister or magistrate in whose presence the marriage is to be 
contracted, before he proceeds to solemnize the same. 

Secr. 9. Ifa clerk or registrar issues such certificate to a male 
under the age of twenty-one years, or a female under the age of 
eighteen years, having reasonable cause to suppose the person to 
be under such age, except upon the application or consent in writ- 
ing of the parent, master, or guardian of such person, he shall for- 
feit a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars; but if there is no 
parent, master, or guardian in this State, competent to act, a cer- 
tificate may be issued without such application or consent. 

Secor. 10. The clerk or registrar may require of any person ap- 
plying for such certificate, an affidavit sworn to before a justice of 
the peace for the county where the application is made, setting 
forth the age of the parties ; which affidavit shall be sufficient proof 
of age to authorize the issuing of the certificate. 
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Sect. 11. Whoever, applying for such certificate, wilfully makes 
a false statement in relation to the age or residence, parent, mas- 
ter, or guardian, of either of the parties intending marriage, shall 
forfeit a sum not exceeding two hundred dollars. 

Sect. 12. When a marriage is solemnized in another State be- 
tween parties living in this State, and they return to dwell here, 
they shall, within seven days after their return, file with the clerk 
or registrar of the city or town, where either of them lived at the 
time, a certificate or declaration of their marriage, including the 
facts concerning marriages required by law; and for every neglect 
they shall forfeit ten dollars. 

Sect. 13. No magistrate or minister shall solemnize a mar- 
riage, having reasonable cause to suppose either of the parties to 
be under the age mentioned in section nine, without the consent 
of the parent or guardian having the custody of the minor, if there 
is any in the State competent to act. 

Sect. 14. Marriages may be solemnized by a justice of the 
peace in the county for which he is appointed, when either of the 
parties resides in the same county; and throughout the State by 
any minister of the gospel ordained according to the usage of his 
denomination, who resides within the State and continues to per- 
form the functions of his office; but all marriages shall be solem- . 
nized in the city or town in which the person solemnizing them 
resides, or in which one or both of the persons to be married 
reside. ‘ 

Secr. 15. Marriages among the people called Friends or Quak- 
ers, may be solemnized in the manner heretofore used and prac- 
tised in their societies. 

Sect. 16. Every justice of the peace, minister, and clerk, or 
keeper of the records of the meeting wherein any marriages among 
the Friends or Quakers are solemnized, shall make a record of each 
marriage solemnized before him, together with all facts relating to 
the marriage required by law to be recorded. He shall also be- 
tween the first and tenth days of each month return a copy of the 
records for the month next preceding, to the clerk or registrar of 
the city or town in which the marriage was solemnized, and shall, 
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when neither of the parties to a marriage resides in the city or 
town in which the marriage is solemnized, return a copy of the 
records of such marriage to the clerk or registrar of the city or 
town in which one or both of said parties reside, All marriages 
so returned shall be recorded by the clerk or registrar. 

Sect. 17. Every person neglecting to make the returns required 
by the preceding section, shall forfeit for each neglect not less than 
twenty nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 18. <A justice of the peace or minister who joins persons 
in marriage contrary to the provisions of this chapter, knowing 
that the marriage is not duly authorized, shall forfeit not less than 
fifty nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 19. Whoever undertakes to join persons in marriage, 
knowing that he is not authorized so to do, shall be imprisoned in 
the jail or confined to hard labor for a term not exceeding six 
months, or pay a fine of not less than fifty nor more than two hun- 
dred dollars. 

Srcr. 20. [Unintentional informality does not invalidate mar- 
riage in other respects lawful. | 

Sect. 21. The record of a marriage, made and kept as pre- 
scribed by law by the person before whom the marriage is solem- 
nized, or by the clerk or registrar of any city or town, or a copy 
of such record duly certified, shall be received in all courts and 
places as presumptive evidence of such marriage.

AN ACT RELATING TO THE MARRIAGE OF NON-RESIDENT PARTIES. 


Section 1. Persons living without the Commonwealth, and 
intending to be be joined in marriage within the Commonwealth, 
shall, before their marriage, cause notice of their intention to be 
entered in the office of the clerk or registrar of the city or town 
in which they propose to have the marriage solemnized; and no 
marriage between such parties shall be solemnized until they have

The necessity of providing for the comfort and welfare of 
so large a number of persons as we have in charge, involves a 
large expenditure. All the institutions are filled to repletion, 
and with our enlarged territorial limits the demand for in- 
creased facilities must be expected. Confidence in the fidelity 
and energy of the superintendents of the several institutions is 
acknowledged and commended. The additional burdens im- 
posed have been admirably sustained while the efforts of the 
Board to economize in the means and manner of discharging 
the trust committed to their care, have, in every instance, re- 
ceived their cordial support and assistance. 

The nature of the obligation which rests upon every com- 
munity to support its poor and unfortunate members, renders the 
question of economy one of the greatest importance. From 
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whatever point of view we examine the subject it is plain that 
the large increase of territory, and consequent addition to our 
population, tend to augment the expense of maintaining the 
several charitable and reformatory institutions. We feel already 
keenly the pressure in every department for room and suitable 
buildings. The almshouse at Deer Island occupies a portion 
of the building which is needed for the use of the Houses of 
Industry and Reformation. The contiguity of paupers and pris- 
oners is irksome and objectionable. The Board are preparing 
plans for a separate building for an almshouse, which will 
soon be submitted to the City Government for their approval. 
Such a structure would very properly isolate the worthy poor 
from all association with criminals under sentence, and who are 
at present under the same roof. 

The Lunatic Hospital with constantly increasing numbers, con- 
tinues to move along with every convenience strained to the 
utmost, to provide for the demand made upon it for treatment 
of the insane. 

The House of Correction with more prisoners than cells, 
crowds a large number together in the attic of the prison. There 
is a great want of prison and shop room, which might be sup- 
plied in part by removing the old wooden building formerly used 
as a women’s workshop, and erecting on its site a new building 
with sufficient accommodations for prison, laundry and workshop. 
By thus relieving the present female prison ample room would 
be provided for the male prisoners now confined in the attic of 
the male wing. 

For the first time, the labor at this institution has been remu- 
nerative, the income exceeding the disbursements by about seven 
thousand dollars. 

The new school house for the pauper children at Deer Island, 
has been finished, and was occupied in the month of April. The 
building is well adapted to the wants of the school, and is a 
credit to the city. 
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A neat and substantial brick building, for the residence of the 
farmer at the Island, was erected during the year. It affords 
comfortable quarters for a small family, and has long been 
needed. 

The sea-wall at the landing is commenced and will, when fin- 
ished, afford convenient means for landing stores, erection of 
coal-sheds, and safe keeping of quarantine boats. The wharf 
buildings, for the reception of prisoners and other purposes, are 
not adapted to our present wants, having been erected of wood, 
many years since. 


DEER ISLAND. 


The institutions at this location, have attained a magnitude 
scarcely expected by those who first advocated the project of 
transferring these departments from South Boston. 

They include the Houses of Industry and Reformation, and 
Almshouse. Under the influence of a businesslike energy, 
every part of the discipline necessary to their management moves 
with smoothness and precision. The superintendent, Guy C. 
Underwood, eminently fitted for the service, by his promptness 
and fidelity, merits the confidence which is accorded to him. 

The farming operations here are growing in importance, and 
the sale of products is increasing annually. 

The House of Industry is much overcrowded, and the demand 
for the removal of the almshouse from the building is every day 
~ more peremptory. A superior site for the new almshouse is a 
little northward from the main building, where the land is ele- 
vated, and there is sufficient space for every convenience without 
interference with the other institutions. 

The new school-house accommodates all the boys, while the 
building formerly the pauper boys’ school, is occupied by the 
_ girls, they being less in number. The structure is in good taste, 
and an ornament to the Island. The internal arrangements of 
both are adequate to all the wants of the children. The rooms 
are heated by steam, and the dormitories are airy and spacious. 
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There has been but a moderate degree of sickness among the 
inmates of the several institutions. No epidemic has occurred, 
and no unusual frequency of contagious disease. 

Rev. Mr. Dadmun, Chaplain and Superintendent of Schools, 
is occupied continually in the care of the children and making 
efforts to provide for their welfare after leaving the Institutions 
as well as while at the island. 


QUARANTINE. 


By reference to the report of Dr. Durgin, Port Physician, it 
will be seen that but few cases of malignant or contagious dis- 
ease have been treated at Gallop’s Island. ‘The removal of the 
small-pox hospital to this place, prevents the spreading of the 
contagion among our numerous population at Deer Island. 

Hospital conveniences are much needed to take the place of 
those old wooden buildings erected for the temporary purpose 
of barracks for soldiers in the late war. They have become so 
dilapidated, that some of them have been blown down by heavy 
winds, and-even the single building used for a hospital is 
propped up by braces to maintain it in a tolerably upright - 
position. Suitable buildings should be erected to provide for 
epidemics of any degree of intensity. 

Dr. HE. H. Stevens, assistant port physician, resides at Gal- 
lop’s Island, in charge of the hospital, having daily communi- 
cation with Dr. Durgin; thus the entire medical staff is at all 
times available. 


LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


The question of a location for a new hospital which, during 
the past year, was the occasion of much deliberation and dis- 
cussion by the city Government, and subjected to divers in- 
fluences by others interested in the several sites submitted for 
approval, is still undecided: and open for new and increasing 


controversy. No improvement is suggested in the plans, and 
3* 
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they have been examined and investigated by the most compe- 
tent judges. Only the location seems to be at fault; and the 
Board, at the request of the Government, officially, declared- 
the Winthrop estate to be for all reasons the best, besides being 
already the property of the city. We hope the present year 
for a solution of the problem, and a final decision. 

In all the wards of the hospital there is great inconvenience 
for want of room. No classification can be had, and the in 
mates themselves complain of their crowded state. Nor can 
their condition be ameliorated, unless more room is afforded. 
The capacity of the building will not allow of much further 
occupation. Sixteen beds in one room is quite too close prox- 
imity for diseased people. Ventilation cannot be perfect even 
with all the temporary appliances which can be made practi- 
cable. The Superintendent, Dr. Walker, with commendable 
judgment and foresight, has placed the attendants in the enlarged 
cottage building, so that the patients may have the entire facili- 
ties of the hospital. The billiard room has been turned into a 
dormitory, and all the available room is occupied throughout 
the institution. 

The able report of the Superintendent gives a clear and de- 
tailed account of the fire which occurred in the cottage building 
on the morning of Christmas, and which for a time threatened 
serious damage to the Institution, but was finally subdued after 
great and praiseworthy effort on the part of the Fire Depart- 
ment. The main building was uninjured, although we feared 
that the stairways on the exterior, erected this year as a “ fire 
escape,” would be brought into immediate requisition. By 
strenuous exertions the danger was passed without injury to a 
single patient. 

The superintendent and officers deserve much credit for pre- 
serving control of the inmates, quieting their fears, and keeping 
them in a calm and tranquil state until the cause of alarm had 
subsided. 
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It requires but little effort of the imagination to foresee what 
must have been the result had the main building been burned. 
With all the means of escape we have provided, still the terror 
and uncontrollable vehemence which characterizes the insane, in 
all probability would have prevented their being removed to a 
place of safety without some loss of life. 

It is hoped that a hospital will be erected creditable to the 
fame which attaches to the city of Boston; for liberality and 
scientific culture, and for the bright example she has set in 
establishing and maintaining institutions of a public character. 
By such a structure this class of unfortunates would be supplied 
with those comforts of which they have long been deprived. 

Dr. Rowe, the Assistant Superintendent, merits the confidence 
of the Board for his faithful attention to the duties of his position. 


HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


The effective descipline of Captain Robins, together with the 
demand for prison labor, have resulted in rendering this Insti- 
tution for the present year a paying one. A new shop for the 
employment of the men, and steam power of sufficient capacity 
offer a strong inducement to manufacturers to contract for the 
use of prison labor. There is room for more improvement in 
this direction. Captain Robins’ report, which is appended, con- 
tains some suggestions which are of value as to new shop ac- 
commodations. The subject of a want of cells is most urgent, 
and the confinemet of prisoners in the attic is a necessity 
which should not be suffered to continue. 

An enlargement of the prison is imperatively demanded. 

Heating the several buildings belonging to this department, 
from one common source is a subject which is worthy of investi- 
gation. It is recommended to place in the centre of the area, 
between the male prison and chapel, steam boilers, with suitable 
connecting pipes to each building so that they may all be heated 
by steam at much less than present cost. 
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It would seem that after the first cost of boilers and service 
pipes, the saving of fuel must prove an economical measure, 
which would soon offset the primary expenditure. If this could 
be accomplished, it would tend continually to the reduction of 
the cost of maintaining the Institution. 

The employment of prisoners, aside from the consideration of 
the pecuniary profit, is advantageous in relieving the monotony 
of confinement and is conducive to health. Books from the 
library are placed in their hands, and are an aid to their intel- 
lectual developement, while the spare time is thus occupied 
profitably.

The adult almshouse department has been crowded beyond 
its comfortable capacity, the hospitals so full as to be detri- 
mental to the health and comfort of the occupants, and the dor- 
mitories so crowded that there has been scarcely room to pass 
between the beds. That a new almshouse is required, is no

longer a matter of doubt. It is an imperative necessity. Im- 
mediate steps should be taken towards accomplishing this end, 
in order that the poor of the City of Boston may not be so 
crowded and limited in their accommodations, and also that 
they may be entirely removed and separated from the House of 
Industry inmates. 

The minor almshouse inmates are comfortably situated. Dur- 
ing the year, a new school-house has been erected, located suffi- 
ciently distant from the Houses of Industry and Reformation, as 
to prevent any unnecessary communication with those depart: 
ments. ‘The boys were moved into the new building on the 
first of April, and the girls moved from the main building to 
the wooden building made vacant by the removait of the boys, 
‘ thus entirely separating the minor almshouse inmates from the 
adults, and accomplishing a long desired object. 

The schools have continued throughout the year, under com- 
petent instruction, with good results The children have been 
well clothed and fed, and are apparently happy and contented. 
They areas well cared for as the average of children of parents 
in moderate circumstances outside of an institution. 

The Rey. Mr. Dadmun, Superintendent of Schools, makes the 
following statement in regard to the pauper schools: “There 
are two schools in this department, one for males and one for 
females. The completion of the new school-house which was 
commenced last year, furnishes ample accommodations for all 
the pauper children outside of the House of Industry, so that 
they are not brought in contact with prisoners at any time. 
The new school-house is an elegant and spacious building, and 
reflects great credit upon the Directors and officers who have 
superintended its erection. We anticipate results from this 
new arrangement, which will be highly satisfactory to all 
philanthropists at home and abroad, and we very much doubt 
whether better accommodations can be provided anywhere for 
the intellectual and moral culture of this class of children.”

The hospital for the quarantine department, located on Gal- 
lop’s Island, is in a dilapidated condition. A considerable out- 
lay would be required to place the building in a suitable 
condition to receive patients for another winter, and it is 
doubtful if the present building is worth the expense that 
would be incurred. It is now necessary to shore it up to keep 
the winds from blowing it over. It would probably be more 
economy to build a new hospital, than to repair the old one.

On the first day of May the large boys were put to work on 
the farm, as in former years, and studies by them abandoned. 
The effect is most salutary on their physical condition. It has 
rendered them rugged and cheerful, and on the first of Novem- 
ber they returned to their books with increased zest. The 
smaller boys have attended school during the whole year. 

The schools have been conducted with success. Good prog- 
ress has been made in studies. Teachers of experience have 
been employed, who have been faithful-and energetic in dis- 
charging their duties. 

The health of the boys has been remarkably good. But few 
cases of Ophthalmia have appeared, which have readily suc- 
cumbed to the physician’s skill. 

The girls’ reform school has been successfully conducted 
throughout the year. The cooking, washing, ironing, mending, 
sewing, &c., for this department, is done entirely by the girls, no 
other help for any kind of indoor work being allowed. The 
teacher and matron are deserving of commendation for faithful- 
-ness and energy in the discharge of their duties. Good progress 
has been made in studies. The girls appear cheerful and con- 
tented. Places in families have been obtained for a number of 
girls, from whom satisfactory accounts are being received. The 
object of the school being reformation, it is gratifying to hear 
good accounts of those who have been in the school, and to know 
that the efforts being made for their welfare, are being in some 
degree rewarded. 

The plan adopted by the Board of Directors, of permitting 
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boys and girls, whose record has been good while in the Institu- 
tion, to be taken out on probation by responsible parties, has 
had a good effect on the schools. It is fully understood, that 
only such as have behaved well here, will have applications 
favorably considered. 

While the discipline of the schools has been fully maintained, 
and general good conduct, subordination and industry secured, 
it gives me pleasure to state that punishments have not been 
frequent. 

The Rev. Mr. Dadmun, Superintendent of Schools, makes the 
following statement in regard to reformation schools. “ Again 
it becomes my duty to report to you the state of the schools in 
these institutions. When we remember that the children of 
these schools are the poor and unfortunate of our city, many of 
them having been picked up in the streets as truants and 
vagrants, and that a large proportion of them have been wholly 
deprived of the hallowed influences of ‘home and mother,’ we 
have great reason to rejoice that they are so well provided with 
the means of education, where they may in some measure make 
amends for their great neglect. In making up our estimate of 
‘their progress and improvement, the adverse influences of child- 
hood must be taken into account, together with the fact that our 
numbers are constantly changing, which militates very much 
against the proficiency of the pupils and the efficiency of the 
teachers. Notwithstanding all these disad antages, a commend- 
able progress has been made in all the studies. The teachers 
have been constant and faithful in the discharge of their duties. 
The order has been unexceptionable. It has been a rare thing 
for a boy or girl to be reported or pened for misdemeanors 
in any of our schools. 

“ During the winter, we have had five schools in the House 
of Reformation, four for boys and one for girls, with an average 
attendance of about one hundred and eighty scholars. The 
branches taught are spelling, writing, reading, arithmetic, gram- 
mar, geography, history and music.”

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The House of Industry department has been crowded during 
a greater part of the year. ‘There were, at one time, one hun- 
dred prisoners more than there are ceils in the prisons. The 
wings of the building which are now used for the almshouse 
department are required for the House of Industry. 

From May 1, 1869, to April 30, 1870, inclusive, fines and costs 
for two hundred and fifty-nine prisoners have been paid, amount- 
ing to two thousand four hundred and five ;%°, dollars ($2,405. 
90), all of which has been paid into the City Treasury; not, 
however, to the credit of the House of Industry, but as County 
Income. 

The record of weight of prisoners, at the time of admission 
and discharge, shows an average increase of 

Males, 5 lbs. 10 oz. 6 drams. 
Females, 8 lbs. 9“ 10 “ 

The sewing department has continued in operation with good 
results. A part of the year no contract work could be obtained ; 
consequently the sewing machines were idle. The female labor, 
not employed on contract work, or making institution clothing, 
has been expended in cooking, washing, ironing, mending, 
scrubbing, etc. It is no small task to cook for, and to make 
and keep thoroughly clean the clothing and bedding, of our 
large number of inmates, and to secure cleanliness at all times, 
in all parts of a building of such magnitude. 

The male prisoners, competent to labor, have been employ ed 
on the farm, as carpenters, blacksmiths, tailors, shoemakers, 
masons, whitewashers, bakers, in engine room, etc. ; a large num- 
ber of both male and female prisoners are unable to perform 
any kind of labor. On the contrary, instead of being useful, 
many come here broken down in health, who go immediately to 
the hospital, and there remain during their whole term of 
imprisonment. 

It should not be forgotten, that the House of Industry is a 
place designed for punishment, and it is the duty of the Super-

intendent, not only to see that the sentences of the Courts are 
faithfully carried out, but that good deportment, order and in- 
dustry are maintained. In securing these ends, it has been my 
endeavor to exercise a just but firm government. 

The cost of material used in manufacturing gas during the 
past year, has averaged $1.10 per 1,000 cubic feet. 

A farm-house has been built during the year, and is occupied 
by the farmer and his family; connected therewith is the dairy, 
which has supplied the institutions with all of the milk used, 
and three thousand two hundred and twenty-five pounds of but- 
ter have been made. 

The piggery has been kept up to meet our wants. It has 
furnished all the fresh and salt pork used on the Island. Some 
seventy-five (75) pigs and seven barrels of salt pork have been 
sold, and we have fourteen barrels of salt junk on hand. 

The farming operations have been carried on successfully. 
The onion crop exceeded that of any former year. All other 
crops were good. The following table exhibits the result of the 
principal articles of produce raised : —

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A sufficient quantity of table vegetables, such as green peas, 
green corn, asparagus, lettuce, string-beans, celery, etc., was 
raised to liberally supply the wants of the island, of which no 
account has been made. — | 
- The plank on the steamboat wharf, from constant wear and 
decay, is becoming unsafe in places for horses, oxen and heavy 
teams to pass over. It will soon require a thorough overhaul- 
ing and repairing. 

During the gale of September 8th, slates on the roofs of the 
several buildings on the island were torn off in many places, 
causing a damage of about six hundred and fifty dollars. Con- 
sidering our exposed condition and the number of buildings, the 
damage was light, in .comparison with that of many places in 
the vicinity of Boston. 

The early introduction of soft water to the Island is earnestly 
recommended. Among the arguments in its favor are, that it 
is required for heating and cooking purposes. The well water 
now used is hard and brackish to such a degree, that it is 
necessary to use flue instead of tubular boilers. ‘Two good- 
sized tubular boilers would, in moderate weather, supply a suffi- 
cient amount of steam for heating and cooking purposes. It 
now requires three flue boilers all of the winter, and in extreme 
cold weather, four. The amount of saving in fuel, by a change 
of boilers, would be great. For washing purposes, a consider- 
able amount would be saved in the wear of clothing, if soft 
water were used, and also a saving of soap and sal soda. The 
use of soda, and the amount of rubbing required to properly 
cleanse the clothing, have a tendency to destroy the fabric in a 
short time. The weekly wash amounts to from seven to ten 
thousand pieces. Pure soft water, and in sufficicnt quantities, 
is required asa sanitary measure. 

In case of fire on the Island, too much cannot be said in favor 
of a sufficient supply of water. Our present means of extin- 
guishing a fire solely depends upon one old-fashioned hand fire 
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engine, and without facilities for supplying that with water. 
Should a fire occur, the loss of property might be orale and per- 
haps lives sacrificed. 

The number of inmates has increased, and a larger supply of 
water is a pressing and immediate necessity.. During the sum- 
mer months, our present supply falls far short of our require- 
ments, and a too rigid economy has to be exercised in all de- 
partments on the Island. Last summer the wells were pumped 
dry daily, and some of them remained dry several days at a 
time. | 

Divine services have been held in the chapel every Sabbath. 
The services are interesting and instructive. The singing by 
the choir of some 300 House of Reformation boys and girls, un- 
der the chaplain’s instruction, forms an interesting part of the 
service. Appropriate services have been held by the chaplain 
in cases of death, and he has always been ready to comfort the 
sick and dying. Catholic clergymen have been sent for when- 
ever a request has been made.

Valuable improvements have been made on the Island during 
the past year, the advantages of which will be lasting. A new 
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schoolhouse has been erected, capable of comfortably accommo- 
dating from one hundred to one hundred and twenty-five chil- 
dren, thus entirely separating the minor Almshouse inmates from 
the adults, a separation that has long been needed. A farm 
house has been built, near the sight of the old ox barn, and is 
occupied by the farmer and his family. A substantial shed and 
storehouse, one hundred and twenty-five feet long by twenty- 
five feet wide, has been built, the lower part of which is used 
for housing carts, carriages, wagons, farming tools, etc., and the 
upper part for general storage purposes, and in the season, will 
be used for drying and preparing onions for market. A sub- 
stantial cemented stone wall, some three hundred feet in length, 
has been laid, by prison labor, extending from the rear of the 
farm house to the end of the new school house yard. Additional 
accommodations for cattle have been made in the cow barn. 
The stable has been remodelled and more room made for horses. 
Some five acres of land have been ploughed up and put under 
cultivation for the first time. and has heen reclaimed by 
filling in, the labor being mostly done. by the House of Reforma. 
tion boys. Some seventy-five shade and fruit trees have been 
set out. 

The corps of officers connected with the institutions, have 
performed their duties faithfully and satisfactorily. 

In closing these reports, my sincere thanks are tendered to 
the members of the Board of Directors, for the courtesy that 
has always been extended to me. Iam under special obliga- 
tions to the President of the Board, for his suggestions and 
friendly aid in business matters relating to the institutions.

REPORT OF THE CHAPLAIN. 


Guy C. Unprerwoop, Esq., Superintendent of Deer Island 
Institutions. 


Sir, — The following annual report of the Chaplain is most 
respectfully submitted : — 

The duties of a chaplain in these institutions are numerous 
and varied. On Sabbath mornings we are occupied in distribu- 
ting library books to the prisoners, administering the temper- | 
ance pledge to those who wish to take it, and speaking words 
of encouragement to those who are disposed to reform. At 
half past ten o’clock, all meet in the chapel for religious wor- 
ship, which consists of an abbreviated Episcopal service, a 
sermon, and singing by about three hundred children. The 
congregations have ranged, during the year, all the way from 
eight to ten hundred. A more orderly, or attentive, and 
interested audience cannot readily be found in any of our 
churches. In the afternoon we meet the children, and spend an 
hour in singing. During the remainder of the week, we are 
engaged in visiting the schools, calling upon the sick, and assist- 
ing the Superintendent and Directors in procuring places for 
those who desire to reform when they leave the Island. 

Special attention has been given to the reformation of the 
prisoners, and not without some good results. The Dedham 
Home, or “Temporary Asylum for Discharged Female Prison- 
ers,” furnishes excellent accommodations for those women who 
wish to get away from their old associates in crime. When a 
discharged female prisoner wishes to go to that institution we 
notify the agent, who meets the woman at the boat and imme- 
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diately conducts her to the Asylum, where she is furnished em- 
ployment until they can procure her a good place in some pri- 
vate family. The only objection brought against this institution 
by the prisoners is, in regard to the length of time the inmates 
must remain there before they can be furnished with a place 
where they can earn something for themselves, which is, at least, 
four weeks. About thirty have been sent there during the past 
year. A much larger number have preferred to go to the 
“ Kneeland Street Home,” which is more of an employment 
offifice. 

To show that we have some encouragement to labor, we will 
transcribe a letter which we received from a discharged male 
prisoner, dated September 13th, 1869: — 

“ REVEREND Sir: Hoping you will excuse me, a reformed and 
penitent sinner, for taking the liberty of writing to you, I will 
take this opportunity of thanking you for the good advice which 
I received from your sermons while a prisoner at Deer Island 
this last spring. Had I but attended to those things you alluded 
to in your sermons, I never should have been branded as a 
criminal in the courts of my native city. 

“ But I hope those dark hours may never return again. Here 
in this small town, where I have taken up my abode for the 
present, I feel quite contented. There is no liquor to be had in 
the town, and I bless God for that. I obtained a situation here 
the 27th of March, the day I left the Island, and have not lost 
an hour since. My pay has been over three dollars per day, 
and I now enjoy life better than I have for five years. My 
employer is well pleased with me and my work. If I can hold 
out to the end, I can exclaim in the language of St. Paul, ‘I 
have fought a good fight, etc.’ Remember me in your prayers, 
— pray that I may prove faithful to my vows in regard to the 
intoxicating bowl; also that, when I go to my friends, I may go 
clothed in my right mind, a thing that I have not done for four 
years. I intend to fight the monster Rum this winter, to the 
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full extent of my feeble powers, on the John Hawkins principle, 
— moral suasion, and not brute force. 

“And, by the way, while I think of it, if you can send mea 
copy of that beautiful hymn, “ Mother’s voice from the Spirit 
Land,” which we used to sing while on the Island, I will forward 
price of it. It has often cheered me when gloomy thoughts 
were crowding me to the wall of despair. If you should see fit 
to write me, cheer me on all you can in the stand I have taken, 
aud receive the thanks of Je iict twee 

Other cases might be cited where prisoners have been fur- 
nished with employment, who are now living temperate and 
industrious lives.

If this report should fall into the hands of some wealthy 
gentlemen who have some books that they would like to give to 
the poor and unfortunate, we hope they will send them to the 
Superintendent of these institutions. We have some old men 
and women who spend all their time in reading, and who would 
be delighted and profited with some new reading matter. 

In conclusion, allow me to return you my sincere thanks for 
the assistance you have always rendered me in the discharge of 
the duties of my office.

But little, calling for special comment, has occured in either of 
the hospitals during the past year. 

Disease and death have neither failed to call or linger among 
us, although the mortality has been less than for several years 
previous, and the exemption from epidemics is cause for grati- 
tude. We have the painful duty of announcing the death of two 


boys this year from thé Reform School, the first that have occur- 
5* 
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red in either branch of this school since April 21,1865. One 
died of consumption, August 1, and the other of perforation of 
the intestine in dysentery, September 1. The general health in 
the schools could never have been better than during the past 
year. Of the inmates of these schools, numbering nearly three 
hundred, only seventy-two have been admitted to hospital, and 
most of these only for a few days at a time. Nine-tenths of the 
slight ills found in this department are treated without detention 
in hospital, by the “ sick call,” which is held every morning for 
those who complain. Inthe House of Industry the effect of 
intemperance still continues to be the leading feature of illness. 
Last year the number admitted to hospital for intemperance 
was 261. This year the number has been 390. The want of 
room for hospital treatment of paupers has continued to in- 
crease the past year. 

Although the whole number of paupers admitted to the Insti- 
tution has been less this year than last, yet the number requir- 
ing to be taken immediately to the hospital has been much 
greater. Last year the percentage of patients in the alms- 
house to the whole number admitted was forty-seven. This 
year the percentage of patients to the whole number admitted 
is sixty-four. The hospital for these paupers will accommodate 
only twelve men and six women, and all above this number are 
carried to the attics and treated with the prisoners. It is im- 
possible, however, to find any more room in the present building. 
The additional room obtained last year for the children in the 
nursery has been followed by marked improvement in the health 
of both mothers and children. The general health in the 
nursery for the past year has been excellent. 

Thanking you for your interest manifested in the several hos- 
pitals, and hoping that the coming year will be as free from con- 
tagious disease and alarm as the last has been prosperous,

By order of the Board of Aldermen, quarantine on vessels 
was observed from July 7, 1869, until November 1, 1869, dur- 
ing which time three hundred and thirty vessels were visited, 
and five were found requiring detention from two to ten days 
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each. Patients were taken to the hospital from three of these 
vessels, and all required disinfectants and a thorough washing 
up, for which small charges were made and collected as will be

A large number of orders are taken every season for fees on 
board vessels, which are promptly and cheerfully collected by 
the harbor police, to whom I have been constantly under great 
obligations. 

The building called Quarantine Hospital, at Gallop’s Island, 
needs special mention, and in order to form a correct opinion of 
what the buildings, it may be necessary to state that it is one 
of the large number of buildings hastily erected on Gallop’s 
Island by contract, from green material, nine years ago, for the 
temporary accommodation of soldiers. ‘Three years ago, when 
leave was obtained to carry small-pox patients there, twenty- 
seven of these buildings only were standing, less than one half 
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the original number. Since that time, nine have been blown 
down by the winds, five have been removed, and thirteen now 
remain, some of which are half way down, and the one in ques- 
tion (hospital), has leaned for support upon large shores placed 
against the southeast side, for the last eighteen months. Three 
years ago this month, we accommodated thirty-six cases of small- 
pox from the city in this hospital at one time, now, ten patients 
will occupy all the space left that is protected from the cold and 
wet, with no place in which to relieve a convalescent from the 
foul air arising from patients in the worst stages of the disease. 

During the same season, three years ago, the largest number 
of patients received from any one vessel was twenty-seven. 
The buildings in which these were treated have since blown 
down, leaving nothing in which to accommodate arrivals by ves- 
sel unless we resort to tents, which would be quite practicable 
in the summer season. But in view of the facts that within the 
last three years, small-pox patients from the city alone have re- 
quired accommodations for thirty six, saying nothing of the ar- 
rivals by vessel, and that our territory for the supply of patients 
is constantly increasing, and that our present means at Gallop’s 
Island can admit only about ten patients, and none comfortably 
in a storm, it is quite evident that in the present condition, 
serious embarrassment may occur at any time. 

In my opinion, to repair this building and make from it a suit- 
able hospital would be absolutely impossible, inasmuch as it 
contains no substantial material at all, and is too frail to bear 
the strong winds to which the islands in this harbor are fre- 
quently exposed. I would earnestly recommend immediate 
action in securing a comfortable and safe hospital for the treat- 
ment of the above named cases.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
THE BOSTON LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


To THE Boarp oF DirEcTORS FOR PuBLic INSTITUTIONS, 


GENTLEMEN, — The number of patients under care, at this 
date, is two hundred and twelve; one hundred and twenty men 
and ninety-two women. 

Forty-four men and thirty-one women have been admitted, 
and thirty-three men and thirty-two women have been dis- 
charged, during the year. 

We now number two hundred and twelve, against two hun- 
dred and two last year. 

The whole number under treatment during the year has been 
two hundred and ‘seventy-seven, against two hundred and sixty- 
six during the previous year. 

Of the admissions, fifty-six were committed by court, eleven 
permitted by the Board of Directors, and eight were received 
on legal certificates by the Superintendent. Of the last named, 
two were provided for until the court could complete the proper 
examination, and the rest were too sick to be transported far, or 
even to be turned away from our door. They were cared for 
from motives of ordinary humanity. All but one of them died. 
In each case the action of the Superintendent met with your 
instant and hearty approval. The admissions by the Board 
were all made during the early part of the year. At present 
it ig the rule of the Board to admit none but upon an order of 
court, cases of great emergency alone excepted, and those left 
to the discretion of the Superintendent. Seven were transferred 
from the State Hospitals at Worcester and Taunton, having 
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become possessed of a legal right here, through the annexation 
of Dorcester. Many have been dissuaded from placing their 
insane relatives here, because of the crowded state of the house, 
and because they were able, after some sort, to provide for them 
elsewhere. They have accordingly taken them to other hospi- 
tals at great inconvenience and at an expense they are illy able 
to bear, or have kept them at home to the great discomfort of 
their families, and manifest and lasting injury of the patients. 
Many have done this reluctantly and with a bad grace, feeling 
that they were unjustly shut out from a participation, sorely 
needed, in the benefits of a hospital, for whose support they 
yearly pay their proportion by taxation. 

Of the discharges, fourteen were recovered, five much im- 
proved, three improved, six not improved, and thirty-seven died. 
One, of the six unimproved, eloped. One, of the five much im- 
proved, was subject to epilepsy. For years before admission, 
and for a considerable period after, the fits recurred regularly 
every month. At these periods, he was always a quarrelsome, 
violent and dangerous man._ Under the persistent use of bro- 
mide of potassium, for seventeen months previous to his dis- 
charge, the fits were entirely suspended, and during the same 
period he was uniformly and thoroughly good-tempered and 
social. His removal was much regretted. 

Of the deaths, nine were from general paralysis, five from 
consumption, four from pneumonia, four from the exhaustion of 
chronic mania, three from old age, three from _ paralysis, 
two from peritonitis, two from the exhaustion of acute mania, 
two from epilepsy, and one each from dysentery, ulceration of 
the bladder and disease of the heart. No suicide, no accident 
has added to the death list. Three of the four cases of pneu- 
monia were in old and very feeble patients. Both cases of 
peritonitis occurred in patients just convalescent from long and 
severe disease, and who succumbed to the fresh enemy without 
a struggle. Five other deaths were among those referred to 
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before, as having been admitted by the Superintendent, who 
were brought to our door so sick that it was manifestly impos- 
sible to refuse them admission (though they had no other claim 
upon us), and who died in from two to thirty days after. The 
number of deaths from organic disease of the brain is noticeably 
large. What agency the crowded state of the hospital, the im- 
possibility of warming it properly, and of ventilating it at all, 
have had in causing the large death rate of the year, we do not 
care to inquire. It is sickening to know, that it has not been a 
feeble one, as you yourselves have seen, on more than one occa- 
sion, during your frequent visits here. 

The general health of the hospital has been good. No epi- 
demic has worried us. No contagion has entered our wards. 
No suicide nor accident has fallen to our lot. 

During the past year, the hospital has completed its thirtieth 
year of service. It was opened in December, 1839, and first 
sheltered the “lunatics,” then held in custody in the cages and 
cells of the Houses of Industry and Correction. Of the number 
admitted during the first month, one only remains, —a feeble 
demented old woman, a harmless imbecile, petted by nurses and 
patients, but of whose existence no one, unconnected with the 
hospital, is cognizant. Of those admitted during the first year, 
but two remain or are known to be alive. 

Of a capacity for about one hundred inmates, according to the 
standard of that day, it was thought to afford ample accommo- 
dations for the demands of the next fifty years! Seven years 
after (1846), a large addition was made to the main building, 
and the cottage building was erected for the use of violent and 
filthy patients, with its eighteen strong rooms of stone and iron. 
With the building thus enlarged, the whole of both attics used 
for dormitories and with the cottage, it was believed that two 
hundred patients might be properly cared for. In ten years 
from that date, progress in the care and treatment of the insane 
had led to the abandonment of the cottage (at one period con- 
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taining twenty-two patients), and to changes and improvements 
in the hospital proper, until its proper capacity was reduced to 
one hundred and seventy or seventy-five. And yet, to-day, with 
no added space, but that gained by using our billiard room for 
a dormitory, — obtaining thereby room for ten beds, — we are 
Stowing away under this roof, nightly, two hundred and twelve 
diseased and wholly irresponsible human beings! By what ex- 
pedients, by what possible devices, with what results for good or 
evil, we shall contrive to meet the certain demands of the future, 
time alone can tell. But the question presses itself home upon 
the serious considerations of every thoughtful and humane man. 
Surely, the strong appeal of the insane, so utterly helpless, and, 
without the aid of others, so utterly hopeless, will, in time, be 
heeded. 

During the past season, fire escapes for each wing have been 
constructed in the most substantial manner, under the direction - 
of Director Denio. They have landings for each story and 
attic, egress from which is simple and easy. While not particu- 
larly ornamental, they by no means disfigure the building, and 
they add immensely to our feeling of security in case of fire. 

By the addition of a wooden story to the cottage (the first 
story of which is used for a kitchen and laundry), we obtained 
six sleeping rooms for female employees, a capacious and lone- 
needed storeroom, a fine billiard room for the patients and 
(what we never before had here) a comfortable and thoroughly 
convenient sewing room. 

A French roof added to the old Gate Hous2 not only made 
that quite an ornamental building, but gave us sleeping room 
for the outside attendants and watchman, and now no one occu- 
pies a bed in the male wing, but those who deal with and care 
for the patients during the day. 

Scarcely had we begun to enjoy the fruits of these long 
desired improvements, when, early in the morning of the twenty- 

6 
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fifth of December, we were roused from sleep by the unusual 
cry of fire, — an alarm to be dreaded everywhere, but nowhere 
so much as in an institution of this kind. The fire was found 
to be in the cottage, and to have made such progress that it 
was evidently impossible to extinguish it without help from 
outside. The girls had escaped from their sleeping rooms half 
suffocated, and it was no longer possible to enter the second 
story. The building was at once closed and an alarm given. 

Our Christmas tree and its attendant festivities had kept us 
all up till midnight, the members of the Board and other 
friends not leaving till after eleven o’clock. But no fire had 
been used there after five o’clock, except the ordinary one for 
warming the second story. 

The Firemen were shortly on the ground, and after a severe 
contest the fire was subdued, but with the entire destruction of 
. Sewing, Ironing and Drying rooms, with all their contents, 
including an entire week’s washing, the largest of the year, 
and great damage to all the other rooms by fire, smoke and 
water. Before daybreak, the excitement was all over, the 
crowd gone and the household quiet. The festivities of Christ- 
mas were in no degree abridged by the unfortunate accident. 
During the alarm and confusion and excitement of the night, 
the patients were remarkably quiet, and conducted with unex- 
pected and gratifying calmness and propriety. Our friends 
were all thoughtful and kind, but we are under especial obliga- 
- tions to Dr. Tyler of the McLean Asylum, for the prompt offer 
of assistance, In any possible manner, and of the unrestricted 
use of their laundry, and to Capt. Robbins, of the House of 
Correction, for the use of their laundry and for assistance in 
cleansing blankets and other clothing injured by the smoke. 
Our thanks are also due to Chief Engineer Damrell and his 
department, for the care taken to prevent unnecessary confusion 
and alarm, and for their considerate deportment in the presence 
of the patients. 
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The work of reconstruction was commenced at once, and in 
less than two months the repairs were mainly completed, and 
the rooms again occupied, if possible, better and more conven. 
ient than before. They are certainly better appreciated for the 
temporary deprivation. 

The fire was found to have originated between the ceiling of 
the drying room and the floor of the sewing room, in a, flue too 
small for the work required of it. It is believed that a similar 
accident cannot result from a like cause now. 

The new sewing room is appreciated beyond all expectation 
by the female patients. The strong and growing disposition on 
their part to pass several hours of the day in that quiet and 
comfortable room, with the beautiful sea view stretching out 
beneath its windows, is imperceptibly leading them to engage in 
healthful occupation for hours that would otherwise be passed 
in listless indolence within the wards. In this, we have a fore- 
shadowing of the good influences that will surround them, when 
this lodging house shall be exchanged for a well appointed hos- 
pital at the seaside. 

In this connection, it may not be improper to say, that, sur- 
prised and pained by the eager haste with which some of our 
leading physicians sought to put on record their ill-considered 
opinions against the Winthrop Farm, yet upon the most careful 
reconsideration of every objection urged to it, it is still our un- 
shaken conviction that it immeasurably excels in every respect 
any other location yet named for the purpose. And more, Drs. 
Ray and Tyler, and Choate and Stedman, and Butler and 
Nichols and Jones are not men so weak in experience and 
judgment, that they must fail to discover, upon a careful and 
earnest and personal and repeated examination, what others 
discern in an instant, and without ever putting foot on the place. 

The medical and moral treatment pursued here has continued 
as heretofore, except in degree. As our wards become more 
crowded, and the enforced lack of. modern appliances is more 
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painfully felt, it becomes necessary to use more freely the tran- 
sient means for amusement and recreation and instruction. Ac- 
cordingly, the last year has outranked all others in the number 
and variety of amusements. Besides the usual observance of all 
the holidays, and our frequent dancing and social parties, our 
water excursions were never more frequent nor more enjoyed. 
The annual excursion in July took out one hundred and twenty 
patients, — a much larger number than ever before joined in one 
party. Two large sleigh rides formed a novel and enjoyable 
feature of our winter amusements. The ladies went out in Mr. 
Johnson’s “ Nightingale ” sleigh, with six horses, and, on their 
return, unanimously voted-it an established precedent for all 
time tocome. A large party of both sexes attended the full 
course of Lyceum lectures. Although all the lectures were ap- 
preciated and enjoyed, yet Mr. Phillips’ “ Lost Arts” gave the 
most general satisfaction. New Year’s eve was marked by un- 
usual festivities, the patients dancing, in costume, the old year - 
out and the new year in. On the twenty-second of February, 
now for several years the day for our annual reunion, many of 
our former patients, within a large radius from Boston, gathered 
here, some to pass the afternoon and evening, and others, the 
night, at “ the old homestead,” the scene of many of their bitterest 
sorrows and brightest and purest joys. The occasion greatly 
resembled an old-fashioned New England thanksgiving. 

In addition, our grateful acknowledgments are due to Hon. 
Moses Kimball for continued access to the Museum; to Dr. J. B. 
Upham for an almost unlimited supply of tickets to the Music 
Hall organ concerts; to Charles H. Brainard, Esq., for the 
privilege of seeing many of the fine pictures on exhibition at 
Childs’ gallery; to Orlando Tompkins for thirty tickets to the 
Boston Theatre, and to L. B. Lent, Esq., for admission to Lent 
& Co.’s Circus. 

Our grateful thanks are aiso tendered to Louis Prang & Co., 
for eight fine chromos; to L. A. Elliot & Co., for twelve ele- 
gant steel engravings; to Director Flanders, for sixty volumes 
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for our library; to Director Cumings, for a large engraving 
of the United States Senate, and for large packages of Harper’s 
and Godey’s Magazines; to William Calder, of the detective 
police, for several packages of magazines and illustrated papers, 
and to President Bradlee, for seventy-two tickets to the fair of 
the M. C. M. Association, in Faneuil Hall. 

Other friends, who have kindly served us in various ways and 
on many occasions, are held in grateful memory. 
_ By the great gale of September 8th, the big elm standing in the 

centre front of our garden — the largest tree on the city grounds 

— was twisted and torn from its roots as though it were a mere 
sapling. Nine years ago, a lady patient, convalescent, from a 
long and doubtful illness, while taking her morning walk in the 
garden, found the gardener pruning this very tree. She asked 
and obtained a twig just beginning to blossom. She carried to 
her room, put the end in a small vial of water, and occupied 
and amused herself in watching the process. The flower ma- 
tured, and a few seeds formed and ripened. These she planted 
in a little pot of earth, and patiently awaited the result. One 
of the seeds germinated and produced a tiny elm. On recover- 
ing her health and returning to her home in the city, she took 
the baby tree with her, and for eight years she has tenderly 
nursed and guarded it. On the destruction of the big tree by 
the storm, she sent us her precious little nursling, with the 
request that it be planted in the garden now and transferred to 
the grounds of the new hospital whenever and wherever it shall 
be erected. Should these lines meet her eye, she is assured 
that her gift is prized beyond the power of words to express, 
and that her wishes shall be faithfully carried out, should “ My 
Doctor” live to that day so sorely needed and earnestly desired. 

Dr. Rowe has continued to discharge the duties of Assistant 
Superintendent in the most faithful and acceptable manner, 
amply realizing all the expectations formed at the beginning. 


It is due to the officers and employees generally, to say that

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they have exhibited a laudable ambition to meet all reasonable 
requirements, and to discharge the delicate duties of their 
stations with fidelity and kindness.

GENTLEMEN, — I respectfully beg to present to the Board the 
following statistics, as my report for the House of Correction 
for the financial year ending April 30, 1870. 

The number of prisoners committed from May 1, 1869, to 
April 30, 1870, inclusive, has been as follows, viz: Males, 628; 
females, 267. Total, 895. 

The following is the result of the weighing of the prisoners 
received and discharged during the year: — 


660 prisoners have gained 5,094 lbs. — average 7 lbs. 11 oz. 4 
drachms. 

169 prisoners have lost 1,010 lbs.— average 5 lbs. 15 oz. 9 
drachms.

Actual average gain 4 lbs. 14 oz. 11 drachms.

FINE AND COSTS. 


The amount received for fine and costs is $778.31, which has 
been paid to the City Treasurer. 


DISCIPLINE. 


I am happy in being able to state, as in my previous reports, 
that the discipline of the prison has been kept up to its former 
high standard; the only exception being, that, from the number 
of prisoners so far exceeding the number of cells, from forty to 
fifty male prisoners have been necessarily huddled together into 
the attic. This has been a great detriment to good order and 
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to the strict observance of prison rules, and is also contrary to 
law. There are only a few male prisoners on the blocks. 
These can be put into no profitable labor, by reason of infirm- 
ity or lameness, but most of them are employed in various ways 
about the shops and on the grounds. 


NEW BUILDINGS. 


The new workshops, of which a description was given in my 
last report, are found fully to answer the purposes for which 
they were intended. 

I must again earnestly call the attention of the Board to the 
subject to which I have so often referred in previous reports, 
and which is every year becoming of more serious and urgent 
importance, viz: the great necessity of more prison accom- 
modation. The inconvenience of having from forty to fifty men 
crowded together in one room; the danger from fire ; the injury 
to the health of the prisoners, especially in the summer, when 
the prison attic is insufferably hot; the interference with good 
order and discipline, already referred to, and other weighty 
reasons which might be named; and the constant increase in our 
numbers which must take place in proportion to the extension of 
the city limits; make it a matter of the most pressing necessity 
to provide increased cell accommodation in this institution. 

After long and careful consideration of this subject, it seems 
to me that the best plan to meet the difficulty, is to erect in the 
vicinity of the old female workshop, a new building of sufficient 
size to contain a new female workshop, and female prison. This 
arrangement would allow the present west wing to be converted 
into a male prison containing one hundred and eighty cells, and 
would give increased workshop room for the male prisoners. 

This plan I suggested to the Board at their last visit to this 
institution on the 8th instant. 

I spoke also in my last report of the necessity for a new 
female receiving room, laundry and bathing room. The old 
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wooden building now devoted to these purposes is one of the 
first that was erected within the enclosure, and is now so dilapi- 
dated that it would cost almost as much to repair it as it would 
to erect a new one. A new building for these purposes, if put 
up in connection with the new female prison and workshop, 
could be constructed at less expense than if erected at a differ- 
ent time. I must also again call the attention of the Board to 
the necessity of erecting in the prison yard a detached boiler 
house for the generation of all steam used in the institution, for 
whatever purpose. As a precautionary measure against the 
danger of accidents, and also on the ground of economy, I can- 
not but think this measure highly important. 


REPAIRS. 


The wall of the coal sheds on the water side, from the shrink- 
ing of the planks, has left sufficient space for the prisoners em- 
ployed in the yard to hold communication with persons on the 
outside, and ought therefore to be double planked. 

A new fence also is needed on the water side, from the coal 
sheds, as far as it runs on the line of the wharf. Also about 
one hundred and fifty feet of fence on the eastern boundary of 
the grounds. 


WORK. 

The sewing machines, both in the male and female depart- 
ments, have been running as heretofore by steam power. Very 
little time has been lost during the year for want of work. 

The contractors have been very successful in their operations 
during the year, and have been ready to take all the prisoners 
committed, that could be at all made available. 

In this connection, I beg to congratulate the Board on the 
success which has crowned our financial matters. For the first 
time, [ am enabled to state in my report, that the income from 
the prison labor has been suflicient to meet all the expenses 
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and leave a balance of $6,998.00 to the credit of the institution. 
I feel that a large measure of this success is owing to the inde- 
fatigable exertions of the President of the Board, who has 
spared no pains to secure profitable employment for our prison 
labor. To the committee on contracts also, and I might add, to 
the Board generally, much of this pecuniary success is to be 
attributed. 


HEALTH. 


The general health of the prison has been, on the whole, 
above the average. To the care and energy of the Physician 
of the Institution, I feel that we owe much of our exemption 
from any prevailing sickness. The deaths have been as follows: 

William Crocker, died May 18, 1869, of typhoid fever. 

John O’Brien, died June 11, 1869, of scirrhosis. 

William Kelley, died December 16, 1869, of abscess. 

From this statement it will be seen that only three deaths 
haye occurred within the year, against thirteen last year; a 
very small percentage on the whole number af 895 commitments, 
These deaths, however, were from causes not originating in the 
institution, but from diseases, the seeds of which were planted 
before the individuals were committed. 


CHAPEL AND LIBRARY. 

The chapel services have been held regularly, as in former 
years. 

The library also is in a good state of efficiency, and is made, 
as far as possible, a means of discipline; the privileges of it 
being withheld from those who are under punishment, a depri- 
vation which is keenly felt by most of those who are able 
to read. | 

The chaplain continues to exercise the duties of his office to 
my satisfaction, and to the acceptance of the prisoners, of whom 


he has the good will. 
7 
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GAS WORKS. 


The gas works are in successful operation, and there is 
nothing to report in reference to them. I would, however, sug- 
gest that a suitable person should be employed to have the ex- 
clusive control of these works, together with the care of the 
steam engine and boilers, and of the shafting throughout the 
Institution. I believe that a proper person, who understands 
his business, might save more than his salary by a faithful at- 
tention to these duties. 


GARDENS AND PIGGERY. 


The gardens have supplied a sufficient quantity of vegetables 
(exclusive of potatoes) to feed the Institution, and the piggery 
has, heretofore, furnished all the pork that has been required. 


CONCLUSION. 


In closing my report, it gives me pleasure to state that the 
Deputy, Clerk, Matron of the female workshop, and indeed all 
the officers under my charge, have faithfully fulfilled the various 
duties of their station; and with expressions of the sincerest 
thanks to the Board for their unfaltering and uniform courtesy, 
and for their readiness to do all in their power to aid me in the 
responsible duties of my position, I conclude this report.

AGREEABLY to the requirements of the City Ordinance, the 
-_ Overseers of the Poor present to the City Council their Annual 
Report for the year ending with the first of the present month. 

The Receipts and Expenditures of the Board, together with a 
statement of the amount of the Trust Funds, are exhibited in 
the annexed tables. No material change has taken place in 
the discharge of their duties, or in the condition of the poor for 
whose necessities the Board is specially called upon to minister. 
There has been a small increase in the number of those aided 
having a settlement in the city, and a decrease in the number 
of that class of persons who are without any settlement, and for 
whose relief the State reimburses the City. 

The number of pensioners on the Pemberton Fund has been 
increased ; and as the income from the investments of this Fund, 
as well as that of the Fifty Associates’ Charity, has become 
more liberal, an additional sum of ten dollars has been granted 
to the several recipients. Great care is taken in the distribu- 
tion of these funds; the beneficiaries are among the most aged 
and worthy of the poor “who have seen better days,” and who 
receive the money without shocking those sensitive feelings 
which would be apt to be engendered if they thought that this 
annual stipend was a charge on the City Treasury. 
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An application was made to the City Government of last 
year at the commencement of the winter season by “ The work- 
ing Women of Boston,” for pecuniary assistance. This applica- 
tion was referred by the Council to the Board of Overseers of 
the Poor, with a request that the petitioners be granted a hear- 
ing. <A hearing was accordingly held in the large Hall of the 
Charity Building, which was numerously attended. The petition- 
ers, however, formally withdrew their application for assistance, 
and addressed the Board on the expediency of a radical change 
in the laws of the Commonwealth in regard to settlements and 
pauperism, especially in regard to women. As the Board had 
no authority in the matter, and as the same parties had brought 
the subject to the attention of the legislature, no definite action 
was taken at that time. The subject as presented by its advo- 
cates is one of much interest, having important relations to the 
State, and affecting very materially the comfort and prosperity 
of a large class of the people. We suppose that the Common- 
wealth is hardly prepared for so fundamental an alteration in 
those laws as the petitioners desire, but changes can be made 
from time to time as experience justifies the necessity, or as 
new wants are developed to be met by new methods or 
instrumentalities. It is the function of the Board of State 
Charities to investigate these matters, and we perceive from 
the perusal of their annual reports that it is devoting much 
time and thought to their consideration. We did not how- 
ever entirely dismiss the subject from our attention, for on an 
appeal from the Judiciary Committee of the Senate for our 
opinion as to any change required at the present time, we 
presented two amendments, one in regard to the military 
settlement, striking out the restrictions of minority at the time 
of enlistment, and making each city and town responsible for 
the disability of those who served on its quota; and the other 
in regard to women, who have now no legal settlement, but 
who may acquire it after twenty years’ residence, having borne 
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a respectable character, and having received during that time 
no aid from official sources. ‘These two propositions are now 
before that Committee. 

The legislature of the last year passed a law authorizing 
the judges of the courts to sentence a certain class of worth- 
less vagrants to the State Workhouse at Bridgewater on the 
complaint of the Overseers of the Poor. Several complaints 
were made under the act, but it was found that to make it more 
effective it required amendment, which has been accomplished 
by the present legislature, with the addition that it gives 
authority also to any member of the Board of Directors for 
Public Institutions of Boston to make the complaint. 

Among the Institutions which occupied our building when 
the last annual report was presented, was the Dearborn branch 
of the Boston Dispensary; we regret to state that they have 
left the premises. Great good was afforded to the suffering 
poor, while they occupied the rooms, but the expense attending 
its administration was larger than the present condition of their 
funds would justify. We trust that the dispensary, or some 
other similar institution, will at some future time resume this 
important work. 

The other societies still occupy the rooms assigned to them, 
and coéperate in a cordial spirit with the Board in carrying out 
the objects for which the building was erected. 

Two rooms have been temporarily assigned to the “ Friendly 
Evenings Association,” as an experiment in behalf of girls em- 
ployed in shops, and in other ways than domestic service. It 
is the object of the benevolent ladies engaged in this enterprise, 
to offer to this class so peculiarly exposed, a pleasant resort in 
their leisure hours, and to tender them such friendly counsel 
and material aid as their circumstances may require. 

It will be noticed by the abstract of the matron’s Report 
that the Temporary Home is meeting the wants for which it 
was especially designed. Great care is taken that no abuses 
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shall grow out of its management; it is not an asylum for the 
profligate and vicious of either sex, but it is only for those 
whose misfortunes require sympathy, and for whose necessities 
a common humanity demands succor and relief. The utility of 
the Home for a sudden emergency was manifested on the occa- 
sion of a late fire, when a large number of persons, driven from 
their own dwellings, were afforded shelter and sustenance with- 
in its walls. | 

During the year ending April 30, 1870, there were admitted 
to the Home 1569 persons; of this number, 227 were Americans, 
876 foreigners, and 466 children. Number of adoptions, 13. 
Lost children restored, 118. Nurses furnished situations, 26. 
Persons found employment, 369. Single meals furnished, 
13,228. Adults sent to Tewksbury, 43. Children under 12 
years, and over one year, sent to Tewksbury, 31. Children 
under one year, sent to Tewksbury, 21. Persons sent to their 
friends, 149. Birth, 1. Deaths, 5. 

The new boiler-house for heating has been furnished, and 
has added very materially to the comfort of those who occupy 
the premises. When the unoccupied land is graded, and a 
fence erected on Bowker street, the Institution will seem to 
have been completed, and no further outlay will probably be 
required on the buildings for many years. 

It is a matter of congratulation, so far as we can judge from 
the calls for out-door relief, that the poor are not increasing in 
the city in so great a degree as might have been expected, 
when the great depression of business the past year is consid- 
ered. With the fuuds at our disposal we have been able 
to meet every legitimate claim, and leave a balance in the 
Treasury. 

The annexation of Dorchester will increase to some extent 
our annual expenses, but a careful investigation of the circum- 
stances of each case, affording ample relief to those entitled to 
it, and checking all manner of imposture and fraud, will, we 
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trust, keep this branch of public expenditure within reasonable 
limits, without imposing a great burden on the tax-payer.

Pemberton Fund. — This Fund comprises bequests made to 
the City of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from 
“ A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, Alice Quick, Anne 
Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Ste- 
vens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Cof- 
fin Jones, Mary Belknap. The most important, however, of the 
bequests, was from Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was 
proved June 25, 1782; and for that reason his name has been 
given to the fund. The income of this fund is to be expended, 
at the discretion of the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to 
the poor of this city. 

Boylston Education & Relief Funds. —These funds were from a 
bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, England. His 
will was proved June 12,1795. One portion of the bequest is 
ordered to be paid to “ Poor and decayed house holders of the © 
Town of Boston, “not under fifty years of age”; “ persons of 
good character, and reduced by the acts of Providence, not by 
indolence, extravagance or other vice.” The other portion to be 
applied to the “nurture and instruction of Poor Orphans and 
Deserted Children of the Town of Boston, until fourteen years 
of age.” 

Mason Fund— Was a bequest from Jonathan Mason, by . 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually to the 
_ Chaplain of the almshouse or workhouse, interest to be added 
until one is appointed. The interest is now paid semi-annually 
towards the salary of the Chaplain of the House of Industry. 

Dexter Fund — Was a bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such ob- 
jects of charity as are not supported in the almshouse, though 
sometimes relieved by the Overseers of the Poor. 

Jeffries Fund — Was a bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be ap- 
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plied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate and sugar for the 
refreshment of those persons, who, in the Providence of God, 
are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in the almshouse, after 
having lived reputably, but always giving preference to the 
pious poor. 

Fifty Associates Charity and Searstan Charter House, are funds 
contributed by the Hon. David Sears, for the relief of the Poor.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


IN THE YEAR ONE THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED AND SIXTY- 
NINE. 


AN ACT 

In addition to an Act establishing the State Workhouse at 
Bridgewater. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows : — 

Section 1. Upon complaint of the Overseers of the Poor of 
any city or town, trial justices and justices of the police and 
Municipal courts, may, in their discretion, commit persons con- 
victed before them of any of the offences enumerated in sections 
twenty-eight and thirty-five of chapter one hundred and sixty- 
five of the General Statutes, to the State Workhouse at Bridge- 
water, for a term not less than three months nor more than two 
years, there to be governed and subject to the same liabilities 
as persons sentenced under the provisions of chapter one 
hundred and ninety-eight of the acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty-six; or such offenders may be sentenced as now 
provided by law. 

Section 2. The Board of State Charities shall have the 
same power to apprentice or discharge any person so com- 
mitted, as is now vested in overseers of houses of correction; 
and they may cause any such person, not having a legal settle- 
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ment within this Commonwealth, to be removed to the State or 
place where he belongs, or whence he came, in accordance with 
existing laws. But if any person so removed shall return to 
this State before the expiration of his term of sentence, he shall 
be liable to be re-arrested and returned to the State work- 
house, there to serve out the remainder of said term. 

Section 3. If any person so committed shall have a legal 
settlement in any city or town,in this Commonwealth, said city 
or town shall pay for his support such sums per week as may be 
fixed upon by the said board, reference being had to his capacity 
for labor; and all moneys so received shall be paid into the 
Treasury in the manner now provided by law. Provided, how- 
ever, that upon the written request of said Overseers, the Board 
of State Charities shall permit him to be transferred to the 
workhouse of his place of settlement, where he shall serve out 
the remainder of his sentence.

To THE City CouNcIL oF THE Orty oF Boston: 


The Cochituate Water Board, in compliance with the pro- 
visions of the City Ordinance, herewith submit their annual 
report for the year ending April 30, 1870, together with those 
of the Clerk of the Board, City Engineer, Water Registrar, and 
the Superintendent of the Eastern and Western Divisions, to 
which they would refer the City Council for the detailed state- 
ments of the condition and progress of the Water Works during 
the year. 

It gives us pleasure in being able to report that the works 
are in a very satisfactory condition. The supply of water has 
been ample for the various purposes for which it has been 
required; the average level of the water at the Lake having 
been 12,45, feet above the level of the bottom of the conduit, 
being a gain of 23. feet over the previous year. 

The Lake was at high-water mark early in February, and 
commenced to run over the dam into Sudbury river, and con- 
tinued to do so at various times until the first of June, wasting 
during that time, according to the estimates of the City Engi- 
neer, 1,635,570,204 gallons; a sufficient quantity, if it could be 
saved, to supply the city, at the rate of its present consumption, 
for over three months. On the completion of the Chestnut Hill 
Reservoir, a portion of the quantity usually wasted in the spring 
of the year will be saved for use during the dry season. 

The average daily consumption has been 15,070,400 gallons, 


being an increase over the previous year of 301,233 gallons. 
1* 
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A large portion of this increase is caused by the annexation of 
Roxbury, where we have at the present time 1,419 water takers. 
The least average in any one month is 13,608,000 gallons in the 
month of November, and the largest average was in the month 
of July, when it reached 18,378,000 gallons. 

The income from water rates has been $629,451.48, being a 
gain over the previous year of $33,800.99, and the estimated in- 
come for the year ending April 30, 1871, is $700,000.

By the above figures, it will be seen that the income has not 
been sufficient to pay the interest on the water debt and the 
current expenses, by $78,866.72; being a gain of $81,539.60 
over the deficiency of the previous year. The amount already 
added to the water debt, by the excess of interest and expenses 
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over the receipts, has been $1,332,340.17. Under these circum- 
stances, the Board would suggest the propriety of transferring 
$1,300,000 of this excess from the water debt to the City debt, 
as it would not more than compensate this Department for the 
benefit derived by all the citizens for the use of the water by 
the Fire Department, and for other public uses since its intro- 
duction in 1848. If this large deficiency could be provided for, 
the change made in the Ordinance during the past year, author- 
izing us to charge for the water for all public uses, would enable 
this Department to be self-sustaining; and with care and econ- 
omy in its management, a sinking fund could be commenced, 
which, in time, would warrant a reduction in the water rates. 


EASTERN DIVISION. 


This Division, which is under the charge of Mr. E. R. Jones, 
comprises that portion of the works lying east of the Brookline 
Reservoir, including the distributing pipes and reservoirs in the 
city. During the past year there has been laid eighty-nine 
thousand two hundred and fifty-nine feet of main pipe, or nearly 
seventeen miles, being thirty-five thousand six hundred and 
ninety-two feet more than was laid the previous year, making 
the total amount of pipe laid since the commencement of the 
works one hundred and sixty-nine and one half miles. There 
are connected with these mains seventeen hundred and twenty 
gates, and nineteen hundred and eighty-four fire hydrants, five 
hundred and seventy-one of the latter being of the Lowry 
pattern. The number of gates added during the year has been 
two hundred and nine, and the number of fire hydrants two 
hundred_and twenty-nine. 

The two large mains on Tremont street between Castle and 


Pleasant streets, seventeen hundred fect in length, have been 


raised; this work became necessary on account of the change 
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in the grade of the Church Street district and in the bridge of 
the Boston and Albany Railroad. 

The number of service pipes laid has been twenty-two hun- 
dred and five, being an increase over the previous year of eight 
hundred and sixty-three. The total number, on May 1, was 
thirty thousand four hundred and seventy-one. . 

The repairs have been eight per cent less than last year, and 
eighteen per cent less than in 1867, —in fact, less than in any year 
since 1868; which is rather remarkable, as during the last three 
years there has been added over fifty miles of main and service 
pipes; but, as usual, more than two thirds of the leaks have 
been caused by the settling of the earth. | 

The largest portion of the work in this Division has been 
done in Wards 13, 14 and 15, where the demand has been the 
most pressing; and although the work in that section has been 
the most difficult to perform, it will be seen by the report of the 
Superintendent that over twelve miles of main and five of ser- 
vice have been laid, to which have been added one hundred and 
thirty-six gates and one hundred and seventy-nine fire hydrants. 


HIGH SERVICE. 


The stand-pipe on Highland Park has been completed, and 
the grounds around the same laid out, so as to be accessible for 
carriages from Beach Glen avenue to the base of the tower. 
The engine house on Elmwood street has also been completed 
and the pumping engines and boilers are now in working order. 
On February 25, the pumps were started in the presence of the 
Mayor, Water Board, and the Committee on Water of the City 
Council; since which time the High Service has been supplied 
from the stand-pipe. Arrangements are now being made to 
supply the Beacon Hill High Service from the same works, by 
making a direct connection with the pumping main. A full de- 
scription of the way this connection is to be made will be found 
in the Engineer’s Report. If this arrangement is as successful as 
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we anticipate, it will fully meet the wants of those residing in 
that locality, as the head will be increased over one hundred 
feet; the average level being nearly to the base of the cupola of 
the State House.’ 


DISTRIBUTING RESERVOIRS. 


The maximum high-water mark at the Beacon Hill reservoir 
is 121.53, and the average height of water has been 118.13, 
being ;°,8, feet less than the previous year. When this section of 
the City is supplied from, the pumping works, the Reservoir and 
land can be sold, or kept as a storage reservoir to equalize the 
pressure on the Low Service. 

The maximum high-water line at the Hast Boston reservoir 
is 107.60, and the average the past year has been 99.06, being 
a gain of 7.04 feet over the previous year, but with the Mystic 
water there will be a still further gain. The work on this res- 
ervoir was completed and the water let in on August 1. The 
expense of the repairs have been much larger than was antici- 
pated; the work was done, however, in a very thorough manner, 
and there are no signs of any leaks, 

.An appropriation was made last year for the erection of an 
iron fence around the Reservoir at Hast Boston, but in conse- ° 
guense of White and Brooks streets requiring grading, and the 
committee on paving not being able to proceed with it, the 
work has been necessarily delayed. A contract has been made, 
and a large portion of the iron castings completed, and it will 
be erected as soon as the grading of the streets is done. 

On the first day of October, a contract was made with the Mys- 
tic Water Board for the supply of East Boston and Deer Island 
wtih the Mystic water, and on January 1 the gates of the 
Cochituate main leading to Hust Boston were closed, and those 
of the Mystic opened at the connection with our main which had 
been previously made in Charlestown square ; since which time 
the citizens in that locality have had an increased supply, and 
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at a much higher head. In our many interviews with the Mys- 
tic Water Board, preparatory to making the contract, we were 
met in a very liberal spirit, and a desire on their part to 
accommodate us in those arrangements that we considered 
were important for us to adhere to, and the most friendly feel- 
ing exists between the members of the two Boards. 

The maximum high-water mark in the South Boston reservoir 
is 122.86, and the average height has been 111.74 feet, being 
again of ;°°, over the previous year. When a second main is 
laid to this reservoir, a necessity which has been spoken of in 
former reports, the head will be largely increased, and the in- 
habitants secured from the danger of being deprived of water 
by any accident to the present main now across the Dover 
Street bridge. 


WESTERN DIVISION. 


This division, which is under the charge of Mr. Albert Stan- 
wood, comprises the Lake and that portion of the works lying 
between the Lake and the Gate House at Brookline reservoir. 

The surroundings of the Lake are generally in good condi- 
tion. There are a few places where it is necessary to build 
slope walls to prevent the washing away of the banks; but 
owing to the high state of the water, it has been impossible to 
continue the work the past season, and for the same cause the 
filter dam at Pegan brook has not been constructed. 

On November 9, a leak was discovered in the east pipe 
chamber, at Charles River, caused by the settling of the earth. 
Repairs were made at once to make it safe, and a constant 
watch was kept during the winter for fear the frost might start 
it again. To have this building thoroughly secured, it will be 
necessary to move it back one hundred feet, or more, and this 
change cannot be made until the completion of the Chestnut Hill 
reservoir. As at present, we have no means of keeping up the 
supply in the City during its construction. 
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TELEGRAPH. 


It has for several years been desirable, if not essential, for the 
Board to have a telegraph constructed along the line of the 
Works, by which communications could be made. The Water 
Works in the principal cities had adopted it and found it of 
great convenience, and the necessity of having a more rapid and 
convenient method of communication with our Works was obvious: 
particularly during the construction of the Chestnut Hill 
Resevoir, by which messages could be sent to the Board and to 
the pipe yard, than by sending them by a special messenger, 
which was attended both by expense and delay. 

Impressed with the importance, the Board appointed a com- 
mittee in 1868, who reported in favor of erecting a telegraph 
line upon poles extending from the engineer’s office, Chestnut 
Hill, to the pipe yard in Federal street, and from thence to the 
City Hall (a distance of about six miles); and laying an insu- 
lated wire through the conduit to the lake, a distance of fifteen 
miles, which was adopted by the Board, and an appropriation of 
$6,500 was obtained from the City Council for this purpose. 
The first section of the line was constructed in the spring of 
1869, and has been found of great advantage in sending mes- 
sages from the Chestnut Hill reservoir to the pipe yard, and also 
to and from the City Hall. During the summer, the line has 
been successfully laid in the conduit from the Intermediate gate 
house at Chestnut Hill to the lake, and has been useful and 
reliable in sending messages between those points. 

As soon as the water is let into the large reservoir at Chestnut 
Hill, the line will be connected with the Brookline reservoir, and 
thus a communication will be established throughout the whole 
line, and the office of the Board at the City Hall. 

The laying of an insulated wire in the conduit instead of 
erecting it upon poles has not been elsewhere adopted; but the 
advantages are, that while the expense is no greater the line is 
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not subject to injury, by accident or design, and it avoids the 
necessity of obtaining the right from towns to encumber the 
highways with poles, the cutting away of interfering branches 
of trees on private property, and the damage to the line by 
storms. The durability of the wire insulated with gutta percha, 
and always immersed as it is in water, is, as far as we know, 
unlimited. 

The instruments used are those made by Edmands & Hamblet, 
and are very simple and reliable. They are operated by electro- 
magnets, with keys corresponding to an alphabet and figures 
upon a dial, and require so little skill that any one can use them 
without difficulty. No battery is required, and the expense of 
the line is confined to the occasional repairs to the wire on the 
poles. . 

In case of accident to the conduit, it can be communicated at 
once, and all information desired sent without loss of time; and 
when the entire line is completed, which it is contemplated will 
be within the amount originally appropriated, the Board have 
reason to believe that it will prove a valuable addition to 
the Works. 

The interior of the Brooklyn gate house has been painted, 
and the influent chamber and the bank walls pointed, and the new 
gates have been put into the 36 and 30 inch main just outside of 
the gate house on a line with the 40-inch gate. The necessity for 
these additional gates has been felt for many years, but no favor- 

able opportunity occurred until last fall, when the connections 
were made at Boylston street with the new 48-inch main from 
the Chestnut Hill reservoir. 

On April 21 and 27 the water was shut off from the con- 
duit for the annual examination. On the first day that portion 
between the Lake and Newton Lower Falls was inspected, and 
on the 17th that between the Falls and Brooklyn reservoir. 
That portion of the latter between Newton Centre and the 
Chestnut Hill reservoir, a distance of nearly three miles, was

examined by His Honor the Mayor, Rev. Mr. Murray, and 
Messrs. Bradlee, Allen, Wightman, Poor and Haven of this 
Board, and Messrs. Crafts and Stanwood. 


CHESTNUT HILL RESERVOIR. 


The work on this reservoir has progressed so far during the 
past season as to insure its completion before the close of an- 
other year. The upper or “ Lawrence Meadow” basin has been 
kept full and used as a source of supply in connection with the 
Brookline reservoir for over eight months, the gate at the influ- 
ent gate house having been kept open and the water passing 
into this basin from the conduit, and then through the interme- 
diate gate house to the Brookline reservoir; thus giving an_ 
additional storage supply of 180,888,964 gallons, being 45,525,- 
961 gallons more than the total capacity of the Brookline, 
Beacon Hill, South and East Boston reservoirs. 

The principal work to be done on the lower basin is the 
completion of the embankment on the easterly and on each side 
of the effluent gate house, and the excavation of a small portion 
of the basin, the materials to be removed being required for the 
construction of the embankment. ‘The gate house is completed 
to the top of the principal floor, and the superstructure will be 
finished before the first of July. 

The driveway has been completed its entire length, with the 
exception of the paving, the gutter for a short distance on the 
northerly side of the lower basin near the entrance on Rock- 
land street, and the footpath is now being graded. The gate- 
way at the main entrance to the driveway is finished to the top 
of the centre arch, and the whole will be completed by the first 
of June. 

Although the driveway has not been open to the public its 
entire length, that portion between Beacon street and the pas- 
sageway leading to South street has been a favorite drive during 


the pleasant weather, and we regret that a few have disregarded 
2 
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the notice that fast driving was strictly prohibited on this road, 
and thus obliged us to keep a police force to carry out this 
regulation for the comfort and safety of the many who visit the 
reservoir with their families to enjoy the scenery, and the drive 
over so fine a road. 

On the second day of November, the 48-inch main which 
connects the Chestnut Hill reservoir with the main, leading from 
the Brookline reservoir on Boylston street, was completed. 

The damages for land taken under this Act are not settled, 
except in two cases. The other claims are for so large an 
amount, that the Board did not feel authorized to settle; the 
largest is that of the heirs of Benjamin Goddard, and, by 
mutual agreement, this case has been referred to the Hons. 
William Dwight, Amos A. Lawrence and Otis Norcross; and 
we have no doubt but that their award will be just for both 
parties. 

An account, in detail, of the amount of labor performed on 
the reservoir, driveway and pipe route, will be found in the 
* reports of the City and Resident Engineers. 


WATER REGISTRAR’S DEPARTMENT. 


The total number of water-takers now entered for the year _ 
1870 is thirty-one thousand five hundred, being an increase over 
the previous year of seventeen hundred and sixty-two. Of this 
increased number of new takers, thirteen hundred and ninety- 
two were for dwelling-houses, one hundred and twelve for 
stores and shops, eighty-eight for stables, forty-five for model 
houses, thirty-two restaurants and saloons, fifty-eight for hand- 
hose, and the remaining thirty-five for various purposes. 

There have been six hundred and ninety-seven cases where 
the water has been turned off for non-payment of the water 
rates, being seventeen more than the previous year. Of this 
number one hundred and forty-two are still remaining off, being 
forty-seven more than last year. 


Report OF THE WATER BOARD. . ee 


The number of meters now applied is one thousand and 
eighty-nine, being an increase over the previous year of sixty- 
eight. The application of meters has been of great advantage 
to the City, both as regards the increase of income and check- 
ing the waste, which is always liable in establishments where 
there are a large number of water fixtures. : 

It will be seen, by the report of the Water Registrar, that the 
number of the various kinds of water fixtures on January l, 
1870, was 118,272, being an increase over the previous year of 
17,920. 7 

As many of these fixtures require two taps, it would be fair 
to estimate, that at the present time there are at least 175,000 
places where there is liability of waste of water from careless- 
ness, or by the fixtures being out of order.

REPORT OF THE CITY ENGINEER. 


City Hat, Boston, May 4, 1870. 
OFFICE OF City ENGINEER. 


N. J. Braves, Esq,, 
President of the Cochituate Water Board: 


Sir: Jn compliance with the ordinance relating to the City 
Engineer’s department, the following report is respectfully sub- 
mitted : — 


EASTERN DIVISION. 


On pages 49, 50 will be found the usual table of the average 
monthly and yearly heights of the water in the Brookline and 
city reservoirs from 1861 to 1869, inclusive. 

It will be noticed that the average height of the water in the 
Kast Boston Reservoir was about seven feet greater than for the 
previous year, and about three feet more than the highest 
average of the past nine years. This gain is due to the very 
thorough repairs which have been made on the reservoir, ren- 
dering it perfectly water-tight, and thus enabling a greater 
depth of water to be maintained without endangering the stabil- 
ity of the structure. Since the introduction of the Mystic 
water in Hast Boston, the depth of water in this reservoir has 
been still further increased, and there is now no trouble in 
keeping the reservoir full, and maintaining a constant circulation 
and a more uniform head. 

_ The average effective head in East Boston for the past nine 
years has been that due to a height of about ninety-five feet 
above “tide marsh level,” or mean high water. The present 
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effective head, as the works are now arranged for ordinary use, 
is increased from ten to twelve feet, while, in case of an extra- 
ordinary demand, a still further increase of twenty feet can be 
obtained. 

On the 17th and 18th of February last, when the full pres- 
sure of the Mystic water was on the distribution pipes in Hast 
Boston, observations were made hourly of the pressure as indi- 
cated by a gauge connected with the Meridian Street pipe, and 
it was found that the average day-pressure, — that is, from six 
o'clock, A. M., to six o’clock, P. M., was 36,3, lbs. at the level 
of the gauge, which was 48.55 feet above “tide marsh level,” 
making the total effective head above mean high water 132.18 
feet. During the time of greatest draught — at twelve o’clock, 
M., of the 18th—the gauge indicated 34 lbs., showing an 
effective head above “tide marsh level” of 126.89 feet. Maxi- 
mum high water in the Charlestown reservoir is 147.00 feet 
above “tide marsh level”; therefore the loss of head from the 
Charlestown reservoir to Hast Boston, during the hour ot 
greatest draught, was about twenty feet. This loss will be 
reduced very materially by the laying of a larger main from 
Charlestown Neck to the Square, as proposed by the Mystic 
Water Board. 

On the 24th and 25th of December last, the supply main to 
Hast Boston was shut off, and the inhabitants fed directly from 
the reservoir; thus affording an excellent opportunity of meas- 
uring the exact amount of water used for each hour of the day 
and night. Observations were accordingly made every hour 
from 9 o’clock, A. M., to 9 A. M., the 25th, and the result is em- 
bodied in the following table: — |

It appears from the foregoing table that the average hourly 
night draught from 9 o’clock, P.M. the 24th, to 4 o’clock, A.M.

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the 25th, was 15,000 gallons, — that there were only two hours 
during the whole twenty-four when the observation indicated no 
draught, that the average hourly draught during the seventeen 
hours not reckoned above as night hours, was nearly 46,000 
gallons, and the maximum hourly draught was from 9 to 11 A.M. 
and from 5 to 6 P.M. the 24th, and from 6 to 7 A.M. the 25th, 
— the average of the four hours being 65,571 gallons. The total 
for the 24 hours was 882,215 gallons, and, calling the pop- 
ulation 25,000, the consumption per head would be about 35 
gallons. 

The repairs alluded to in my last report as being needed at 
Warren bridge have not been made; but it is very probable that 
changes will be made as soon as the Charles River bridge is 
completed, which will involve an enlargement of the syphon pipe 
or the abandonment of the line connecting Charlestown and 
Boston, which latter measure I presume your Board would not 
entertain for a moment. 


BEACON HILL HIGH SERVICE. 


In my last report I presented some suggestions in relation to 
a supply of the Beacon Hill high district, by an independent 
system of pumping works similar to that adopted for the Rox- 
bury high service. I then presented a brief statement in a 
crude form of the requirements of this district; but since then, 
by request of the Board, I have had surveys made, and a plan 
prepared of the district now supplied by the 30-inch pipe, 
and showing also the district to be supplied by pumping, with 
every building thereon indicated, and the elevation of all door 
sills above “tide marsh level” shown in red figures. - 

The area now supplied by the 30-inch pipe through the Bea- 
con Hill Reservoir is 136.32 acres including streets; the area of 
the district to be supplied by pumping, as the lines are now 
drawn, is 47.65 acres, of which 16.21 acres are streets and 
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public grounds, leaving 31.44 acres as the net area of private 
grounds. There are in this area, 636 dwelling houses, 3 hotels, 
3 stables (101 horses), 2 school-houses, 3 churches, State House 
and Athenzeum. The number of inhabitants is estimated very 
closely at about 6,000, and as the requirements are almost ex- 
clusively for domestic uses, 40 gallons per head per day would 
be a large allowance, and would be equal to 240,000 eallons 
per day. 

Although I suggested in my last report the establishment of 
an independent system of pumping works for this district, yet, 
upon a more thorough investigation of the whole subject, I had 
come to the conclusion that the pumping engines for the High- 
land high service would be quite adequate for many years to 
supply this district, and that it would be more economical to lay 
a special pipe from the pumping works in Roxbury to Beacon 
Hill, than to construct an independent establishment. I made 
calculations to determine the proper size of pipe to lay, and 
made estimates of the cost, intending to lay the same before your 
‘Board, but, upon consulting with Mr. Jones, Sup’t of the Eastern 
Division, I found he had anticipated my ideas of using the Rox- 
bury engines for supplying this district, and had also conceived 
of a plan for accomplishing it, quite original and comparatively 
inexpensive, saving the expense of nearly the whole line of 
special pipe which I had intended to recommend, and which 
would have amounted to over $50,000. 

It was part of my plan, as stated in my last report, to make 
the 30-inch pipe more efficient, and that, by pumping what would 
be required for Beacon Hill, the 30-inch main could be connec- 
ted with the low service mains at several points and render 
material assistance. 

The plan suggested by Mr. Jones accomplishes this very ob- 
ject and in a very effectual manner, as will be evident from the 
following brief statement of the proposed arrangement: It is 
well known that the 30-inch main which now supplies the Bea- 
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con Hill district is a continuous pipe from Brookline Reservoir 
to the Beacon Hill Reservoir, and without any branches or con- 
nections (except for temporary use) with any other supply pipe; 
and that the 36-inch main is the one that acts as the feeder of 
all the distribution pipes of the Highland district, the South End 
and South Boston. The supply main for the Highland district 
is a 24-inch pipe connected with the 36 at the Tremont Street 
crossing of the Providence railroad. This 24-inch pipe feeds 
a 16-inch pipe, which supplies the pumping engine, so that all 
the water used by Roxbury, both high and low service, is drawn 
from the 36-inch pipe. Now, if all this water, and what will 
be required for Beacon Hill too, could be taken from the 30- 
anch pipe at the same point, the 36-inch pipe would be relieved 
and assisted just as effectually as if connections between the two ~ 
were made at points below on the line. Mr. Jones’s plan, then, 
is simply this: To put in a gate ia the 30-inch pipe at the Tre- 
mont Street crossing of the Providence railroad, and then connect 
the 24-inch main, which is now joined to the 36, with the 30- 
inch just in the rear of the gate; then, by closing the gate, the flow 
of the water to Beacon Hill is stopped, and it is diverted into 
the Roxbury supply main, from which, as before stated, the 16- 
inch pipe supplying the pumping engines is taken. Now then, 
to supply Beacon Hill, all that is necessary is simply to connect 
the pipe leading from the pumping engines to the stand-pipe 
with the 30-inch main at a point just below the gate above al- 
luded to. Thisis effected by connecting a 12-inch pipe with the 
16-inch force-main at Washington street, and laying it through 
Pynchon street to Tremont street at the railroad crossing, a dis- 
tance of only a few hundred feet. Thus by simply putting in a 
gate into the 30-inch pipe and closing it, the entire supply for 
Roxbury and for Beacon Hill is taken by the 24-inch pipe from 
the rear or Brookline side of the gate, and then, after passing 
that required for Beacon Hill through the pumps, it is returned 


through a 12-inch pipe to the 30-inch pipe on the opposite side

~ 
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of the gate; thence it follows its old course to Beacon Hill, and 
is delivered into the distribution pipes without passing through 
the reservoir, which structure will then be of no practical util- 
ity, as the high service head will be over one hundred feet above 
high-water mark in this reservoir, and sixty feet above the high- 
est cistern in the district. 

On the plan before alluded to are shown the location of all 
the gates which divide the high from the low service. It is 
possible that the gates might have been located so as to have 
reduced the area of the high district somewhat; but I thought 
it safer to draw the line so that the upper houses in the low 
service should suffer not even a temporary inconvenience. In 
order to determine this point, I had observations of the pressure 
on the low service pipes made during the day hours (7 A. M. 
to 5 P. M.) of January 24 and 25. These observations indi- 
cated an average head of 111 feet above “tide marsh level,” 
the greatest head being 114 feet, and the least 105.50 above 
the same datum. I therefore felt that it would be safe to call 
the low service delivery sure at all times at the height of 105 
feet above “tide marsh level”; then, allowing 50 feet for a fair 
height of a house, I drew the lines so as to include in the high 
service all houses whose door-sills are at grade of 55 feet above 
“tide marsh level” and upwards. 

As some question has been raised as to the capacity of the 
engines to supply the Beacon Hill district in addition to the 
Roxbury high service, I will present here a memorandum from 
my note-book of the data used in determining what should be 
the capacity of the pumps to meet the ultimate maximum 
requirements of the Roxbury high service, and I think it will be 
evident that it will be many years before the maximum capacity 
of the pumps will be required, even with the Beacon Hill dis- 
trict added. | 

The area of the Roxbury high service districts is, in round 
numbers, 600 acres, not deducting streets. Calling the number 
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of houses to the acre the same as it is in the Mt. Warren 
district to-day, then the number of houses in the Roxbury high 
service districts will be 3,000, when built over as densely as the 
Mt. Warren district now is, ‘To determine what should be 
taken as the maximum hourly draught for domestic uses, I had 
meter observations taken hourly from 5 o'clock, A. M., to 9 
o’clock, P. M., on a washing day, at the house of N. J. Bradlee, 
and the greatest draught in any one hour amounted to 30 gal- 
lons. Assuming this as the maximum hourly draught, then 
3,000 houses using 30 gallons per hour would make a total 
maximum draught of 90,000 gallons in an hour, or 1,500 
gallons per minute. But the number of houses in the Roxbury 
high districts at the present time is not over 500, or one-sixth of 
what is assumed as ultimate, and what each of the present 
engines is designed to supply. 

If the Beacon Hill district is added, the maximum hourly 
requirements will be 21,000 gallons, or 350 gallons per minute, 
— calling the number of houses 700, and using 30 gallons per 
hour as maximum draught. Allowing for the growth in the 
Roxbury high districts at the rate of forty per cent. in ten years, 
the number of houses will then be not over 700, which is just 
what we have in the Beacon Hill district now; and as the last 
named district is entirely built over, there is no need of making 
any allowance for growth there; so that, at the end of ten years, 
with the Beacon Hill district added, the maximum requirements 
will be only 700 gallons per minute, or less than half the 
capacity of each pump. Indeed it is safe to say that all the 
Dorchester high service districts may be added, and an allow- 
ance of the same percentage of growth in ten years made, and 
we shall not then have reached three-fourths of the pumping 
capacity of each engine. 

The engines are now supplying the Highland and Mt. Warren 
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districts, and the average pumping time per day is only two 
hours and forty-two minutes. 

In the month of March — the first month the engines run — 
the average pumping time was one hour and forty minutes, the 
average number of gallons pumped per day was about 47,000, 
and the average number of revolutions per minute was nine. In 
April the average daily pumping time was one hour and thirty- 
five minutes, the number of gallons pumped per day was 47,000, 
and the average revolutions per minute was 10%. In May, for 
the first five days the average daily pumping time has been as 
above stated, two hours and forty-two minutes, the number of 
gallons pumped per day was 84,850, and the average revolutions 
per minute 117,. 

It must be evident from the foregoing statements, that Beacon 
Hill may be added, and then, for ten years at least, the engines 
will have no more work to do than they should have, to run 
economically. Although the engines have been at work for the 
past two months, yet, by the terms of the contract, they are still 
in the hands of the builders, who have the privilege of running 
them for the first six months after their erection. An opportu- 
nity will be taken after the addition of the Beacon Hill district 
to thoroughly test the capacity and working duty of these en- 
eines. 

The Superintendent’s report will furnish all desired informa- 
tion as to the progress of the work of extension in Roxbury, and 
the condition of matters generally in his department. 

_ Surveys have been commenced and are now in progress in 
Dorchester, in connection with a proposed system of distribution, 
and to determine the location and boundaries of the high ser- 
vice districts. 

Surveys and a plan have been made of the route for a water 
pipe to Deer Island, and a special report relative to the proper 
size of pipe to be used was made to your Board. 
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WESTERN DIVISION. 


The condition of the grounds and structures on this division 
are fully set forth in the Superintendent’s report. 

The work of marking the bounds of the city’s property 
around the lake and on the line of the conduit, alladed to in my 
last report, was not finished, as recommended, owing to the in- 
adequacy of the force at my disposal. I shall undoubtedly be 
able to detail a party this summer, and complete the entire work 
to Brookline Reservoir. 

The annual examination of the interior of the conduit was 
made last month. About eleven miles of the whole was person- 
ally examined by myself, and the remainder by Mr. Wightman, 
the resident engineer at Chestnut Hill Reservoir, and by Mr. 
Wiggin, the clerk. 

The condition of the conduit is much the same as last year. 
The section from the lake to Dedman’s brook was very dirty, 
even worse than last year, but since the examination, has been 
thoroughly cleaned. The following is a transcript of the notes 
of examination : — |

Dear Sir, — The section of the conduit from the intermedi- 
ate gate house to the Brookline upper gate house, examined 
by me on the 27th of April, was found in good condition with 
the following exceptions.

This is the 
same one reported last year, and from its size should not judge 
it had increased any.

WATER AT THE LAKE. 


The year 1869 commenced with 11 feet 114 inches of water 
above the bottom of the conduit. The lowest point reached 
‘during the year was on September 26; 9 feet 24 inches. At 
the close of the year, the lake was full, and water wasting at 
the outlet. 

On page 45 will be found a table of the average monthly 
and yearly heights of the water in the lake above the bottom of 
the conduit from 1851 to 1869 inclusive. It appears that the 
average for the year was 12.15 feet, which has only been ex- 
ceeded in two instances since 1851; viz., in 1863 and 1867, 
The table on page 48 shows the varying depths of the water 
as ruu into the conduit from the lake. The conduit has been 
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empty — water shut off — seven days; has been run full, and 
more than full, 71 days, and the average for the year was 5 feet 
84 inches. 

From the table on page 42 it appears that the rainfall at the 
lake was 64.34 inches, or 14.28 inches more than the previous 
year, and the greatest of any year since 1852, except in 1863, 
when it was 69.50 inches. The percentage of rainfall received 
into the lake was 36, against 50 the previous year. 

The net capacity of the lake as a source of supply during 
the past year was 16,370,000 gallons. The average net capacity 
for sixteen years has been about 14,000,000 gallons per day. 

The following statement shows the months in which water 
was wasted at the lake, the number of days in each month, and 
the amount : —

The average for the year was about 
15,000,000 gallons, —a very slight increase over last year. 

The highest average was in Juiy, — over 18,000,000 gallons; 
and the lowest in November, — 13,608,000 gallons.

REPORT ON CHESTNUT HILL RESERVOIR. 

Since the date of the last annual report, the progress has 
been rapid towards the completion of this reservoir. 

The difficulties incident to the building of the foundation of 
the effluent gate house have been successfully overcome. This 
foundation has been the most expensive, as well as difficult por- 
tion of the whole work. The excavation varying from 25 to 30 
feet in depth, and being wholly in quicksand, subject to irrup- 
tions of water from a drainage area of more than 100 acres, 
whenever there was any extraordinary fall of rain, and render- 
ing necessary in every such case the withdrawal of the men 
engaged in excavating, and compelling the removal of large 
quantities of quicksand, which filled the excavations already 
made, clogged the pumps and delayed the work for periods 
varying from two days to two weeks. This work was finally 
completed, and the pumps removed on the 10th of August, hav- 
ing occupied the larger portion of two seasons in its accomplish- 
ment. From this date until the close of the season, work upon 
the dam was executed with great rapidity, and a larger amount 

; ; 
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of embankment built than in the same length of time since the 
reservoir was commenced. 

The first stone of the lower floor of the effluent gate house 
was laid August 12th, and on the 1st of December the masonry 
of this gate house, with the exception of the superstructure and 
one flight of steps, was completed. These portions of the build- 
ing are now in process of construction, having been commenced 
April 9th, and the gate house will probably be completed by the 
Ist of July. 

During the early part of last season the addition to the dam 
at the intermediate gate house was finished and the upper basin 
filled with water. The water in the basin has since been 
kept at the same level as the water in the Brookline Reservoir, 
and we have in case of emergency an additional supply of 150,- 
000,000 of gallons, at the level at which these reservoirs are at 
present maintained. The reconstruction of this dam has proved, 
as was anticipated, a perfect success, no signs of weakness having 
been observed, and the leakage being but trifling, and that from 
no defect in the dam, but owing to the seams in the slate rock 
underlying the natural earth at the northerly end of the dam 
and beyond the puddle trench. These seams will silt up and 
become perfectly water-tight in a short time. 

While the filling of this basin was in progress, and during 
periods of from twenty-four to forty-eight hours each, when no 
water from the lake was flowing in and none flowing out through 
the conduit, I made, a number of times, careful measurements to 
ascertain, if possible, whether there was sufficient variation in 
the height of the water to lead me to suppose there was any 
leakage, except the trifling amount visible at the dam. The 
result of these observations, in two cases, was no variation in 
twenty-four hours, and in one case of forty-eight hours the 
reservoir lowered one-eighth of an inch, the amount of evap- 
oration and leakage being evidently nearly compensated by the 
amount derived from springs coming from the water-shed 
beyond the embankments. 
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The connections of the 48-inch main, with the three pipes 
from Brookline reservoir, were made last fall by the superin- 
tendent of the Eastern Division, and two brick stopcock cham- - 
bers were built to enclose the stopcocks which control the flow 
of water. One of these chambers is directly in front of the 
Brookline gate-house, and contains three stopcocks — 1 30-inch, 
1 36-inch, and 1 40-inch, and the other is upon land taken for 
the pipe-route from the heirs of Benjamin Goddard, and con- 
tains the same number and size of stopcocks. These chamhers 
are so constructed that the whole top can be removed without 
injury to the chamber, thus allowing the stopcocks to be 
removed, and replaced by others, in case of accident. The gap 
in the line of 48-inch main at the culvert, near Beacon Street, 
was closed last season, and a blow-off put in at the culvert. 
The whole line is now ready, and awaiting the completion of 
the reservoir to conduct the water on its way to the city. 

Work upon the embankments which was commenced on the 
15th of April was suspended on the 3d of December, and the 
larger portion of the force of teams and men were employed 
during the winter in the removal of surplus material from the 
lower basin. A very large quantity of loam, quicksand and 
stone has been removed and deposited in spoil banks or used in 
filling the “Dowse Meadow” and other places that required it. 
About 54 acres of the “Dowse Meadow” has been filled toa 
depth of 3 to 5 feet, and thereby greatly increased in value. 

The driveway on the dam at the intermediate gate house 
has been built, and the banks loamed with the stripping from 
the lower basin. 

A portion of the main driveway near the gateway has been 
regraded, it ueving settled so much as to render it necessary ; 
and a brace wall has been built outside of the retaining wall to 
prevent any further movement of the wall. 

The system of drainage for the driveway has been completed 
by the laying of the drain-pipe and building of the silt-basins to 
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collect the wash from the driveway. No portion of this wash 
can enter the reservoir, it being all intercepted and conveyed 
beyond the limits of the reservoir grounds by these drains. 

The cut stone for the gateway are all ready, and work upon 
this structure has been commenced, and it will be completed in 
about eight weeks.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
EASTERN DIVISION. 


Boston, May 2, 1870. 
NATHANIEL J. BRADLEE, Esq., 


President of the Cochituate Water Board. 


Sir: My report for the year ending April 30th, is hereby 
respectfully submitted. 

The largest portion of our labors during the past year will 
be found in the usual tabular form below. 

By these tables you will see that we have laid 95,609 feet 
(upward of 18 miles) of the various sizes of main pipes, and 
65,946 feet (about 124 miles) of service pipes. 

From this amount, however, should be deducted 6,350 feet of 
48 inch pipe laid the year previous, but omitted in my last re- 
port. 

Any one unacquainted with the soil of the Roxbury District 
may think the number of feet laid, to be small for a season’s 
work; but those that are acquainted will have, I hope, a more 
favorable opinion. 

Last season, as you know, it was late when we received stock 
sufficient to make a reasonable progress in laying pipe; and the 
appeals of the inhabitants for water were so numerous that we 
felt obliged to select streets where there was no blasting, and 
promised the least obstructions. But this year we took not only 
those left the year previous, but any one, without regard to im- 
pediments. One other cause in the hindrance of rapidity in the 
execution of work in this district, let me mention here. Usually, 
when cities are being piped,-whether by contract, or labor by 
the day, a section thereof is selected, and that section completed ; 
but in this district, as the water followed the pipes as soon-as 
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they were laid, the work was done in those streets where the 
inhabitants were suffering most, and consequently a street, or 
part of a «treet, in one locality was piped, and the next one, 
oftentimes, in another far removed. 

Our labors were much increased by. the various improvements 
made by the city during the last year; some of which are as 
follows: The two 30-inch mains on Tremont street, from Pleas- 
ant street to a point 100 feet beyond Castle street, including 
the pipes on the -bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad, 
were raised to conform to the present grade; new pipes laid on 
the bridges over the Providence Railroad on Berkeley street; 
Boston & Albany on Harrison avenue, and Old Colony on Dor- 
chester street; 40-inch pipes raised over the Culvert near the 
junction of the Western avenue and Washington street in Brook- 
line; and new pipes laid throughout the Church street territory. 

The 48-inch pipes were laid, and connections made, with those 
laid the previous year, and the gate house at Chestnut Hill Res- 
ervoir, and at the Culvert near the railroad crossing; and in 
the early part of October the pipes were laid and connections 
made with the original three mains near the Brookline Reser- 
voir, thus completing the 48-inch line that is to supply the city 
directly from the new reservoir. 

At the same time two gates, one 36 inch and one 30 inch, 
were established just outside of the Brookline Reservoir, for the 
purpose of giving greater security in shutting off those lines. 

The repairs of the Hast Boston Reservoir were completed, 
and water let in on the first of August last. 

I am pleased to report, that from all our examinations up to 
the present time, we have failed to discover any sign of a leak 
from the reservoir itself. ‘There is, however, a small leak, evi- 
dently on a joint of one of the pipes somewhere in the embank- 
ment, but so slight as hardly to justify this mention of it. The 
reservoir has been tested at various times by filling to various 
heights up to its full capacity, with the above-mentioned result. 
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I have this spring sowed and fertilized the slopes, and hope soon 
to see it present an acceptable appearance. ‘The iron fence is 
ready to be put up when the street shall have been graded. 

Last fall, connections were made with our 20-inch mains, and 
the 16-inch main of the Chelsea Water Works, and with the 16- 
inch main of the Charlestown Works. 

On the first of January of the present year, the Mystic water 
was let into our pipes for the supply of Hast Boston. It was 
thought by many that the extra pressure of the Mystic water in 
our pipes, would be the cause of a great many leaks, but since 
the first of January there has been but one, either large or 
small. This was on Chelsea Bridge, and caused, no doubt, either 
by the expansion and contraction of that long line of pipes, or 
the setling of one end of the syphon,— the pipe being drawn 
almost out of the joint. The locality of this leak was at the 
first bend of the syphon nearest Chelsea. We have had in 
former years, more trouble at this point than on the whole of 
the line on the Chelsea Bridge. 

Pipes were laid to, and connections made with the new pump- 
ing engines during the winter. 

The water was let into the high service of the Roxbury Dis- 
trict, February the 25th, and but one leak has resulted by this 
extra pressure, although the most of the pipes were laid before 
we had the knowledge that they were to be used for other 
than the ordinary pressure. : 

The ground for the driveway around the stand pipe, and to 
Beech Glen Avenue, has been excavated and filled with broken 
stones, and I am now covering the whole with gravel, and hope 
soon to have the surrounding grounds present an agreeable 
appearance. 

I have just completed the sectioning off of the highest por- 
tion of what has been called the high service of Boston, by 
establishing gates at such points in the circuit as were given me 
by the City Engineer. This will have the effect of giving a 
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better supply to the dwellings in that locality, by keeping the 
Beacon Hill Reservoir full, should the experiment of the greater 
_ supply by means of the pumping engines, not succeed. The 
remainder of this work, which is to be done near the Engine 
house, will be commenced as soon as the weather will give 
sufficient promise. 

On the 4th of March last, at 9 o’clock in the morning, fire 
took in the attic story of our repair shop, on Federal street. I 
am not satisfied as to the origin of this fire, having been par- 
ticularly careful to keep everything combustible as far from all 
fires and lights as I thought would insure safety. It did but 
little damage, however. 

The Board examined the premises the same day, and as the 
room for our operations was too contracted, voted to put on two 
additional stories; this will give convenience much needed. A 
contract has been made with William Rumery & Co., the work 
begun, and a few fair days will suffice to complete it. I purpose 
to put to the upper part of the building, a 4-inch pipe, with an 
opening and hose for each story, trusting thus to prevent a like 
accident in the future.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE WEST-— 
ERN DIVISION. 


CueEstNuT HILL RESERVOIR, 
BriGHTon, May 2, 1870.

Sir, — In compliance with the rules and regulations of the 
Board, I submit the following report: — 


LAKE COCHITUATE. 


No changes have been made at the lake during the past year. 
The usual care has been taken to keep the grounds and walks 
in good order, and with the exception of a part of the fences 
(which are now under contract to be rebuilt), everything is in 
good order. 

The House has been painted inside, and new paper put on 
the walls. Mr. Richard Carroll has been moved into the house, 
to enable him to have better care of the preduseay and also to 
-attend to the telegraph. : 

Two rooms have been reserved in the house, and furnished for 
the use of the Board. 


CONDUIT. . 


The water has been shut oif from the Conduit eight times dur- 
ing the past year, for the following purpose: — 

June 10th. To remove the flume at the Intermediate Gate 
House, at Chestnut Hill Reservoir. 

Aug. 4th. For laying the telegraph wire inside of the Gon 
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duit, between the Lake and Newton Lower Falls, to the Inter- 
mediate Gate House at Chestnut Hill Reservoir. 

Sept. 2. The wire was laid from the Lower Falls to the 
intermediate Gate House at Chestnut Hill Reservoir. 

Sept. 30th. On account of the telegraph. 

Oct. 27th. On account of the telegraph; and a man was sent 
through the 36-inch pipe to get the wire across the Charles Riv- 
er valley. 

Nov. 9th. On account of leak at the east Pipe Chamber. 

April 21st, 1870. Shut off for the annual examination be- 
tween the Lake and the Lower Falls. 

April 27th. For the examination between the Lower Falls 
and Brookline Reservoir. 

The condition of the Conduit is about the same as it was last 
year. The section between the Lake and Dedman’s Brook has 
been cleaned. No other portion will require cleaning this year. 
Notes were taken of the condition of the different sections, and 
will be given by the City Engineer in his report. 

The Waste Weirs and Pipe Chambers are all in good order, 
with the exception of the east Pipe Chamber at Charles River. 
A leak was discovered Nov. 9th at this point, caused by the set- 
tling of the earth. The repairs to make it safe required three 
days and nights, with a large gang of men. A watch has been 
kept at this place through the winter. I would recommend that 
this chamber be moved back to a more secure position, as soon 
as we can spare the Conduit long enough to have it done. 

Complaints have been made, that the water has been kept so 
high at the Lake this spring as to overflow the roads, and injure 
private property in the town of Natick. 

In company with the Chairman of the Western Division, and 
Mr. Kimball, one of the selectmen of Natick, we examined the 
roads and other places that had been overflowed, and found the 
trouble to be in the culverts connecting the ponds, they being 
partially stopped by the roots of willow trees growing in them, 
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so as to retard the water from passing through freely, causing 
it to flow back and do the damage complained of. As soon as 
the water is low enough to get into these culverts, they will be 
cleared out, and if that should not have the desired effect 
larger ones will have to be put in. 

The telegraph wire connecting the Lake with Chestnut Hill 
Reservoir has been successfully laid under the personal direc- 
tion of the Hon. J. M. Wightman. 

The Brookline Gate House has been put in good order this 
spring, the inside painted, a new floor put down in the lower 
chamber, and one new screen for the 30-inch line of pipe. The 
Influent Chamber has been repainted, also the embankment walls 
on Boylston street. The trees have been pruned, and the usual 
work done to the grounds and walks. ‘Two stopcocks have 
been put in just outside of the building, on a line with the one 
put on to the 40-inch pipe, and the three enclosed in a substantial 
brick chamber. The schedule of property and tools on the 
western division and at the Brookline Reservoir, is the same as 
last year; new tools have only been furnished to replace those 
that have been worn out. |

RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE COCHITUATE 
WATER BOARD. 


COCHITUATE WATER BOARD. 


The persons chosen by the City Council to constitute the 
Cochituate Water Board, shall meet on the first Monday in 
May in each year, and organize themselves by the choice of a 
President from their own number, and of a Clerk, by ballot, 
and shall make such rules and regulations for their own govern- 
ment, and in relation to all subordinate officers, as they may 
deem expedient. 


DUTIES OF THE PRESIDENT. - 


The President shall preside at all meetings of the Board, 
and in his absence a President pro tem. shall be chosen. He 
shall exercise a general supervision over all the water works, 
and the materials and property connected therewith, and over 
all subordinate officers and agents of the Board. He shall 
sign all contracts, deeds and other instruments authorized by 
the Board. He shall sign the monthly draft on the treasury, 
and deliver it, with the vouchers, to the Auditor, previous to the 
20th of each month. 

At the annual, or the next meeting thereafter of the Board, 
the President shall appoint the following standing committees, 
consisting of three menbers each, who shall have the special 
care and control of the several departments to which they are 
appointed, viz : — 

Committee on the Western Division. 

Committee on the Eastern Division. 
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Committee on the Water Registrar’s office, and the office of 
the Water Board. 

Also, such special committees as may be required or deemed 
advisable. | 


COMMITTEES. 


All petitions and subjects presented to the Board, shall 
(unless they are prepared to act thereon) be referred to a com- 
mittee, to be reported upon at the next regular meeting, or at a 
special meeting called for the purpose. All bills and accounts 
incurred by direction of the several committees must be exam- 
ined and approved by the Chairman, or, in his absence, by a 
member of the committee. Committees shall report upon all 
matters referred to them at the next succeeding meeting of the 
Board, unless full powers are conferred by vote of the Board. 
All business referred by the Board to any standing or special 
Committee shall be acted upon and disposed of only at a meet- 
ing of the Committee. 


MEETINGS. 


Stated meetings of the Board shall be held semi-monthly, at 
such day and hour as they may direct. Special meetings may 
be called by the President, or by any two members. <A majority 
of the Board shall constitute a quorum. ‘The order of business 
shall be as follows : — 

Reading the record. 

Reports of Committees. 

Examination of Claims. 

Motions and Resolutions. 

All meetings of the Board shall be notified, by the Clerk 
sending a notice to the residence of each of the members, 
unless otherwise directed. When requested by a member of 
the Board, the vote shall be taken by yeas and nays, and 
recorded by the Clerk. 
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DUTIES OF THE CLERK. 


The Clerk shall be chosen by ballot, and be duly sworn to 
the faithful performance of the duties of his office. He shall 
give his whole time to the service of the Board, attend their 
meetings, and keep a record of their proceedings. He shall 
receive all bills and accounts incurred by the Board, examine 
them in detail, and when indorsed by the authorized person and 
Chairman of the Committee as correct, shall present them, with 
a schedule thereof, to the President for his approval, after which 
he shall enter them in their proper books, and upon the monthly 
draft. He shall receive all applications for extension of service 
pipes, and for water to be let on or shut off, and keep a record 
of the same, specifying the time and reasons therefor; cause 
the water to be let on when the rates or fines are paid, and 
when notified by the Registrar of non-payment, at once cause 
it to be shut off. He shall have charge of the books, plans, and 
documents, belonging to the Board, and shall also perform such 
further services as, from time to time, may be required by the 
President or the Board. 


CLERK OF COMMITTEES. 


The Clerk of Committees shall be chosen by ballot, and it 
shall be his duty to notify all meetings of Committees; be pres- 
ent at the meetings and keep a record of their proceedings, in 
separate books, for each Committee. He shall keep a list of, 
and the papers relating to, the business referred to each Com- 
mittee by the Board, for the information and use of the Com- 
mittee. He shall also copy in proper books all contracts, deeds 
of land, claims allowed for damages, leases and other important 
papers on business connected with the Board; and perform 
such other clerical duties as may be required by the President 
or Committees. 
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OFFICERS. 


On the first Monday in May, or within thirty days there- 
after, the following subordinate officers shall be elected by 
ballot, to hold their offices during the pleasure of the Board, 
and they shall receive such compensation as the Board may 
from time to time deem proper, viz: — 

A Superintendent of the Western Division. 

A Superintendent of the Hastern Division. 

The Board may also elect or appoint, from time to time, 
such clerks, agents, and assistants as they may deem necessary. 


WESTERN DIVISION. 


The Superintendent, under the direction of the President and 
the Committee on the Western Division, shall have the charge 
of Lake Cochituate, Brookline and Chestnut Hill Reservoirs, 
Gate-houses and Pipe-chambers at Charles River, and of all the 
lands and property of the city in this division. 

It shall be his special duty to attend to the protection of the 
above lands and property; the waste weirs at Dedman’s Brook, 
in Needham, Webber’s Barn in Brookline, at Newton Centre 
and Hast Needham; to the prevention of all nuisances and tres- 
passes. upon all the said works or lands, or upon the waters of 
the lake; keep the grounds and walks in good order, and 
forthwith report to the Committee, and at the office, all cases of 
damage or casualty; make an accurate record of the water 
levels at the lake every morning, specifying therein the depth 
of the water in the conduit, the height of the surface of the lake 
above the conduit, and the temperature of the water in the 
Gate-house, of the air in the shade, and the height of the water 
on the 23-feet gauge below the outlet dam; also at the Brook- 
line and Chestnut Hill Reservoirs, specifying therein the depth 
of the water above the bottom of the conduit in the reservoirs,

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the depth in the Gate-houses, the temperature of the water 
and of the air in the shade; ascertain the height of water at 
the Pipe-chambers at Charles River daily, every morning, above 
the bottom of the aqueduct, and report the same to the Board 
weekly, and to the City Engineer monthly; employ such 
assistants and laborers as may be required, first obtaining the 
consent and approval of the Committee on this division. He 
shall annually, on the first of May, return to the Board a full 
report of the work and labor performed, and materials used in 
his department, and a correct statement of all the tools and 
other property in his possession belonging to the city, and per- 
form such further services as may be required. 


EASTERN DIVISION. 


The Superintendent, under the direction of the President and 
the Committee on the Eastern Division, shall have the special 
charge of the machine shop, pipe yards, all the reservoirs, and 
of the public fountains in the city, and of all the iron mains 
and pipes in both divisions; and it shall be his duty to protect 
them from all nuisances and trespasses, and attend to the pro- 
tection of all other property in this division belonging to the 
Water Works. He shall keep an account of the pipes, machin- 
ery, and other property in the machine shop and yards, and in 
case of accident to the mains or other pipes, forthwith repair 
them, distributing suitable notices before the stoppage of water, 
except in cases of emergency; give immediate notice at the 
office and to the Committee of any accident which may happen 
to the mains, pipes, or anything connected therewith; put in such 
service pipes, and lay such mains and other pipes, as may from 
time to time be directed; repair any injuries to the streets or 
sewers caused by the Water Works; employ such assistants and 
laborers as may be required, first obtaining the consent and 
approval of the Committee. Whenever any street, highway, or 
place is liable to be obstructed or rendered dangerous by the 
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laying of pipes or making repairs, cause a sufficient fence to be 
erected, and light and guard the same; make a full report 
annually to the Board of the work and labor performed, and 
materials used in his department; measure the quantity of water 
in the reservoirs; take the temperature of the water in the Bea- 
con Hill Reservoir, and of the air in the shade, every morning, 
noon and night, and keep a record,and make a return thereof 
to the Board weekly, and to the City Engineer monthly; duly 
return to the Board, on the first of May in each year, and as 
much oftener as they may require, a correct statement of the 
quantity of pipes and other materials in the yards, and all the 
property belonging to the city which is under his care, and per- 
form such further services as may be required. 


CITY ENGINEER. 


It shall. be the duty of the City Engineer to carefully inspect 
the aqueduct, and all other structures belonging to the Water 
Works, in person, previous to making his annual report to the 
Board, and at such other times as they may require; make such 
surveys, plans and estimates, connected with the works, as the 
Board may direct; when requested, give his opinion, in writing, 
of the best mode of constructing or repairing any portion of 
the works; keep in his office the returns of the Superintendents 
in relation to the water levels at the lake, the Reservoirs, and 
the Pipe-chambers at Charles River, and report them to the 
Board on the first day of May in each year. 


WATER REGISTRAR. 


It shall be the duty of the Water Registrar, under the direc- 
tion of the Board and the Committee on this department, to 
assess the water rates, according to the tariff established by the 
City Council; make ont and distribute all bills for the same; . 
exercise a constant supervision over the use of the water, and 
attend to the enforcement of all regulations relative thereto; 
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keep suitable books, in which shall be entered the names of all 
persons who take water, the kind of building, the name and 
number of the street, the nature of the use, the number of taps, 
and the amount charged, which shall always be open to the 
inspection of the Board; make returns to the Clerk of the 
Board, of all places where the water is to be let on, and where 
to be shut off for non-payment, with full particulars as to the 
location of the premises; make monthly returns to the Board 
of the receipts and expenditures of his department, and as much 
oftener as they may require. He shall annnally, on the first of 
May, report to the Board the number of water takers; the 
amount received for water rates; the number of meters used 
and applied during the year; the number and kind of water- 
fixtures; and a classified list of the buildings and the purposes 
for which the water is used. He shall employ such assistance 
as may be necessary in his department, first obtaining the 
approval of the Committee, and perform such other services as 
may be required. 

He shall make no abatement of water rates after a bill has 
been rendered, nor apply any meter, or discontinue the use of 
any, without the approval of the President or the Committee. 


BILLS AND ACCOUNTS. 


All bills and accounts authorized by this Board, after being 
approved by the Chairman of the Committee ordering the same, 
shall be presented to the President by the Clerk, previous to 
the 20th of each month; and after the same shall have 
been approved by the President, they shall be entered by the 
Clerk in the proper books; and a monthly draft for the amount 
shall be signed by the President, and delivered, with the vouch- 
ers, to the City Auditor. 

All bills and accounts to be entered in the monthly draft, must 
be delivered to the Clerk on or before the fifteenth day of that 
month. 
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AMENDMENTS. 


The foregoing Rules and Regulations may be suspended by 
vote of a majority of the members present, and they may be 
amended by a majority of the whole Board; notice of the pro- 
posed amendments having been given at the previous meeting of 
the Board.

1 An act for supplying the city of Boston with pure water, was 
passed March 25, 1845 (stat. 1845, c. 220), containing the provision 
that the act should be void unless accepted by a majority of the legal 
voters of the city, in their respective wards, within sixty days from 
its passage. The act was rejected, by a vote of 3,670 yeas, to 3,999 
nays. (Records of returns of votes from the several wards, May 19, 
1845.) The act of 1846, c. 167, given in the text, was passed March 
30, 1846, and contained the following provision, viz: Sect. 17. The 
mayor and aldermen of the city of Boston shall notify and warn the 
legal voters of the said city to meet in their respective wards, on such

And if the owner of 
any land, water, or water rights, which shall be taken as 
aforesaid, or other person who shall sustain damage as 
aforesaid, shall not agree upon the damages to be paid 
therefor, he may apply, by petition, for the assessment of 
his damages, at any time within three years from the taking 
of the said land, water, or water rights, as aforesaid, and 
not afterwards, to the court of common pleas,! in the county 
in which the same are situate; such petition may be filed 
in the clerk’s office of said court, in vacation or in term time, 
and the clerk shall thereupon issue a summons to the city 
of Boston, returnable, if issued in vacation, to the then 
next term of the said court, and if in term time, returnable 
on such day as the said court shall order, to appear and 
answer to the said petition; the said summons shall be 
served fourteen days at least before the return day thereof, 
by leaving a copy thereof, and of the said petition, certified 
by the officer who shall serve the same, with the mayor or 
clerk of the said city; and the said court may, upon default 
or hearing of the said city, appoint three judicious and dis-

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interested freeholders of this commonwealth, who shall, 
after reasonable notice to the parties, assess the damages, 
if any, which such petitioner may have sustained as afore- 
said, and the award of the said freeholders, or of the major 
part of them, being returned into and accepted by the said 
court, shall be final, and judgment shall be rendered and 
execution issued thereon for the prevailing party, with costs, 
unless one of the said parties shall claim a trial by jury, as 
hereinafter provided. 

7. If either of the parties, mentioned in the preceding 
section, shall be dissatisfied with the amount of damages 
awarded as therein expressed, such party may at the term 
at which such award was accepted, or the next term there- 
after, claim in writing, a trial in said court, and have a jury 
to hear and determine at the bar of said court, all ques- 
tions of fact relating to such damages, and to assess the 
amount thereof; and the verdict of such jury, being 
accepted and recorded by the said court, shall be final and 
conclusive, and judgment shall be rendered, and execution 
issued thereon; and cost shall be recovered by the said 
parties, respectively, in the same manner as is provided by 
law in regard to proceedings relating to the laying out of 
highways. 

8. No application shall be made to the court, for the 
assessment of damages for the taking of any water rights, 
until the water shall-be actually withdrawn or diverted by 
the said city under the authority of this act; and any per- 
son or corporation, whose water rights may be thus taken 
and affected, may make his application aforesaid, at any 
time within three years from the time when the waters 
shall be first actually withdrawn or diverted, as aforesaid. 

9. Whenever any damages shall have been sustained by 
any persons in their property, by the taking of any land, 
water, or water rights, or by the constructing of any aque- 


ducts, reservoirs, or other works, for the purposes of this

receiving due notice, shall not come in and prosecute the 
proceedings so instituted, judgment shall be entered against 
them, and they shall be forever barred from recovering any 
damages under said act. 

10. In every case of a petition to the court of common 
pleas, by any person, for the assessment of damages, as 
provided in the sixth, seventh, and eight sections above, 
the city of Boston, by any of its officers, may tender to the 
complainant, or his attorney, any sum that it shall think 
proper, or may bring the same into court, to be paid to the 
complainant for the damages claimed in his petition; and 
if the complainant shall not accept the same, with his costs 
up to that time, but shall proceed in the suit, he shall be 
entitled to his costs up to the time of the tender, or such 
payment into court, and not afterwards; and the said city 
shall be entitled to recover its costs afterwards, unless the 
complainant shall recover greater damages than were so 
offered. 

11. For the purpose of defraying all the costs and 
expenses of such lands, estates, waters, and water rights, as 
shall be taken, purchased, or held for the purposes men- 
tioned in this act, and of constructing all aqueducts and 
works necessary and proper for the accomplishment of the 
said purposes, and all expenses incident thereto, the city

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council shall have authority to issue from time to time, notes, 

scrip, or certificates of debt, to be denominated, on the face 
thereof, “ Boston Water Scrip,” to an amount not exceeding 
in the whole, the sum of three millions of dollars, bearing 
interest at a rate not exceeding the legal rate of interest in 
this commonwealth; and said interest shall be payable 
semi-annually, and the principal shall be payable at periods 
not more than forty years from the issuing of the said scrip, 
notes, or certificates, respectively. And the said city council 
may sell the same, or any part thereof, from time to time, 
at public or private sale, or pledge the same for money bor- 
rowed for the purposes aforesaid, on such terms and condi- 
tions as the said city council shall judge proper. 

12. Nothing in the preceding section shall be construed 
to prohibit the city council of the city of Boston from mak- 
ing temporary loans for the purposes therein set forth, to be 
redeemed within five years by the “Boston Water Scrip”; 
provided, that the amount of said scrip shall, in no case, 
exceed the amount named in the said section. 

13. In addition to the notes, scrip, or certificates of debt, 
authorized to be issued by the eleventh section, the city 
council of the city of Boston are authorized to issue, from 
time to time, notes, scrip, or certificates of debt, to be denom- 
inated on the face thereof, “Boston Water Scrip,” to an 
amount not exceeding, in the whole, the further sum of one 
million five hundred thousand dollars, for the same pur- 
poses, and in the same manner, and upon the terms and 
conditions specified in said section. 

14. In addition to the sum of three millions of dollars 
mentioned in the eleventh section, the said city council may, 
whenever and so far as deemed necessary, issue and dispose 
of notes, scrip, or certificates of debt, in the manner pre- 
scribed in the said eleventh section, to meet all payments of 
interest which may accrue upon any scrip by them issued; 
provided, however, that no scrip shall be issued for the pay- 
ment of interest as aforesaid, after the expiration of two 
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years from the completion. of said aqueducts and other 
works; but payment of all interest that shall accrue after 
that time shall be made from the net income, rents, and 
receipts for the use of the water, if they shall be sufficient 
for that purpose; and if not, then the payment of the defi- 
ciency shall be otherwise provided for by the city council. 
All notes, scrip, and certificates of debt, to be issued as 
aforesaid, shall be signed by the treasurer and auditor, and 
countersigned by the mayor of the said city, and a record 
of all such notes, scrip, and certificates shall be made and 
kept by the said treasurer and auditor respectively. | 

15. The city council shall, from time to time, regulate 
the price or rents for the use of water, with a view to the 
payment from the net income, rents, and receipts thereof, 
not only of the semi-annual interest, but ultimately of the 
principal, also, of the “ Boston Water Scrip,” so far as the 
same may be practicable and reasonable. And the said net © 
surplus income, rents, and receipts, after deducting all ex- 
penses and charges of distribution, shall be set apart as a 
sinking fund, and shall be appropriated for and towards the 
payment of the principal and interest of the said scrip; and 
shall, under the management, control, and direction of the 
mayor, treasurer, and auditor of the city, or the major part 
of them for the time being, who shall be trustees of the 
said fund, be applied solely to the use and purpose afore- 
said, until the said scrip shall be fully paid and discharged. 
And the said trustees shall, whenever thereto required by 
the city council, render a just, true, and full account to the 
said city council of all their receipts, payments, and doings 
under the provisions of this section. 

16. At any time after the expiration of two years from — 
the completion of the works mentioned in the second sec- 
tion, and before the reimbursement of the principal of the 
“ Boston Water Scrip,” hereinbefore mentioned, if the sur- 
plus income and receipts for the use of the water distributed 
under the provisions of this act, at the price established by 
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the city council, after deducting all expenses and charges of 
distribution, shall, for any two successive years, be insuffi- 
cient to pay the accruing interest on the said scrip, then the 
supreme judicial court, on the petition of one hundred or 
more of the legal voters of the said city, praying that the 
said price-may be raised and increased so far as may be 
necessary for the purpose of paying, from the said surplus 
income and receipts, the said accruing interest, and upon 
due notice of the pendency of such petition given to the 
said city, in such manner as the said court shall order, may 
appoint three commissioners, who, upon due notice to the 
parties interested, may raise and increase the said price, if 
they shall judge proper, so far as may be necessary, in their 
judgment, for the purpose aforesaid, and no further. And 
the award of said commissioners, or the major part of them, 
being returned to the said court, at the then next term 
thereof for the county of Suffolk, and accepted by the said 
court, shall be binding and conclusive, for the term of three 
years next after the said acceptance, and until the price so 
fixed by the commissioners shall, after the expiration of said 
term, be changed or altered by the city council. 

17. If the surplus income and receipts for the use of 
the water, distributed under the provisions of this act, at 
the price established by the city council, after deducting all 
expenses and charges of distribution, shall, for any two 
successive years, be more than sufficient to pay the accruing 
interest on the “Boston Water Scrip,” hereinbefore men- 
tioned, then the supreme judicial court, on the petition of 
one hundred or more of the legal voters of the said city, 
who may deem the said price unreasonably high, and pray 
for the reduction thereof; and upon due notice of the pen- 
dency of said petition given to the said city, in such manner 
as the said court shall order, may appoint three commis- 
sioners, who, upon due notice to the parties interested, may, 
if they shall judge proper, reduce the price established by 
the city council; provided, that such reduction shall not be 
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so great that the surplus income and receipts aforesaid will, 
in the judgment of the said commissioners, be thereafter 
insufficient for the payment of the said accruing interest. 
And the award of the said commissioners, or the major part 
of them, being returned and accepted as mentioned in the 
preceding section, shall be binding and conclusive in the 
same manner, and to the same extent, as therein provided 
in regard to awards made pursuant to the provisions of 
that section. 

And the said court may, at their discretion, order the 
costs on such petitions as are mentioned in this and the pre- 
ceding section, and of the proceedings thereon, or any part 
thereof, to be paid by either of the said parties, and may 
enter judgment and issue executions therefor accordingly. 

18. The occupant of any tenement shall be liable for 
the payment of the price or rent for the use of the water in 
such tenement; and the owner thereof shall be also liable, 
if, on being notified of such use, he does not object thereto; 


and if any person or persons shall use any of the said — 


water, either within or without the city, without the consent 
of the city, an action of trespass on the case may be main- 
tained against him or them by the said city, for the recovery 
of damages therefor; provided, however, that this act shall 
not be so construed as to prevent the inhabitants of Natick, 
Framingham, Sherburne, and Wayland, from using so much 
of the water hereby granted as_ shall be necessary for 
extinguishing fires, and for all ordinary household purposes, 
under such regulations of the said city council as may be 
essential for the preservation of the purity of the same. 

19. If any person or persons shall wantonly or mali- 
ciously divert the water, or any part thereof,of any of the 
ponds, streams, or water sources, which shall be taken by 
the city pursuant to the provisions of this act, or shall cor- 
rupt the same, or render it impure, or destroy or injure any 
dam, aqueduct, pipe, conduit, hydrant, machinery, or other 
property held, owned, or used by the said city, by the 
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authority and for the purpose of this act, every such person 
or persons shall forfeit and pay to the said city three times 
the amount of the damages that shall be assessed therefor, 
to be recovered by any proper action.1 And every such 
person or persons may moreover, on indictment and con- 
viction of either of the wanton and malicious acts aforesaid, 
be punished by fine not exceeding one thousand dollars, 
and imprisonment not exceeding one year, or by confine- 
ment to hard labor in the State prison for a term not 
exceeding ten years. 

20. The said city of Boston is hereby authorized to 
purchase and hold all the property, estates, rights, and 
privileges of the Aqueduct Corporation, incorporated by an 
act passed February twenty-seven, in the year one thousand 
seven hundred and ninety-five, and by any convenient mode 
may connect the same with their other works.? 

21. The city of Boston is authorized to convey the 
water of Long Pond to, into, and through that part of Bos- 
ton called East Boston, by laying their aqueduct, or water 
pipes, through the city of Charlestown, and town of Chelsea ; 
and, for that purpose, may have all the rights and privileges, 
and shall be subject to all the liabilities mentioned in the 
act entitled “An act for supplying the city of Boston with 
pure water.” And the said city of Boston may make any 
suitable structures for the purpose of conveying the said 
water over or under the tide waters within the jurisdiction 
of this commonwealth; provided, that such structure shall 
be approved of by a commissioner, to be appointed for that 
purpose by the governor and council, and to be compensated 
by the city of Boston; provided, further, that the authority 
granted by this section shall not be exercised without the

22. By the act passed in eighteen hundred and fifty-one, 
chapter one hundred and twenty-one, it was provided that 
the control granted to the city of Boston over tide waters 
within the jurisdiction of this commonwealth, by the pre- 
ceding section, shall be restricted to the line then occupied 
by them for the purpose specified in the said section. 

23. By the act passed in eighteen hundred and forty- 
nine, authorizing the Hastern Railroad Company to extend 
their road, it is declared lawful for the city of Boston, 
under the direction of a commissioner, to be appointed by 
the governor and council, and paid by the Eastern Railroad 
Company, to lay and construct their water pipes under, or 
by the side of the bridges to be constructed by said rail- 
road corporation, for the purpose of conveying water into 
and through East Boston, without compensation to the said 
railroad corporation; provided, however, that said pipes shall 
be so laid, maintained, and repaired as not to retard, or in 


* any manner obstruct, the regular and convenient use of said 


bridges, for all the uses of said railroad company. 

24, The city of Boston is hereby authorized, by and 
through the agency of the Cochituate Water Board therein, 
or by and through any other agency which shall be estab- 
lished therefor, by the city council of said city, to raise the

by this act, so far as such lands and real estate may be 
necessary for the preservation and purity of said lake, for 
the purpose of furnishing a supply of pure water for said 
city of Boston; provided, however, that no lands or real es- 
tate taken or purchased under this act, shall be exempted 
from taxation, by reason of such taking or purchase. All 
lands and real estate within said towns, heretofore taken or 
purchased, and now held by'said city, by virtue of an act 
approved March thirtieth, eighteen hundred and forty-six, or 
by virtue of any other act heretofore passed, shall be and 
remain exempted from taxation, so long as they continue to 
be so held and used for the purposes of said acts. 

25. The said city of Boston shall be liable to pay all 
damages that shall be sustained by any persons in their 
property, by the taking of any land or real estate, or by 
the flowage of the lands of any person as aforesaid; and 
in regard to such taking and flowing, and the ascertainment 
and payment of all such damages, the said city of Boston, 
and all persons claiming damages, shall have all the rights, 
immunities, and remedies, and be subject to all the duties, 
liabilities, and obligations, which are provided in the one 
hundred and sixty-seventh chapter of the acts of the year 
one thousand eight hundred and forty-six, the one hundred 
and eighty-seventh chapter of the acts of the year one thou- 
sand eight hundred and forty-nine, and the three hundred 
and sixteenth chapter of the acts of the year one thousand 
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demnify said towns of Natick and Wayland, against all 
injury which may at any time be done to any highway or 
bridge in such towns, by reason of the raising of the water, 
and maintaining the dam, as hereinbefore provided. 

26. This act shall not take effect until said city of Bos- 
ton shall have paid to the said town of Framingham, the 
sum of forty-five hundred dollars; to the said town of Na- 
tick, the sum of three thousand dollars; and to the said 
town of Wayland, the sum of one thousand dollars; nor 
until said act shall have been accepted by the city council 
of the said city of Boston.! 

27. The city of Boston shall have the right to maintain 
its water pipes, as the same are now laid, in the milldam, and 
other lands of the commonwealth, in and near said city, sub- 
ject to the provisions of this act; provided, that any person, 
whose property is injured thereby, shall have his damages 
ascertained and paid in the manner provided in the several 
acts to which this is in addition; and provided further, that 
if, at any time hereafter, the legislature shall order a draw 
to be made through the said milldam, or other lands on the 
line of said pipes, for the purposes of navigation, the city of 
Boston shall so adapt its said pipes, at the locality of the 
draw, as not to interfere with a free passage of boats and 
vessels through such draw. 

28. Said city may enter upon and dig up the ground in 
said milldam and other lands, when necessary for the pur- 
pose of repairing or replacing said pipes; provided, however, 
that said milldam and lands shall be restored by said city 
to as good order and condition as the same are in before 
such digging is commenced; and that the work shall be done 
in such manner and with such care as not to render any

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road, street, or way in which said pipes are laid, unsafe or 
unnecessarily inconvenient to the public travel thereon. 

29. The city of Boston shall at all times save harmless, 
and indemnify the commonwealth, and any city or town 
which may become liable to keep in repair any road, street, 
or way aforesaid, against all damages which may be recov- 
ered against them respectively, and shall reimburse to them 
respectively all expenses which they shall reasonably incur 
by reason of any defect or want of repair in such road, 
street or way, caused by the maintenance, repairing, or 
replacing of said pipes, or by reason of any injury to per- 
sons or property caused by any defect or want of repair 
in said pipes; provided, that said city shall have due and 
seasonable notice of all claims for such damages or injury, 
and opportunity to make a legal defence thereto. 

30. The city of Boston is hereby authorized, by and 
through the agency of the Cochituate Water Board therein, 
or by and through any other agency which shall be estab- 
lished therefor by the city council of said city, to construct 
and maintain an additional reservoir for receiving, holding 
and distributing water; and for this purpose, may take and 
hold, by purchase or otherwise, any lauds or real estate, not 
exceeding two hundred acres, in the towns of Newton, 
Brighton and Brookline, and lying between the Air Line 
Railroad, the present line of the said city’s aqueduct and 
Beacon street on the south. Rockland and Brighton streets 
on the east, South street on the north, and a street leading 
from said South street to said Beacon street, on the west; 
provided, however, that no part of the tract of land comprising 
the Evergreen Cemetery, in the town of Brighton, shall be 
so taken and held, otherwise than by purchase. 

31. The city of Boston may also, by and through the 
same agency, lay and maintain one or more suitable lines of 
pipes from the said reservoir to a convenient point in its 
line of pipes leading from its reservoir in said Brookline to 
said city ; and may take and hold, by purchase or otherwise, 
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such lands or real estate as may be necessary therefor; and 
may carry and conduct the said pipes over or under any 
water-course, or any street, turnpike-road, railroad, highway 
or other way, in such manner as not to obstruct or impede 
travel thereon; and may enter upon and dig up any such 
road, street or way, for the purpose of laying the said pipes, 
and for maintaining and repairing the same. 

32. The city of Boston shall at all times save harmless, 
and indemnify any city or town which may become liable to 
keep in repair any road, street or way aforesaid, against all 
damages which may be recovered against them, respectively,

33. The city of Boston shall be liable to pay all dama- 
ges that shall be sustained by any persons in their property 
by the taking of any land or real estate as aforesaid, or by 
any of its doings under this act; and in regard to such tak- 
ing. and the ascertainment and aeciont of all such damages, 
the city of Boston, and all persons claiming damages, shall 
have all the rights, immunities and remedies, and be subject 
to all the duties, liabilities and obligations which are provi- 
ded in the one hundred and sixty-seventh chapter of the acts 
of the year one thousand eight hundred and forty-six, the: 
one hundred and eighty-seventh chapter of the acts of the 
year one thousand eight hundred and forty-nine, and the 
three hundred and sixteenth chapter of the acts of the year 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty. 

34, For the purpose of defraying all the costs and ex- 
penses of such lands or real ‘estate as shall be taken, pur- 
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chased or held for the purposes mentioned in this act, and 
of constructing said reservoir, laying said pipes, and doing 
all other things incident thereto, the said city council shall 
have authority to issue, from time to time, notes, scrip or 
certificates of debt, to such an amount as may be necessary, 
and in such form, on such length of time, and bearing such 
rate of interest, not exceeding six per centum per annum, 
as they shall deem expedient, 

35. By an act passed June first, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-seven, the city of Roxbury was authorized to contract 
with either the city of Boston or the city of Charlestown 
for a supply of water, and to take, by purchase or otherwise, 
and hold such land, real estate or water rights, and erect 
and maintain such works and structures as may be neces- 
sary for the introduction of water, either from said city of 
Boston, or from said city of Charlestown, or from any ponds 
or other sources of supply within the limits of the county of 
Norfolk, except Jamaica Pond, and the distribution thereof 
in said city of Roxbury. The said city of Roxbury was also 
authorized to supply with water, for the extinguishment. of 
fires, or for other purposes, the city of Boston, and the towns 
through which the line of aqueduct may pass, and for this 
purpose may erect and maintain such structures as may be 
requisite and necessary therefor; provided, that such supply 
to Boston shall not deprive the towns on the line of the 
aqueduct of a sufficient supply of water. It was also pro- 
vided in the act, that if within three years from its passage, 
the territory of the city of Roxbury should be annexed to 
the city of Boston, then the city of Boston should succeed to 
all the rights and privileges therein granted to the city of 
Roxbury. In accordance with the seventeenth section, the 
provisions of the act were submitted to the voters of Roxbury 
and approved by them, November fifth, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-seven. 

36. By an act passed April twenty-fourth, eighteen 
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Boston harbor, by laying aqueducts, or water pipes through 
the town of Winthrop, and across Shirley Gut; and for that 
purpose shall have all the rights and privileges, and shall be 
subject to all the liabilities mentioned in chapter one hundred 
and sixty-seven, of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
forty-six, and the several acts in addition thereto; and the 
said city of Boston may make any suitable structures for the 
purpose of conveying the said water under the tide-waters in 
said Shirley Gut; provided, that such structures shall be ap- 
proved by. the harbor commissioners. 

37. Byan act passed June twenty-two, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-nine, the city of Boston was authorized to lay 
water pipes from a point at or near the junction of Federal 
and Dorchester streets, in said city, in a westerly direction, 
crossing the Boston, Hartford and Erie Railroad to Pine 
Island, so-called, thence in a westerly direction, crossing the 
marsh and the Roxbury Canal to the junction of Kast Chester 
Park and Albany street in said city; provided, that such pipe 
or pipes shall cross the Roxbury Canal by means of a 
syphon, so as not to obstruct navigation; and shall also cross 
the South Bay by syphon under so much of the channel as 
the harbor commissioners shall direct. And all things done 
under the act, so far as relates to the crossing of tide waters, 
shall be subject to the determination and approval of the 
harbor commissioners, as provided in the fourth section of 
chapter one hundred and forty-nine of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-six. 


ORDINANCE. 1 


Section 1. In the month of January, in the year 
eighteen hundred ‘and seventy, and annually afterwards in 
said month, the city council shall select, by concurrent vote 
of the two branches, one member of the board of aldermen,

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and two members of the common council, to be members of 
the Cochituate water board, to hold office during the 
remainder of the municipal year in which they are elected, 
and until others are elected in their place, unless they are 
sooner removed. In the month of March, or April, in the 
year cighteen hundred and seventy, and annually thereafter 
in March or April, there shall be elected, by concurrent 
vote of the two branches of the city council, two members 
of the Cochituate water board from the citizens at large, to 
hold their offices for two years from the first Monday in 
May in the year of their election, and until others are 
elected in their place, unless they are sooner removed. 
The members of said board shall at all times be subject to 
removal from office by the city council for cause; and vacan- 
cies from any cause may be filled at any time for an unex- 
pired term, in the same manner as the original appointment. 

Sect, 2. The persons elected from the city council shall 
enter upon their duties as members of said water board 


forthwith; and the persons elected from the citizens at. 


large, shall enter upon their duties on the first Monday in 
May. On the first Monday in May, annually, the members 
shall meet and organize themselves into a board, by the 
choice of one of their number as president. They shall also 
choose a clerk, who shall not be a member of the board; 
and they may make such rules and regulations for their own 
government, and for the government of all subordinate 
officers appointed by them, as they may deem expedient. 
Seor. 3. The Cochituate water board shall have and 
exercise all the powers vested in the city council by an act 
of the legislature of Massachusetts, passed on the thirtieth 
day of March, in the year eighteen hundred and forty-six, 
entitled “an act for supplying the city of Boston with pure 
water,’ and by any acts in addition thereto, so far as the 
same can be legally delegated; and they shall more espe- 
cially have the power to appoint all necessary subordinate 
officers, agents, and assistants, and may fix their compensa-

tion, and the compensation of the clerk before mentioned; 
provided, that the same shall not exceed in the whole the 
sum appropriated therefor by the city council; but all the 
powers mentioned in this section shall be subject to any 
limitations and restrictions contained in the ordinances, 
regulations, and orders of the city council. 

Sect. 4. The Cochituate water board shall annually, 
during the month of May, present to the city council a 
report, made up to and including the thirtieth day of the 
preceding April, containing a statement of the condition of 
all the water works, and of the lands and other property 
connected therewith; also an account of all receipts and 
expenditures, together with any information or suggestions 
which they may deem important; and they shall, at the 
same time, transmit to the city council the report of the city 
engineer, and the water registrar, mentioned in the tenth and 
thirteenth sections. 

Sect 5. The Cochituate water board, whenever requested 
by the city council, shall prepare and send to the city coun- 
cil a schedule of water rates. 

Secor. 6. The Cochituate water board are authorized to 
sell or lease such of the property connected with the water 
works as they may deem expedient, subject to the approval 
of the mayor; and all necessary deeds and leases shall be 
executed by the mayor, and countersigned by the president 
of the board. 

Sect. 7. All bills for expenditures by the Cochituate 
water board shall be drawn for by the president, examined 
by the auditor, and approved by the committee of accounts, 
before they are paid by the treasurer. 

Sseot. 8. The president of the Cochituate water board 
shall exercise a general supervision over all the water 
works, and the materials and property connected therewith, 
and over all subordinate officers and agents. In case of 
his absence or inability, his duties may be performed by a 
president pro tempore, to be chosen by said board. 
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Sror. 9. The city engineer shall take charge of Lake 
Cochituate, the aqueducts, lands, reservoirs, and other works 
and property connected with the Water Works, as the Co- 
chituate water board may from time to time direct; and he 
shall perform all such services in relation thereto as may 
be required of him by the Cochituate water board, or the 
city council. 

Sect. 10. The city engineer, on or before the fifteenth 
day of April, annually, shall present to the Cochituate 
water board a detailed statement of all expenditures in his 
department relating to the same, and such other matters as 
he, or the said board, may deem expedient. 

Sect. 11. There shall be elected annually, on the first 
Monday of February, or within sixty days thereafter, by 
concurrent vote of the two branches of the city council, a 
water registrar, who shall be a citizen of Boston. He shall 
hold his office for one year from the first Monday in April 
of the year in which he is elected, and until a successor is 
elected and qualified, or he is removed. He may be re- 
moved by the city council, and they may fill any vacancy at 
any time for an unexpired term. 

Sect. 12. The water registrar, under the direction and 
control of the Cochituate water board, shall assess the 
water rates according to the tariff established by the city 
council. He shall, once in each year, personally visit, or 
cause to be visited, the premises of every person who takes 
water, and shall make out and distribute all bills for the 
same; and he shall exercise a constant supervision over the 
use of the water, and attend to the enforcement of all regu- 
lations relative thereto. 

Sect. 13. The water registrar, on or before the fifteenth 
day of April, annually, shall present to the Cochituate 
water board a report, containing a statement of the number 
of water-takers, the number of cases where the water has 
been cut off, the number and amount of abatements, the ex- 
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penditures in his department, and such other matters as he, 
or the said board, may deem expedient. 

Seot. 14. The annual rent for the use of the water shall 
be payable to the city treasurer in advance, on the first day 
of January in each year. All charges for specific supplies, 
or for fractional parts of the year, shall be payable in ad- 
vance, and before the water is let on. 

Sror. 15. Inall cases of non-payment of the water rent 
for sixty days after the same is due, the water registrar 
shall serve a summons at the premises of such delinquent;

The following rates shall be charged for the 
use of Cochituate water in buildings occupied for offices, or 
by different tenants for business purposes, viz: For each 
office or tenement having a faucet within the same, three

water within the same, but taking it from faucets in common 
with other tenants, two dollars annually. And in addition 
to these rates there shall be charged for each water-closet 
within the office or tenement, three dollars annually; and 
when the water-closet is located so as to be used in com- 
mon, the charge for each office or tenement shall be two 
dollars. 

Sect. 30. Hotels, taverns, and boarding-houses (said 
boarding-houses being valued for the assessment of taxes 
over $15,000), not including water for baths, or for uses 
without the house, shall be charged, for each bed for board- 
ers and lodgers within the same, three dollars; provided, 
that in no case shall any hotel, tavern, or boarding-house, 
be charged less than if occupied as a private dwelling- 
house. 

Each tenement occupied as a store, ware- 
house, office, shop, or for purposes not included in any 
other classification, and not requiring more than an ordi- 
nary supply of water, shall be charged from six to twenty- 
five dollars. For each water-closet more than one, supplied 
for the above, there shall be charged five dollars additional. 
And for each urinal, wash-hand basin or sink, more than 
one, two dollars and fifty cents additional.

Seot. 38. Steamboats shall be charged, for estimated 
quantities of water used for boiler and other purposes, at 
the rate of sex cents per one hundred gallons ; provided, how- 
ever, that, in cases where meters are applied, the charge shall 
be three cents per one hundred gallons. 

Sect. 39. For building purposes there shall be charged 
for the water used with each cask of lime or cement, seven 
cents. 

Sect. 40. Fountains are to be supplied with water at 
the discretion of the Cochituate water board; and the 
charge shall be upon the estimated quantity used, namely : 
for each one hundred gallons, daily consumption, five dollars 
per annum. , 

Sect. 41. Bakeries shall be charged according to the 
average daily use of flour, namely: for each barrel per day 
the sum of three dollars per annum; provided, that in no 
case shall any bakery be charged less than six dollars. 
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Sect. 42. Manufacturers and other persons supplied For minucturing 
with water through meters, or by estimated quantity, shall Jia. 
be charged at the rate of three cents per one hundred gallons. 

Sect. 43. When water is required for purposes which i eae era 
are not specified in the foregoing tariff, the rate shall be aie 
fixed by the Cochituate water board. 

Sect. 44. Whenever two or more dwelling-houses, or rhicheoms Snip 
other estates, are valued together for the assessment of tia. 
taxes, the water registrar, under the direction of the Cochitu- yen 
ate water board, shall make a separate valuation of the 
same; and whenever a portion only of any estate is justly 
chargeable for any water rate, the water registrar shall make 
a proper valuation of the said portion; and the water rates 
hereinbefore provided shall apply to such valuations respect- 
ively.

The ordinance providing for the care and 
management of the Boston water works, passed the thirty- 
first day of October, A. D. eighteen hundred and fifty, and 
all ordinances in addition thereto, and amendatory thereof, 
are hereby repealed; said repeal to take effect on the first 
day of January, A. D. eighteen hundred and seventy.

Dear Sir: Although I have not been able, in consequence 
of the necessity of making an immediate answer to your ques- 
tion respecting the use of the Common as a “ training field,” to 
investigate the subject as fully as I otherwise should, 1 cannot 
entertain any doubt as to the answer to be made to it. 

The tract of land known as the Common was undoubtedly 
early dedicated by the inhabitants of Boston, to public uses; 
and in consequence of this dedication, it cannot be devoted by 
the municipal authorities to other uses; and this would have 
been so without any provision against its being sold or leased 
in the charter. But the “ uses” to which it has been appropri- 
ated, have changed from time to time with the increase of 
population, and the necessities of the case, and regulations, in 
effect greatly restricting the public rights, have been adopted. 
Thus, in 1732 it was partially, and within the present century 
has been entirely enclosed; cattle have been excluded from it, 
and the pasturing of cattle within it is now forbidden by ordi- 
nance; trees have been set out, paths have been laid out, and 
regulations adopted for the protection of the trees and grass. 
Military parades, which formerly took place near Park street, 
have long been confined to the ground in the neighborhood of 
Charles street. In short, although originally reserved as a 
‘“ Common,” while still retaining the name, it has long ceased to 
be a “Common” in any legal sense, but has been changed into 
a, public park and pleasure ground. 
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These changes have taken place from absolute necessity. 
The idea of a plot of ground of fifty acres in extent, in the 
centre of a large city, being used as a common pasture by the 
inhabitants, is absurd ; and it ceased to be so merely by the regu- 
lations of the municipal government, and without any higher 
permission. So, too, in course of time the use of the old parade 
ground for military purposes became inconvenient, and that 
ground has been planted and laid out in a manner inco:apatible 
with such use. 

From this summary of the changes in the use of the common, 
which have taken place, I have no doubt of the authority of the 
Joint Committee of the Council under the ordinances of the city 
to regulate its use for military trainings, and to designate what 
parts shall, and what parts shall not be used for parade. ‘The 
city is under no obligation to provide a place for a training field. 
The only claim which there can be for using the common as 
such is that it was originally reserved as “a training field,” and 
“a, place for the feeding of cattle.” It may be well to remark 
here, that under any interpretation of these words, no persons 
except citizens of Boston would have a right to “train” on the 
Common. As to the Commonwealth and citizens of other 
towns and cities, it would be in every respect like private 
property, which it has been decided cannot be used for training 
purposes against the wishes of the owner. Brigham vs. Kd- 
mands, 7 Gray, 359. 

But I cannot agree that the fact that two centuries ago, 
the Common was set apart for a training field, among other 
purposes, gives any right to use it for such purposes, without 
regard to regulations and restrictions on its general use, 
which the growth of Boston have rendered proper and 
necessary. If this were so, the commanding officer would 
have a right to tear down all fences, and cut down all trees 
which interfered with military evolutions, and to discharge 
artillery and musketry where the noise would be sure to frighten 
horses, and endanger the safety of people in the neighboring 
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streets. More than that, I think it would follow that every 
citizen of Boston would have a right to insist on pasturing his 
cow in the common; for this was the most important purpose 
to which it was originally appropriated. On the contrary, lam 
strongly of opinion that the city government may by reasonable 
regulation limit the privileges of the militia in the Common, as 
they have those of all other persons, and direct what parts of 
the Common, and what parts only, shall be used for parades and 
reviews; and should a time come when the safety or con- 
venience of the inhabitants should render it improper that mili- 
tary parades should take place on any part of the Common, I 
think that the City Council, by ordinances, may forbid its use for 
such a purpose, in like manner as they have forbidden the feed- 
ing of cattle upon it. The exercise of such authority over it is 
in strict conformity with what has hitherto been constantly done; 
and this, too, so far as I can learn, without objection on the part 
of any one. This long-continued and unquestioned exercise of 
such power is a strong argument for its existence. Undoubt- 
edly, any changes in the uses of the Common which the inhabi- 
tants of Boston could lawfully have made in town meeting, 
before the incorporation of the city, can now be made by the 
city government. 

But with respect to the “ Parade Ground ” on Charles street, 
there is another and decisive argument for the right of the City 
Council to regulate its use. If there ever was a right to use 
the old common for parade, independent of all regulation by the 
corporate government, such right has been so long abandoned, 
and with such universal acquiescence, as now to be extinct. The 
present parade ground is not a part of the original common, and, 
until half a century ago, was unenclosed marsh and flats, con- 
stantly overflowed by the tide water, and certainly was never 
used as a training field, and could not have been included in the 
old reservation for that purpose. While it has undoubtedly 
now become dedicated to the public, it has not been used so 
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frequently and exclusively for a parade ground as to prove any 
dedication for that rather than for any other public purpose, or 
to deprive the city of the right to forbid parades on any part 
of it, if the government judges it best so todo. The rights of 
the City Council over it are the same as their rights over the 
Public Garden, or any of the squares, and the Council can for- 
bid training there, if ever and whenever the welfare of ‘the city 
requires it to be done. 

It may be well to add one remark in reference to some legal 
Opinions given by very eminent counsel to the city government 
many years ago in respect of the Common, and particularly to 
the opinion of the late Mr. Mason, of October 31, 1843. The 
question discussed then was whether the city had a right to sell 
certain lands near Eliot street, which were originally a part of 
the Common, and Mr. Mason was of opinion that it had -not. 
The right of the city government to regulate the use of the 
Common by the public was not before him, and there is nothing 
in his opinion which conflicts with what I have argued in this. 

Of course I have confined my opinion simply to the question 
of the legal powers of the City Council, and my conclusions do 
not refer to the question of what exercise shall be made of 
them in any particular case; and in these conclusions, Mr. 
Healy, the City Solicitor, fully concurs.

The Joint Standing Committee on Hast Boston Ferries, who 
were “instructed to inquire and report as to the nature of the 
duty performed by the Clerk of the Board of Directors of the 
Kast Boston Ferries, and the Assistant Clerk thereof; also, as 
to the amount of compensation allowed said clerks, and whether 
said clerk and assistant have devoted their time to the require- 
ments of their respective offices, since their appointments, or 
whether they have been engaged in other business, and, if so, 
to what extent; also whether, in their opinion, one clerk is not 
sufficient for the duty to be performed,” beg leave to submit the 
following 


REPORT. 


Mr. Edward G. Nickerson, formerly Treasurer of the Hast 
Boston Ferry Company, having notified the Committee that he 
desired to be heard upon the subject matter of the order above 
quoted, was invited, together with the Board of Directors and 
the Clerk, to appear before them, and furnish information upon 
the inquiries of the City Council. 

Mr. Nickerson appeared with counsel, and presented a paper, 
of which the following is a copy: — 


“Boston, May 24, 1870. 
“The undersigned tax-payers view the very great and greatly 
increasing expenditures of the City of Boston, with apprehen- 
sion. ‘They learn that your committee are instructed to inquire 
with regard to the employment of clerks by a department of 
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the City Government, and the expenditure therefor, and they 
respectfully request the most thorough and careful scrutiny into 
the matter.

The counsel stated that he appeared for certain persons 
at whose instigation the order of inquiry had been passed. 
He charged (1) that the clerk appointed by the Board of Di- 
rectors was drawing pay from the Receivers of the Hast Boston 
Ferry Company, when his whole time was due the city; and (2) 
that one clerk was sufficient to do the whole work for which two 
had been employed; ‘and he desired an opportunity to examine 
the clerk on these points before the Committee. 

No objection being made, the clerk was examined under oath; 
‘and statements were afterwards made by the several members 
of the Board of Directors. The substance of the information 
obtained was as follows: — 

Mr. T. C. Whittemore was elected clerk of the Ferry Depart- 
ment, by the Board of Directors,.on the 19th of March, 1870, 
with a salary of $2,500 per annum. He has general charge of 
the business of the Ferry Department, under the instructions of 
the Directors. He is responsible for the tickets; gives bonds 
in the sum :of'$5,000; collects the money received for tolls from 
the tollmen and pays it over weekly to the City Treasurer; 
keeps the books, ‘audits the bills and makes out the pay-rolls of 
the employees. When elected by the Directors, ‘there was a 
distinct understanding that he was to perform certain services 
for the Receivers of the Ferry Company while they were wind- 
ing up the affairs of the Corporation, as directed by the Court. 
As former clerk of the Company, the services of Mr. Whitte- 
more were indispensable to the Receivers; and they were justi- 
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fied in paying liberally for them. His compensation from that 
source has been at the.rate of $2,500 perannum. These duties 
were only of a temporary character, and are now substantially 
completed. 

On the first of April, an Assistant Clerk was elected by the 
Directors, with a salary at the rate of $1,200 per annum. ‘This 
clerk was not elected for any definite time; and the Directors, 
while satisfied that the duties cannot be performed at the pres- 
ent time by one man, are of opinion that when matters have 
become more systematized, and the ferry property has been 
restored to a proper conlition, it may be found practicable to 
dispense with the services of an assistant clerk. 

By the ordinance establishing a Board of Directors of the 
Kast Boston Ferries, the Board is authorized to choose a Clerk, 
and such assistant and subordinate officers as they may think 
necessary or expedient, and define their duties, and fix their 
compensation, 

The Ferries came into the possession of the city on the first 
of April, in a somewhat dilapidated ondition, requiring a great 
deal of extra labor for a time, at least, in placing the depart- 
ment upon a proper basis; and there was nothing in the evid- 
ence presented to the committee to show that the Directors 
were not executing the trust reposed in them for the best inter- 
ests of the city.

The Joint Special Committee on Salaries of city officers, 
would respectfully recommend the passage of the accompanying 
orders, fixing the salaries of the members of the Fire Department 
for the year beginning on the first of April, 1870, and also the 
salary of the Superintendent of the East Boston Ferries.

ORDERED: That the salaries of the following officers, for the 
year beginning on the first day of April, one thousand cight 
hundred and seventy, shall be as herein mentioned, payable 
monthly, subject.to the deduction of any and all sums due from 
said officers to the city. 

‘Secrion 1. The salary of the Chief Engineer of the Fire 
Department shall be at the rate of Three Thousand Dollars per 
annum; and he shall be allowed the use of a horse and vehicle 
at the expense of the city, the bills for which shall be approved 
by the Committee on the Fire Department. 

Sect. 2. The salary of the Assistant Engineers shall be at 
the rate of Five Hundred Dollars each per annum. 

Szor. 3. The salary of the Secretary of the Board of Engi- 
neers shall be at the rate of One Thousand Five Hundred Dollars 
per annum, which shall be in full payment for all the services 
which may be required of him by the Mayor and Aldermen, the 
Chief Engineer, and the Board of Engineers. 
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Sect. 4. The salaries of the Foremen of the respective Hook 
and Ladder Companies, and the Foremen (of the hose) of Engine 
and Hose Companies, except those located in Ward 16, shall be 
at the rate of Tree Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Sreot. 5. The salaries of the Assistant Foreman, Clerks, Rake- 
men and Axemen, Hosemen of Engine and Hose Companies, and 
members of the Hook and Ladder Companies, except those located 
in Ward 16, shall be at the rate of Two Hundred and Seventy-five 
Dollars each, per annum. 

Sect. 6. The salaries of the men employed permanently, 
except those attached to companies located in Ward 16, shall 
be at the following rates: — 

Enginemen, Three Dollars and Fifty Cents per day. 

Firemen, Three Dollars and Twenty-five Cents per day; and 
Driers of Engines, Hose and Hook and Ladder Companies, Three 
Dollars per day. 

Sect. 7. The salaries of members of companies located in 
Ward 16, shall be at the following rates, viz.: — 

Enginemen, One Thousand Dollars per annum. 

Drivers of Engines, Hose and Hook and Ladder Companies, 
Eight Hundred Dollars per annum. 

Foremen (of the hose) of Engines, and of Hook and Ladder 
Companies, Forty Dollars per annum. 


Hosemen and Hook and Ladder men, Thirty-five Dollars per 
annum.

REPORT. 


By the seventh section of the ordinance in relation to the 
public institutions, the Directors are required to advertise for 
sealed proposals when the supplies or materials to be obtained 
exceed in value the sum of three hundred dollars. It appears 
that this provision of the ordinance has not heretofore been 
complied with; and it is represented that a strict compliance 
would not be for the best interests of the city. 

The only department similarly restricted in the purchase of 
supplies is the Kast Boston Ferries, the Directors being re- 
quired to advertise for proposals when the value exceeds the 
sum of five hundred dollars. 

The Committee are of opinion that these provisions are calcu- 
lated to hamper the two Boards unnecessarily in the manage- 
ment of their departments; and they would recommend the 
passage of the accompanying amendments to the present ordi 
nances.

Gentlemen : — The undersigned, Auditor of Accounts, in con- 
formity to the fifteenth section of the Ordinance on Finance, has 
the honor of presenting to the City Council his Annual Report 
of the Receipts and Expenditures of the City or Boston and the 
County oF SUFFOLK, for the financial year commencing May 1, 
1869, and terminating April 30, 1870,. both inclusive, appropri- 
ately arranged and classified, which is the Fifty-Highth of the 
series. saa ‘ 

During the past financial year the town of Dorchester has 
been annexed to the City of Boston in accordance with the re- 
quirements of an act of the Legislature of Massachusetts, 
approved June 4th, 1869, by a vote of the legal voters of said 
city and town on the 22d of the same month, as follows :— 


Boston — Whole number of ballots, 3,985 
For accepting said act, 3,420 
For rejecting said act, 565 
Dorchester — Whole number of ballots, 1) 11,654 
For accepting said act, 928 
For rejecting said act, 726 


In conformity to the act of annexation, the town of Dorches- 
ter forms the Sixteenth Ward of Boston, and the voters of which 
participated in the last municipal election and elected their ward 
officers for 1870. For the purpose of electing members of the 
House of Representatives, Dorchester remains a part of the 
county of Norfolk, constituting the Fifth Representative District 
thereof; to elect a Senator, a Councillor, part of the Second 
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Norfolk Senatorial District, and a Representative in Congress, 
part of Congressional District Number Two, as the same are 
now constituted. The jurisdiction of the courts of Suffolk 
County took effect on the first Monday of January last. All the 
interest which the town of Dorchester had in the public property 
of the County of Norfolk was released to the County of Nor- 
folk. Such proportion of the debts and obligations of that 
county, over and above the value of all the property belonging 
to the county, as should proportionally and equitably be paid 
by the inhabitants and property-owners of the territory annexed 
to Boston, must be paid by the City of Boston to the County 
of Norfolk. The Supreme Judicial Court is given jurisdiction 
in equity to determine the amount of such proportion and en- 
force the payment of the same upon a suit in equity, in the 
name of Norfolk County, to be brought therefor within six 
months after this act shall go into operation, by the County 
Commissioners; but no such suit can be instituted after six 
months from that time. . 

The debt of the town of Dorchester assumed by the city of 
Boston was $366,200, of which $152,700 has been paid since 
annexation. Boston has added by this annexation to its terri- 
torial proportions 4,533 acres, making the area of the metropolis 
9,987 acres. The valuation of Dorchester, at the time of annex- 
ation, was $12,826,200 in-real estate, and $7,489,500 in per- 
sonal estate. The population was about 12,000. The present 
population of Boston is estimated at 285,000. The following

street District Loans, and said Committee voted that said loan 
should be a sterling one, and passed a vote on the 20th of Sep- 
tember, 1869, requesting the Treasurer to visit London and 
such other places in Europe as he might deem expedient for the 
purpose of carrying out the negotiations for the loan. In 
accordance with this request of the Committee on Finance, Mr. 
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Tracy, the City Treasurer, visited Europe, leaving this country 
on the 20th of October, 1869, and returning to this city on the 
18th of February, 1870. | 

During his absence, in the month of January of this year, he 
negotiated with the Messrs. Baring Bros. & Co. of London, by 
subscription, a sterling loan of £800,000, at 87 per cent on 
the following conditions and terms, viz: “ The loan to be placed 
upon the market for subscription at 87 per cent, 600 bonds of 
£500 each, and 5000 bonds of £100 each; payable 10% on 
allotment; 25% on April 6; 25% on May 20; 27% on June 20. 
That £8,000 per annum should be applied from the Sinking 
Fund annually to the redemption of the bonds to be purchased 
at the market rate. The charge to be as follows: one per cent 
on the gross amount of each payment of the subscription; one 
quarter of one per cent brokerage on the nominal value; one 
eighth of one per cent stamp duty on the nominal value exacted 
by the Government on all bonds issued in sterling; one per 
cent on the payment of interest; one-half of one per cent on the 
purchase of bonds for the Sinking Fund; one per cent on the 
payment of the principal when due; no charges to be made on 
drafts or for the purchase of gold, excepting what might be paid 
for insurance, freight, postage, etc.; interest to be allowed on 
all balances in their hands at the Bank rate, not exceeding five 


per cent.”

SHURTLEFF GRAMMAR ScHooLt—House.— This house, com- 
menced in the autumn of 1868, was completed and dedicated in 
November, 1869. It is located in ward 12, on Dorchester 
Street, between Seventh and Highth streets. The lot is the 
largest in the city, containing 41,000 feet. The building has 
four elegant and ornate facades, with central projections in each 
of the same, with all their windows and doorways elaborately 
finished with stone and brick dressings, and is in the form of a 
Latin cross, having an extreme width of 104.8, feet, and an ex- 
treme length of 1144 feet. It is three stories in height above 
the basement, the third story being within the Mansard roof, 
which crowns the whole area of the structure. The basement 
contains the play-rooms, fuel and furnace rooms, teachers’ water- 
closets and janitor’s room, together with halls and staircases 
communicating with the rooms above, and is provided with en- 
trances from the yards and play-grounds. The first and second 
stories each contain six school-rooms, 2932 feet square and 
134 feet high, in the clear, six clothes-rooms and four teachers’ 
rooms, opening into a hall 24 feet wide, extending the whole 
length of the building. The third or roof story contains an 
exhibition hall, 54X754 feet, with two anterooms attached; 
two school-rooms, 2730 feet; teachers’ rooms, clothes closets, 
committee rooms, etc. Hach school-room is provided with fifty- 
six desks and chairs, and the fourteen rooms will together ac- 
commodate seven hundred and eighty-four scholars. Externally 
the structure exhibits two stories, elevated on a high basement 
or stylabate, the whole being crowned with one of the most 
noble Louvre roofs yet introduced upon any public building in 
our city. The great height of this roof and the area which it 
covers has enabled the architects to place in it the exhibition 
hall, two school-rooms, two large anterooms and numerous other 
conveniences, and at the same time avoid the necessity of con- 
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structing the exterior walls for a third story, thereby saving a 
large expense. The building is thoroughly ventilated by venti- 
ducts, extending from each room to a large monitor sky-light in 
the centre of the roof. It is warmed by George W. Walker 
& Co.'s Indirect Steam Heating Apparatus, which is successful 
in all respects. Great credit is due Gridley J. F. Bryant and 
Louis P. Rogers, the designers and architects, for the success of 
the plan. The contractors were Wm. Sayward, for masonry ; 
Benjamin H. Flanders, carpentry ; Lawrence Cleary, plastering ; 
George W. Sprague, painting; OC.S. Parker & Sons, roofing and 
copper work; Geo. W. Walker & Co., heating; and Joseph L. 
Ross, furniture. Cost of building and furniture, $108,525.45. 


Rice GramMar Scuoo.-Houss. — This building was erected 
on the corner of Dartmouth and Appleton streets, of face 
bricks with Caledonia stone trimmings; it is two stories in 
height besides the basement and French-roof story, has three 
entrances, one in each of the two towers which flank the main 
building on Dartmouth street, and one in the wing on Appleton 
street. The house contains 16 school-rooms, each with a 
clothes-room and teacher’s closet, an exhibition hall 57X76 feet, 
two large dressing-rooms for the teachers on the first floor, a 
committee and master’s room on the second floor, and store, 
book, and apparatus room on the third floor. Three flights of 
stairs lead from the first to the second floor, two of these con- 
tinuing up to the third floor; the corridors are 15 feet wide, 
running the entire length of the building, and terminating at 
either end in the form of an octagon, 25 feet in diameter, from 
which some of the rooms are entered. The basement contains 
play-rooms, boiler and fuel-rooms, and a janitor’s room. ‘The 
building is heated by steam, and the system of ventilation has — 
proved very satisfactory. The lot is enclosed with an iron 
fence on three sides, and with a brick fence on the remaining 
fourth side. ‘The plans and specifications for this building were 
drawn by Emerson & Fehmer, architects, of this city. Con- 
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tractors, A. Lothrop and S. J. & G. Tuttle, masons; carpenter, 
HK. Witherspoon; plasterer, L. Cleary; painter, C. E. Noyes; 
furniture, W. G. Shattuck. Cost of building and furniture, 
$107,476.77. 


Primary ScHOOL—HovusE ON APPLETON STREET. — This house 
was erected on a lot of land on Appleton street adjoining the 
Rice School-House, of the same kind of materials and in cor- 
responding style of architecture. It is nearly square in form, 
the front only being broken by a tower which contains the 
entrance and one of the flights of stairs, the other flight being 
at the opposite end of the corridor, which is 15 feet wide. The 
house contains 10 school-rooms, each with a clothes-room and 
teachers’ closet, an exhibition hall, 32x70 feet; and play-rooms, 
teachers’ dressing-room, and boiler and fuel-rooms in the base- 
ment. The building is also heated by steam and well venti- 
lated. The plans and specifications were drawn by the archi- 
tects of the Rice School-House, Emerson & Fehmer. Contrac- 
tors, S. J. & G. Tuttle, masons; W. &. J. Rawson, carpenters; 
G. W. Walker & Co., Heating Apparatus; J. L. Ross, furniture. 
Cost of building and furniture, $60,212.13. 


DrakE Primary ScHooL—HOUvUsE, CORNER OF C AND THIRD 
SrrEETSs, South Bosron.— This building is in outline a paral- 
lelogram, 30X76 feet, is three stories high, with a hip roof and 
pediment front, and is built of brick with freestone trimmings. 
The basement contains heating apparatus and fuel-rooms, and 
- two large play-rooms; large stairways lead to the first story and 
yard. Hach story contains two school-rooms, entry, staircase, 
hall, and two large wardrobes for the pupils. The school-rooms 
are 28 feet square, 12 feet high, and will each seat 56 pupils. 
The lot contains 10,260 feet of land; the area outside the 
building is paved and surrounded by a substantial iron fence. 
The building was named after the late H. A. Drake, Chairman 
of the District Committee. The contractors were W. & J. 
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Rawson, for carpentry; S. J. & G. Tuttle, for masonry; and 
Gardner Chilson for heating apparatus. Architects, G. J. F. 
Bryant and L. P. Rogers. Cost of land, building and furniture, 
$41,872.94. 


Warp Room, Warp 9, anD Hose House No. 8, oN CHURCH 
Street. — This is a brick building with granite trimmings, of 
irregular form, 52 feet front, 44 feet back, 67 feet on longest side, 
and 544 feet on the shortest side. It is two finished stories in 
height; the first story is 12 feet and the second 10 feet high, in 
the clear. The cellar under the whole building is 8 feet high in 
the clear. The second story does not cover the whole of the first, 
but extends back, from Church street, 374 feet. The principal 
story contains a ward-room, a room for the hose-carriage, stable, 
hose-tower, water-closet, etc., and a space in the centre is occupied 
by the stairs leading to the upper story. A partition separates 
the hose-room from the ward-room, the latter being a large and 
commodious room, affording ample accommodations for the citi- 
zens of Ward 9. The second story is fitted up as a tenement 
for the driver of the hose carriage and also a room for the meet- 
ings of the company. The contractors were Morrison & Shaw 
fcr carpentry, and Edwin Adams for masonry. Architects, G. 
J. F. Bryant and L. P. Rogers. Cost of land, $10,532.50; of 
building, $21,799.58. Total, $32,332.08. 


EnGInE Hovust No. 7, anp Hosk House No. 2. — Is on Hast 
street, built of face brick with freestone trimmings. It contains 
two finished stories, a basement, and a French roof story. The 
basement is 7 feet high, the first story 13 feet, and the second 
story 94 feet high in the clear. The first story contains an 
engine and hose-room, stable, harness room, wash room, etc. The 
second story contains sleeping rooms, parlor, bath-rooms and 
hay loft, and a repair shop. The contractors were Keyes & 
Kelley. Architects, G. J. F. Bryant and L. P. Rogers. Cost 
of land and building to date, $23,797.43. 
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Hose House No. 3.— This building, on North Grove street, 
is in outline a parallelogram, 50 feet long and 22 feet wide. It 
is two stories high, built of brick with granite trimmings. The 
first story is 11 feet high in the clear, and contains a carriage 
room, stable, wash-rooms, etc. The second story is 94 feet 
high in the clear, and contains a large room for the meetings 
of the company, two sleeping rooms, bath-room, etc. The attic 
is used as a store-room. ‘The contractors for the building were 
Weston & Shepard. Architects, G. J. F. Bryant and L. P. 
Rogers. Cost, $13,556.51. 


Poutce Station No. 6, Broapway, Soura Boston. — The 
front part of the building was torn down, and rebuilt of 
brick with granite trimmings, and a basement and French 
roof story added. The basement is 7 feet high and con- 
tains a furnace-room, furnace which heats the whole house, 
fuel-rooms, etc. The first story is 12 feet high, and con- 
tains a general office, captain’s private office, guard-room, 
kitchen, drying-room, wash-room, etc., and in the rear are the 
cells, 12 in number. The second story is 10 feet high, and con- 
tains rooms for the lieutenants and sergeants, and sleeping 
rooms for the patrolmen. The third, or French roof story, is 
9 feet high and contains sleeping-rooms, duplicates of those in 
the second story. The re-building of this house was one of the 
most necessary as well as one of the most economical improve- 
ments made upon any public building during the year, and great 
credit is due to the architects for the fine exterior as well as 
the general excellence of the interior arrangements. The con- 
tractors were Baxter & Vinal; architects, G. J. F. Bryant and 
L. P. Rogers. Cost, $12,980.82. 


Hook anp LApper House No. 5.— This is a two-story building 
situated on Fourth street, South Boston, built of brick with granite 
trimmings. The main cornice and balustrade surmounting it 
are of wood, and the roof is flat and covered with composition. 
The first story is 1354, feet high, and contains a room for the 
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Hook and Ladder carriage, 2364 feet, and a stable 22x17 
feet, with stalls for four horses. The second story is 12 feet 
high, and contains a hall for the meetings of the company, and a 
tenement for the driver. A portion of the building in the 
angle, between the main building and the stable, is finished one 
story high, and contains coal bins and a fuel wagon. The lot 
contains 3,727 square feet. The house was built by Wm. Say- 
ward, from plans and specifications prepared by G. J. F. Bryant 
and L. P. Rogers. Cost, $15,983.80. 

These buildings were erected under the direction of the Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings of the City Council, and the general 
superintendence of James C. Tucker, Superintendent of Public 
Buildings. 


STREET WIDENINGS, EXTENSIONS, ETC. 


The most important street widenings and extensions, author- 
ized during the past fiscal year, are as follows, viz: — 


City Prorer.— The widening of Hanover street, between 
Blackstone and Commercial streets, to sixty feet, at an estimated 
expense of $545,052; the widening of Eliot street to fifty feet, 
between Washington and Pleasant streets, at an estimated ex- 
pense of $341,779.50; and the laying out, widening and grad- 
ing of the following streets on Fort Hill: Hamilton, Sturgis, 
Hartford, High, Purchase, Wendell, Washington avenue, Wash- 
ington square, Pearl place, Broad street at junction with Atlan- 
tic avenue, at an estimated expense of $908,327.02; the widen- 
ing of Federal street between High and Purchase streets, at an - 
estimated expense of $27,811; the widening of Summer and High 
streets at their junction, at an estimated expense of $13,581; the 
laying out of Columbus avenue from Northampton to Ferdinand 
streets, at no expense; the widening of Bedford street at the 
corner of Washington street, at an estimated expense of $15,- 
980: the laying out of West Chester avenue, West Springfield 
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street, Pembroke street, Worcester street, West Canton street, 
West Newton street, West Concord street, Rutland street, Yar- 
mouth street, and Holyoke street, west of Columbus avenue, at 
no expense; the laying out of Ferdinand street at no expense, 
and the widening of Washington street between Indiana place 
and Castle street, at an estimated expense of $8,500. 


SoutH Boston. — The laying out and extension of Wood- 
ward street from Dorchester to Federal street, at an estimated 
expense of $2,248; the laying out and extension of Ontario and 
Colony streets, at an estimated expense of $1,600, and the lay- 
ing out of Fifth street from G to H street, at no expense. 


Boston HigHLanps. — The extension of Vernon street from 
Cabot to Tremont street, at an estimated expense of $7,092; the 
laying out of Rockville place, at no expense; the laying out and 
extension of Copeland street, at an estimated expense of $2,384; 
the laying out of Highland avenue, Linwood street, Prentiss 
street, Halleck street, Mindoro street, Windsor street and Wes- 
ton street, at no expense; the laying out of Lamartine street, at 
an expense of $13,148.25; the extension of Zeigler street from 
Warren street to Guild row, at an estimated expense of $18,- 
435.50; the widening of Warren street between Cliff and Dudley 
streets, at an estimated expense of $2,000. 

The total of the above street improvements amounts to 
$1,919,713.27. Several other streets have been laid out, widened 
and extended, during the past year, of less importance than 
those above enumerated, the estimated cost of which is $10,- 
592.40; making a total for the fiscal year, for all these improve- 
ments, of $1,930,305.67. No betterments have yet been 
assessed in consequence of the above improvements, as those of 
the above-named streets are not yet completed where better- 
ments will be assessed. The following betterments have been 
assessed, however, during the past fiscal year, on streets which 
were widened or laid out prior to May 1st, 1869 : — 
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Devonshire street, $235,275 37 
Oliver street, 182,998 90 
Federal street, 70,978 35 
Tremont street, 214,623 10 

Total, $703,875 72 


In relation to the preceding statements, that certain streets 
were laid out at no expense, it should be remarked that 
the laying out was at no expense to the city as far as the 
land taken for those streets are concerned, but that the cost of 
filling, grading, and paving of them is borne by the city, which 
forms a considerable item of expense. 


Fort Hitt IMPROVEMENT AND ATLANTIC AVENUE.— The 
work of grading Fort Hill has been well advanced during the 
past year. A portion of the buildings on the easterly side of 
the hill has been demolished and removed, and the contractor 
~has removed to Atlantic avenue a large amount of earth from 
this portion of the hill. 

Atlantic avenue is nearly completed, and the city has com- 
menced filling the docks lying west of that avenue, under 
authority of a special Act of the Legislature. It is expected 
that the entire work of grading Fort Hill, and the filling of the 
docks west of Atlantic avenue, will be completed by another 
summer (1871); and the contractor is to complete Atlantic 
avenue (by the terms of his contract) by the 25th of August 
next. 


Broapway Extension. — The work of the extension of 
Broadway across “ Fort Point’ Channel to Albany street, was 
commenced in July of last year, a contract having been entered 
into with the Moseley Iron Building Works for constructing an 
iron bridge across the channel, piers, etc. The structures em- 
braced in the contract with this company include everything 
except paving, between the easterly side of Foundry street in 
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South Boston, and the northwesterly side of Lehigh street in 
Boston proper, a distance of 1,117 feet, and they are progress- 
ing with the work. There are two stone abutments to the bridge 
structures, — one on the easterly side of Foundry street, and 
one on the northwesterly side of Lehigh street, — and retaining 
walls, on each side of the street from said abutments, to Fed- 
eral street on the South Boston side, and to Albany street on 
the Boston proper side. Contractors for building the abut- 
ments, Clapp & Ballou; and they have completed their work. 
It is. expected tbat this new highway will be opened to public 
travel this fall. A full description of the bridge and structures 
may be found in the City Engineer’s Annual Report to the City 
Council, City Doc. No. 14, 1870. 


CuuRCcH StrEET District. — The work of raising the grade 
of the “ Church street District,” which was commenced in July, 
1868, as described in the last annual report, was completed in 
October, 1869, and the services of: the commissioners appointed 
to superintend the work, terminated at the close of that year, 
All the buildings on the district were raised and underpinned in 
conformity to the plans furnished for the work, The sewer | 
gas and water pipes were relaid, and the streets repaved. The 
following streets, embraced in the district, were widened : —

Columbus avenue was laid out from Ferdinand street to Church 
street, eighty feet wide. ‘Two new Primary School-Houses are 
being erected within the district; one on the corner of Fayette 
and Church streets, and the other on Tennyson street. Also, a 
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ward-room and hose house has been erected on the corner of 
Church and Fayette streets. 

There have been raised upon the district, 296 brick build- 
ings, varying in height from 10 inches to 14 feet. Of this 
number, 28 have been moved back to widen streets: 74 were 
moved 10 feet; and 8, 25 feet and 6 inches. There have been 
56 wooden buildings raised, independen of ells and sheds, 
varying in height from 1 foot to 17 feet. 6 of this number 
were moved back, for the purpose of widening streets, from 3 to 
25 feet. 37 wooden buildings, independent of ells and sheds, 
and 30 brick buildings, have been demolished, mainly for the 
purpose of widening streets. 

The total cost of the work to April 30, 1870, including the 
land purchased for the school-houses, ward-rooms and _ hose- 
house, and widening the streets named, was $1,083,095.91; paid 
into the Treasury for estates purchased by the city, and subse- 
quently sold, old materials, etc., $116,673.45. The cost of land 
taken for streets, school-houses, ward-room and _ hose-house, not 
originally estimated for, is divided as follows: —

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PUBLIC WORKS. 


Cuestnut Hitt Reservoir. — There has been no diminution 
of the energy with which the work upon this reservoir has been 
prosecuted during the past year. The amount of embankment 
built and surplus material removed, exceeds any previous year’s 
work. 120,000 cubic yards of gravel have been removed from 
the lower basin and used in constructing the embankments at 
the effluent and intermediate gate houses. 68,000 cubic yards 
of loam, quicksand, etc., have been removed from this basin and 
deposited in spoil banks, or used in filling the “ Dowse Meadow” 
and loaming the embankments. 35,000 cubic yards of rock 
have been removed from the lower basin and used in building 
slope wall, foundation of effluent gate house, brace wall to 
driveway retaining wall, ballasting the driveway at intermediate 
gate house and the walks upon the reservoir embankments. 
The smaller stone have been broken by the stone crusher into 
sizes suitable for road metal and used in surfacing the driveway 
and paths, previous to gravelling. The upper basin has been 
filled with water and is now in use in connection with the Brook- 
line reservoir in supplying the city when the water is shut off 
at the lake. The dam at the intermediate gate house is for 
all practical purposes water-tight, the leakage being so small 
that the height of water is not perceptibly affected by it when 
the reservoir is disconnected from the Lake and Brookline res- 
ervoir. The foundation of the effluent gate house was com- 
pleted on the 11th of August, and on the 12th the first stone of 
the lower floor was laid, and the gate house was ready for the 
superstructure on the Ist of December. On the 9th of April 
work was resumed on this building and the masonry will be com- 
pleted in readiness for the roof by the 1st of July. Some idea 
of the amount of labor involved in the construction of this build- 
ing may be gained from the quantities of masonry. In the foun- 
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dations and wing walls there are 4,578 perches of rubble masonry. 
If this amount was built in the form of a wall 4 feet in height, 
and 14 feet in thickness it would extend a distance of 34 miles. 
1,800,000 bricks have been laid in this building, and the appur- 
tenances to it. If they were built into a similar wall it would 
extend about 24 miles. The two would form a wall of this 
section which would more than reach from this gate house to the 
City Hall. There are 950 cut stones in this building varying in 
weight from 10 tons to 100 pounds, and this number does not 
include the stone ashler in the superstructure. ‘The larger por- 
tion of this building is not in sight, being enclosed by the em- 
bankment, and it is difficult to realize from a superficial inspection 
that there could be any such amount of labor in constructing it. 
The driveway which extends around this reservoir is now nearly 
completed, and as soon as the gateway is finished it will be 
opened its entire length for driving. This driveway is already 
a place of great resort, and will be the most beautiful drive in 
the vicinity of Boston when completed and the reservoir is filled 
with water. No drainage from the roadway can enter the res- 
ervoir to contaminate the water, as it is all intercepted by a 
system of drain pipes which conduct it beyond the reservoir 
limits. The gateway which is now being built is a very beauti- 

ful structure of Concord granite with a main and two side en- 
trances; the main entrance is 23 feet wide, and the side ene 
trances each 11 feet. From the roadway to the top of the urn 
which forms the apex of the gateway, is 56 feet 2 inches, and 
the arch which spans the main entrance is 29 feet in height, 
measuring from the roadway. The line of 48-inch main pipe 
from this reservoir to connect with the three pipes from the 
Brookline reservoir has been completed by laying 633 feet of 
pipe, and putting in the stopcocks at the Brookline reservoir 
and at the connection on Boylston street. The average 
force employed on the work during the past year was 
451 men, 79 teams (each team 2 horses and carts, and driver), 
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and 20 yoke of oxen. Cost of the reservoir to April 30, 
1870, $2,093,814.15; of the driveway, $144,720.25. 


Kast Boston Reservorr. — The work of repairs on this 
reservoir was fully completed and water let in on the first of 
August last. It has since been very thoroughly tested by filling 
it to various heights up to its full capacity, and, as yet, no sign 
of leakage {from the reservoir has been discovered. The work 
of building a new iron fence on the street fronts of the reservoir 
awaits the action of the Paving Department in grading the 
streets. The iron work is all ready. Since January Ist, 1870, 
Kast Boston has been supplied with Mystic pond water by the 
Charlestown Water Works. This relieves the Cochituate works 
to the extent of about 1,000,000 gallons per day, and gives to 
Kast Boston an increased effective head for ordinary use of from 
ten to twelve feet, and, in case of an extraordinary demand, a 
still further increase of twenty feet can be obtained. 


EXTENSION OF THE WatEeR Works IN Boston HIGHLANDS. — 
The work in this section has been prosecuted by the superin- 
tendent with his customary vigor; but the failure to receive 
the castings promptly, the extremely hard character of 
the excavations,and the fact that the gangs were unavoidably 
shifted from one locality to a far distant one before completing 
all the work in the first locality, will be a sufficient excuse for 
any seemingly apparent shortcomings. The following state- 
ment, however, shows just what was accomplished : —

_ During the past year the high service works, pumping-engines, 
engine house and stand-pipe have been completed and are now 
in operation. The districts now supplied are the ones described 
in last year’s report as the “ Highland” and the “ Tommy’s 
Rocks,” or “Mt. Warren.” The amount consumed in these 
districts is very small as compared with the capacity of the 
pumps. Jn March, 1870,—the first month the engines run, — 
the average pumping time was one hour and forty minutes per 
day, and the average consumption per day was about 47,000 
gallons. In April the result was about the same, and for the 
first five days of May the consumption had increased to nearly 
85,000 gallons per day, and the pumping time.to two hours and 
forty-two minutes. The pipes will be still further extended in 
the high service sections the present year, and the Beacon Hill 
high district will be connected and the engines will have work 
enough to run economically. (The connection for the supply 
of Beacon Hill high district, a description of the manner making 
it which follows, was made June 11, and the people of that 
district, much to their gratification, have now a fall supply on 
every floor of their houses.) 


Beacon Hitt Hien Service. — The City Engineer, in his 


report to the Water Board for 1868, suggested as a proper and 
3 
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effectual means of supplying this district, an independent sys- 
tem of pumping works similar to those adopted for the Roxbury 
high service. Since then, however, by request of the Water 
Board, he has made surveys and given the whole subject a more 
thorough examination. The area now supplied by the thirty- 
inch pipe through the Beacon Hill Reservoir is 136 22, acres, 
including streets; the area of the district to be supplied by 
pumping is 47,63, acres, of which 16-21, are streets and public 
grounds. There are on this area, 636 dwelling houses, 
3 hotels, 3 stables (101 horses), 2 school-houses, 3 churches, 
State House and Atheneum. The number of inhabitants 
is estimated at about 6,000, and upon this basis the 
requirements for domestic uses will be about 240,000 gal- 
lons per day; the consumption by the hotels, however, is not 
so easily estimated as for ordinary domestic uses, and probably 
the amount required, especially if the Revere House be included, 
will be considerably larger. The plan devised by the Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Jones, and the City Engineer, Mr. Crafts, after a 
very thorough investigation of the whole subject, was to supply 
this district from the Roxbury pumping works, as it was found 
that the capacity of the pumps was ample for several years, and 
that, by means of. the existing mains, and the expenditure of a 
few thousand dollars, the work could be successfully accom- 
plished, The plan is briefly as follows: By meansof a gate or stop- 
cock to cut off the present supply to Beacon Hill through the 
thirty-inch main at a point near the pumping works in Roxbury, 
thus diverting the water which now goes to Beacon Hill into the 
pipe which now supplies the Highland district, — both high and 
low service. ‘The water for the high service is then passed 
through the pumps to the stand-pipe, and thence is returned to 
the thirty-inch pipe, below the gate above referred to, and thence 
on to Beacon Hill. The thirty-inch pipe being a continuous pipe 
without branches or connections, is thus made to answer all the 
requirements of a special main from a point near the pumping 
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works to Beacon Hill, while at the same time it furnishes from 
Brookline reservoir all the water required for the Roxbury high 
and low service, and for Beacon Hill too. The Beacon Hill res- 
ervoir will be of no use to the high service when the pumps are 
in operation, as the head from the stand-pipe will be one hun- 
dred feet above the top water line as now maintained. The 
engines are each of a warranted capacity to deliver 1,500 gal- 
lons per minute at an elevation of 235 feet above “ tide marsh 
level,” and it is estimated that the total high service require- 
ments, including Beacon Hill, will not, for the next ten years, 
amount to more than 700 gallons per minute, or less than half 
the capacity of each pump. 


DARTMOUTH STREET Bripce. — In the early part of last year 
a wooden trussed bridge was built over the Boston and Albany 
railroad and Boston and Providence railroad tracks at Dart- 
mouth street. The two main trusses, which are built continu- 
ous over the piers, are respectively two hundred and twenty and 
one hundred and ninety-eight feet long, and of the style known 
as the “Pratt Truss.” The sidewalk trusses rest on the same 
piers as the main trusses; but as the piers are necessarily at 
an angle oblique to the axis of the bridge, the lengths of the spans 
vary. They are continuous over piers. The floor timbers are 
4 by 14 inches, placed two in each bay or panel; every other 
one is double and trussed with a truss-rod one and one-fourth 
inch diameter, the struts being continuous 12 by 12 inch timbers 
running the whole length of the bridge. The roadway floor is 
double, the lower one being of 4-inch spruce, and the upper 
one 2-inch white oak, laid crosswise the bridge. The sidewalk 
floor is of two thicknesses of 2-inch spruce plank. The 
trusses are covered with a wooden coping, and all the wood- 
work and ironwork exposed, was painted three coats and 
sanded. All the woodwork was creosoted or burnetized. Coa. 
tractor, Joseph Ross, of Ipswich. Cost, $26,780. 
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DORCHESTER STREET BRIDGE OVER OLD CoLony AND NeEw- 
port R. R. Track.— The bridge over the Old Colony and 
Newport railroad at Dorchester street was originally built, and 
has since been maintained, by the Railroad Company. In order 
to complete the widening of the street, it was necessary to en- 
large this bridge, extend the abutments, and build new retaining 
walls. So far as the alteration of the bridge and abutments was 
concerned, the city was powerless to act without the consent of 
the Railroad Company. Therefore an agreement was concluded 
between said company and the city, by which the city was 
to do all the work required, and assume the care and 
maintenance of the bridge and abutments ever after, the Railroad 
Company paying four-fifths of the cost. The old bridge was a 
wooden one, and could not be economically widened, and a 
structure, mainly of iron, was built. The width of the street, as 
widened, is 50 feet, and the clear span of the bridge 27 feet. 
Contractors for building the bridge, the Atlantic works; for 
the masonry, grading and filling, Clapp & Ballou. All the 
work under both contracts has been done, and the cost of the 
bridge work was $3,000.00, and of the mason work, grading and 
filling, $8,250.00. | 


DEER ISLAND IMPROVEMENTS. 

Three new buildings were erected at Deer Island during the 
past year. The first in importance is the building which was 
originally designed for the pauper girls. Upon its compietion, 
however, as the number of boys was greatly in excess of that 
of the girls, it was thought best by the Board of Directors to 
transfer the boys to the new building, and place the girls in the 
building which had been fitted up for, and occupied by the boys. 
The other two buildings are a house for the farmer, and a shed 
for housing the carts and farming utensils, and for curing and 
packing onions, the raising of which has come to be very suc- 
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cessful and profitable, as over 1,500 barrels were sold from last 
year’s crop. 


THE BuILpInG ror Pauper Boys. — The building occupied by 
the pauper boys, although nominally a two-story building, has four 
finished stories, and a cellar. The main building is 78 feet long 
by 41 feet wide. From the centre of the easterly end projects 
a staircase 15 feet square, which connects with a boiler house 
32 feet by 41 feet; on the easterly side of which is a corridor 
20 feet long by 8 feet wide, connecting with the building occu- 
pied by the pauper girls, making the whole length of the new 
building 143 feet. The lot on which the group stands lies be- 
tween two streets with a difference in level between them of 
about 16 feet; the ground sloping gradually from the higher 
down to the lower street, and from the westerly towards the 
easterly end of the group. The principal or entrance front is 
on the high street. The first or principal floor of the main 
building is about 6 feet above the ground at the westerly end, 
and is approached by a flight of stone steps and an entrance 
near each end of the building. At the easterly end the base- 
ment story is entered through the corridor from the upper side 
on a level with the ground, while on the lower side the ground 
is on a level with the boiler-room, which is on a level with the 
cellar floor, so there are entrances to the cellar, basement and 
first story above the ground outside of the buildings. On the 
upper side the main building shows two full stories in height 
and a French roof or attic story; on the lower side three full 
stories and attic. The boiler-house is one story high on the 
upper side and two stories high on the lower side, with a hipped 
roof. The basement, first, second and attic stories are finished ; 
the basement 10 feet high, the first, second and attic stories 
each 12 feet high. The cellar under the main building is 
7 feet high. The lower story or cellar of the boiler-house 
is 9 feet high. The arrangement of the first or principal 
story, commencing at the westerly end of the main building, is 
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an entrance with a vestibule opening into a hall 12 feet wide 
and extending across the full width of the building. A stair- 
case communicates with the upper stories and with the base- 
ment. In this hall the boys deposit their hats before passing 
into the school-room, or up to the dormitories. From the hall 
two doorways lead to a school-room 28 feet by 38 feet, extend- 
ing entirely across the building, and lighted on each side by 
three large windows fitted with inside blinds. Next adjoining 
this larger room is a smaller school-room 18 by 38 feet. The 
remaining portion of the story is appropriated to a parlor for 
the keeper’s family, an entrance, vestibule, hall and large store 
closet. A door in the easterly end wall of the main build- 
ing leads to the staircase before spoken of. The staircase 
at the easterly end leads up to a passage in the centre 
of the main building, on either side of which is a room 15 
feet square. One is a matron’s room, the other a bed-room 
for the keeper’s family. Beyond these two rooms and at 
the end of the passage, is a dormitory for the boys, 38 feet 
wide by 47 feet long, occupying the whole space over the 
school rooms, and lighted by five windows on each side. 
The staircase at the westerly end occupies the middle por- 
tion of the end of the building, on either side of which is 
a small bed-room. In the attic story at the westerly end, 
is the teacher’s room and a store-room for clothing and 
bedding. The space over the large dormitory in the second 
story, is divided into two rooms corresponding in width with 
the school-rooms in the first story; the larger room is used as 
a dormitory, the smaller room as a hospital. At the easterly 
end, over the keeper’s rooms, are two rooms, one for the nurse, 
_ the other for an additional bed-room. Descending to the base- 
ment story, at the westerly end is an entry with a door leading 
to the yard and play-ground in the rear, and with a flight of 
stairs leading down to the cellar under the main building, which 
is used as a play-room in stormy weather. The entry opens 
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into the staircase hall, which communicates with the stories — 
above and with a bath-room and lavatory, under the large 
school-room, 16 feet by 28 feet, which is fitted up with 
seven iron bath tubs, supplied with hot and cold water, 
and a wash-sink 24 feet long, back of which are the towel 
racks, The remaining space under the school-room is 
used as a play-room at present, though designed for an addi- 
tional dining-room whenever it may be required for that pur- 
pose. Under the smaller school-room is the boys’ dining-room, 
18 feet by 38 feet, extending across” the building and 
lighted from both sides. Opening from the dining-room is 
a large dish closet, back of which and in the front corner of the 
building, is a large store-room. In the opposite rear corner is 
the officers’ dining room, fifteen feet square. A passage in the 
centre of the building leads from the boys’ dining-room, through 
the easterly staircase, boiler-house and corridor, to the building 
occupied by the girls, the first floor of which is on the same 
level as the basement floor of the new buildings. At the west- 
erly end of the girls’ building is the kitchen, in which, at pres- 
ent, is done the cooking for both branches of the establishment, 
although the upper floor of the boiler-house, which is on a level 
with the basement floor of the new building, is designed eventu- 
ally to be used as a kitchen and laundry for both houses. On 
the lower floor of the boiler-house, on the side of the lower 
street, is the boiler-room, in which are two steam boilers, from 
which both buildings are warmed throughout. On the front or 
higher side is a large coal cellar into which the coals are 
dumped from the level of the ground above. On the lower 
floor of the boiler-house, in one corner, are the house servants’ 
privies, over which, on the upper floor, are the officers’ privies, 
in allof which have been placed the “ Dry-Earth Closets,” which 
have thus far proved very satisfactory, as they obviate the foul 
smells which proceed from the ordinary vaults. 

The inequality in the surface of the ground around the build- 
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ings before alluded to, has been taken advantage of, and has 
conduced greatly in rendering the varied accommodations and 
requirements convenient and easy of access. The whole has 
_ been planned with a view to rendering the Institution as home- 
like and comfortable as possible without incurring the charge of 
extravagant and useless expenditure. Particular care was _ bhe- 
stowed upon the arrangement of the principaljrooms to be occu- 
pied by the children, that they should be light, airy, and well- 
ventilated, with plenty of sunlight in the dormitories and hospi- 
tal. The principal School-room is not surpassed by any in the 
city for lightness, airiness, and ventilation. The finish of the 
rooms, as also of the whole building, is of hard and white pine, 
varnished directly on to the wood. ‘The doors, and portions of 
the finish around the doors, and the blinds to the windows, are 
of white pine; the wall lining and front finish around the doors 
and windows, is of yellow southern pine; the jambs of the doors 
are of white and yellow pine, mixed; the effect of which, in con- 
junction with the white pine doors and yellow pine finish and 
wall lining, is very beautiful, as well as neat and tidy. The var- 
nish brings out beauties which are too often covered with paint 
and coarse imitations of the beauties underneath. — 

The school-rooms, dormitories and hospital are warmed by 
hot and pure air, conveyed to the rooms through tin pipes lead- 
ing from the steam apparatus located in the cellar. Hach room 
has two registers for the admission of warm and pure air, and 
two ventiducts connecting with a ventilator cap on the roof, for 
the escape of the vitiated air. ‘The smaller rooms at the ends 
of the building are warmed by direct radiation from the heating 
surface placed in the rooms, and ventilated by metallic ventila- 
tors set in the chimney flues. 

The building is designed to accommodate one hundred boys, 
but provision has been made for an extension of the building at 
the westerly end whenever more accommodations are needed. 

The external walls and principal partitions of the whole are 
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built of bricks. The underpinning is of split granite. A dressed 
granite belt at the height of the first floor marks the division 
between the upper and lower stories. The cornices are wholly 
of bricks with copper gutters. All of the roofs are slated with 
Virginia slates. All of the materials are first rate in quality, 
and the work has been done in the most thorough manner. And 
although the buildings are simple in their outlines, and not showy 
in external details, yet from their commanding position and good 
proportions they produce a very good effect when seen from the 
approaches to the Island and Institutions. A considerable por- 
tion of the labor in the erection of the buildings has been per- 
formed by the inmates of the Institutions, thereby saving a 
considerable expense to the city. The appropriation for the 
work was $40,000. The buildings have been finished and fur- 
nished within the appropriation. 

A thus full and detailed description of the buildings has been 
given because those whose sympathies are enlisted in behalf of 
soldiers’ orphaned children as well as those of other unfortunates, 
have sometimes complained that such children are not properly 
housed and cared for, and that all having an interest in the mat- 
ter may know that the city has made liberal provision for such, 
and that they are the objects of the tender care of the Directors 
for Public Institutions and of the Superintendent of the Institu- 
tions at the Island, and of those having the children directly 
under their care. The home now provided for these little unfor- 
tunates is more than comfortable, and is not surpassed, if it is 
equalled, by any similar institution in the country. 

Cost of building and furniture, $39,868.00. 


THe Farmer’s House.—In the same range as the first de- 
scribed buildings, and located between the same streets, is the 
house built for the superintendent of the farming operations. 

The principal front is on the higher street, and is one story 
high, with a French roof. The front on the lower street is two 
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stories high, with an entrance opening into the basement story. 
The main building is 35 feet by 40 feet. At the easterly 
end is a small addition in which are the privies, in which have 
been placed the “ Dry-Earth Closets.” Inthe basement story isa 
kitchen, work-room in connection with the dairy department, and 
a large milk cellar. To this department all of the milk is brought, 
and in it are performed all the operations of a quite extensive 
dairy, which supplies the milk, cream and butter for the various 
departments of the Institutions on the island. Under the base- 
ment story is a cellar for fuel, vegetables, ete. 

In the first or principal story are four rooms, two on each side 
of the entrance hall, which are used as the living rooms for the 
farmer’s family. 

In the attic story is a bath room, and four nice square cham- 
bers for additional bed-rooms and for the house servants, who 
are supplied from the female portion of the inmates of the House 
of Industry. The external walls of the building are of bricks, 
with light-colored freestone caps and sills to the windows, and a 
stone belt course at the height of the first floor. The walls are 
covered by a neat bracketed cornice of wood with copper gutters. 
The roofs are slated throughout. Under the upper portion of 
the main roof and over the attic story is a loft or lumber room, 
in which is placed a large tank, from which water is distributed 
to the bathroom, work-room, and boiler in connection with the 
kitchen range, which supplies the hot water for the dairy opera- 
tions. All of the stories are provided with pienty of closet room — 
and all the appurtenances thereto belonging. A dumb waiter 
connects the kitchen with the dining room over the kitchen. 

The interior is finished in a neat and simple manner with 
white and hard pine. A portion of the work is painted and 
grained; another portion is painted in colors, and the hard pine 
work is varnished. All of the painting on this house, as also on 
the other buildings, has been done by inmates of the Institutions, 
and it has been done in a very creditable manner under the di- 
rection of the Superintendent of the Institutions on the Island. 
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The appropriation for this house was $7,500.00, and it has 
been erected and finished with the amount appropriated. The 
result is a convenient and commodious house, in every way well 
adapted to the purpose for which it was designed, and an orna- 
ment to the island. Cost $7,486.64. 


Tue Farm Sued. — The above named structure is built into 
the bank directly opposite and across the road from the large 
barn, and is 125 feet long, by 25 feet wide. The lower portion 
fronting on the road is used for housing carts, carriages and 
farming utensils. The back and ends of the lower portion are 
formed by a high bank wall built of granite blocks, upon which 
is built a wooden structure, the floor of which is on a level with 
the ground at the back of the shed. The floor of the upper por- 
tion is in one loft, the full length and width of the building, and 
is to be used for curing and packing onions, and for such other 
purposes as it may be required for. ‘The cost of this structure 
was about $5,000.00. 


The buildings on Deer Island herein described were erected 
from plans prepared by George Ropes, architect; and the work 
executed under his general supervision and direction. Seth Per 
kins, the carpenter at the island, has had the local direction and 
supervision of the work. ‘Tuttle, Paul & Co. furnished by con- 
tract the skilled labor for performing the mason’s work. The 
laborers were provided from the House of Industry. Other con- 
tracts were made with Hawkins & Hawley, for the roofing on the 
building for pauper boys, and farm house, and with C.S. Parker & 
Son, on the farm shed; with Titus & Ripley, for the plastering ; 
with Beal, Kendall & Co., for copper gutters; with A. B. & S. 
H. Loring, for the plumbing; with Hogan & Wetherbee, for 
stairs; with S. A. Stetson & Oo., for gas pipes and fixtures; 
and with George W. Walker & Co., for steam heating apparatus, 
range, ventilators, etc. 
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DORCHESTER FIRE-ENGINE HOUSES. 


The following are brief descriptions of the Steam Fire-Engine 
Houses erected by the town of Dorchester during the latter 
part of the ycar 1869, and completed at the time of annexation. 


ENncInE House No. 16.— This house is located at the corner 
of River and Temple streets, at the Lower Mills. The building 
is a substantial brick edifice, 32 by 48 feet in the main part, 
with a wing 22 by 18 feet for a stable and hay loft; in the 
basement are located the hosetank, furnace, cistern, etc. The 
first story or engine room finishes 12 feet high and is sheathed 
throughout. The second story finishes 13 feet high, and is 
divided into a parlor 30 by 27 feet, one other large room, two 
capacious closets and a bath-room. The roof is pitched and 
slated, and the towers are handsomely capped and corniced. 
The building was constructed by F. M. Severance, carpenter. 

EnainE House No. 17.— This house, on Meeting House 
Hill, was enlarged and remodelled so as to furnish accommoda- 
tions for men and horses. The size of the building on the 
ground plan is 55 by 39 feet. The basement, which is some 14 
feet high, does not extend under the whole building, but is of 
size sufficient for a large cistern, a hose tank, cauldron, coal- 
bins, etc. Of the interior, on the first floor a space 27 by 15 
feet is partitioned off for a stable. * The remainder of the first 
floor is occupied for the engine and the hose carriage, except 
the space required by the hose tower, closet and stairway. The 
apartment finishes 12 feet in height, and is sheathed and ceiled 
with hard pine. Two capacious doors, 10 feet wide each, and 
lighted with plate glass of large size, open at the front. The 
second story is divided into a parlor 21 by 23 feet; two sleep- 
ing-rooms for firemen, 204 by 174, and 18 by 143; a bath room, 
8 by 10 feet; hay loft, 19 by 94, and store room, 12 by 14, less 
the space occupicd by the hose tower. The hose tower rises 
50 feet from the ground floor, and the bell tower about the

same height. The building is surmounted by a French roof. 
Glidden & Richardson, contractors. 


EncinE House No. 18.— This house, located on Harvard 
street, is of brick, two stories in height, with a pitched roof. It 
differs from the others in exterior appearance in having the bell 
tower placed in the centre of the front, the hose tower being 
located at the side about two-thirds of the distance down. ‘The 
bell tower rises to a height of 61 feet, and the hose tower to a 
height of 56 feet. The dimensions of the building are 63 by 28 
feet. The basement contains a furnace, hose tank, hose ‘trough 
fifty feet long, a cistern holding about 5,000 gallons, and other 
conveniences. The basement walls are of Roxbury stone, laid 
in cement. ‘The first floor is divided into an engine-room 44 by 
26, and a stable 16 by 26, with three stalls. Space is taken 
for the hose tower, which is of ample size, being 6 feet square, 
interior dimensions, and for a closet and harness-room. The 
floor, ceiling and sheathing of the walls of the engine-room are 
of hard pine, the height being 12 feet in the clear. A cornice of 
black walnut is extended around the room at the intersection 
of the walls and ceiling. The upper story is finished at a height 
of 11 feet. The parlor measures 16 by 25 feet. It is adorned 
with a cornice and centre piece in plaster, and is lighted in the 
front with two spacious double windows of plate glass. Two 
sleeping-rooms, 10% feet square each, and a bath room of the 
same size, containing bath-tub, basin and water-closet, are also 
on this floor. The hay loft, 25 by 16 in size, occupies the rear 
end. All the rooms but one are heated by furnace pipes, and 
are provided with closets for clothes, etc. ‘The exterior front 
wall is of pressed brick, and the trimmings of the doors and 
windows are granite. The roof ig slated and provided with 
copper gutters. ‘T'wo wide double doors open upon the front, 
the spaces of the long upper panels being filled with plate glass. 
Plans by A. HE. Richardson; contractor, F. M. Severance. 
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ENGINE House No. 19.— The plans for this house, which is 
located on Norfolk street, were made by Geo. F. Meacham. 
The building is of the Gothic style, the material being brick, 
with trimmings of unfinished granite. The first floor is divided 
into an engine room, 40 by 264 feet, and stable, 12 by 264 feet. 
The second floor is partitioned into.a parlor, 23 by 264; two 
sleeping rooms, each 17. by 11; bath-room, 9 by 6, and hay- 
loft, 12 by 264. Jn the basement are placed the heating appar- 
atus, cistern, etc. J. H. Burt & Co. were the builders. 


ENGINE House No. 20.— This house is located on Walnut 
street, midway between the two adjacent villages of Neponset 
and Port Norfolk. The material is brick, with granite trim- 
mings, and the construction is of the Italian order of architec- 
ture. The main building is 50 by 30 feet on the ground plan, 
but by adding the lateral projection of the towers an apparent 
width of 43 feet front and 53 feet length is obtained. The 
towers finish 9 feet square on the inside, the lower part of the 
bell tower giving space for a circular stairway to the second 
floor. In the hose tower the same interior dimensions are 
maintained, which gives abundant room for the manipulation of 
the hose. The hose trough is located on the first floor, and ex- 
tends partly into the inclosure of the tower. The hose opera- 
tions are therefore to be carried on at the front part of the 
building, not toward the rear as is usual. The engine room 
measures 32 by 27 feet, and the stable in the rear 15 by 27 
feet. Three stalls and a harness closet are provided in the 
stable, and two large closets in the engine room. The heating 
apparatus is on the first floor, and a cistern of 5,000 gallons 
capacity is constructed upon piling beneath. This story is 
sheathed up five feet, and finished with plastering above. The 
second floor is divided into a parlor, 22 by 27; chamber, 13 by 
20; bath room, 6 by 13; and hay-loft, 12 by 27. Both this 
and the Mattapan house have one wide entrance door at the 
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front centre, with smaller doors at the side, giving passage 
through the towers. The bell tower stands at the right of the 
main entrance, and rises to a height of 53 feet; the hose tower 
at the left is 64 feet high, and is surmounted by a flag-staff. 
The roof of the main building is pitched, but the towers have 
conical roofs, finished with bracketed cornices, finials and balus- 
trade. Over the front door, and combined with it in forming a 
central architectural feature, is a large double, circular-headed 
window, with pilasters on each side, in the panels of which are 
representations of trumpets, suggestive of the purpose of the 
building. Contractor, H. A. Perkins, carpenter. 


EnainE Hovsn, No, 21. — This structure, situated on Boston 
street, near Upham’s corner, was built under the supervision of 
R. T. Glidden, who did the carpenter work. The plans were 
drawn by A. EH. Richardson. The building measures on the 
ground 68 by 23 feet, and its material is brick and granite in 
the lower stories, with a wooden, slated, mansard roof, within 
which are the parlor and chambers. The grade of the land 
affords a basement 12 feet in height, which is constructed with 
16-inch brick walls. <A large furnace, hose tank, fifty-foot hose 
trough of an improved pattern, a cauldron, and a cistern hold- 
ing 100 hogsheads, comprise the principal accommodations of 
this story. The next floor, which corresponds to the grade of 
the street, is divided into an engine room, 47 by 26; engineer’s 
work-room, 6 by 10 feet; water-closet and sink-room, 5 by 10 
feet; one large and two small closets, and stable, 13 by 26 feet. 
The stable has three stalls, the woodwork of which is protected 
from the teeth of the horses by iron guards. The fixtures in- 
clude also iron feed troughs and racks, and conduits for drain- 
age. Avrcar stairway gives access to the hay-loft above. The 
hose tower rises from a point about two-thirds down the length 
of the building, passing through the roof about midway between 
the ridge and the gutter. Measured from the basement floor, 
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its height is 70 feet. The engine room is finished with hard pine 
sheathing four feet high, and with plaster above. A handsome 
cornice extends around next the ceiling, which finishes 14 feet 
in the clear. A broad stairway of easy slope, and furnished 
with a black walnut post and rail, ascends to the next floor. 
This floor is divided into a parlor, 27 by 20; engineer’s sleep- 
ing-room, 20 by 12; firemen’s room, 12 by 14; driver’s room, 12 
by 12; bath room, 8 by 12; and hay-loft, 13 by 26. Clothes 
closets are provided in each room, and a furnace register opens 
also into each. The parlor finishes 124 feet high, and is adorned 
with a centre piece and chandelier and a heavy cornice. Two 
large double windows open upon the street, and two single win- 
dows at the side. The bath-room is finished in black walnut, 
and furnished with all the modern improvements. ‘The towers 
are handsome structures, crowned with rectangular shaped domes, 
presenting convex surfaces. 


With this resume the Auditor presents the details of the expen- 
ditures and receipts, concerning the debt of the city, and all mat- 
ters connected therewith; also statistical information relating to 
the city, appropriately arranged.

The above amount, $1,272,139.14, resulting from the actual 
business of the year, belongs to the Sinking Fund or Committee 
on the Reduction of the City Debt, and is placed at their disposal, 
in conformity with the requirements of the ninth and tenth sec- 
tions of the Ordinance on Finance, Ordinances of 1869, page 
217. 

This Ordinance requires that any excess of Income over 
the original estimated Income, or any excess of appropria- 
tions (original or subsequent), over the actual payments, should 
be carried to the credit of the Committee on the Reduction of 
the City Debt, and be applied towards the extinction of the 
Debt, and to no other purpose whatever. 
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By the same Ordinance it is provided, that no money can be 
drawn for by the Mayor, or be paid by the Treasurer, unless the 
same has been previously appropriated by a special vote of the 
City Council; hence the necessity of applying to the Council for 
additional means, if from any cause an Original Appropriation 
falls short. The additional means thus asked for can only be 
furnished by an authorized transfer from some existing appro- 
priation which can spare it, or by a specific loan. In this man- 
ner the City Council retain a knowledge and control of all the 
expenditures, as none can be made unless an appropriation for 
the same is expressly authorized by them.

NatTionaAL Musican FEssTIVAL AND 
PEACE JUBILEE. 


In the 17th June week of 1869, a Na- 
tional Musical Festival and Peace 
Jubilee was held in an immense wood- 
en structure called the ‘* Coliseum,” 
erected expressly for the purpose, 
at the junction of Boylston and 
Dartmouth streets, seating some 
50,000 persons. The chorus and 
instrumental performers comprised 
some 15,000 persons. The origina- 

tor of the idea was P. 8. Gilmore. 
The Festival and Jubilee was at- 

tended by the President of the 
United States, Ulysses S. Grant, 
and other high and distinguished 
civil and military officers and repre- 
sentatives of the press from differ- 
ent parts of the Union. ‘To these, 
the City Council tendered the hos- 
pitulities of the City. The Presi- 
dent of the United States was 
yeceived by both State and City 
Authorities in a manner fitted to 
his high station.

It will be noticed that the expenses of the License Commis- 
sioners chosen under the act of the Massachusetts Legislature 
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ot 1868, regulating the sale of spirituous liquors, are charged 
to the County of Suffolk, while the Revenue derived from the 
licenses issued by them, and the percentage on sales of spiritu- 
ous liquors, was paid into the City Treasury, amounting this 
year to net $6,594.13, as provided in said act.

THE SINKING FUNDS 


BORSTHE REDUCTION, ‘ORTDTHE CITY* DEBT. 


By the Eighth Section of the Ordinance on Finance (Ordinances of 1869, 
page 217), the Mayor, the President of the Common Council, and the Chair- 
man of the Joint Committee of Finance on the part of the Common Coun- 
cil, are constituted THE COMMITTEE ON THE REDUCTION OF THE CITY DEBT, 
whose duty it is to cause all money passed to their credit, in the books of 
the Auditor of Accounts, to be applied to the purchase or payment of the 
Capital of the Debt of the City, in the manner they may from time to time 
deem expedient; and it is the duty of the Auditor and of the Treasurer of 
the city to conform to all orders in writing, in this respect, which shall be 
made and signed by all the members of said Committee. 

The Ninth Section of said Ordinance requires that ‘‘all balances of 
money remaining in the Treasury at the end of any financial year; all re- 
ceipts in money on account of the sale of real estate of any description, 
now belonging or which may hereafter belong to the city; all receipts on 
account of the principal sum of any bond or note, now owned or which 
may hereafter be owned by the city; all receipts in money on account of 
assessments for benefit or advantage by reason of laying out, widening, 
discontinuance, change of grade or other alteration of streets; and also 
of the Annual City Tax, in every future year, a sum that shall not be less 
than three per centum of the amount of the principal of the City Debt 
(and not less than Firry THousanp DOLLaRs in each year), shall be and 
the same are hereby appropriated to the payment or the purchase of the 
Capital of the City Debt.” 

The Tenth Section of the said Ordinance makes it the duty of the Auditor 
annually to pass to the credit of the Committee on the Reduction of the 
City Debt all receipts in money, the proceeds of either of the sources 
before mentioned, and the said amount out of the Annual Tax; and pro- 
vides that the sums so passed to the credit of said Committee shall be 
drawn from the Treasury of the city, for the payment or the purchase of 
the Capital of the City Debt, in the manner before mentioned, and in no 
other mode, and for no other purpose whatsoever. 

The following statement, on pages 204-205, being the Account with 
the Committee on the Reduction of the City Debt, will show the condition 
of the Sinking Fund as it stood April 30, 1870, and will also show what 
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paymeuts have been made on that account during the year, and what 
amounts have been placed to its credit, in conformity with the provisions 
of the Ordinance, as before set forth. Total amount of the Sinking Fund, 
April 80, 1870, $8,028,800.21 against $6,339,757.78 April 30,1869, being an 
increase of the fund of $1,689,042.43 over that year. : 

By and under authority of an order of the City Council approved May 
31, 1869, the Committee on Finance consolidated certain Street Improve- 
ment Loans into one Loan, and called it ‘‘ The Consolidated Street Im- 
provement Loan,” which was negotiated in London with the Messrs. 
Baring Bros. & Co. as a Sterling 5 per cent Loan, amounting to £800,000, 
dated July 1, 1869, payable in 80 years. The loans embraced in the con- 
solidated one are as follows: Fort Hill Improvement, $1,250,000; Atlantic 
Avenue, $1,200,000; Widening Hanover Street (two loans), $1,100,000; 
Church Street District, $775,000; Total, $4,325,000. 

By and under authority of an order of the City Council of the same date 
itis provided that the income derived from the various improvements 
embraced in the ‘‘ Consolidated Street Improvement Loan,” should form 
a special Sinking Fund for the redemption of said Loan, to be invested by 
the City Treasurer in such manner and in such securities as the Committee 
on the Reduction of the City Debt for the time being shall from time to 
time direct.

' THE PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. © 


The cost of carrying on the various institutions under the 
charge of the “Board of Directors for Public Institutions,” for 
the financial year 1869-70, compared with the previous year, 
has been as follows, viz: 

House or Correction. — The number of inmates on the 30th of 
April, 1870, was 440, viz: 847 males and 93 females, — average 
for the year, 441; previous year, 445. Expenditures — 1869-70, 
$74,381.12 ; 1868-9, $79,920.03. Income — 1869-70, $81,378.41 ; 
1868-9, $62,952.62. The income of 1869-70 exceeds the expendi- 
tures to the amount of $6,997.29. 

Houses or Inpustry, REFORMATION, ETC. — The whole number 
of inmates in these institutions on the 30th of April, 1870, was 
951, viz: 596 males, 855 females, — average for the year, 998; 
previous year, 991; distributed as follows: Almshouse, 276; 
House of Industry, 440; House of Reformation, boys, 245; girls, 
37; total, 282. Total expenditures for these institutions, located 
at Deer Island, 1869-70, $113,823.97; 1868-9, $126,878.08. In- 
come — 1869-70, $24,206.27; 1868-69, $18,697.94. The income 
of 1869-70 is 21.8 per cent for carrying on the same, including 
improvements and repairs of the buildings, and making the net 
expenditures, 1869-70, $89,617.70, against $108,180.14, 1868-9. 

Lunatic Hospirat. — The number of inmates on the 30th of 
April, 1870, was 211, viz: males, 119; females, 92, — average for 
the year, 205; previous year, 187. Expenditures — 1869-70, 
$60,185.65; 1868-9, $57,910.84. Income, 1869-70, $6,402.78 ; 
1868-9, $8,161.06. The income of 1869-70 is 10.6 per cent of 
the cost of carrying on the establishment, and making the neé cost of 
1869-70, $53,782.87, against $49,749.78, 1868-9. 


LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The whole cost for lighting the streets of the city, during the 
financial year 1869-70, was $291,693.97, against $271,167.23 
the previous year. On the 30th of April, 1870, the city was 
lighted with 5,044 gas, and 1,311 oillamps, being an increase of 
620 gas, and a decrease of 15 oil lamps as compared with the 
previous year. The lamps are located as follows: 

In City Proper . . . . 8,159 gas, and 470 oil. 
In South Boston. . . . 482 gas, and 381 oil. 
In East Boston . .. . 374 gas, and 311 oil. 
In Boston Highlands . . 710 gas, and 79 oil. 
In Dorchester . . . . 3819 gas, and 70 oil. 

The price paid for gas in the public lamps of the city proper 
is one cent per hour for four feet of gas. In South and Hast 
Boston, and the Boston Highlands, the United States tax is 
added to this price. The gas lamps are all cleaned, lighted and 
extinguished by men employed by the city, at the rate of two 
dollars and a quarter per night for every one hundred lamps. 

The gas lamps in Dorchester are in the care of the Dorches- 
ter Gas Light Company until July 1, 1870, and they are paid at 
the rate of sixty-six dollars each per annum, including the gas, 
lighting and care and repair of the lanterns; the lamps are 
lighted only about two-thirds as many hours per annum as in 
other sections of the city. The underground service pipes are 
laid and kept in repair by the various companies under the direc- 
tion of the Superintendent of Lamps, and at the expense of the 
city, without pecuniary consideration or profit to the companies. 

The oil lamps, during the past year, have been lighted and 
cleaned by men employed under the Superintendent of Lamps 
at the rate of three cents per lamp, per night, for this service. 

A contract has been made by the city for the supplying of the 
oil lamps, to May 1, 1871, with burning fluid, at the rate of one 
mill per hour for each lamp. 


PUBLIC VACCINATION. 


The office of the City Physician is in the basement story of 
the Central Charity Bureau Building, Chardon street, and his 
office hour is from 12 M. to 1 P. M., daily. 

The number of persons vaccinated and re vaccinated, free of 
expense, during the year ending 30th April, 1868, was 2,460; 
previous year, 1,470. 

The number of children examined and furnished with the cer- 
tificate of vaccination required to entitle them to enter the pub- 
lic schools was 338; previous year, 401. 

The number of gratuitous supplies of vaccine virus to physi- 
cians belonging to Boston, has been 155; previous year, 178. 

The various city institutions, public hospitals, and other char- 
itable institutions have also been supplied with vaccine virus, at 
sundry times, as necessity required. In consequence of the liberal 
supply of virus from this office to physicians and to the United 
States Army, the number of vaccinations during the year by pri- 
vate physicians must have been very large. 

The duty of attending all cases of sickness at the Suffolk 
County Jail, and at the City Temporary Home, Charity Build- 
ing, Chardon street, is assigned to the City Physician.

The fuel for the Public Buildings in the City proper, South Bos- 
ton, and Boston Highlands (except those exempted by ordinance), 
and for the School-houses, was furnished by contract, at the fol-

In the assessment of 1868 a system of taxation, different 
from that heretofore existing, was adopted in this City. An 
increase of 175 per cent on the valuation of the Real Estate as 
appraised the preceding year, would seem to be the result of 
an assessment approximating to market value. Several classes 
of personal property of large amount, (including “moneys at 
interest,” “goods, wares, merchandise and stock in trade,’) 
which under the laws of Massachusetts are included in the val- 
uation of the cities and towns of the Commonwealth, are under 
the laws of Pennsylvania assessed exclusively for the benefit of 
the State. An enactment of the legislature * of 1868, first tak- 
ing effect in the levy of 1869, requires a discrimination in the 
assessment of taxes upon Real Estate. The suburban portion of 
this municipality is assessed upon two-thirds and the farming 
land upon one-half of the rate levied upon the built-up portion

Under the laws of Ohio, real estate has heretofore been valued 
for the purpose of taxation, once in ten years; the last valuation 
taking effect in 1860. The gain of eight millions upon this 
class of property during the eight years that have elapsed since 
that date, represents the improvement in old, and the value of 
new buildings. Under this system it would seem that great 
inequality must exist. Wards, or districts, where property has 
not materially advanced since the valuation, and where, conse- 
quently, assessments would be most oppressive, must bear a 
much greater burden of taxation than Districts where values 
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have largely increased. Personal estate, which is assessed upon 
a system very similar to that of Massachusetts, and which the 
citizens are compelled, under a heavy penalty (fifty per cent 
added to estimated value) to list under oath; and which is 
assessed at the same rate per cent as real property, must beara 
tax much out of proportion to that levied upon the real estate of 
a rapidly increasing locality. The preceding table demonstrates 
that the assessed value of personal estate has been increased 
96.50 per cent in eight years, while in the same time the assess- 
ment of real estate has advanced but 13.27 percent. It was 
probably with a view to mitigate the effect of such inequalities, 
without radically changing their system of taxation, that the 
legislature enacted in 1867, that the valuation of 1870 should 
be for a term of five years only. The above comments were 
published in the report of 1869, and were forwarded to Cincin- 
nati with the request for the valuations of that year. W. B. 
Folger, Esq., assistant auditor, forwarded with the returns the 
statement “that the above remarks will apply equally well to 
the valuation of 1869. Our new revaluation will be made the 
latter part of 1870, and the levy for 1871 will be made upon it.”

WATER WORKS. 


Lake Cocurruats. — Situated within the limits of the towns of 
Framingham, Wayland and Natick, in Middlesex County. The 
extreme length of the lake in a direct line is 34 miles, and the 
breadth of the widest part about 1,800 feet, with a water surface 
of 650 acres. In addition to the supply in the Lake, ‘* Dug 
Pond,” containing 44$ acres, and ‘“‘ Dudley Pond,” containing 81 
acres, are connected with and form important tributaries to the 
Lake. Also, around Lake Cochituate four acres, and around 
Dug Pond eleven. 

Also, the whole line of the Water Works extending from the Lake, 
and continuing through a brick aqueduct, iron pipes and stone 
tunnel of 114 miles, to a reservoir in Brookline, of about 23 acres 
of water surface; and from thence through about 170 miles of 
iron pipe to and through the city, to other reservoirs in city 
proper, South and East Boston and the Highlands. 

Also the ** Chestnut Hill Reservoir,” now being constructed on land 
purchased for that purpose in the towns of Brighton and New- 
ton, to be of the capacity of 730,000,000 gallons, and a surface 
of 2122 acres. 

Pipe Yard and Wharf, Albany street, containing 72,617 feet, upon 
which there are wooden buildings for storage of pipes, etc. 

Pipe Yard and Machine Shop, on Federal street near Summer, with 
tools and machinery, and other property therein, for the use of 
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the department. This lot contains 9,192 feet, on which is a brick 
building used as a machine shop. The original cost of the es- 
tablishment, including tools and machinery, stable, etc., was 
about $30,000. 

Building on Elmwood street and place, on a lot of 5,563 square feet, 
in which are the pumping engines for supplying water to the high- 
est parts of Boston Highlands, by means of the standpipe erected 
on Highland Park, formerly known as the ‘ Fort Lot,” between 
Beach Glen and Fort avenue.

Deer Istanp.— Containing about 134 acres of upland, and about 
50 acres of flats, on which is the large brick building known as 
the Housr or Inpustry. Also a wooden house occupied as a 
House of Reformation for girls, a brick school-house for Pauper 
Boys and a wooden one for Girls, a farm-house, two large barns, 
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and other buildings; steamboat wharf and another landing 
place ; farming utensils, live stock, merchandise, provisions, tools, 
etc., required for carrying on the House of Industry and Refor- 
mation. ‘The brick school-house and farm-house were built dur- 
ing the past year: for descriptions see page 36. 

GALLopr’s IsLanp, in Boston Harbor, with the buildings thereon,— 
containing about 16 acres, was purchased in 1860 for $6,600; 
used as a Quarantine Station and for a Small-pox Hospital. 

Hovsz or Correction and Lunatic Hospirat.— These institu- 
tions occupy an area of 631,700 feet of upland, to which is ap- 
pended about 1,310,700 feet of flats, which, with the workshops, 
outhouses, and other appendages, the furniture, farming, and 
mechanics’ tools and utensils, fire engines, provisions, stock on 
hand for manufacturing and other purposes, horses and other 
live stock, belong to the city. There is in the House of Correc- 
tion workshop a good steam engine of twenty-horse power, and 
boiler, with shafting, etc., for carrying the machinery of the con- 
tractors, and the necessary apparatus for heating the workshops 
and chapel with steam. 

New Lunatic Hospirat. — Site for a new Lunatic Hospital in the 
town of Winthrop, containing about 1814 acres, costing $28,- 
108.33. In addition to this amount $12,161.76 has been ex- 
pended for plans for the buildings and sundry items. 

STEAMBOAT ‘* Henry Morrison.” — This boat is 147 tons burden. 
She was built in New York, in the year 1854, and was purchased 
in May, 1855, and is employed in conveying passengers, provi- 
sions, etc., to and from the city to the Deer Island institutions, 
and Gallop’s Island. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


(All public buildings, not otherwise specially provided for by ordi- 
nance, are under the supervision of the Committee on Public Buildings 
and the Superintendent of Public Buildings.)

Over the old time-honored 
hall, in which the people hold their meetings, are armory rooms, 
one of which is occupied by the ‘Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company.” Lot 8,460 square feet. 


Posric Lisrary Buriipine, and lot, on Boylston street, with its 
books and pamphlets, furniture, etc. ‘The lot is 107 feet on Boyl- 
ston street, extending to Van Rensselaer place, which opens at 
No. 215 Tremont street.

The lot belonged to the city, before being used for this purpose, 
and contains 92,911 feet. The stable and buildings connected 
therewith are of brick. There are also on the premises wooden 
sheds used for storing wagons, etc. ‘The stable is two stories 
high, with French roof, and bas accommodations for 100 horses. 
Total original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. 
Connected with the stables are blacksmith, wheelwright and har- 
ness-makers’ shops, with all the necessary tools, in which the 
-wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., used by the Department, are con- 
structed and kept in repair. ; 
Orrat Depor. — Erected in the year 1864 on the wharf fronting 
on Albany street, opposite Brookline street, on the other side of 
the dock from that used by the Paving Department. The lot 
which the building occupies, and the yard attached to the same, 
contains 32,780 feet, and belonged to the city, before being used 
for that purpose. Total original cost of building, $18,578.89. 
This building is used for the deposit of house offal daily collected in 
the city carts, and which is thence conveyed from without the limits 
of the city proper by the contractor for the removal of the same. 
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West Stasie, North Grove street.— This is a brick building, a 
story and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on North Grove 
street, built in 1861, with suitable outbuildings attached to the 
same. It has accommodations for thirty-eight horses. The’ lot 
contains about 47,500 feet. 


HicHiLanp StaBceE, on the old Almshouse lot, Highland street. A 
part of this stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving De- 
partment. 

The Superintendent of Health has charge of the City stables, 
horses, carts, wagons, etc., necessary for the business of keeping 
the streets and places clean; collecting and removing from 
the city all the house offal, and abating nuisances of all kinds; 
collecting all the house ashes, dry dirt, etc. A particular in- 
ventory and valuation of the property in his charge, including 
one hundred nineteen horses, is attached to his Annual Report 
to the City Council, made in January last. The estimated value 
of the whole property at that time was $100,103.57. 

Prisoners are conveyed to and from the institutions at South 
Boston and to the Deer Island steamboat by vehicles furnished 
by this department. 


Ciry Puysrcran’s Orrice, Central Charity Bureau Building. — The 
following property is in charge of the physician, viz: Seventeen 
volumes of medical books relating to the business of the depart- 
ment; various other books; one case of instruments, and sundry 
other instruments. 


PAVING DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is under the charge of the Superintendent of 
Streets: 


Bur~tpinc AND Wuarr, on Albany street, opposite Sharon street, 
adjoining the City stable. ‘The building is of brick and wood, 
and covers some 8,000 square feet of land, and is divided into a 
shed for breaking stone for macadamizing, blacksmith and car- 
penters’ shops, and a tool-room.’ The total contents of the lot, 
including wharf and building, is 55,292 square feet. Original 
cost of building, $10,940.86. 
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CuarLtes Srreer Waarr, opposite the Jail, containing about 
28,000 square feet; used for landing and storing of materials 
for the department. 


Leper Lor, on Shawmut avenue, containing 134,671 square feet. 
Upon this lot are buildings containing a steam engine and stone 
cracker. Also, a stone powder house, and a small wooden cot- 
tage, — the latter occupied by the foreman of the ledge. 

On the old Atmsnousse lot, Highland street, there is a stable, a por- 
tion of which is used by this department, as is also a part of the 
adjoining lot. 

The Superintendent of Streets, in his Annual Report to the City 
Council, January, 1870, gives a schedule of property belonging 
to the Paving Department, consisting of twenty-four horses, pair 
of oxen, etc.

The Superintendent of Sewers has under his charge 105 miles of 
sewers built by the city and under its exclusive control. The 
Department occupies a small lot on North Grove street, and a 
larger one with water front, on Albany street, for the storage of 
materials, tools, etc. In his Annual Report to the City Council, 
January, 1870, the Superintendent of Sewers gives a schedule of 
the tools and other property belonging to this department.

These houses are floating structures, except Nos. 9, 10, 13 and 
14; Nos. 9 and 10 are on the beach, and Nos. 13 and 14 are sit- 
uated on Cabot street, the tanks of which are supplied with Cochit- 
uate water. Most of them are oblong, with canvas coverings, en- 
closing a water surface, around which, inside of the structure, are 
platforms. All the houses, except Nos. 7 and 8, have dressing 
rooms attached to them, those of No. 7 are ina building on the 
wharf, a gangway connecting them with the floating tank. , House 
No. 9, consists of a main building with ells, in which are the dress- 
ing rooms; from the ends of these ells to the water are fences, 
attached to whose ends is a chain with cork buoys which enclose a 
semi-circular water surface. In the offices of the superintendents 
are various articles of furniture, tools and supplies for making small 
repairs. 


SEALERS WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


There are three of these salaried officers annually appointed by the 
Mayor, under the ordinance of October 5, 1869. One of them 
has charge of the business of the north section, one of the south 
section of the city, and the other of the Boston Highlands and 
Dorchester. They have in their charge property consisting of 
various sets of standard weights and measures, etc. See annual 
reports of 1870 by two of said officers. 


CITY ENGINEER’S OFFICE.

PeMBERTON Funp. — This Fund comprises bequests made to the 
City of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from ‘“‘ A. B.,” Dan- 
jel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, Alice Quick, Anne Wheelwright, 
Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Dris- 
coll, _ William Breed, Samuel Elliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary 
Belknap. The most important, however, of the bequests was from 
BENJAMIN PemBeERTON, Esq., whose will was proved June 25, 1782 ; 
and for that reason his name has been given to the fund. The 
income of this fund is to be expended, at the discretion of the 
Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the poor of this city. The 
amount of this fund, April 30, 1870, $93,444.76. 


Boyitston Funps. — These funds were from a bequest by Joun 
Boyiston, who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 
1795. One portion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to ‘‘ Poor 
and decayed householders of the Town of Boston ” “ not under fifty 
years of age,” ‘‘ persons of good character, and reduced by the 
Acts of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance or other vice.” 
The other portion to be applied to the “ nurture and instruction of 
Poor Orphans and Deserted Children of the Town of “Boston until 
fourteen years of age.” 


The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, April 30, 1870, to $18,446.42.

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This is a fund for the encouragement of young mechanics. Dr. 
BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, in his will, gave the inhabitants of Boston, 
in 179r, one thousand pounds sterling, which he directed to be loaned 
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in sums of not more than £60 nor less than £15, to one applicant, 
at 5 per cent interest ; to be repaid in annual instalments of 10 per 
cent each. These loans are restricted to ‘‘ Young Married Arti- 
ficers, under the age of twenty-five, who have faithfully served an 
apprenticeship in Boston, so as to obtain a certificate of good moral 
character from at least two respectable citizens, who are willing to 
become their sureties in a bond for the repayment of the money.” 

The Doctor calculated (not anticipating any losses) that the one 
thousand pounds would increase in the course of one hundred 
years, to one hundred and thirty-one thousand pounds ($582,000) ; 
and of this amount he would have the managers lay out £100,000 
in public works; and the remaining £31,000 he would have con- 
tinue on interest for another term of one hundred years, at the 
end of which time he calculated that the fund would be £4,610,000 ; 
of which, £1,610,000 was to be at the disposition of the inhabitants 
of the Town of Boston, and the balance to the Government of the 
State. 

The Trustees under the Will are the Selectmen (now Board of 
Aldermen), united with the ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, 
Congregational, and Presbyterian Churches in the Town of Boston. 
The first loan was made in May, 1791.

This is a bequest of Governor Wit1i1Am SroucuTon, who died 
at Dorchester, July 7, 1701, and the following extract from his will 
furnishes the purposes for which it was made. ‘‘Unto the Schools 
of Dorchester I givethe sum of one hundred and fifty pounds to be 
secured and settled under improvement for a yearly income towards 
- the advancement of the salary of the schoolmaster, wherein my will 
is, that if within the space of ten years next following the date of 
this my last will, the town of Dorchester shall not have provided 
and settled such a salary of their own proper gift as shall make up 
the present salary, already settled to be and continued to the full 
value of £40 a year; in that case, I say my will is, that, until they 
shall have provided and settled a salary of that value of £40 a 
year, the whole improvement of this my gift shall yearly be paid to 
the steward of Harvard College in Cambridge, and at the discretion 
of the President and Fellows thereof, be given toward the encour- 
agement of some well deserving student there coming from or be- 
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longing to the town of Milton, if any such there be, otherwise to 
some other that may deserve it.” 

The terms of this bequest were complied with by the authorities 
of the town of Dorchester. This fund was received from the 
Treasurer of the town of Dorchester by the terms of the Act of 
Annexation of said town to Boston, and stands as follows:

GIBSON SCHOOL FUND. 


This is a bequest of CuristopHer Gisson for school purposes. 
He applied for freemanship in the town of Dorchester, October, 1630, 
and was an inhabitant of that town as late as 1646, but removed to 
Boston previous to 1650, in which year he assisted in forming the 
Old North Society. He provided by will, about 1674, ‘‘that if 
anything of his estate should remain undisposed of after the pay- 
ment of his legacies therein bequeathed and of his just debts, such 
remainder of his estate should be left to the discretion of his exe- 
cutors to purchase some estate for the promoting of learning in the 
town of Dorchester.” There remained in the hands of the executors, 
after complying with the terms of the will, £104, with which sum, 
the surviving executor, Daniel Preston, purchased twenty-six acres 
of land at: Smelt Brook, and deeded the same, on the sixth day of 
February, 1693, “to Enoch Wiswell, Samuel Robinson, John Tol- 
man, James Bird and Increase Sumner as Trustees aforesaid for 
the time being, and to their successors and assigns for ever in the 
same place, trust and office, to and for the only sole use and purpose, 
benefit and behoof of the schools of learning in the town of Dor- 
chester, and to and for no other use, intent or purpose whatsoever, 
absolutely without any manner of condition, redemption or revoca- 
tion in any wise.” Sales of this land have been made from time to 
time and the part still held consists of 622,671 square feet.

Townsenp Funp. — This is a donation from William Minot, and 
William Minot, jr., Esqrs., executors of the will of Miss Mary P. 
Townsend, of Boston, at whose disposal she left a certain portion 
of her estate, in trust, for such charitable and public institutions as 
they might think meritorious.

This is a donation made in June, 1863, by a literary association 
of young men in Boston, who, at the dissolution of the Association, 
authorized its Trustees, Thomas Minns, John J. French, and J. 
Franklin Reed, to dispose of the fund on hand in such manner as 
to them should seem judicious. ‘They elected to bestow it on the 
Public Library, attaching to it the following conditions: ‘“ In trust, 
that the income, but the income only, shall, year by year, be ex- 
_pended in the purchase of books of permanent value for the use of 
the free Public Library of the city, and, as far as practicable, of 
such a character as to be of special interest to young men.” The 
Trustees expressed a preference for books relative to Government 
and Political Economy.

CITY HOSPITAL FUNDS. 


Goopnow Funp.— Exisna Goopnow, of South Boston (Ward 
XII.), who died in the year 1851, and whose will is dated 12th 
July, 1849, bequeathed to the city “all the rest and residue of his 
estate, real and personal, not otherwise disposed of,” for the pur- 
pose of establishing, in the Eleventh or Twelfth Wards of the city, 
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a Hospital for the Sick. One-half of said funds to be applied for 
the establishment and maintenance of free beds, which should 
always be at the disposal and under the control of the officers of 
the Government of said Hospital for the time being. Under this 
will, the city came into possession of certain real estate situated 
on Cross street, which has been disposed of, and has produced 
the sum of $16,500, which has been invested in City of Boston 
Six per cent Stock. Also a lot of land on Third street, South 
Boston, containing 6,6834 feet, which was disposed of in 1867 
for $4,633.25, of which $4,000 has been invested in City of Boston 
Six per cent Stock, and the balance ($633.25) remains in the City 


Treasury. 


' Nicnoits Funp. — Lawrence NicHoxs, who died in September, 
1862, made the following bequest to the city: ‘I give to the 
City of Boston, towards the establishment and endowment of a 
City Hospital, in case such Hospital shall have been established at 
the time of my decease, the sum of one thousand dollars.” And 
in case such Hospital should not have been established by the city 
at the time of his decease, he directed the same amount to be de- 
posited with the Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Company, 
and suffered to accumulate by the addition of interest, until such 
an Hospital should be established. 

The executor of the will, Wm. Perkins, Esq., has paid into the 
treasury nine hundred and thirty-seven dollars and twenty-five 
cents ($937.25), being the amount devised less the Internal Rev- 
enue Tax on the same, and $530.50 as one of the “residuary 
legatees in the United States,” from the surplus remaining undis- 
posed of. The $937.25, with the accumulated interest thereon, 
has been invested in a certificate of City Stock for $1,000. The 
balance ($530.50) remains in the hands of the City Treasurer.

HAWES FUND. 


Being a property left by Jonn Hawes, Esq., of South Boston, 
who died in 1829. By his will, made in 1813, he directed that the 
income of a portion of his real estate should be applied to certain be- 
nevolent purposes, among which were the endowment of places for 
religious worship, and the establishing and supporting of Public 
Schools in Ward 12, South Boston, in such a way and manner as, 
in the opinion of certain Trustees, should most tend to the benefit 
and advantage of the inhabitants of said Ward. 
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The income is derived from one-half of the rents of certain real 
estate, situated in South Boston, and on the Neck, near the Rox- 
bury line, Ward 11, in the city proper. 

No report is required to be made to the City Government by the 
Trustees of this fund. 


BIRD FUND. 


This is a property left by the late Joun H. Brirp, Esq., of South 
Boston, who died in June, 1835. It consisted of one-half of his 
real and personal estate, which was placed in the hands of trustees. 

By the terms of the Will, which is dated January, 1835, the net 
income of this property is to be applied, after the death of -his 
mother, to the “‘support of a seminary of the first order for the 
education of females, to be established and located in South Boston, 
Ward 12.” ¢ 

No report is required to be made by the Trustees of this Fund to 
the City Council. 


APPROPRIATIONS 
FOR THE FINANCIAL YEAR 1870-71, 


And an Estimate of the Ways and Means of Meeting the same. 


By the fifteenth section of the Ordinance on Finance, the Auditor 
of Accounts is required to lay before the City Council, in the month 
of' February, annually, an estimate of the amount of money neces- 
sary to be raised for the expenditure of the then ensuing financial 
year, under the respective heads of Appropriation; together with 
an estimate of the Ways and Means of paying the same. 

Such estimates were duly made, and laid before the Council in 
February last ; they were referred to a special Committee, by whom 
an order was reported which finally passed the City Council. 

That order was in substance as follows: 

li is hereby ordered by the City Council, That to defray the ex-. 
penditures of the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk, for the 
financial year commencing with the first day of May, 1870, and 
ending with the last day of April, 1871, the following sums of 
money be, and the same are hereby, respectively appropriated for 
the objects and purposes as explained in the Auditor’s Estimate 
and in the applications of the various Committees and Boards. 

And it is further ordered, That no money shall be expended, and 
no debt be incurred, for any object or purpose,’ for which a specific 
appropriation is herein made, beyond the amount which is so sep- 
cifically appropriated ; Provided, however, that any sums of money 
which may be subscribed or contributed by individuals, to promote 
the object of any of the foregoing appropriations, and which form 
no part of the estimated income of the city, shall be strictly applied, 
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according to the intention of the contributors, and shall be credited

Lo the Honorable City Council of the City of Boston : — 


THE undersigned, citizens and tax-payers of Boston, respect- 
fully request that early and decisive action may be taken in the 
matter of the improvement of the “Suffolk District,” so-called. 
The delay is not only continuing a grievous nuisance to those 
living upon the more central portion of the territory, but is de- 
preciating the value of the real estate on the borders, and in 
the vicinity, of the proposed improvement. While the assess- 
ment of much of the real estate was last year largely enhanced, 
it is now difficult either to sell or lease the property so increased 
in valuation from the doubt existing as to what the city pro- 
poses to do, or when it will act. That this injustice may be 
remedied, and the city beautified, we ask that the improvement 
may be inaugurated at once.

Tue Joint Special Committee on the Suffolk Street District, 
to whom was referred the petition of Oliver Ditson and others, 
for the improvement of said District without delay, beg leave to 
submit the following 


REPORT. 


At a public hearing given to the petitioners, a large number 
of owners and occupants of estates on this district appeared be- 
fore the Committee, and presented very clearly and forcibly the 
evils under which they were suffering from the delay of the city 
in abating the nuisance caused by impaired drainage. 

The evidence adduced at the hearing was directed mainly to 
the establishment of three propositions : — 

1. That it is a duty which the government of the city owes 
to the inhabitants to look after their health and promote their 
prosperity. 

2. That the proposed improvement of the Suffolk Street Dis- 
trict is not only required as a sanitary measure, but for the prop- 
er development of territory located in the heart of the city. 

3. That the interest on the net cost to the city can be guar- 
anteed from the increased value of the property for purposes of 
taxation after the improvement. 

It appeared from the statements of those who were either liy- 
ing on the district at the present time, or were familiar with it 
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from formerly residing there, that whenever there wasa storm, 
the water entered the cellars of many of the houses, and no pre- 
cautions were sufficient, for any length of time, to prevent it; 
that, as a consequence, the lower portions of the houses had to 
be abandoned; that the people on the whole district, number- 
ing something over six thousand persons, were forced to live a 
great portion of the year in the midst of noxious smells, which 
caused much sickness, especially among the children; that this 
condition of things, and the uncertainty in regard to the action 
of the city, had injuriously affected all the real, estatc, as well 
that which is not flooded as that which is, thereby preventing 
the sale or leasing of the property at anything like its real 
value; that a permanent improvement can be effected only by 
taking the whole territory, as authorized by the Act of the leg- 
islature, and proceeding in substantially the same manner as in 
the case of the Church Street District. 

It was the unanimous opinion of those who appeared before 
the Committee that the work could be done more economically 
now than at any other time. The owners of the property have, 
without exception so far as heard from, expressed their entire 
willingness to bear their proper proportion of any expense 
which may be incurred on account of the improvement. 

Since the raising of the Church Street District it appears that 
a large number of the houses located between Tremont street, 
Pleasant street, and the Boston and Albany Railroad, have been 
flooded in their basement stories, although they were raised 
some fifteen or sixteen years ago to a height which the City 
Engineers stated would forever relieve them from the influx of 
water. As this has resulted directly from the action of the 
city, the owners certainly have a strong claim upon the city 
for redress. 

In concluding this brief synopsis of the evidence presented 
to the Committee by the petitioners, the attention of the gov, 
ernment is called to the following extract from the communica- 


SuFFOLK STREET DISTRICT. ‘: 


tion of the Board of Consulting Physicians submitted in April 
last : — 

“Tn 1868, the last year of which the records are published, 
four hundred and eighty-seven deaths from cholera infantum oc- 
curred in Suffolk county, while in an equal population outside 
of city limits the number was less than one hundred. The mor- 
tality from all bowel diseases of children is in similar propor- 
tion in Boston and in the country. 

“ There are causes for this excessive mortality, and it is our 
duty to try to discover what they are, and if possible to point 
the way for their removal. 

“ Among the first requirements for public health in qa crowded 
city are sewerage and pavement, — such sewers as will cause 
all the foul liquids to flow away by force of gravity, and such 
pavement as will prevent all soakage into the soil.” 


The authority to take the property expires by limitation on 
the 4th of June next, and as it would be impossible to make 
any general improvement, except at great expense, without tak- 
ing the property, it is highly important that the present govern- 
ment should act in the matter without delay.

The Committee on Laying out and Widening Streets, would 
respectfully submit the following statement in relation to certain 
streets in South Boston: 
- The Board of Aldermen, Jan. 30, 1865, passed the following 
order : — 


Whereas, the lines of the streets in South Boston are not 
properly defined and established by the City; and whereas it 
appears that there have been two surveys made for the City, 
namely, one in 1841, by Alexander Wadsworth, and one in 1861, 
by Henry W. Wilson, which surveys differ materially in some 
respects; and whereas it is a matter of great importance, both 
to the City and to the owners of property in South Boston, that 
the lines of the streets should be permanently fixed and estab- 
lished by the City, it is, therefore, hereby 

Ordered: That the Mayor be, and he is hereby, empowered to 
appoint a Commission, to consist of five competent and suitable 
persons, to investigate the subject, and to report to this Board 
the most feasible plan to harmonize the conflicting difficulties, 
and that which will best subserve the interests of all parties. 


Whereupon, the Mayor appointed the following persons, Feb. 
9th, 1865, to constitute the foregoing Commission, viz: Otis 
Norcross, John P. Healy, Nathaniel C. Nash, Alexander 
Wadsworth, Henry W. Wilson. 

Immediately upon their appointment, the Commissioners met 
and organized, and appointed N. Henry Crafts, City Engineer, 
Clerk of the Commission. 

The Commissioners were nearly three years investigating the 
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subject, finding the work laborious, and in some of its parts full 
of difficulties and embarrassments. They finally made their 
report, December 30, 1867 [see City Doc. No. 122, 1867], 
recommending the adoption of a system of lines for the 
streets, excepting the private ways known as “ twenty-foot 
streets,’ which have never been laid out by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

The Board of Aldermen laid out and defined the lines of 
these streets, by a resolve approved November 17, 1868, sub- 
stantially as recommended by the Commissioners. 

The streets laid out, and the lines defined, are as follows, 
Viz: — 

First, Second, Third, Broadway, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, 
Highth, Ninth (east of H), A, B, OC, D, H, F, G, H, I, K, L, M, 
N, O, P, Q, Swan, Telegraph, Thomas, Baxter, Sullivan (now 
Ninth), Vale, Newman, Middle, Vinton, Emerson, Baldwin, 
Richards, Mt. Washington Ave. (on Boston wharf), Street (550 
ft. N. E. of Mt. Washington Ave.), Street (850 ft. N. H. of Mt. 
Washington Ave.), Eastern Avenue (portion of), Erie, Granite, 
~ Federal, Foundry, Lark, Dorchester, Old Harbor, Gates, Mercer, 
Lowland, Knowlton, National, Atlantic, Linden.

By the lines of streets recommended by the Commissioners 
and adopted by the Board of Aldermen, it is found that there 
are nearly two thousand encroachments of buildings, steps and 
fences into the streets. 

These encroachments vary all the way from the fraction of 
an inch to several feet in extent. As the streets were laid out 
and the lines defined [including the encroachments], Nov. 17 
1868, the year in which the owners of estates [parts of which 
are taken] could bring a suit for damages has expired, and they 
have no legal claim upon the City for damages. 

It may not be improper to state that since the adoption of 
these lines, all surveyors giving lines in South Boston have con- 
formed to them in their surveys; but whether after this year, if 
no action is taken by the City, they will continue to do so, is a 
question. 

With the close of the present year, the laying out of these 
streets will expire by limitation, unless the City shall enter 
upon these estates and remove the encroachments, or unless the 
abuttors shall sign an obligation acknowledging the encroach- 
ments, and agreeing to. remove the same whenever the Board of 
Aldermen shall deem it expedient. 

If the City should enter upon these estates, and cause the 
removal of the encroachments so as to conform to the lines es- 
tablished Noy. 17, 1868, it would be necessary for the City 
Council to authorize the employment of suitable persons to at- 
tend to it, and provide means for their payment; and probably 
further surveys and plans would be required, showing the exact 
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; 


amount of encroachments by each estate. 

The Committee would be remiss in their duty, if they 
neglected to call the attention of the Board to these facts, in 
order that such action might be taken as shall be deemed 
proper.

The Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery herewith present their 
twelfth annual report; and in so doing, it affords them great 
pleasure to recognize their obligations to the members of the 
City Government for their uniform attention to their wants, and 
their kind co-operation in all matters relating to the manage- 
ment of the Cemetery. 

The Trustees desire further to express at this time their 
grateful recognition of the valuable services of their Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Samuret A. B. Brace, under whose faithful adminis- 
tration the Cemetery is making as rapid improvement as_ the 
means placed at his disposal will permit. 

They are also glad to take this opportunity to acknowledge 
their indebtedness to Mr. N. A. Apollonio, the clerk ex officio of 
the Board, for the prompt, efficient, and courteous manner in 
which he,has discharged during the past year the duties incum- 
bent upon him. 

The Trustees are gratified to be able to state that the receipts 
from the sales of lots during the last year have exceeded those 
of the previous year, and that a constantly increasing desire on 
the part of the public is manifested to purchase lots in the Cem- 
etery. This is to be attributed in a great measure to the devel- 
opement that has been made of its great natural advantages as 
a burial ground. With additional expenditures in this direction, 
Mount Hope will in its attractions compare with the older and 
better known Cemeteries. 

Since the last Annual Report was made, a large amount of 
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work has been accomplished, by which the appearance of the 
Cemetery has been much improved, and its value greatly en- 
hanced. | 

The wall on Back Street, which was commenced in 1867, has 
been continued about thirty-four rods. This completes the wall 
from the rear line to Jamaica street. 

Ten hundred and seventy-five feet of new avenues and walks, 
well made, being underlaid with stone and gravelled, have been 
finished, viz: Three hundred and thirty feet of Walnut Avenue; 
two hundred and fifty-five of Crescent Avenue from Channing to 
Walnut Avenue; one hundred and ninety feet of Greenwood 
Avenue from Crescent Avenue to the Soldiers’ lot; two hundred 
and ten feet of Webster Avenue, and Holmes Walk for ninety 
feet east of the Soldiers’ lot. 

Nine lots on the easterly side of Crescent Avenue, which were 
in progress at the time the last report was made, have been 
completed. 

Nine lots and seven half lots on Greenwood Avenue, and 
twelve half lots on Holmes Walk, have been made. 

Sixteen lots are nearly done on Central Avenue and Tenny- 
son Walk (a new walk partly made), between Union and High- 
land Avenues. 

The whole area designated for the new pond has been dug 
over, the stumps have been taken out, and the entire work much 
advanced. When consummated in the manner contemplated, it 
will form a great addition to the natural beauty of the Cemetery. 

During the last winter, many of the trees in the older portion 
of the grounds were removed. This has occasioned considerable 
expense, but it is well compensated for by the change thus effected. 

Maple Grove has been extended to meet the demand for 
graves, one hundred and seventy-five of which have been sold 
since the last report. 

About one hundred head stones and tablets, and several monu- 
ments, have been erected during the last year. 

Seven lots have been enclosed with granite curbings, one with 
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hedge, and three with iron fences. One iron and one hedge fence 
have been removed. | 

During the year 1869 four hundred and sixty interments 
were made, exclusive of those made in the city portion of the 
Cemetery. 

The Trustees contemplate the extension of Webster Avenue 
with a view to its completion this summer. The lots needed 
during the year are being grad2d. The work on Walnut 
Avenue is progressing rapidly. The new pond is advancing 
towards the condition desired. 

It is considered expedient to change the location of the office 
of the Cemetery to the front part near the entrance. When this 
is done, a building better suited to the present and prospective 
requirements of the Cemetery, and more in harmony with its 
surroundings, should be erected. 

The Trustees deemed it to be their duty to unite with the 
Grand Army of the Republic in decorating the graves of Union 
Soldiers, in the Cemetery. With this object, upon the day set 
apart for this rite, a distribution of flowers was appropriately 
made, and transportation was furnished to the Cemetery for the 
friends of the soldiers buried there. 

In conclusion, the Trustees, while duly thankful for the favor 
and generosity they have met with front the City government, 
would ask a careful attention to the wants of the Cemetery, and — 
such pecuniary aid in the future as may be requisite to carry 
out the various improvements that they have suggested. 

The report of the Committee on Accounts upon the finances 
of the Cemetery is appended.

The Joint Standing Committee on Water, to which was 
referred the request of the Cochituate Water Board for an 
additional loan of $250,000 to complete the Chestnut Hill Res- 
ervoir and Driveway, having considered the subject, beg leave 
to submit the following 


REPORT. 


The estimates for completing. the work, which accompanied 
the request of the Water Board, were made up by the Resident 
Engineer, and the Committee directed the City Engineer to 
make a careful examination, and report as to their correctness. 


The following report was received : — 


OFFICE OF CITY ENGINEER, 
Boston, June 25, 1870. 


To the Joint Standing Committee on Water : — 


In compliance with your vote, passed June 16, 1870, I beg 
leave to report, that I have examined the estimate made by the 
Resident Engineer of Chestnut Hill Reservoir, of the cost of 
completing said Reservoir, and have conferred with him in rela- 
tion to said estimate, and I am fully satisfied that his figures are 
large enough to cover the cost of completing the entire work. 

The Committee will perceive, by a comparison of the prices 
in the present estimate with those in my estimate of last year 
(See City Doc. No. 59, 1869, p. 34, Statement C), that the 
present prices are in many cases considerably in excess, and it 
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will be found that, if the present prices had been applied to the 
former estimate of quantities, as made by the Resident Engi- 
neer, the amount would have been ample to cover the entire 
cost of completing the work. By reference to my report of last 
year (City Doc. No. 59, pp. 25-26), it will be seen that the 
Superintendent and myself differed with the Resident Engineer 
in regard to the question of the cost of doing certain portions 
of the work. I adhered in most cases to the prices named in 
the previous estimate (Statement A, p. 31, City Doc. No. 59, 
1869), believing with the Superintendent, that the work could 
be done for those prices. 

In fixing the prices in the present estimate, the Resident 
Engineer followed my instructions, and determined by observa- 
tion what the work at the present time is actually costing; and, 
although the cost as thus determined is, in my judgment, greater 
than it should be, yet I do not feel at liberty to reduce the 
prices named in the estimate.

At a meeting of the Board of Aldermen, April 11, 1870, 
the following communication from his Honor the Mayor was 
submitted : — 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
Crry Haut, Boston, 11th April, 1870. 


To the City Council: 


It having been ascertained that the remains of the late 
Hon. Anson Burlingame will soon arrive in this country for 
interment, it becomes my duty to call your attention to the 
fact, that you may take such measures as in your judgment 
may seem proper for their reception, and which may be 
respectful to the memory of one who has represented this 
city in the high councils of the nation, and who, in conse- 
quence of the high estimation in which he has been held 
by a foreign power, has been enabled successfully to promote 
the greatest interests of the whole world. y 


NATH’L B. SHURTLEFF, 
Mayor. 
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Alderman Henry L. Pierce offered the following orders : 


Ordered, That a committee, consisting of two Aldermen, 
with such as the Common Council may join, be appointed, 
and empowered, in codperation with His Honor the Mayor, 
to make such arrangements for the reception of the remains 
of the late Hon. Anson Burlingame in this country as will 
serve to testify in behalf of the citizens of this city their 
appreciation of the services, and their respect for the memory, 
of the deceased; and that any expense attendant upon the 
same be charged to the appropriation for incidental ex- 
penses. 

Ordered, ‘That the Committee be requested to consult 
with the representatives of the family of the deceased, in 
carrying out the above order. 

The orders were adopted ; and Aldermen Henry L. Pierce 
and Francis W. Jacobs were appointed members of the 
Committee on the part of the Board. 

Ata meeting of the Common Council, April 14th, the 
orders were passed in concurrence, and the President of the 
Council (M. E. Ingalls), and Councilmen Hollis R. Gray, 
John S. Moulton and Franklin Williams were joined to the 
Committee on the part of the Council. 

The city of Cambridge, formerly the home of Mr. Burlin- 
game, having appointed a committee, of which the Mayor, 
Hon. Hamlin R. Harding, was chairman, to make suitable 
arrangements for the reception of the remains, an invitation 
was extended to them by the Committee of the City Council 
of Boston, to codperate in the arrangements for the funeral. 
A similar invitation was extended to the Government of 
Chelsea, that city having formed a part of the district for- 
merly represented by Mr. Burlingame in the National Con- 


gress. 
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On Tuesday, April 19, a despatch was received announcing 
the arrival of the steamer “ Silesia” at New York; and asub- 
committee, consisting of Alderman Jacobs, and Councilmen 
Gray and Williams, proceeded to that city on Tuesday night, 
for the purpose of accompanying the remains to Boston. 

On the following day the body was transferred from the 
* Silesia,” under the direction of the committees of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the Union League Club of New York, 
tothe steamer Providence, of the Fall River line. In addition 
to the representatives from the government of Boston, there 
were present on this occasion Major-General James A. Cun- 
ningham, Adjutant-General, and Major William Capelle, 
representing the Executive Department of the State govern- 
ment; Mr. Edward L. Burlingame, son of the deceased ; 
Honorable N. P. Banks, and a number of officers of the 
Narragansett Steamship Company. 

At Fall River, a special train was provided; and on the 
arrival at the Old Colony station in this city, at ten o’clock 
Thursday morning, the remains were placed in a hearse, and, 
accompanied by the Boston, Cambridge and Chelsea commit- 
tees, conveyed directly to Faneuil Hall. 

Arrangements had been made to have the body Tr in state 
on Friday; and at nine o’clock on the morning of that day, 
the doors of the large hall were opened for the admission of 
the public. The coffin rested on a dais in the middle of the 
floor. It was covered with a profusion of beautiful flowers, 
wrought into the forms of a cross, a crown and lyres. The 
hall was tastefully decorated with the emblems of mourning, 
and, being dimly lighted, had a solemn and impressive ap- . 
pearance. A detachment from the Independent Corps of 
Cadets surrounded the dais as a guard of honor. Through- 
out the day, until the closing of the hall at six o’clock, the 
universal respect of the citizens for the memory of their 
late illustrious countryman was shown by the silent and 
uncovered company which filled the building. 
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On Saturday morning, at nine o’clock, the full company of 
Cadets reported at Faneuil Hall, for the purpose of escorting 
the remains to the Arlington Street church, where the 
funeral ceremonies were to take place. John M. Clark, 
Esquire, who had been designated by the Committee of 
Arrangements as Chief Marshal for the day, formed a pro- 
cession, — consisting of the Cadets, the hearse, with a guard 
of honor, and the Joint Committees of Boston, Cambridge, 
and Chelsea, — which proceeded directly to the church. 

At ten o’clock the members of the City Governments of 
Boston, Cambridge, Chelsea, and Charlestown, the repre- 
sentatives of the Board of Trade of Boston, and the civil and 
military officers of the United States service, assembled at 
the City Hall in Boston, and were conveyed to the church 
in carriages. 

The following named gentlemen, by invitation of the Com- 
mittee, acted as pall-bearers: Honorable Charles Francis 
Adams, Honorable Robert C. Winthrop, Honorable John 
H. Clifford, Honorable Nathaniel P. Banks, Honorable 
Alexander H. Rice, Honorable Charles R. Train, Elliot C. 
Cowdin, Esquire, Robert B. Forbes, Esquire. 

The Russian Government was represented by Robert B. 
Storer, Esquire, Vice-Consul, under the instructions of His 
Excellency, C. Catacazy, His Imperial Russian Majesty’s 
Minister at Washington, who communicated his regrets at 
not being able to attend personally on behalf of his Govern- 
ment. 

The Governor and his staff, the members of the Executive 
Council, and the Joint Special Committee of the General 
Court, — consisting of N. J. Holden, Stephen M. Crosby, 
George W. Johnston, James A. Fox and John Fletcher, jr., 
of the Senate, and Charles R. Train, Ensign H, Kellogg, 
Timothy Davis, George L. Ruffin, Patrick Sweeney and 
James W. Jenkins, of the House, — arrived at the church 
about eleven o’clock. 
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By invitation of the Committee, the Amicable Lodge of 
Freemasons, of Cambridge, of which Mr. Burlingame was 
a member, participated in the ceremonies, assisted by the 
present Grand Master of Massachusetts, and several Past 
Grand Masters. 

The pulpit and galleries of the church were decorated with 
the insignia of mourning, and in the front of the pulpit, 
where the casket rested, there was a very rich display of 
choice flowers. 

The services begun soon after eleven o’clock, and were 
conducted in the following order : — 


A Voluntary on the organ was performed by Mrs. L. S. 
Frohock. 

A chorus from the Oratorio of ‘‘St. Paul” — ‘* Happy and 
blessed are they ” was sung by the choir. 

Selections from the Scriptures were read by Reverend 
Ezra §. Gannett, D. D. 

The following hymn, by John G. Whittier, was then 
chanted : — 


With silence only as their benediction, 
God’s angels come, 

Where, in the shadow of a great affliction, 
The soul sits dumb. .

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Reverend George W. Briggs, D. D., of Cambridge, 
Pastor of the Church which Mr. Burlingame formerly at- 
tended, then delivered the following address : — 


The telegraph has seldom borne a sadder or more 
startling message than that which came on the 23d 
of February, two short months ago, to tell us that 
Anson Burlingame was dead! The position which 
he held, as unprecedented as it was honorable; the 
magnitude of the trusts, the heavy responsibilities 
committed to his hands; the importance of his life 
to the interests of commerce and civilization, to the 
peace and the brotherhood of nations; the unbroken 
success of his diplomatic labors, the brilliancy of his 
past career, the hope of his future, the suddenness of 
the end, all conspired to make the tidings of his 
death awaken deep and wide-spread grief. It is an 
unparalleled event for the loss of a single man to 
awaken in three continents such peculiar and per- 
sonal sorrow. | 

China mourns for one who had won the confidence 
of her rulers, who had introduced her to the family 
of nations, and whose labors in her behalf com- 
manded her unqualified approval. The Sovereigns 
and Ministers of the principal Courts of Hurope, 
where he had made a name by his diplomatic talent, 
and won regard by his manly bearing, regret his too 
early death. And his countrymen and friends at 
home, those whose hearts were drawn to him in early 
manhood, who have watched his career with wonder 
and with pride, as reflecting honor upon the Ameri- 
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can name, feel a peculiar and more personal grief, 
Funeral honors, such as became his office, have already 
been paid in St. Petersburg, where he died. The 
Emperor expressed his sympathy to the stricken fam- 
ily with a delicacy that made them forget the Sover- 
eign in the warm and true-hearted man. 

Americans in Paris— where he remained longer 
than in any Huropean capital, and where he wel- 
comed his countrymen to his residence with most 
cordial and generous hospitality — have assembled to 
honor his achievements and his character. ‘The lead- 
ing prints in America, papers of opposite political 
faith, have paid grateful tributes to his memory. 
The authorities of the city in which he lived, the 
Legislature of the State and of the nation, have 
taken appropriate notice of his death. Still, now 
that his body has been brought across the sea — sent 
home by those dearest to him, guarded on its way by 
filial devotion—to be laid in the grave among his 
people, in the land which he loved, we gather for his 
burial service. 

We meet with public rites, for he belonged to the 
public, the world; but we would order everything 
with the simplicity that he himself retained, even 
amidst all public honors. "We remember not merely 
the ambassador, but the friend and the man. 

Years ago, when visiting Mount Auburn, he said, 
“It soothes me when I am weary to feel that my 
body will have such a pleasant resting-place when I 
am gone.” His desire shall be fulfilled; we pause 
here at the altar for the brief tribute which the heart 
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demands, and then, sadly, reverently, we will lay the 
strong, yet weary, overburdened frame in its pleas- 
ant and sacred resting-place. 

I shall attempt no eulogy to-day. If the requisite 
materials were in my hands, still his character and 
services demand a far more extended notice than the 
occasion and the hour permit. 

The outline of his life may be briefly sketched. 
He was the son of Mr. Joel "Burlingame, who is 
present at these funeral rites, and was born in New 
Berlin, Chenango County, N. Y., Nov. 14, 1820. 
He passed his childhood and youth on what was then 
our frontier, first in the Western Reserve, Ohio, and 
afterwards in Michigan, journeying in the wilderness 
and among the Indians to the upper waters of the 
Mississippi and around Lake Superior. 

He was educated at the public schools, and the 
Branch University of Michigan, at Detroit, where he 
participated in the discussions of the lyceums and 
gained distinction in their debates. In 1843 he 
entered the Law School in Cambridge, Massachu- 
setts. After leaving the school he’ opened an office 
in Boston, in connection with a son of Governor 
Briggs. He married the daughter of Hon. Isaac 
Jivermore of Cambridge, and threw himself with all 
the ardor of his nature into the political movements 
of the hour. Here he found his first great sphere of 
action and of influence. Graceful and easy in man- 
ner, fluent in speech, enthusiastic in the advocacy of 
his principles, he had a rare attraction in popular 
assemblies, and his services as a speaker were 
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eagerly and widely sought. Of course, political 
promotion was inevitable for such a man, although . 
he boldly planted himself upon the platform of a 
then unpopular cause. 

He was elected first to the Senate of Massachu- 
setts in 1852, to the Constitutional Convention of the 
State in 1853, as the delegate of the town of North- 
borough, and in 1854 was chosen Representative to 
Congress, where he served for six successive years. 
Defeated as a candidate for re-election in 1860, he 
was soon offered the mission to Austria by President 
Lincoln. <A believer in the unification of Italy, full 
of sympathy for Kossuth, he learned on his arrival 
at Paris that he had been too bold and outspoken 
an advocate for liberty to be accepted at Vienna, and 
without returning home was sent as Ambassador to 
China. Having distinguished himself there in the 
diplomatic service, when he announced his intention 
of resigning his post, he was offered his remarkable 
mission from China herself to the Great Powers of 
the West, in 1867. 

His course in that mission, which placed him 
among the foremost men of the time, with a constit- 
uency outnumbering all the great nations to whom 
he was accredited; his success not only in America, 
where his countrymen were so ready to welcome 
him, but in England and France, where only rare 
qualities, an indomitable, enthusiastic, yet genial per- 
sistency, could command success; his cordial recep- 
tion, both as an Ambassador and an American, in 
Russia, where he died in the culmination of his work; 
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all this has been known step by step to his friends at 
home, to the watching world. 

It seems like a tale of romance, this record of the 
achievement of twenty-five brief years. Favored by 
fortune he most certainly was, yet still it was his own 
inherent character which commanded his success, and 
fairly won for him public favor and lasting fame. 
What was the magic power by which he wrought out 
such arapid and remarkable distinction? 

No one who knew him can wonder that he drew 
men’s hearts towards him, and inspired affection. 
Attractive in appearance, genial and kindly in feel- 
ing, firm in his convictions, manly and brave in their 
expression, magnanimous to those who differed from 
him, enthusiastic, persuasive, greeting men, high and 
low, on the platform of a common brotherhood, with 
the names and fortunes of friends always written in his 
heart, in all positions, as legislator or diplomatist, he 
secured a personal regard that matched ‘all official 
respect. No better proof of his magnanimity can be 
given than his electric words in Faneuil Hall when 
he attempted to secure justice to Preston S. Brooks 
after his death, though he had indignantly de- 
nounced him to his face in Congress. His chivalric 
nature leaped up in defence of the political opponent 
when unduly, unmercifully condemned, as it always 
entered the lists in behalf of the outraged and op- 
pressed. — 

Rarely has a man been surrounded by such an 
atmosphere of good will. In the sharp political con- 
tests of his early life, though he had determined 
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opponents who tirelessly labored for his defeat, he 
had few, perhaps no personal enemies. Indeed his 
personal popularity commanded a wider support than 
his party strength, while the young men of his dis- 
trict, his especial friends, upheld him with an enthu- 
siasm that it is the privilege of but few to inspire. 
It is no magic power that opens others’ hearts. Men 
welcome those who greet them asmen. The heart 
answers when the heart speaks. 

It seems a marvel that Mr. Burlingame should have 
so won the confidence of China, that the Govern- 
ment adopted him into the first rank of its ambassa- 
dors, and entrusted to him the most delicate and 
important powers. But human nature is the same 
all around the globe. Boldly pronouncing against 
the “force policy” which Christendom had pre- 
viously practised towards China, striving to make 
justice free to all alike when acting as our own 
ambassador to that distant empire, studying the con- 
ditions, respecting the rights of its people, while 
faithful to the interests of those whom he was sent to 
represent, treating China as an equal among the 
nations, regarding its millions as of the brotherhood 
of men, he foreordained the confidence which was 
awarded him, and the trust which he received. 

The same attractive, manly qualities remained 
unspoiled, undimmed by success. ‘To those who met 
him last summer, in Paris, he was as accessible, as 
genial, as frank and simple in manner, as in his 
youthful days. In one hour of the day he met 
emperor or ministers, for the discussion of gravest 
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questions of national policy, and in another sat down 
with acquaintances of earlier life, with fellow-coun- 
trymen gathered at his generous table, with the most 
natural cordiality, speaking of the position and future 
of America with an enthusiasm that surpassed the 
glow of his youthful days, with a love that made him 
as intensely American as her most loyal son. The 
frank, genial man opened an entrance for himself 
through all the barriers of official formality. 

It was not strange that when he died Emperor and 
- Empress should have been moved to offer more than 
the mere etiquette of condolence, while his personal 
attendant went away by himself to weep. The Court 
of Prussia, where he had been so cordially welcomed, 
tendered its sympathy; the Queen herself, in a per- 
sonal interview with his son, on his return from St. 
Petersburg, expressing her warm interest in his 
mission, and sorrow for his death; while the propri- 
etors of the hotel where the Embassy remained at 
Berlin, and even its servants of every grade, joined 
in a message of regret. ‘One touch of nature 
makes the whole world kin.” “God fashioneth all 
hearts alike.” 

But we must look deeper than these attractive 
qualities, though they are rare as they are beautiful, 
and beautiful as they are rare, in order to do justice 
to Mr. Burlingame. Out of a genial and manly 
heart came the charm that won confidence and affec- 
tion. Out of the heart came the higher issues of his 
life — its growth and power. ‘The theory of his pub- 
lic life is very simple. It presents itself to the mind 
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as a consistent whole. The key to his entire career 
the secret of his power and success, is found in his 
loyalty to the great idea of humanity and right. He 
identified himself with the cause of human liberty 
in his youth, when it seemed political suicide. He 
won his first public laurels while battling for the 
slave. He confronted the slave-power in the height 
of its arrogance, never blenching before the bludgeons 
lifted to strike down its foes. From first to last the 
same enthusiastic loyalty to liberty and humanity 
distinguished him. 'That drew his heart to Kossuth 
and the cause of Italy, and secured him the more 
than royal honor of rejection by the despotic Court 
of Austria. That inspired him to make a special 
study of the condition of the common people, to learn 
what rights they possessed, and what were denied, 
in France, in England, wherever he had opportuni- 
ties of observation. ‘That opened his eyes to the 
needs of China, to the long-existing wrongs in her 
relations to other powers; and his last, noblest mis- 
sion, to establish brotherhood among the world’s 
great empires, in the interest of international justice 
and peace, was the logical result of his loyalty to the 
slave, and devotion to the brotherhood of man. 

His public life was the outgrowth of his loyalty 
to principle. His power was there. Naturally flu- 
ent in speech, kindling into enthusiasm by the very 
law of his nature, his commanding influence as a 
speaker, even in his youthful days, came from the 
fact that he spoke out his heart. Pleading for 
liberty, pouring out his heart’s faith, the Western 
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youth, spite of all exuberance or faults of rhetoric 
distanced more carefully trained and less enthusiastic 
men in the race for public favor. Scholars criti- 
cised, but popular assemblies kindled at his glowing 
speech, and became converts to his cause. Here 
was the secret of his growth. When he returned 
from China as the head of bis new embassy, after 
years of absence, he surprised his warmest friends by 
continued proofs of his power. His speech retained 
its old persuasiveness, but manifested a new depth. 
The exuberant rhetoric had gone; and his address 
in response to the welcome of the House of Repre- 
sentatives at Washington, and his other addresses 
in connection with his mission, befitted the dignity 
of the Ambassador while true to the heart of the 
man. Power comes from loyalty to justice and 
humanity. That deepens feeling and _ broadens 
thought. 

There is another education beside that of books. 
Intensely interested in the events of these last great 
years: of human history, studying the progress of 
affairs at home, the condition and relation of nations 
abroad, with the thought of human welfare sovereign 
in his mind, he developed the hidden resources of his 
intellect and strength. Devotion to great ideas al- 
ways calls forth surprising manifestations of strength. 
In the great exigencies of life it gives men what to 
do and to say. It sheds light upon every doubtful 
way. So our martyred President rose to the great- 
ness of his trust, and surprised the nation by his 
intuitive sagacity and the judicial clearness of his 
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thought. So our beloved Andrew ascended to the 
noblest height of political wisdom and statesmanship. 
Loyalty to humanity, enthusiasm for right and jus- 
tice between men and nations, makes the five talents 
ten. So the friend whom we lament to-day inspired 
the confidence that committed to him his last great 
office, and gained the power to meet the foremost 
statesmen of the hour, and win them to the support 
of his plans in the great interests of civilization and 
of man. 

Mr. Burlingame was unlike many of the distin- 
guished men of the time. He was not a scholar in 
the usual sense of the word; he was not a student of 
books, but an eager, enthusiastic observer of events 
and of men. We are too much accustomed to meas- 
ure men by conventional standards, and to admit or 
deny the claim to greatness according to the degree 
of conformity to one peculiar type. God bestows a 
great variety of splendid gifts. He creates many 
orders of nobility in mind and character. A man 
who takes each upward step with increasing and 
more brilliant success, who proves himself on the 
field of diplomacy a peer of the statesmen of his 
time, secures his claim to lasting honor. The world 
wants scholars, talents, greatness in every varied 
form. But liberty needs its advocates, brave to con- 
fess it in hours of peril. Humanity needs its vindi- 
eators and champions. ‘The living age needs men 
who feel its wants, and speak kindling words to the 
popular heart, and give the persuasive voice and the 
executing hand to great measures for the welfare of 
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individuals and of nations. One star differeth from 
another star in glory. But surely he who identifies 
his name with the cause of humanity, with the vic- 
tories of liberty, with the progress of civilization, 
with the brotherhood and peace of nations, makes 
his name immortal. 

Neither shall I attempt to estimate the value of Mr. 
Burlingame’s services to China. The hour has not 
come for that. But if he was fortunate in being pres- 
ent in that country when the hour came for her to 
step forth from her isolation and enter the family of 
nations, she was equally fortunate in finding the man 
for the hour. This embassy of China to the Western 
powers was conceived and executed in obedience to 
a higher ideal of statesmanship than had been pre- 
viously recognized. Statesmanship in reference to 
China has been an appeal to force. Statesmanship 
everywhere has too often been a scheme to build up 
and aggrandize a single nation by craft, by war, 
irrespective of other lands and peoples. There has 
been a statesmanship of men; there will come a 
statesmanship of God. ‘True statesmanship is loyalty 
to. right and justice. Statesmanship in America is 
allegiance to liberty and the equality of man. States- 
manship everywhere is the promotion of codperation 
between the nationsin the interests of peaceful, 
widening commerce, for the interchange of all pro- 
ducts of the soil, of skill, of thought, till each separate 
land shall receive and rejoice in the combined light | 
shining from all other lands. These late treaties 
with China, simple as their provisions seem, mark 
he progress of civilization. It was not permitted to 
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Mr. Burlingame to finish the work which he had car- 
ried on to assured success; but his own death will 
not hinder its accomplishment. When continents 
and empires are linking themselves together by mag- 
netic wires, Providence is ready to bind the nations 
together in closer bonds of brotherhood. But who- 
ever may be privileged to complete the unfinished 
plan, his name will never be overshadowed who laid 
the foundation, and carried on the noble work until 
he was almost ready to bring forth the topstone with 
joy. 

The noble career is ended, — all too scon for those 
who honored and loved him, with the bright prom- 
ise of the present and future, but not too soon for 
his enduring fame. Though his life was not long in 
years, it was long in its rare success and its rich 
achievement. ‘The end was sudden, —three or four 
days of sickness, a brief disease marked by many 
hours of keenest suffering, and the strong frame 
gave way. ‘The generous, manly heart was still 
But it beat with the same love and tenderness to its 
latest pulse. Words dropped from his lips which 
showed that his public trusts, the aims which he had 
so steadfastly and nobly served, were bound up with 
his very life. Words of confidence, of unutterable 
affection, were spoken to those most beloved, which 
will be as angels of consolation in loneliest hours 
The same thoughtfulness for others, the same gen- 
erous traits that made life dear, gave beauty to its 
close. ‘he end was bravely, serenely met. I cannot 
speak of the value of his life to his household and 
home, or of the sorrow there. God comfort those 
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whose grief he alone can fathom, whose wounded 
hearts the Comforter alone can heal! 

His grave is in his native land; for wherever he 
was, whatever nation he served, this was his home. 
Never fascinated by the splendor of courts, wearied 
with formalities, he often longed for the hour when he 
might once more establish his home on American soil. 
Before all things else he was an American. I shall 
not forget the enthusiasm with which he spoke of his 
country, the outpouring of his patriotism in familiar 
conversation, only a few brief months ago. America 
was the one theme that inspired him to most elo- 
quent speech. How could a man, the key-note of 
whose life was devotion to human rights and human 
liberty, baptized into the vital principle of our na- 
tional existence, be anything but intensely American? 
He could rest in no place except the home of his 
heart. hs 

Fitly has he been placed, before his burial, in 
Faneuil Hall, where he so often spoke in earlier 
days. Noman was more true to the idea of liberty 
to which it has been consecrated. Bear him along 
the same streets through which he passed less than 
two years ago, the representative of China, amid the 
greetings of friends and townsmen, the applause of 
multitudes, that he may receive their last tribute of 
respect to-day! Lay his body in the grave with 
grateful memory of his character and work, with 
honors for him who honored the country that gave 
him birth! ' 

I am aware that I have spoken only words of 
admiration and friendship. J have not had that 
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intimate acquaintance which would qualify me to 
analyze his character, or refer to his faults. "What- 
ever they might have been, one who was so kindly 
in his judgment of others will be charitably judged 
We would remember only the generous heart, the 
noble achievement, to-day. We honor the lover of 
liberty, the friend of humanity, true to the interests 
of justice and of peace. The request of nearest 
affection was that he might be laid in a “sunny . 
spot, ” “in a place where flowers might grow.” He 
should be laid in a sunny spot who desired to shed 
the sunlight of liberty and hope upon all down- 
trodden and darkened lives! Flowers should grow 
around his grave who wished to have all others’ 
lives bloom with new promise and brightness and 
joy! 

At the conclusion of the Address, prayer was offered by 


Reverend Andrew P. Peabody, D. D., and the following 
anthem was sung by the choir : — 


“Their sun shall no more go down; the Lord shall be their light, their 
everlasting light, and the day of their mourning is ended.

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At twenty minutes past one o’clock the procession began 
to move, the route in Boston being through Arlington street, 
Beacon street, Charles street and Cambridge street to West 
Boston bridge. During its passage the bells were tolled, 
and minute guns were fired on the Common by a section of 
the First Light Battery. The flags on all the public build- 
ings were displayed at half staff. 

On the arrival at the draw on West Boston bridge, the 
detachment of Boston Police withdrew, and gave place to a 
detachment from the Cambridge Police. 

The City Hall in Cambridge, and many private dwellings, 
were decorated with emblems of mourning. During the 
passage through that city minute guns were fired from Fort 
Putnam. 

Upon arriving at the grave, in Mount Auburn, the proces- 
sion filed past, and the body was committed to its last 
resting-place with masonic ceremonies.

The reports of the professional staff and the superintend- 
ent, which are transmitted herewith, give details of the patients 
treated, diseases and results, together with the cost of maintain- 
ing the Hospital. The figures represent the business for sixteen 
months, and in any comparison with previous reports it must be 
remembered that they have embraced but twelve months; it 
will, however, be seen that a larger average number of patients 
has been under treatment, although at no time has the number 
reached as high as was recorded for several weeks during the 
year 1868. 

At that time the largest number of patients was 230, being 
the utmost limit of the capacity of the Hospital. This occurred 
from the fact, that the medical and surgical cases, as well as the 
sexes of the patients, allowed every bed to be occupied, a con- 
dition that probably will not again exist for along period, if ever. 
During the term covered by the present report, the largest num- 
ber of patients at any one time, has been 214; yet the circum- 
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stances have been such that we have been obliged, for want of 
accommodations suitable to their condition, to decline to admit 
a large number of patients who were proper subjects for Hos- 
pital care under the rules of this institution. With the growth 
of the city, this difficulty is likely to increase each year, and it 
becomes the duty of the city government to carefully consider 
the subject and decide whether the Hospital shall continue as at 
present, to care for all that can be accommodated within its 
walls, with no provisions for other equally deserving persons 
who may be so unfortunate as to apply when our wards are full; 
or, by enlarging the institution to the extent of the original in- 
tention of those who labored for its establishment, meet the de- 
mand that our increased territory and growing city brings upon. 
us. In providing these increased accommodations, it should be 
borne in mind that great improvements can be made upon our. 
present arrangements for the comfort of the patients, as well as 
the convenience of those in charge. The operating room is now — 
situated in the dome, and the suffering subject for operation has 
to be transported from the ward, to an elevator in the basement of 
the centre building, which carries him a portion of the distance; 
then a change to another elevator will enable him to reach his 
destination. After the operation is performed, he must, by the 
same means, be conveyed back to his bed, as there are no suit- 
able rooms nearer the operating amphitheatre. 

This evil should be remedied by having an operating room, 
with accident room for minor operations on the first floor of a 
new structure, surrounded by small wards, to receive the pa- 
tient in his hour of suffering and danger. 

There are other departments that are not in keeping with the 
general character of the Hospital, and should be improved. 
The dead-house is small, and badly arranged, having. only 
room for two or three, while we have had, at one time, five 
dead bodies at the Hospital, to say nothing of the calls that 
are liable to be made upon us to care for persons found dead 
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along the wharves and territory of the southern sections of the 
city. 

The autopsy room is situated on the east side of Albany 
street, and such bodies as are to be examined must be carried 
across the street. This was not objectionable originally, but 
now that Albany street has become so great and important a 
thoroughfare, it can readily be seen that such transportation of 
the dead should be avoided. The attention of the City Council 
is respectfully called to these matters, and the trustees hope 
that the members of the Government will visit the Hospital from 
time to time, and thus gain a practical knowledge of its require- 
ments and necessities, and also witness the benefits that are 
constantly being conferred upon the unfortunate. 

During the latter part of the summer, two hospital tents were 
placed on the grounds, to obtain for certain surgical cases the 
advantages which the records of army practice during the war 
demonstrate can be derived from treatment under such circum- 
stances; but they were leveled to the ground by the gale in the 
early part of September, and not again erected; they will prob- 
ably be put in use during the coming season. 

The department for out-patients has extended its benefits to 
an increased number of cases, and is of great advantage to a 
large class of deserving persons; a special department for the 
treatment of diseases of the ear has been established under the 
charge of Dr. J. Orne Green. 

In September the Hospital suffered the loss by death of Dr. 
S. D. Townsend, of the Board of Consultation, and Dr. Francis 
C. Ropes, one of the Visiting Surgeons. The former had been 
connected with the Hospital from its commencement, and his 
long and varied experience was of great value; while the latter, 
although at the outset of his professional career, had given 
evidences of a matured judgment and skill that would have won 
for him a high position as a surgeon, if his life had been spared ; 
and the Trustees desire to pay tribute of respect to their memory 
as faithful friends and able counsellors of this Institution. 
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The vacancies caused by their decease have been filled by 
the election of Dr. Chas. E. Buckingham to the Board of Consul- 
tation, and Dr. W. C. B. Fifield, as Visiting Surgeon. 

Recently, Dr. Geo. Derby, having received an appointment as 
Secretary of the State Board of Health, a position requiring a 
large portion of his time, resigned as Visiting Surgeon, and Dr. 
Wm. Ingalls was elected in his place. 

The Norcross Clothing Fund has aided many of those for 
whom it was intended, and has recently been increased by the 
receipt of one thousand dollars from the estate of the late Jonas 
Ball. Mr. Ball was connected with the Hospital as Trustee, at 
the time of his decease, which occurred in March, 1869; and 
during his two years of duty in that capacity, had shown a 
zealous interest in all its affairs, and the city was indebted to 
him for faithful and able services in its behalf. 

The Library for the patients has become considerably re- 
duced from constant use, and it is hoped that our citizens will 
donate such books as they can spare from their collections, 
assuring them that one volume, even, will be the means of 
pleasure and recreation for many sufferers. The Sunday ser- 
vices have been continued, and the Trustees renew their ex- 
pressions of appreciation of the kindness of clergymen of all 
denominations, who have so willingly given their services. 

The professional staff and the Superintendent have labored 
faithfully for the best interests of those under their charge and 
the reputation of the Hospital, and deserve the commendation 
of the government.

To THE Boarp or TRUSTEES, Boston Crry HOspPita: 

In compliance with the request of your Board, we herewith 
present the report of the department under our charge. 

There have been treated during the last sixteen months 4,215 
medical out-patients; a larger number than during the same 
period since the establishment of the Hospital. This increase 
is owing in a measure to the easy access to the Hospital, for the 
inhabitants of the extensive territory of the southern part of 
the city, and the districts recently annexed. The patients 
who present themselves for treatment, although poor and unable 
to pay for medical attendance, are of a more worthy class than 
those usually applying to similar institutions. The rule estab- 
lished by the Trustees within a year prohibiting the dispensing 
of medicines to the patients of this department has partially 
contributed to this result, by causing those unable to buy their 
medicines to become patients at the different Dispensaries. 
Previously, many of the attendants were composed of those who 
imposed on the charity of the Hospital, and of others who were 
not appreciative of the benefits it conferred. We refer to the 
systematic class of medicine takers. 

This Department is one of the most interesting connected 
with the Hospital; it needs and receives the support of the 
entire medical corps. The variety of interesting cases that 
come up daily for treatment, makes this department one of great 
value to the student; for here are seen the common as well as 
the unusual cases that occur in practice; and the opportunities 
offered for medical diagnosis of the diseases of the heart, lungs, 
nervous system, and other affections, cannot fail to be both 
interesting and instructive to those who desire to learn.

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To THE TRUSTEES OF THE Boston Crry Hospital :— 

GENTLEMEN, — We beg leave to submit our Report of the 
work done in the Surgical Out-patient Department, during the 
past sixteen months, from January 1st, 1869, to April 30, 1870. 

It will be noticed that our numbers are steadily and rapidly 
increasing, the increase of 1869 over 1868 being nearly five 
hundred. The present Report includes only those cases actu- 
ally treated, while the former Reports contain from five hun- 
dred to seven hundred cases referred to the medical out-patient 
department, and the admitting physician. 

The character of the cases submitted to our care leads us to 
think that the importance of this department is being better 
appreciated, as it becomes better known. Many patients are 
treated here who would otherwise receive no treatment, being 
unable to employ a surgeon, and excluded from the Wards on 
account of age, or non-residence, or comparative unimportance 
of their disease. A large number of children under two years 
of age are treated here, being too young to enter the Hospital. 
This department is also of great importance in relieving the 
Wards. Many inside-patients can be made out-patients, weeks 
before they are fit to be finally dismissed from the surgeon’s 
care, thereby giving their beds to those who need them more, 
and not suffering at all by the change from the Hospital atmos- 
phere to an out-door one. 

Students and medical men generally are visiting this depart- 
ment more than ever before, evidently realizing the fact that the 
kind of surgery seen here is what they will most need in general 
practice. 

In conclusion, we would tender the Board of Trustees, Super- 
intendent and Visiting Surgeons, our warmest thanks for their 
kind aid and encouragement, which we are constantly receiving 
in performing the duties of this department.

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DISEASES OF THE EAR TREATED AS OUT-PATIENTS. 


To THE TRUSTEES OF THE City Hospita.: 

GENTLEMEN :—JIn submitting this, the first Report of the 
Department for Diseases of the ear, I desire to express my ob- 
ligation to the professional gentlemen of the Hospital for their 
efforts in establishing this department, and to your own body 
for the ready acquiescence in the recommendations of the staff. 

Since the department was established in January, 1869, a 
period of fifteen months, there have been treated 436 patients, 
exhibiting the most-various forms of aural disease. The 
statistics of the different diseases are given in the following 
table, and it will be seen that a rich field is afforded for study 
and teaching. 

There has been a steady increase in the number of patients, 
but the most encouraging feature is the marked increase in the 
number of acute cases and the greater willingness of patients 
to submit to and follow out treatment. The results in these 
acute cases are almost always good, and the great destruction 
of tissue which is apt to follow many aural diseases, and which 
is often found in cases of long standing, is wholly avoided. 

My clinic is always open to professional men and students, 
and [have endeavored, as far as the comfort of patients allowed, 
to utilize the material for teaching; the dark and uncomfortable. 
room now occupied, however, has much restricted my efforts in 
this direction, and I would request the attention of your board 
to the necessity of better light and more commodious quarters.

CUTANEOUS DISEASES. 


IN CHARGE OF H. F. DAMON, M.D. 
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To THE Board OF TRUSTEES OF THE Boston City Hospitau: 

GENTLEMEN: In presenting my statistical report it seems 
proper to state, as briefly as possible, the condition and wants 
of the department for cutaneous diseases, which was organized. 
in April, 1868, under my charge. In the first annual report of 
this department, it was stated that 559 cases of skin diseases 
were treated, and over fifteen hundred visits made by these 
patients, in eight and a half months. During the past sixteen 
months, 1,563 cases were attended, or nearly one hundred 
a month; and 4,623 visits made to this department, or -an 
average of sixty-seven visits a week. Thus, during the past 
two years, over two thousand cases have been treated, and 
over six thousand visits made by patients while under treat- 
ment. Many of these cutaneous affections are of an excéed- 
ingly distressmg and uninviting character. Patients thus 
affected are often unable to pursue their ordinary occupa- 
tions for many weeks; and more especially when improperly 
treated, or not treated at all. The advantages of this charity 
are therefore incalcuable, as regards the amount of suffering 
relieved, and the burden taken from the community of support- 
ing so many otherwise idle hands. 

Expressions of gratitude are so frequent for the beneficence 
of this charity, that I have great pleasure in communicating them 
to your board; as I have been frequently desired to do by the 
patients themselves. 

The department for the treatment of skin diseases among 
out-patients, has become a necessity to the Hospital; since it 
contributes cases of the highest interest as objects of study, and 
also relieves the wards of tedious and troublesome affections 
that would add to their crowded condition, and prove not only 
offensive, but injurious to other patients. 

As a means of information to physicians, and instructions 
to students, in this interesting and difficult branch of medical 
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Science, an hour has been set apart every week for the 
exhibition of special cases, and a short lecture upon them. 
These lectures were so crowded during the winter session of 
the Harvard Medical School, that many were unable to attend 
them; and, at the suggestion of several of these gentlemen, an 
application was made to your Board for the use of the lecture- 
room in the building for out-patients. This was granted, but 
circumstances compelled me to postpone these lectures until 
another season. 

Considerable has been done during the past sixteen months 
to secure photographs of interesting cases; but, as there is no 
fund at present for this object, I would suggest the propriety of 
the subject being taken into consideration in connection with 
the other departments of the Hospital; since many valuable 
specimens of disease will be inevitably lost, which, if preserved 
by means of photographs, casts, and colored sketches, would 
both add to the interest and the scientific character of our 


institution.

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The undersigned, on behalf of their colleagues of the Medi- 
cal Staff, cannot forbear from pressing upon your attention the 
needs and the defects of the Hospital at the present time, when, 
since the extension of the municipal limits, two large and popu- 
lous towns claim a right to share its benefits, while, as at 
present constructed, the Hospital is quite inadequate to supply 
their wants. 

The need of more room in most of the departments has been 
severely felt for a year past. And this, not only-in the crowding 
together of patients, but in the necessity of delaying the admis- 
sion of severe cases, and sometimes of refusing them altogether. 

More room is required to separate the dying from the con- 
valescent, and to segregate contagious cases from other diseases. 

More room is required to divide medical from surgical cases 
in contagious diseases; since, as now arranged, the surgical 
patient with erysipelas may be exposed to typhus, or the child 
with a severe surgical injury be exposed to scarlet fever. 

More room is required to receive and care for the victims of 
street accidents, and to keep the delirious, or the foul cases, by 
themselves. 

As now constructed, the operating amphitheatre is not 
only too small, too remote, and unhandy, but a_ positive 
source of suffering to the wounded, in the tedious transportation 
which its distance from the wards involves. The amphitheatre 
- and the accident wards, in our opinion, and an opinion sanctioned 
by the experience of the best modern hospitals, should be con- 
tiguous, and on a level with the street. 

For the treatment of diseases of the eye, involving often 
delicate operations, whose results are dependent on the hygienic 
surroundings of the patient not less than on the skill of the 
operator, the present accommodations in a basement, partly 
underground, are totally unfit. 

We may add that the basement wards are equally unfit for 
the reception of any cases, medical or surgical; and their dis- 
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use, involving a loss of some twenty five beds, is necessary as a 
sanitary measure, but cripples still further our resources. 

It is because of the deep interest we take in the welfare of 
the Boston City Hospital and its inmates, an interest sufficiently 
proved by the labors of all its medical officers for six years. 
past, that we earnestly hope that the auspicious growth and, 
success of its earlier years may not be delayed and impaired, 
as our city grows larger, for want of adequate and roomy build- 
ings to receive every legitimate, acutely sick, and deserving 
citizen.

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RULES OF ADMISSIONS AND DISCHARGES. 


Applications for admission of patients shall be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sunday excepted, between 9 
and 11 A. M. 

Whenever able, the patient shall apply in person. When not 
able to appear in person, application may be made by a friend, 
and the patient shall be visited by the Admitting Physician, or 
one of the House Officers. 

Any Trustee, or either of the Physicians or Surgeons in atten- 
dance may, in case of emergency, send a patient in the first 
instance to the Hospital by written permit, and the Visiting 
Committee shall, on the certificate of one of the medical officers 
designated for the purpose, decide as soon as may be afterwards 
whether such patient shall remain. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

Permits for admission shall be subject to the approval of the 
Visiting Committee for the time being, or, in their absence, to 
that of the Superintendent. 

The Visiting Committee, however, shall have the power at 
any time to require the Superintendent to report to them the 
names of applicants before admitting them, and may dismiss 
any patient whom they think improperly admitted. 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the Physicians 
or Surgeons, shall be provided with a certificate stating their 
condition at the time of discharge, whether cured, relieved or 
not relieved, which certificate shall be signed by the Superin 
tendent. 
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Whenever a patient is removed from the Hospital without — 


the consent and approval of the Superintendent, he shall require 
from any person assuming the responsibility of the removal, a 
written statement to that effect. 

The Superintendent shall not deliver the body of any person 
dying at the Hospital without a written receipt from the par- 
ties taking the same. 

In case of the decease of any patient, the Superintendent 
shall sign a certificate to that effect, and shall furnish the City 
Registrar with a copy of the same. He shall also state the 
time and cause of death, the disposition made of the body, 
whether delivered to friends, or buried from the Hospital. In 
the last case, he shall mention the place of interment. 

Patients may be admitted by the Trustees to the privileges 
of the Hospital, at such rates of board as they may from time 
to time determine; such board being secured by their friends, 
or by the authorities of the place to which they belong. 

In cases where, in the opinion of the Trustees, the circum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or a part of the 
board shall be paid. If separate apartments, or articles not 
usually furnished at the Hospital are provided, such payment 
shall be made therefor as the Trustees shall deem reasonable. 


HOUSE RULES. 


Patients must be in their proper places in the wards during 
the visit of the Physicians and Surgeons, and always by 8 P. M., 
unless specially exempted by the Superintendent. 

Those free patients who are able, are expected to assist in 
nursing, and in such other services as may be reasonably re- 
quired of them, 

Patients shall not leave the Hospital Grounds without a pass 
from the Superintendent, nor the respective wards without the 
consent of the nurse in attendance. 


ee 
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No patient shall purchase, or cause any member of the house- 
hold to purchase for him, any article of food whatsoever, nor 
any other article, without the consent of the Superintendent; 
nor shall any officer or servant of the Hospital receive a gift or 
fee from a patient. 

Profane or obscene language, loud talking and incivility, are 
prohibited. 

No patient having acute syphilitic disease, or mania-a-potu, 
shall be admitted as a charity patient, or at a lower rate than 
twenty-five dollars a week for the former, and fifteen dollars for 
the latter. 

No person shall be admitted to the Hospital whose case is 
iudged to be incurable, unless there be urgent symptoms which 
in the opinion of the Physician, or Surgeon, are capable of being 
relieved. 7 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selection; 
and where there is a wish for the performance of any particular 
religious rite, it shall be indulged, when practicable. 

It is expected that patients will implicitly obey the rules of 
the Hospital. Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made 
to the Superintendent or Visiting Committee, and when reason- 
able, shall be by them reported to the Trustees. 

All employés must’ be in their respective places during their 
hours of duty. The doors and gates of the Hospital will be 
closed at 10 P. M., at which time all are expected to be quiet, 
and those not on duty, in their own rooms. 

The use of tobacco, wine and intoxicating liquors, is prohib- 
ited within the Hospital, unless prescribed by a physiciaa. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises, except on busi- 
ness, or at such times as may be fixed for the reception of vis- 
itors, without the permission of the Superintendent, or of some 
one of the Trustees. 
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On Monday, Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday of each week, 
from two to three o'clock, P.M, friends may be permitted to 
visit patients, though. no patient shall receive more than one 
visitor on the same day. In all cases, however, the Trustees or 
Superintesdent may exercise discretionary powers as to exclud- 
ing or admitting visitors. 

All visitors must leave when the bell rings, at the expiration 
of the visiting hour. 

No visitor will be permitted to take any meal in the Hos- 
pital, or pass the night therein, without permission from the 
Superintendent, or one of the Trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and any 
article sent to the patients shall be left with the Suaperin- 
tendent. 


NURSES. 


Nurses are required to be in their several wards each morn- 
ing ready for duty, before the night watchers leave the same. 

They shall decide what clothing, or other articles patients are 
to retain in the ward, and shall give or allow to be given to pa- 
tients only such articles of food or drink as may be permitted 
by the Physician or Surgeon in attendance. 


STUDENTS. 


The Trustees may grant any practitioner, or student of medi- 
cine of one year’s standing, on the recommendation of the Board 
of Physicians and Surgeons, a ticket of admission to follow the 
practice of the Hospital for not more than one year. Before 
receiving this ticket, the applicant shall sign an obligation to 
obey in all respects the By-laws and Regulations of the Hos- 
pital. The privilege thus granted may be modified or revoked.

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No student shall be entitled to admission except at the regu- 
lar hours for visiting, operation, or lecture. 

Hvery student, when requested, shall show his ticket to the 
porter at the gate, and shall conduct himself with decorum and 
propriety. It shall be the duty of the Superintendent to report 
any infringement of the rules, to the Visiting Committee.

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EIGHTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


{In conformity with the requirements of the 4th section of an 
ordinance concerning the Public Library, passed 21st Sept., 
1869, the Trustees have the honor to present to the City Coun- 
cil their Eighteenth Annual 


REPORT, 


being the first made under the new Ordinance, and including the 
history of the institution for the period of nine months, from Ist 
August, 1863, to 30th April, 1870. This change of the Library 
year has the great convenience of making the financial statement 
conform to the City year, and thereby rendering the accounts 
“more intelligible, as they will hereafter agree with the Auditor’s 
figures as given in his annual summary. But in examining the 
details of this document, with the tables accompanying, and in 
making comparison with previous records, it must be remem- 
bered that the present results indicate the work of nine instead 
of twelve months. 

The Appendices of this Report as usual comprise Reports of 
the Examining Committee and of the Superintendent. The 
first of these (Appendix A) proceeds, on behalf of the Com- 
mittee, and by their unanimous approval, from the hand of 
Rey. W. R. Alger. His associates in the examination were 
Rey. Geo. Putnam, D. D., of the Board of Trustees, and Hon. 
Josiah G. Abbott, R. M. Hodges, jr., M. D., George Homer, Esgq,, 
and Henry P. Kidder, Hsq., from the citizens at large. 
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The annual supervision of the institution by a number o 
gentlemen, entirely independent in method of examination and 
in their expression of opinion, must always have great weight 
in informing the City Government of the manner in which this 
large trust is executed by its managers. 

The report of the Superintendent (Appendix B.) contains 
the statements required by the Ordinance, and also the tables 
necessary to give a proper understanding of the manifold details 
inseparable from the daily service of a well-governed library. 

In the last report of this Board, it was stated in reference to 
the new system of shelf examination, inaugurated upon the plan 
and under the direction of the Superintendent, for the purpose 
of keeping the Library doors open throughout the year, that 
there seemed little doubt that a second trial would confirm the 
favorable conclusions of the first. This expectation has been 
fully realized. So far as is apparent, the shelf inquisitions are 
quite as searching, and the books missing as carefully followed, 
the losses as clearly made out, as when the Library was closed 
a month for the purpose of ascertaining the same facts. Pro- 
vided no unforeseen obstacles arise, the arrangement may be 


considered as fully adopted for the future; and one may reason- » 


ably expect that the Public Library will hereafter be open more 
days in the year than any kindred organization known to the 
Board. 

In seeking to “extend the benefits of the institution as 
widely as possible among the citizens and residents of Boston,” 
the regulations governing public access to the books and period- 
icals have been framed, it is believed, upon a more liberal scale 
than elsewhere exists; but a further change in the direction of 
freedom has been accepted by the Board, which will hereafter 
distribute the books with the smallest protection compatible 
with the certainty of their due return to the shelves. 

The City Council, in its annual appropriation bill, confirmed 
the decision of the Trustees to establisha Branch Library at

East Boston, by granting the necessary funds. Progress has 
already been-made in the selection of the books, and they will, 
with the remainder yet to be purchased, be transferred and ar- 
ranged for use, as soon as the Committee on Public Buildings 
of the City Government shall have provided suitable apart- 
ments for their accommodation and for the reading-room. The 
operations of this first Branch will be watched with great 
interest, as upon its success, must, in a large degree, depend a 
continuance of the same form of public instruction and bene- 
faction in other districts of the Ci ty. 

It is gratifying to notice that the annual increase in use is 
larger proportionately than the yearly additions of books. The 
library now contains 160,573 volumes, of which 130,664 are 
deposited in the Bates Hall, and 29,909 in the Lower Hall, an 
increase of 7,775 volumes since the last numeration. Since 
the last registration 22,654 persons have availed themselves of 
the privileges of the institution, and have used in the 230 days 
when the Library was open 209,228 volumes, an average of 
daily circulation of 917 volumes, against 770 of the previous 
year, and the largest average yet known in the Library history. 

Of these 209,228 books, 161,631 have been used from the 
Lower Hall Library, and 47,597 from the Bates Hall. From 
this large number of issues, but 26 books, or one out of every 
8,047, have been lost, or are beyond present recovery. It may 
be remarked, also, that the use of the Bates Hall Library is 
larger for these nine months than during the whole of any pre- 
vious year, showing an increasing understanding of its value 
and usefulness, and it may be hoped affording an indication that 
a taste for the higher class of books is extending among its fre- 
quenters. The statistics of the Reading Room also indicate a 
larger appreciation of that popular department... Its total read- 
ers amounted to 117,202, nearly 26,000 more than for the pre- 
vious year. The grouping together of these figures will sufli- 
ciently indicate that there is no falling off of popular interest in 
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the institution, and that its resources of all descriptions are 
most fully used by the community of which it forms the great 
intellectual reservoir. 

How far the circulation is affected by want of suitable ac- 
commodation for the visitors, awaiting the return and delivery 
of books, is only matter for conjecture. Undoubtedly many 
are deterred from coming by the crowd at the hours most con- 
venient for attendance, and this difficulty can only be remedied 
by providing more commodious and extensive public halls. To 
obviate this inconvenience in part, the Trustees have recently 
adopted measures which have materially diminished the average 
delay in delivery, and have thus rendered access measurably 
easier at the hours of largest frequenting. 

The catalogue work has gone forward with all the rapidity 
which the officers of the institution can command. But with 
their utmost diligence, they cannot control the work done out- 
side of its walls. The Finding List for Poetry and the Drama, so 
long promised and expected, will be issued as soon as it can be 
printed. Itis possible that the City authorities may hereafter 
find it consistent with the public interests to permit the Trustees 
to contract for their own printing, which entirely varies in charac- 
ter from any other work placed in the hands of the City contract- 
ors by any of the departments of the government, and requires 
very different executive ability. This subject is the more im- 
portant as the preparatory work for the Second Supplement of the. 
Bates Hall Library has already begun. Convenience of public 
access to the books, and proportionally extent of use, depend 
largely upon the promptness of the cataloguing department. It 
is a well-established part of the system under which this Li- 
brary is administered, that every information should be furnished 
by the daily records which is needed to show the inquirer the 
acquisition either of books or the references relating to subjects 
upon which knowledge is desired. A library without such 
means of use is like an unworked and unexplored gold mine, 
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The report of the last Committee on Public Buildings, rein- 
forced by two successive Examining Committees, recommending 
action on the part of the City Government in reference to the 
erection of a building suitable for the present and future wants 
of this institution, still remains in the hands of the present 
Committee, awaiting a favorable opportunity for movement. Lit- 
tle can be said at present in addition to the strongly-worded 
statement of this Board in its last annual Report, but it is proper 
to add here that there is reason to believe that the light and air 
admitted to the present building from the westerly boundary are 
to be seriously curtailed by the proposed erection of a lofty 
structure covering the whole site of the estate adjoining. 

One thing more should be added. It is indisputably wise, 
that when the Library is removed, it should go to a site where 
it may remain for the future without disturbance of light and 
air,— a site convenient of access, and sufficiently large to admit 
of ample space around the building, either as a portion of the 
property, or as bounded upon streets already established. The 
refusal of such an estate is in the hands of the Trustees — to be 
dealt with as may seem expedient to the City authorities. 

The proposed foundation in the City of the new Museum of 
Art is matter of public congratulation. Jt adds another to the 
great educational institutions, which should find their appro- 
priate home in Boston. By the arrangements of its Trustees, 
it is understood that provision is to be made for the custody of 
the Tosti collection of engravings, and for such other works of 
art, the property of the City, as are deposited in this building. 
Such a removal, and the terms under which they shall be kept 
safely, will be the subject of future negotiation with the Trus- 
tees of the Museum, and will require, in any event, the consent 
of the donors to any such transfer of trust. 

Under the continued fostering care of the City, and of its 
private benefactors, the Library now contains a Collection of 
books and works of art of which the community may well be 
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proud. It has been wisely determined that these treasures 
shall be accessible to every inhabitant of Boston, subject only 
to such restrictions as shall secure proper oversight for the pur- 
pose of insuring inviolate their transmission to succeeding gene- 
rations. ‘To few, if to any other, centres of population are such 
privileges afforded; and upon the manner in which they are 
used and valued, must depend their maintenance. An educa- 
tional institution of the highest type, it should be kept aloof 
from every influence not leading to intellectual results, or which 
would entangle it with any interest tending to diminish the con- 
fidence or respect which it has hitherto enjoyed, and it is hoped 
deserved. |

REPORT OF THE EXAMINING COMMITTEE, 


Consisting of the Rev. Geo. Putnam, D.D., Chairman; the Rev. 
W. Rt. Alger; the Hon. J. G. Abbott; R. M. 
Hodges, jr.. M.D.; Geo. Homer, Esq., 
and H. P. Kidder, Esq. 


WE are gratified in being able to speak with the warmest 
approval of the condition, use, influence, and general working 
of the Library. Its officers fill their places and discharge their 
duties with exemplary fidelity. Every department is conducted 
with an admirable order and efficiency, in which we have not 
discovered any fault. The committee feel that the intelligence, 
zeal, promptitude, courtesy, and spirit of improvement brought 
to his important post by the Superintendent, whose kindness 
and skill have devised many new modes of aiding the chief users 
of the Library, are worthy of special recognition. 

This institution has now been established for nineteen years. 

It is no longer in any sense an experiment, but a thoroughly 
vindicated example of success in an enterprise of the highest 
utility. The extent to which our fellow-citizens in general have 
availed themselves of the uses and privileges of the Library is 
amply satisfactory. Cards for the taking out of books have 
been given to about twenty-five thousand persons. During the 
past nine months, the names of six thousand five hundred and 
sixty new applicants for the benefits of the institution have been 
registered. ‘The increase in the number of visitors, gifts, and — 
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other signs of interest, has never before been so marked and 
rapid as it is now. | 

Among the many institutions of Boston which are objects of 
a just pride to our citizens, the Public Library deserves a prom- 
inent place. It has from the first been supported in a spirit of 
large and generous enlightenment, and thrown open to the peo- 
ple under the most liberal conditions compatible with the safe 
preservation of its treasures. ‘The munificence of the City Gov- : 
ernment in providing for the prompt purchase of such books, old’ 
or new, as are needed by scholars engaged in special researches, 
and themselves too poor to possess adequate libraries of their 
own, calls for the warmest approval of our public-spirited com- 
munity, as well as for the personal gratitude of the great num- 
ber of students who have enjoyed the boon thus offered. 

On the whole, the Committee are highly pleased with the 
results of the examination they have given to the Library. 
Roaming from alcove to alcove, they have looked on its rich and 
varied treasures with admiring satisfaction. They point to it 
as one of the noblest ornaments of the City. They beg to call 
a wider attention to it, and to ask a still deeper interest in it 
as an invaluable means of popular and professional culture. 
The use and power of literature are forcibly stated in these 
lines of an old poet rarely heard of now, — 

‘* As on the yielding wax the seal we find 
Left in the strong likeness with imprinted glow, 
So does the reader steal the author’s mind, 
And to the bias lent inclining go.” 

Surely the annual reading by twenty thousand of our citizens 
of over two hundred thousand volumes must exert an influence 
both momentous and lasting. 

In conclusion we feel compelled to say, that the accommoda.-. 
tions furnished in the present edifice have become so very inade- 
quate, and its inconveniences and wastes so irksome, that some 
decisive action ought immediately to be taken. We would 
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emphatically repeat the complaint and the recommendation 
which other committees have made. 

In advising the erection of a new building which shall furnish 
convenient and sufficient space for all the various purposes of 
the institution, we shall only refer briefly to the completeness 
with which the structure now occupied fails to meet the require- 
ments of a great library. 

It will be generally conceded, that whether we consider its 
external design or its internal plan, the building is equally a 
failure. With the former we have nothing to do, since no 
added beauty there would increase the conveniences of the 
officers of the Library or of the public who use it.. But the sins 
of the interior cry aloud continually and in vain for a rem- 
edy. The crypt-like Delivery-Room, the narrow and ill-lighted ° 
Reading-Room, the dark staircase with its wretched land- 
ings, where one stands groping for the handle of the door 
which should not be needed, the pretentious Hall above, fit . 
enough for a music hall or an exchange, but as little like a 
library-room as it could well be made, the dark alcoves piled up 
three stories high, and shrouding the books in almost impene- 
trable gloom; finally, the inexcusable absence of ventilation 
throughout the building; these are the daily and hourly misfor- 
tune of all who have occasion to pass much of their time within 
these walls. To remedy the faults of the present building is 
impossible. They are inherent in the original design of it; 
and it is for the Government of the City to consider how long it 
is expedient to bear with the evils of which they are the cause. 
One thing, however, should be insisted on at once. The lower 
rooms of the building should be ventilated, even if it be necessary 
to take out the floors to accomplish it. That a building of the 
size and height of this one, and therefore offering facilities for 
any number of heated air-shafts, should have been given over as 
incapable of ventilation, is one more striking instance of the 


ignorance and indifference which prevail on a subject of para- 
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mount importance. This is not the place to devise a system of . 
ventilation for the Public Library; but we may call attention to 
the fact, that up to the present time, no intelligent and vigorous 
efforts have been made to secure the desired results, and that 
the health of hundreds of our citizens is more or less seriously 


endangered by such neglect. . 
It is desirable to add that this Report meets the unanimous 


approval of the Committee.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To THE TRUSTEES : — 


Gentlemen: The new Ordinance relative to the Library, which 
went into effect on the first of January, has made a uniform be- 
ginning and end to our financial, statistical, and organization 
years, — a conformity long desirable and of manifest utility. 
It necessitates my reporting now, however, on the work of only 
nine months, — Aug. Ist, 1869, to April 30, 1870, —and this 
lessened time must always be borne in mind in comparing the 
figures of this and preceding years. 


I. BUILDING. 


The only material change during the year in the arrange- 
ment of the building, is the fitting up of our southeast basement, 
which has been divided into two rooms, and shelved for the 
receipt of newspapers aud duplicates. This will materially 
relieve the upper gallery of the Bates Hall, and give us, for the 
present, much needed room in several of the classifications of 
that department. Jt will also enable us to arrauge in &@ way 
easy for reference, the contents of these two new rooms, which 
have been heretofore both temporarily and awkwardly assigned 
to positions ill adapted for them. 
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ise Oe UNe S R ATL COUN: 
1. LIBRARY SERVICE. 


I refer you to Appendix XIX. for the present organiza- 
tion of our working force, which will show no material change 
from that of last year. 


2. EXAMINATION OF THE LIBRARY. 


In Appendix XX. will be found the report of the Custodian 
of the Shelves. The examination has been conducted on the 
same pjan as explained in my last Report, and with results 
equally satisfactory, confirming what has been claimed for the 
system, that it obviates the necessity of closing the Library at all, 
in order to take our yearly account of stock. I explained in 
my last Report the chances of errors in the enumeration without 
an‘absolute loss of books, and that there are no more of either 
is gratifying. 

The confined space on which much of the work on books is 
done, all of which affects our records, is not conducive to accu- 
racy, where assortments need to be made, and piles of books 
are not easily kept from mingling. 


3. REGISTRATION OF APPLICANTS. 


More applicants have registered their names (6,560) than du- 
ring the previous year; andif the 565 from Dorchester be thrown 
out, our records will show 6,000 during nine months for the same 
territory that gave us 6,500 during the whole of last year, the 
number who can apply being of course diminished year by year 
by those who have already registered, and increased by new- 
comers, and by those who have acquired the requisite age. 

In all cases where the story of the applicant was confirmed 
by the Directory, we have for some months answered the ap- 
plication at once. It would be difficult to say how many peo- 
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ple are using the Library for drawing books, but during the last 
three years cards have been granted in nearly 23,000 cases. I 
refer you to Appendix XII. 


4. BRANCH LIBRARIES. 


The decision of the Trustees in support of the expediency of 
this movement has resulted in the insertion of an empowering 
clause in our new Ordinance, and the City Council have voted 
the necessary finds. The coming year will probably see the 
details of the plan worked out, and the selection of books 
suitable for the object has already been begun from among our 
duplicates. An examination of the first 21,450 applications on 
our registration list disclosed the fact that they are divided as 
follows : —

This means that accessibility is a very great element in the 
proper conditions for a large circulation, as has been abun- 
dantly proved by the success of the system at Manchester, 
Birmingham, and Liverpool. It also pointed to Kast Boston as 
the most desirable place for the first experiment. 


TT) oT EBOOK Ss. 
1. EXTENT OF THE LIBRARY. 


We now possess, as will be seen by Appendix I, over 165,000 
volumes; namely, 30,000 in the Lower Hall, and 135,000 in the 
Bates Hall. 


2. INCREASE. 


Our increase (7,775 volumes, and 13,593 pamphlets) is pro- 


portionally larger than last year, in volumes, and in pamphlets 
3 
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actually little short of the same number as last year; or for nine 
months, as much as ever before in a whole year, excepting last 
year, and also in the two extraordinary years of the Bates 
and Parker donations. 

The stagnation in the American book trade, causing a dimin- 
ished supply of new popular books, has made the gain propor- 
tionally large in the Bates Hall, which grows for the most part 
from foreign publications, which, together with pamphlet volumes 
and bound periodicals (though a small share of the last go into 
the Lower Hall, after serving their purpose in the Reading 
Room), afford a means of increase that the Lower Hall is de- 
prived of. With renewed activity in American publishing, the | 
accessions of popular books, such as form our Lower Hall, will 
again take its proper relation. 

Our gain from new publications is not, however, noticeably 
diminished in consequence of the small supply with American 
imprint; for, while the dulness of the market has diminished the 
number of popular publications, it has not so seriously affected 
the weightier books. It will be seen by Appendix IV to be 
about forty per cent. of our whole gain. 


3. DONATIONS. 


Our list of benefactors is gratifying. Six hundred and sixty 
institutions and persons, besides those who have not given us 
their names, have thought of us during these nine months, and 
their gifts show 1,646 volumes, and 10,228 pamphlets, —a 
record hardly before surpassed with us except in the two notable 
cases mentioned as affecting the comparison of our increase. 
(See Appendix I and IX.) 


4. SHELF DUPLICATES. 
In the Lower Hall, the number of duplicates added has been 
as 5 to T new books; and of the 212 volumes condemned (in 
almost all cases they were duplicates), it was found desirable in 
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158 cases to replace the copies, and in many of the cases to add 
to the number of copies, on the warrant of a comparison of 
circulation with the copies we had. There were 248 new publica- 
tions duplicated during the year. (See Appendixes IV and 
VIII.) 


5. SALE DUPLICATES. 


The figures of Appendix V show a slight gain. When these 
are all arranged in our new basement room, an actual count 
may enable us to correct the figures, which have been accruing 
from the rather uncertain means of adding gains and subtract- 
ing books disposed of, for some years. When thus arranged 
also, after the demands of the new Branch are met as far as they 
can be, it is hoped successive lists of them, when printed in our 
Bulletins, will assist in relieving our room of their accumula- 
tions, through more systematic exchange with other libraries. 


6. PAMPHLETS. 


Nearly as many Paninhicte (13,593) have been acquired dur- 
ing these nine months, as during all last year; and of these 
about 3,000 came from exchanges with the State Library at» 
Albany, and the Library of Yale College. The scheme of 
assortment and preparation for binding, as explained in my last 
Report, has gone on continuously ; and our applications in quarters 
where it was thought likely that we could be successful in com- 
pleting sets, have been obligingly met by most of those addressed. 
I can only repeat that our collection is fast becoming of prime 
importance in character, and of uncommon value for its accessi- 
bility, through binding and cataloguing. (See Appendix I.) 


7. THE PURCHASE OF BOOKS. 
There is no change to report in our system. The figures of 
Appendix XIII will show that our full purchase of such as are 
recommended invites the public to make such requests more 
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liberally than ever. There were 1,231 titles asked for in this 
way, making perhaps 3,000 volumes, and in nearly a fifth of the 
cases, we already had the books desired. The rest, with few 
exceptions, were ordered, and nearly one-half of them have 
already been received. This, as explained last year, does not 
cover the requests to buy duplicates of popular books, which 
are met independently of this record.

1, USE OF THE LIBRARY. 


The use of books of the entire Library, throwing out 1,735, 
reference use in the Lower Hall, never before counted, is 
209,228 for 230 days, against 218,677 for 284 days last year, or 
a difference of over 130 in the daily average in this year’s favor, 
— the best record we have ever made. In the Bates Hall, our 
daily average use is 207 against 151 last year, and the largest 
daily use is 441, probably much in excess of any one day before. 
In the Lower Hall, the daily average has risen from 619 (last 
year) to 703, and the largest daily use is the most extensive 
ever recorded (1,385). (See Appendixes X, XI, XIII.) 


2. BATES HALL CLASSIFICATIONS AND READING. 


refer to Appendixes VII and XIX, to show that there is an 
observable steadiness in the comparative use and strength of the 
various departments, arising rather from natural causes than 
from any systematized effort at compensation. 


3. LOWER HALL CLASSIFICATIONS AND READING. 


The same correspondence will be seen regarding the increase 
of the classifications of the Lower Hall (Appendix VIII), but 
there is a slight gain in the proportion of English prose fiction 
read (Appendix XV), an item on which I look for considerable 
reduction when the long-delayed Class List for Poetry, the Drama, 
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Collections, and miscellaneous light reading, is before the 
public, which will be the case early the coming year. This is 
probably the most popular section of the books after that of 
prose fiction; but its use has fallen below that of the arts and 
sciences, because the latter class have had the advantages of 
accessibility through a Class List. 


4, PERIODICAL READING ROOM. 


In Appendix XIV you will find the best figures yet presented 
regarding this department of the Library. The number of peri- 
odicals (304) is ten more than last year, and with the contem- 
plated increase of accommodation will be further increased. 
The total number of readers for 230 days is 117,202, against 
91,674 for 299 days last year. They have more than doubled 
in three years, as the comparison stands, and the advantage is 
still more largely in favor of the present year, when we consider 
the shorter interval which it covers. There is a oratifying 
increase in the number of female readers, there having been 
13,593 the past year, against 5,225 on the previous record. 
The daily average number of readers is now 510, against 191 


three years ago. I refer for additional particulars to Appendix 
XVI. 


5. LOSSES AND DELINQUENTS. 


In nearly 12,000 cases, books have been detained beyond the 
allowed time, and sent for through the mail. Such notices 
brought back all but 500; and of these, after a week’s interval, 
in addition to the previous fortnight, our messengers reclaimed 
all but about 25, and that when there were over 180,000 taken 
from the building. This shows that the mutual obligations of 
the Library and its patrons are still creditably observed. The 
wear and tear of the Lower Hall is indicated by 212 volumes, 
condemned during the year, and by nearly 35,000 new paper 
covers being required. 
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Vi CATALOGUES. 


The work of this department has been uninterrupted. The 
Prince Catalogue has been put before the public, and competent 
judges have pronounced favorably on its character, and the ad- 
vantages of accessibility which it has given to the collection. 

Work on a third volume of the main Catalogue of the Bates 
Hall has begun, but the revision has not yet progressed so far 
as to insure much advance in printing during the coming year. 

With the publication of the Class List for Poetry, the Drama, 
Collections, &c., now in the printer’s hands, the divisionary 
Catalogue of the Lower Hall will be completed, and new 
editions of some of them will be desirable. 

The printed Bulletins have continued to be our medium for 
informing the public of the stores we are gathering for them, 
and of such other information as we wish to impart, or of wants 
we think they can meet. 

The manuscript record-book of daily accessions of new books 
has been fully kept up; but the substitution of a bulletin-board 
for the purpose, as offering more advantages, is now contem- 
plated, for each Hall. 

The insertion of the additions to the Bates Hall, which had 
been made in the past in an interleaved copy of the Supple- 
mental Index, had rendered it by the accumulation of titles 
somewhat inconvenient for the public to examine, as a perfect 
alphabetical arrangement was not practicable. For it a Pub- 
lic Card Catalogue, admitting of indefinite expansion, is now 
substituted, the cards being protected from removal or displace- 
ment by superincumbent wires; and it is found to work satis- 
factorily. 


VI. FINANCH, 


Appendix XVIII represents for the last time our compara- 
tive financial condition in the unsatisfactory manner necessari- 
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ly arising from the non-conformity of our fiscal and Library 
years. This incongruity will be avoided in the future by the 
provisions of the new Ordinance. 


VIL. FINE ARTS. 


The fine collection of engravings, made by the late Cardinal 
Tosti, and given by Mr. Appleton, which was referred to in my 
last Report, has since been thoroughly examined, and is found to 
contain between six and seven thousand prints, bound in vol- 
umes, framed, orloose. Our April Bulletin already shows some 
of the riches of the collection in the list it gives of those in 
the 117 bound volumes, and subsequent Bulletins will complete 
the catalogue. The bound volumes and loose prints have been 
arranged in cases convenient for exhibition; and those in 
frames have been exhibited to as much advantage as our space 
would allow.

WE, the undersigned, owners of property situated on the 
easterly side of Tremont street, in said Boston, between Pleas- 
ant street and the Boston and Albany Railroad, would respect- 
fully petition your Honorable body, that the assessment on our 
several estates as betterment, on account of the widening of 
said Tremont street, be assumed by the said City of Boston, for 
the following reasons, to wit : — 

1st. The great expense to which we have already been sub- 
jected, on account of the raising of the grade, and the widening - 
of said Tremont street. 

2d. The great inconvenience to which we have been subjected 
on account of the raising of grade, and widening said street. 

3d. The loss of rent, of use of our houses, from six to eight 
months, on account of said raising of grade and widening. 

4th. That the assessmen tis exorbitant, and out of all pro- 
portion to the benefit to our several estates, by the widening of 
said Tremont street. 

5th. That the widening of Tremont street from fifty feet to 
sixty feet, between Pleasant street and the Boston and Albany 
Railroad, while it may be of great public convenience, is of 
very little or no benefit to our several estates.

THE Committee on Laying out and Widening streets, to 
whom was referred the accompanying petition from Francis W. 
Ryder and others, asking for an abatement of the betterments 
assessed upon their estates on the easterly side of Tremont 
street, between Pleasant street and the Boston and Albany 
railroad bridge, on account of the widening of Tremont street, 
beg leave to submit the following — 


REPORT. 


The petitioners appeared by counsel, and gave the Committee 
a full explanation of their case, occupying three afternoons. 
It appears that the petitioners’ estates are upon a part of the 
Suffolk street territory, so-called. While the surveying, and 
other work necessary upon that district was in progress, for the 
purpose of a proper presentation of it to the City Council, for 
their action under the authority given the city by the Legisla- 
ture to abate a nuisance therein, it was deemed advisable by a 
mutual agreement between these petitioners and the City, to 
raise the houses on their portion of the territory, upon the 
same terms and conditions employed in the raising of the 
Church street district, to the end that the improvement of 
Tremont street might be completed, the street properly paved, 
and open for travel as early as practicable in the year 1869. 
An agreement was accordingly drawn by the City for the signa- 
tures of these petitioners. By it the City undertook the raising 
of their houses to grade, on precisely the conditions observed 
with the owners upon the opposite side of the street. After 
some delay the petitioners all became parties to this agree- 
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ment. While it was pending, some of them prepared a pro- 
posal of their own for the terms upon which the City should do 
the work for them. By this document, among other conditions, 
the City was to assume all betterments that might be assessed 
upon the petitioners’ estates, growing out of the widening of 
Tremont street. The agents of the City declined to consider 
this proposal, having no authority to bind the City to any such 
agreement. Mr. Ryder, in his evidence before the Committee, 

stated that, before he became a party to the agreement drawn 
by the City, he was promised that his position in regard to the 
betterments should be presented before the proper Committee 
and the Board of Aldermen, for their consideration and favor- 
able action. This the Commissioners and the Chairman of the 
Committee upon the Church street district deny. They state 
that they invariably replied to questions upon this point, that 
they had nothing whatever to do with the subject. 

It is not alleged by the petitioners that the increased value of 
their land does not greatly exceed in amount the betterment as- 
sessed upon them for the improvement of their street; their 
complaint is, that they were not fairly used in the settlement of 


their damages. 
Your Committee cannot therefore advise that the petitioners 


be relieved from the payment of the assessments laid upon their 
property; but ask that they may be discharged from further 
consideration of the matter, and that the petitioners be granted 
leave to withdraw.
